So after that they 
had ſupped, began the great feaſts of dauncing, in p which 
the knight of the Sun dvd daunce with the P2uncelſe, with 
ſo notable and excellent grace, with the like diſpoſition, that 
it was a thing wozthie the beholding . &ykewiſe thoſe 
kings and Lo2ds dpd daunce with the Ladies and Dam⸗ 
ſells of the P2inceſſe , who were verie faire, in the which 
mirth and paſtime they paſſed awate the greatelt parte of 
the night, and foz that the knight of the Sunne was verie 
wearte of his greate trauaile the date palt, the Emperour 
would nat that that night they ſhould bee made {ure toge⸗ 
ber, but commaunded it tobe referred till the next day fol»

lowing . Thus midnight being paft, all men went bnto 
their reſt, and the knight of the Sunne at two of the clocke

Was not a knight in all v world that in bounty + rength 
was lyke vnto him. In this time the faire P2tneefſe with 


the cut ward Hel of her heute tountenance, and the going 


and comming of her rubicond coulour, gone to vnderſtand 
what great ſoꝛrow and grieſe her heart reteiued fog to fre 
her welbeloued knight put into ſo great perill and trouble, 
and octupped her ſelle in no other thing, but pꝛaping vato 
her Gods fo2 to giue him the victoꝛte, at which time the 
ſplendant Dunne dꝛew nigh vnto the Occident regions, F 
the lad darkneſle of the night began to cover the earth, whe 
the kurious Bradaman and the god knight of the Sun had 
endured the houres in tho battaiie, without taking onye 
relt, pct at that time they ſtroke fo fierce and fur ions one ay 
gainſt an other, as though it dyo but as then beginne, and 
Biadaman labeured with greate courage ſoꝛ to faſten ene 
ſure blowe vpon the knight of the Sunne, belcuing verily 
therewith to make an end of that battatle, but all that euer 
he dyd pꝛocure to doe, was fo lyttle purpoſe, fe2 that this 
woꝛthie knight knowing the great perill and daunger of 
his mozfall blowes dyd pꝛocure by all meanes to defende 
and clare himſelfe from them, and with great farte # light⸗ 
neſſc he dyd Nill ſtrike and wound him on his bigge legs.

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therewith, as though there had bene two Culls gaine, the 
quantitie was ſo much by reaſon whereof the gyants loꝛce 
and irength abated, in luch ſoꝛt that he did not execute his 
blowes with ſo great Crength as he did at the firic,p which 
being knowen by the knight of the Sunne his furie x force 
increaſed the moꝛe, and Bradaman fainted by the lolle of (a 
much bloud, and being without all power and irength,he 
fell downe vnto the ground, whoſe fall was ſo terrible and 
heauie, that if made the whole pallace, with all the towers 
to ſhake, which was as great toy and pleaſure onto them 
that did beholde it, as it was ſoꝛrow and griefe vnto all the 
giants, the companions of Bradaman, who were rcadte to 
burſt with pure anger, to ſee their Loꝛd fo be onercome and 
loſc the victoꝛie, and the knight of the Sun giuing thanks 
vnto almightie God fo2 that great vidoꝛie, went vnto Bra- 
daman,and pulled off his heline to ſe if he were dead 02 
not, and when he ſaw. that he was but in a ſound, he com⸗ 
maunded ſtraight waies that he ſhoulde bee carried from 
thence, whereas he might be cured of his woundes , The 
which was ſtraight was done, and his wounds walhcsz 7 
bound vp, and found that he was in no perill of death, al⸗ 
though if the knight of the Sun had knowen at that time 
What would haue happened, with a very god will he wold 
haue cut oft his head, befoze he would haue commaunded 
him to be cured,fo2 that cuerie d2oppe of blond which was 
there ſpilt, coſt full derelie the Emperour of Greece, Thus 
this bꝛaue and perillous battaile being concluded, the Ho2lſe 
of the knight of the Dunne was ſtraight wates brought 
vnto him and mounting theron, all thoſe kings and nugh- 
tie Loꝛdes came foꝛ fo beare him compante, with luch gal- 
lant noiſe of muſicke, that it hewed the great maieſtie of 
thoſe kings and Princes that were there pꝛeſent In this

Wow wont ouer him without touching him any thing at 
alt And with the great furie of the bat and the pellates, it 
made the Grant to forne twiſe about with all his bodie. 
In che meame tune this valiant knight did ſtrike him ſuch 
a blo! vpon his lenge \ that what with the great ſtrength 
wher with it was Uroken;and the kneneſſe, of his word, 
it cut, hig armour and the tleſh vnto the harde bone, wherat 
iJued very much bloed, that the carth was all fo be ſp2ink- 
ted therewith. Wut when that Bradaman, felte him ſelke 
wonnded, and zw his aduerſarp befoꝛe him, with fo great 
courage, his wꝛath, anger and moꝛtall courage was ſuch 
chat he might be compared vnto one of the tnfernal furics, 
foꝛ that there came foꝛth at his viſoꝛ ſo much ſmoake and 
ſparkes of yer, as though it had bene full of gunne pouder 
and Bꝛimſtone. And with fo great bꝛaueneſſe, that he put 
great feare in alt them that dyd beholde him, with both hig 
handes he began to thzow that great and heaup bat abont 
his head, with fo great foꝛte and \wiftneTe, that it emed 
to make a rounde cerkle, and the waightie pellets of pꝛon 
that hong thereat, made a whirling noyſe in the ayer , And 
fo with this dꝛeadful lembläce, he went againſt the knight 
of the Dunne, being verpe certaine and ure, that if anye 
of tnoſe pellets, ſiduld faſten vpon him, that it would bꝛeak 
him all to paces. But he who in the lyke ertremities his 
bart neuer fkapled him, ſeeing that it did accomplich him to 
pe from his aduerlarp, 02 ells to abyde that daungereus 
blow, from the which it was not poſſible to eſcave the deth, 
if any of thoſe pellats did chaunte to hit him . At ſuch time 
as he came nigh him, and that the pellets had palled once as 
bout whirling hard by his vitar ot his helme, hefoꝛe that he 
could come about againe, with great linhtnefte, be put him 
ſelfe with in the foꝛce of the blow, 2 topried with the Giant, 
in ſuch loꝛt, that when he came abought with his (winging 
blow againe, p pellets miſſed their purpoſe, but w the hand 
end ol the club, he ſcroke p knight of the Sun with ſo great 
ſtrength, be thought verely, that all his armoꝛ 4 bones had 
bene bzoken a ſunder in the middeſt: 4 by reaſon of b geeat

was the occaſion that the bat flew out of the giants hands, | 
and fell a great waie from him on the ground.

Ind in ſaying theic woꝛdes, he went vnto the kntgyt od the | 
Sunne, foz to ſtrike him a blowe vpon his head, the which a 
Was done ſo quickip, that the knight had no leaſure fo2 to 
clerre himlelle, but warding it with his l wond and ſhtelde 
in the beſt wile he could, and chauncing vnder his (word, 
ho clouc his ſhiclo a ſunder in the middeſt, and the loꝛce ot 
the blowe deſcended downe vpon his healme with ſo great 
ſtrength, that it made him to fFoup with his knees 1 hands 
dolune to the ground, and if his healme had not bene won⸗ 
derkull god, at that ſame blowe he had clonen him downe 
vnto the girdle, pet fo2-all this, that valpant knight ſain⸗ 
ted nothing at all, but with great iightneſie he aroſe vn a⸗ 
gaine, and by reaſon that the Opaunt was of great height, 
he could not pꝛocure to wound him krö the walt vpwarvs, 
therfoꝛe he toc his wand in both his handes and ſtreke 
him ſuch an cuerth wart blow, vpon the left legge, that her 
cut both.harneis and fleſh to the hard bone x made a grea⸗ 
ter wound then the other beſaze, whereout there iltued vgs 
rie much bloud, whereat Bradaman recguered fo great eut⸗ 
ragious furie, that he wiſhed that all the great place Were 
full of knights fo contend againſt him, uherton he might 
the better execute his biowes, fo2 5 the knight of tho zun 
with his great light nelle and tozce did cleere bhunifelte from 
them, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it das a great meruaile ſoꝛ hun to 
faſten one ſure blowe vpon bim, which was the occaſton * 
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= to combat with thee J ſeeke compante and helpe, there⸗ 
oꝛe F wil combat with tha alone if thou wilt, it not, wake 
ws returnc backe againe from whence thou camſt, and let 
other god knightes come vnto the iudge, who doth thinhke 
long foꝛ the lame. Bradaman at theſe woꝛds was berp ans 
gr ie, and lpkewiſe foꝛ the knight of the Sunne, becauſe he 
would continue with him alone, and as one amazed he res 
mained not knowing what to dae, one waie ſeeming to bee 
great neceffitte in him to combat with him alone, and an 
otger waie great repꝛoch and ſhame, to leaue his compa⸗ 
mons quarrell vnreuenged. The Emperor and all thoſe 5 
that wer with him dyd well heare and vnderſtand all that 7 
paſſed betwirt then, not a little wondering at the flerce⸗ l 
neſe of that monſtrous and valtant Opant, and did great⸗ 
Ip feare his ſtrength and vnreaionable ſtature, ſeming vos 
to them vnpoſſihle that ante humane knight ſhould ouer⸗ 
come him. Now when Bramadan ſawe that his bꝛaueneſſe 
noꝛ umpoztunations did little pꝛeuaile him to peri wade 
the knight of the Dunne not to enter into battaple with 
him alone, with great firte he tourned the raines of his 
mightie Elephant, and bꝛoching him with his ſpurres, hee 
ſapd: Nell, ſeing that they follie hath ſo diſquieted me, if 
all the Oods in the heauens oulde toyne together with 
their powers fo2 to ſuccour and aide the, yet thall they not 
he lufflcient fo; to deltuer the out of my handes, and moze 
he ſavd ; Oh vile and rep2ochfull Bradaman, at the menſio⸗ 
mug of whoſe name all the whole earth almett docth 
tremble, and now one alone knight ſo valpant and hardie, 
that he dare put himſelke in the field againſt me: how and 
which waie might Jtahe renengement of this ſo greate 
outrage. And in ſaying theſe wozdes with a mightie great ; 
ſpeare in his hand, which ſeemed to be as bigge as a Pine 13 
tree, and as faſt as his Elephant coulde runne, he went a⸗ 
gaynſt the knight of the Dunne, who calling vpon God foz 
his ayde and luccour lyke wiſe ranne againſt hun, with ſo 
great \ wiftneiTe,that heauen and earth leemed to tremble, 
lo that the lokers on had great feare to beholde hun, tarry⸗ 
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ing to ler the ſueceſſe of that rigoꝛous encounter, the which 
was ſuch, and with ſo great fo2ce and ſtrength, that they: 
ſpeares (although they were veric big) were th&nered all 
to peces; without ame mouing either of them in their lad⸗ 
dles, til ſuch time as they tame to mate together with 
their bodies and hozles , Then the god hozfe Cornero 
with his ſharpe and hard hoꝛne, bꝛoched the Elephaunt in 
the middeſt of the bꝛeaſt, in ſuch ſo2te, that wounding him 
verie ſoꝛe, he ouerthꝛew him drad to the ground with bis 
maſter Brainadan vpon him, who ganc ſuch a biowe vy pon 
the carth with his fall, that it ſemen amichtie Tower to 
haue fallen he made fo great a noiſe . Kikcwiſe the knight 
of the Dumme with bis hoe beung tormented wt'h the 
mightie encounter of Bradaman and his Clepharit, almoſt 
aſtonied they came both to the ground, vet with a trife this 
couragions knight role vp vponhis kete, s, with his word 
dꝛawen in his hand, and his ſherld on his arme, he ent as 
gainſt Dradaman' , who grestipe amazed at that ſtronge 
encounter, was vpon is feete, with a great bat of pꝛon in 
both his hands at the end whereef was hanged by ſtrong. 
thatnes of pꝛon foure great pellets of the ſame mettall,the 
wh:ch he ſtong about his head, flouriſhing with ſuch lurie 
to la biniſelfe ouerthꝛowen at the firſt encounter by cite 
alone knight, that he wihed all the whole place fo bee full 
of nights, and agayntt hun, that he might the better cre» 
tute his furie, and conming nigh vnto the kmoht of the 
Sunne, with great fury and ſoꝛce he ict dꝛine at him lo ter⸗ 
rzvie a blowe, hat the bigge pellets on his bat whirled in 
the aire, and made fo great a noiſe, that there was none in 
all the place, but onelp in leeing ok him ſo force and entra⸗ 
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gious, but were meraatlonflie aſratde. But this mightie x 
vatiant knight. ſa ing fo terrible and moꝛtall a blow come 
ming vpon hun, with great diſtrettö mave ſhew as though 
ye would abide the lurie thereof,but yet at ſuch time & he 
would diſcharge the ſame , by realen that the grant was 
berte high, and the blowe ft:cke ouerchwart, pe with grcat 


lightnelle ſtopcd downe to the graund, in ſuch loꝛt, at the * 
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ſubiection, hut in the time of this Bradaman Campeon, 
they, were canſtrained ta be ſubieſt vnto him, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that in anelie hearing him named. they dr tremble and 
au mozand in reſpect ol him, they did not onlie take him to 
ve U oꝛd, but did alls ſrrue and obe allſuch kings as 
Wryg vnt anby lm into anie af thoſe lands, aud woulde 
Not lefter anie fog to raigne longer then it was his will 
pit acure. This great Campeon ſœing his irong compani⸗ 
035 lo sugrthꝛawen and loie the vigoꝛie, he receiued there⸗ 
at neither ſoꝛ robo noꝛ griele, but was rather verie gladde 
and aofull, to ſe the greate valour of that knight, ko; that 
as 20 16320 aits fo guercome him, he might then the better 
ſhew forth his great bountie, although it emed vnto him 
to get verie little honour in duercomming of him, conſide⸗ 
ring the acgat encounters and tails which he had made be- 
£929 wiih fo many gyaunts and unzgötes, and appꝛoching 
nigh vato the knight of the Dunne vpon his mightie Ele⸗ 
phant, which ſeemed to be a great tower, he fayd.  - - 

Dir knight, thou gughteſt to haue thy (elſe in great eſti⸗ 
mation, foꝛ that tho bait with ſo greate lightneſſe ouer⸗ 
thiowen mp companione, which are the mot Urongeſt gys 
ants in ali mo kingdomes, and (92 that thou chalt not de⸗ 
teiue thy lellte of thy vidozie , the which thou Hail got of 
them, neither thy bouncie to make the ſo hargte fo2 to en⸗ 
ter with me alone into contention, J will ging cher to vn⸗ 
and that 4 am Bradaman Campeon, Logbe oner the Oꝛi⸗ 

entall Jlands, he that ik all the knights in the wozid were 
iopned together in the fild againlt him, he vocth thinke ta 
put them bato the l wo2b firit,betoze they ſhould ouercome 
hin by armes. Likewiſe ſoz that J would not that the res 
pꝛoch of mp compantons, ſhould be lekte viireuenged , J 
wil giue ther this libertie, fo2 to chole fiktie knights of the 
beſt that thou canſt finde in all this companie, and that 
vou come all together to combat with me, and nat to let 
me take ants reſl till ſuch time as J do kill and vanquich 
vou all, 
The great bꝛauerie of the Opaunt ſoz all that, ware 
| ny

not put anie feare info this woꝛthie night: although he 
ſeemed vnto him, to be one at the molt defo:medſt of lta⸗ 
ture that euer he lawe in all his life: pet his valiant cou⸗ 
rage was ſuch, that with the helpe of God, he hoped to n⸗ 
bate his pꝛide, and with that confidence he anſwered, and 
ſaide: J doe giue thee greate thankes Bradaman, fo2 this 
tale which thou halt tolde vnto me, although (foꝛ to giue 
occalion to haue ther in greater eſtimation) it had beene 
better, that an other had ginen me to under tand of thy 
great fame, and not tolde me by thy ſells © Foꝛ chat there 
can nothing be well done, when that it is aduanced and 
ſet feoꝛth by the doer thereof, but mut nerds late a grrat 
part of the vertue, and touching that, whereas thou fault , 
that {7 ſhovnls choſe vnto me ſiitie Enights ſoꝛ to helpe me, 
J cine thee no thanks foꝛ the tame, oz that Yam fullie 
perl waded, that thou doll it fo2 vaine : gloꝛie, aud to boaſb 
thy lere, moꝛe than ſoꝛ ame honour 02 p2otite thou booty 
meanc towards me: thercloꝛe take vnto thee thy weapon 
and come fo2th ag ainſt inc, ſoꝛ with the fauour and he! pe 
of Hob, one ot icffer ſtature than thou are, (although his 
better ſeruatit) bid quell a Giant as thou art: ſo lineviſe 
may 7 otzercome thee : fo2 that thou maiſt the beitrr knaes 
the orcat myꝛatles of God, and howe nughtie they are. 
Brandawan, who verie wel vnderNod, what the Knight 
of the Sunne had laide, making a great laughter, he laide: 
Knight, ik befoze J had ther in reputation ok valiant, J 
now accompt the toꝛ ſimple and folilh, los that thou wilt 
attempt things that are bey9d nature, k VAPOR ivle:{s that 
J de accompt it rather fo {o(lte than to ane manhode 02 
frengih;tate into thy copany d Anighes which . do Will 
ther, other wiſe it wil be agre; If ccpsda to me, whe it chal 
be known in my countrie, that boe take a ſpeare ta iuſt 
with one alone Knight. ben the k dighr of the Du ſaid, 
it is moꝛe hond: t cu erte 01 n iche Av. to be duer⸗ 
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the ſpeare could not pearte it but glaunced on the one ſide, 
ſa that the ſpeare appeared at the backe of the knight of the 
Dunne, with his held vpon the porat,fo2 that the buckles 
ther cok were bꝛoken, and vpon a ſodaine in that place was 
there a great rumour, and ſhꝛiks amongſt the people, thin⸗ 
king that he had bene llaine, but the valyaunt knight who 
had not his equall in all the woꝛlde, delermined there fo 
ſhew his high bountie, made his encounter in ſuch ſoꝛt vpo 
the bꝛoade bꝛeaſt of that dꝛeadfull Gyaunt, by reaſon that 
the Dpeare was great and ſtrong, befoꝛe it dyd bzeake her 
guerth2ew him and his Elephaunt fo the ground, whoſe tal 
made lo great a noiſe as though a whole tower had fallen 
dow ne, and he p2oc&ded foꝛwards on his furious coucſe as 
though he had receiued no encounter at all, which made all 
thoſe that were pꝛeſent to wander at that mightie blowe. 
Then the valpant Oriſtedes ſayd vato the Emperour: J 
doe beleene that if the aunceſtoꝛs of this knight, ö Greekes, 
and mine of the Tropans, which wer together at the ſiege 
of Troy, were now aline,not one of them ſhould get ante 
honour by this knight, neither coulde they doe ſuch mer⸗ 
umayles in knighthod, foꝛ that if this we haue (cene,ſhould 
be related vata vs in Viſtozies, are giuen vs to vnderſtand 
by others, the molt part therot we neither would noꝛ could 
belene,but rather iudge it to be a thing impoſſible. Of a 
truth ſaid the Emperour, pour Tropan aunceſtoꝛs were 
verie god and ſingular knights, but pet 3 doe belcue that 
this knight is better then euer they were, and being in this 
communication, the ſecond Gyant came fo2th to iuſt with 
the knight of the Sunne, who taking another ſherld, as fall 
as his hoꝛſe could runne moned agaynlt bun, and fo mighs 
telp ther made their encounter, that the @vecare of toe gys 
ant, bp reaſon that it was bigge, and chaunced a full blow 
on the knight of the Sunne, that if made him fo deciyne 
bacawardes ſomewhat, and bake not, but glauncod vps 
wardes without doing ante other harme, ſa that he letteled 
hinſelfe, but he made his encounter with the Spaunt la 
ſtronglie, that vnhozlüng him from his Clephant, he thꝛew 
him 
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him fo the ground, and the god knight paſſed fozwardee, 
leaning the giant with lo great anger, that the ſmoke came 
out at his beauer, as from a chimney with fire. Then 
ſtraight wayes came foꝛth the third Gyant, whom this vas 
lyant knight dyd ouerth2owe vato the ground, in the lame 
oꝛder as he dpd the other,inſuch loꝛt he perſeuered in his 
valpant bountie, that the fift part of the baie lacked to con⸗ 
clude, when that of the twelue Giants, he had ouerthꝛobn⸗ 
en a leauen ot them to 8 ground, without once mouing in 
his ſaddle at the encounter of any of the, putting ſo great 
wonder in all them which beheld him, that feng it before 
their eies, they thought it a thing impeleible to be belcued. 
And ß fapꝛe Pzincetfe Lyndabrides ſeeing her knight elcero 
from fo mightie encounters, was no leſle ioy full, as fo ſee 
him fo farce abſent from the pꝛeſence of the faire P2inces 
Claridiana although ſhe was not in full ſecuritic in ſceing 
the laſt Opant which remained, who ferred vntoher to 
be the beſt and moſt wonderfull, and lo it was of truth, fo; 
that this was the moſt bꝛaueſt and ſtrongeſt of them all, 
although they were all kings, euerpe one of them otter his 
Riad, vet by reaſon of his great bꝛaueneſſe and mightie 
koꝛce, they were al ſubiec vnto this and theo eſteemed bim 
fo: their Loꝛd and pꝛincipall amongſt them, and in ſigne 
and token thereof , this had his crowns of fine golde mers 
uailous richly wzoaght with pꝛecious ſtones and the other 
were all of ſiluer, and he was called Bradaman Campeon, 
which is as much to ſate in their language, mightie Bing, 
Captaine, o: Champion, and was Loꝛde ouer the Jlande 
Serpentaria, which is the moſt biggeſt and pꝛinctpalleſt a⸗ 
mongſt all the Ozientall Flands , The wiſe Artemidoro 
lapth, that this was he that dyd compile the mighlie diedes 
of the knight of the Sunne, in thole partes whereas this 
Bradaman dwelt, was the moſt mightieſt and valigunteſt 
Gyant that euer was ſerne, and he ths had moſt power o⸗ 
ner all the Gyants of the Dꝛientall landes, for that by 
reaſon of the great flercencle of that nation, hers was nes 
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uer anie that had ſo much Power as is bzinng then into 
lubienton,

and ſkrengthes, fo: that e hether and to be Koꝛd 
duer all thelc thy countrieg, Ringdomes and ſotteratiie E: 1 
perour, to be cquall with them. Zhen the Einperour laid, 
J do verely beleue the lame foꝛ as Þ high gods hath bꝛought 
me hether this knight, foꝛ to marry him with my daughter, 
and to be loꝛde oner this my high eltate, cuen lo had they 
great care and confideration, fo2 to make him, being of to 
great courage, aboue all them that are in the woꝛlde. Am 
1 ſo glad fo: to receiue him to be my tonne, that there is no 
other iope that J doe deſter noꝛ loke foz , Do whilelk that 
= emperour, and the Tropan Oriſtedes, was talking here 
f, there entred into the great place , twelne Ovpants,ail to 
. of lo huge bpgnelle, that they ſcemed to be towers, 
and all mounted vppon mightie Clophants, 4 armed with 
armour made of (cales and bones, boꝛdercd with tine goid 
and p2ectons ſtones, with crownes of liluer, very curtoulty 
w29nght, vpon their helmes, and their Clophants were co⸗ 
uered with ſkinnos, and lyned with very fine white ſitke, 
Which did become them very well. And ther centred in ak⸗ 
ter them, tweine dwarſfes, of the Pigmeres , which were 
their pages and all mounted vpon Etoph. ints, 90 carrped 
thelrcheares and ſhieldes, which were of ſo great hugenes, 
that they were all together hid vnder them, that na part of 
them could be perleued, in Tuch loꝛt, that beholding v inighs 
tic hugeneſſe of the one, and the {mall fat tare of the _— 

might very well be conſidered the great contrarietie that 1 
un the operacion of nature. . 0 lone as they Were — 
tred in, the Emperdur ſtraight waies ſent worde ko know 
wat they were, and it was giuen gin to bnderirand, that 
they were the kings of the Oꝛientall Yiands, which were 
Very manp, and very aboun Jank, full of Je and niucrt 
pzecious ſtones, and whereas all the whole 1 , as Well 
women as men, were giants. Athough not —f krom them 
was the countric of Pigmeres:and fo2 that theſe kings did 
Un derltand of thele great feaſtes and tritumphes, they were 
agreed all togither to come and ka them , cch of them - 

laing, that twentie of thz belt knigytes that might b 
po 
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ioined togither, were net able to equal themſelucs vnto 
his great fozce and flrength. And to ſaie the tructh, they 
were the greateſt and valianteſt in al the world, fo2 that 
they were of the naturall —— of Gyanfagfo2 others 
there be abzoade in Countries, that although they eme fo 
be as bigge as they be, pet are they not of the Nation tha? 
they be of, 
When thoſe. twelue Gpauntes were entered into 
the great and mightte place, all the whole compante wonde⸗ 
red greatlie, foꝛ they were the arcafeft that euer they 45 
ſalie and being mounted vpon theic Elephants, they (e2211ed 
an vnuluall thing to iuſt with, and no knight woulde — 
with them, foꝛ that twentie knights together were not! 
flclent onte to meue them. So Eraight waics one o! — 
put himſelfe right againſt the knioht of the Sunne, with a 
Ipcare in his hand ok fo huge bignelle, d! that it ſeemed to ber 
the matt ol a ſhip, who ſhaked it with ft: ch vnuſuall fo:ce of 
bis arme, that all men muſed at it and {ing hin fs g rate 
and fearefull, there were few in all the place but were vert 
{orice to le him put bunk elt again the night of th 
Sunne, but elpeciallie the Emperour Alicandro, and much 
moze the }22incclic his daughter, who could not 8 
her knight put in that great perill, but ſodainlie lost her ce 
lour and fell in a ſound in the armes ok her Ladies“ and 
damſelis, who bad verte much to do, beloꝛe they could bring 
ber againe vnto her tetfe.Bul this woꝛthie and couragtious 
night, who made no wonder at the hugeneſſe of the Gy- 
aunt, but chwüng the greateſt and trongeſt ſpeare that was 
amongſt a great number that were there, and letting ſpurs 
bnfo his (wilt hoꝛſe, and with lo great furie;that it ſcemed 
Ipke a whirle winde, he went owardes that miabtie Gvs 
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ant, who ſo ſaſt as the Ele phant could runne, came anautl 
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The ſecond part o/ 


one ſide of that mightie court. So when that all the wins 
dowes, battilments, and all other places were furniſhed 


with people, Knrahts began to apeare in the tourt, a great 
number. Then the knight of the Sunne being armed with 
his rich armour, that he had of Mendian, and mounted vp⸗ 
pon his light hoꝛſe, he came fo2th into the place, all to be 
trapped with cloth of üluer, wzought with beaten golde, 1 

ſet fall of pꝛecious ſtones, o2tentalls, which was worth a 

whole kingedo ne. Ve lihewiſe had a ſtarffe e biew ſiik. 

Wꝛought with golde, which the P2zinceſſe Lindabrides, dyd 

gtue him, and did become him maruatlouſlo well, and fo: 

that he came fo2th accompanied with many Poꝛinces and 

knights, and with the lound of many Inſtruments, it gaue 

him lo great maieſtie, that it well ſeemed that he was the 

moſt pighelt aince in all the world. And ail men recctued 
great contentmtt of his mightie pꝛopoꝛcion, ſoꝛ hat he was 

the boſt made knight, and the comlieſt bothe on hozſeback 

and on fete, armed and vnarmed, that was to be kounde as 

mangſt all Chꝛiſtians and Pagans , And the moſt excelen⸗ 

teſt painters in Grecia, did ſende his picture foꝛ a maruatls 

into all the woꝛlde, z was no leile wondered at of all them 
that did ſee it. Do when the knight of the Sunne was ens 

tered into the great place, he rode rounde about the lame, 

t being done he put him ſelfe at his ſtanding, with a migh⸗ 

tie great ſpcars in his hande, and pulled down bis beauer, 

and ſtraight wayes they began to ſound vato the Juſte. It 

was not long akter, when there came fo2th again him, a 
Pagan knight, and Pzince of Cambray, a young man and 
verie deſirous to get honour , who was armed with verie 
rich armour, and mounted vpoin a great hozle, who went 
againſt the knight of the Sunne, who likewiſe came foꝛth 
to recteiue him, © made their encgunter, we th lo great foꝛte 
and ſtrength, that the J2ince of C 41wbray al to be hiuered 
bis ſpcare, byon the ſtrong armour of h kntaht of the Sun, 
Bout doing hun any other harme:but he made his cenirofiter 
with ſo great fo2ce,p as though be had ben a child, he pulhed 
dim aut of the ſaddle vnto the ground, z he palled fozwarbs- 
on

on, as though he had don nothing, And foꝛ that they had the 
P:ince in eſtimation of a valiant knight, they were all ves 
ric much amazed to ſa bim ſo quickly ovarthzowen. Then 
ſtraight wares after him come foꝛth Bracazar , king of the 
Sandalos,with a crowne ef golde vpon hie helme, witch did 
ſignifie him to be a king, who was very pꝛeude, r a knight 
very much leared amongſt the bo agans, and comming a⸗ 
gainſt the knight of the Sunne, they made their enccunters 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when the pꝛyde of Brachazir did moſt in⸗ 
creaſe, he founde him ſelfe duerthꝛowen vnto the greunde, 

vnto his great repꝛoch and the knight of the Sunne, with- 
out any mouing, and with great furic ef his hoꝛſe, did paſſe 

foꝛwardes on without receiuing any harnic , So ſtraight 

waies there came foꝛth an other Hagan, vnto the encoun⸗ 


ter called, Gebreo, king of the Teras, one of the pꝛincipaleſt 


in all the court of the Emperour, who thought at the firit 
encounter, to duerthꝛow the knight of the Sunne, 4 with 
great furic went againſt him, and ſtroke hun, ſuch a blow 
with his ſprar that he made him ſomwhat to decline backs 
wards vpon his ſaddle. But the knight of the Sunne, made 
his encoũter with fo great ſtrength, that he duerthꝛew him 
and his hoꝛſe vnto the ground. Then without any kocther 
tar ping, ther tame fo2th other thꝛie ſtrong and valtam Pa⸗ 
gans, whome he ouerthꝛew at their ſirſt encounters, to the 
grounde, with ſo great wonder vnto the Tnrperour, + vnto 
all thoſe that dyd beholbe hum: that they could not belceue 
that in any humaine knight, ſhould remayne fo great force, 
oꝛ the like were able fo: to dee But much moꝛe they were 
amazed, when that the moſt part of the day he paſſed away 
in that ſoꝛt, and had guerthꝛowen to the ground, moꝛe then 
one bundꝛeth of Pagan knights, of kings and other migh⸗ 
tie loꝛdes, without any ſhew of werinelle in him, oꝛ recci⸗ 
uing any damage at all, but as one that had done nothing. 
Then the Tropan Ortillides, who was nere vnto the Em⸗ 
perour ſapde: Of truth J cannot belceue, but all the gods 
in the heauens did ioyne to gether at the making and in⸗ 
gendzing of this knight , 4 did vle him in all their powers

Pꝛince, and ſo they departed together vnto the Citie of Po- 
lonia, which was but foure miles from that place, whereas 
they were meruailoullie well receiued, but eſpectally of the 
Piinceſſe, whoſe iope and pleaſure was ſuch, that it could 
not be rehearſed, at ſuch time as the vnderſtode of the com⸗ 
ming of him whom her heart ſo greatly deſired, and whone 
the thaught ſo long fo2 his comming . The YyTozte cannot 
here detaine himſelfe long but onelie how that the Y2ince 
remained there certaine dapes, in the which time the wiſe 
Lyrgandco underſtanding the greate care in the which her 
was in, foꝛ that hs durit not mariic gunſelic without the 
liſence of his father, dyd lend hun Letters from the king 
Floton, and from the Quæne his mother, by the which they 
gaue him liſence to marrie wich the Pzincele Clarinea , 
and deſired him to retourne and ſe? them lo [one as it was 
poſſibic, and the Pꝛince bering glad thereof, did ſhew them 
vnto the king, who lykewiſe dyd reioyce therat. So ſtraight 
wapes the marrpage was made, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that b id2tnce 
did inioy the Pꝛinceſle Clarinca, Whercas the Hyſtozie doth 
laue them till time doth lerue.

age of the knight of the Dunne with the 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrydes ſhoulde be celebꝛa⸗ 
led, and the Whole Citie of Neptaya , with 
his wide and bꝛoade fields, were all furnts 
ſhed with valiant, worthte, and well eſter⸗ 
mod knightes, which emed to bee a mightts armie amon⸗ 
geſt them there lacked not high and mightie kings, and vas 
lyaunt and ſtout knightes,fo2 that all the flower of the Pas 


i= DE daie dzew on in the which the marty- 


gans were topned together in the court of the Emperour 


Alycandro, TWhereat the knight of the Sunne was greats 
lie 
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lie amazed, foꝛ if that he had not ſerne it, he coutde net haue 
belued that the power of anie one 4 0200 in alt the old 
teuld not haue extended fo farre. At this tune the Fricht 
of the Sunne was cſteemed and honoured of all thoſe mi ah⸗ 
tie kings, Koꝛdes, and knightes , who theught loun for the 
dap of the triumphs, fo? to fc by crpertcnce ſome parte cf 
his great bountie that was ſo noticed abꝛeade, foꝛ that they 
toulde bcleene that he ſboulde be of ſo grcate force and 
ſtrength but that there were a great number ef Wagane in 
that Court that would ew themſelues mere valpaunter 
then he. An this time the great tore and contentment which 
the Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides reteiued tan not be expꝛebcd, fo; 
that the day appꝛoched niah in the which her welbelcucd 
knight ſhall be giuen her to hul band, lo that there were no 
toy noꝛ plealure that might be compared vnto here, foꝛ that 
as then the was voide of all ſeare, and in greate ſccuritic,cf 
that great doubt which the pꝛeſence of the Pzincele Clan- 
chana did put her in.

you cane ether vnto this Jland;wheras the entrie is cons 
ſcaled vnto verie few knights, and like wiſe if you can tell 
me ante newes of the Cmperour Trebatio, my Loꝛd, ſoꝛ Þ 
ſiuce the time he was carried away from hence by a knight 
of mightie kingytzod, we neuer heard anie newes of him. 
Then the Peince who was with greate pleaſure tontem⸗ 


plating himlelfe in her great beautie, g as one that toulde 
giue her relation ot all together, he told her of all that had 
paſſed till ſuch time as he departed ont of the court of the 
Emperour. Ok the which the faire Lindaraza rtteiued ſo 
great pleaſure,to heace thoſe news, that her beautie increa⸗ 
ſed the moꝛe. And beetng in this communication; Flamides 
who was gone a hunting into the foꝛreſt) came home, and 
when he (awe the Paince he was verie glad foz that he vn⸗ 
derſtod that be ſhould be the knight, by whom his nephew 
Lindaraza ſhould be ſet at liber tie, entering into the qua⸗ 
dꝛan whereas they were, & knowen vnto the Peince who 
he was, he receiued him with curteous entertainment, and 
they both cmbzaced one anather with great loue. Bo they 
paſſed awaie the reſt of p dats which remained with great 
plealure, and when the night came, the Pꝛince 4 Flamides 
lap both in one chamber, whereas the P2ince declared vn⸗ 
to Flamides the great lone which he bare vnto Lindaraza, 
deſired him that he might haue the carrying ol her vnto the 
court of the Emperour her father, ſoʒ that his determinati⸗ 
on was, to demaund her fo2 his wife, and accoꝛding vnto 
the great loue and friendſhippe that was betwirt them, 
they belcued verilie that the thould not be denyes , 
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The ſecond part of 


vnto the B2ince, who bearing bis head verie lowe, in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, that by no meanes he could defend himſelfe, but muff 
of fozce abide his furie, who ſfroke him with his tuſkes ſo 
terrible a blowe, that he thꝛew him fror the ground tenne 
paces from him backwards, ſo that if his armour had not 
bene made by that wife man Lyrgandco, at that blowe he 
bad parted him a ſunder in the middeſt, yet fo2 all that the 
Pꝛince was fo euill infreated with the mightie fall, that 
if he had not bene of ſo valiant a courage, it had not berne 
paſſibic fa2 him to haue riſen againe from the ground, but 
by reaſon that he was one of the moſt valianteſt nights 
in all the woꝛlde, with a triſe he aroſe vp againe , and at 
ſuch time as this furious Brama,came towards him again, 
fo; to claſpe him befwirt his cruell and ſharpe clawes, ba 
firmed himlelfe Care vpon his fete, and toke his ( wozd in 
both his hands, and deferminsd to put his lpfe in aduen⸗ 
turs in ſtriking of one blow, and ſo he dyd, foz at ſuch time 
as this Brama came vnto him, he ſtroke him ſo ftronge a 
blowe with both his hands vpon his monſtrous head, and 
fo2 that his ſwoꝛd was verie god and ſharpe , and ſtroke 
with ſo god a will of the }2ince,that it cloue it cleane a- 
ſunder, and the ( wo2d entered into the ground a god ſpan, 
ſa that the monſtrous beaſt fell downe dead to the ground 
befaze the Printe, who pꝛaiſed God greatlie fo: that vices 
rie which he had, and remayned a god while beholding 
that great beaſt,+4 was verie much amazed at his ſtraunge 
fozme and furious compoſition, and being verte deſirous 
to knowe and vnderſtand the end of that ſtraunge aduen⸗ 
ture, without anye longer tarrping he entered in at the 
greate gates that were open, and as hs went in vnder the 
firſt tower, loking on the one ſide, he ſawe p2opoztioned on

of, without ante feate v3 dꝛtad, and in eucrie hall oꝛ chains 
ber wherein he onter ed, he ſtayed to beholde the bꝛaue and 
pterillous bat tatles that had there paſſed with the knight cf 
the Sunne, and all of then were ſo perlcalp (ct foꝛth, that 
it ſeomed to bencw done as then, and being as greatly a⸗ 
mazed to ſe all this, as alſo the ſumptueus buildings „it 
ſeineð rather o him to be things celeſtiall and not made 
by the hands of ante humane crrature. And when he had 
palled thꝛaugh ail the does, hallg, and chambers, whereas 
the kin ght of the Sunne dad made battaples he entred in⸗ 
to the great and mightic court, whereas he was no life a⸗ 
mazed then heloꝛe at the ſtraunge making thereof 6 great 
riches +. Do in this ſozte her p2occeded fo2wardes , 
and went vp a b2oade paire of ſtaires into a mightie 
Gallerie, whereas he difcoutred the doze , and thier 
Reps of veaten uluer, and comming to them he entered in 
at the 5228; where be awe the faire Lyndarazu and all her 
damiciis/playing von Varpes, with ſo creeflent a grace, 
that the © werte noꝛſe of the nraficie ſamed to alcend vp ins 
to the heauens, and filled his cares with the l werte meio- 
die, in ſuch lot, that as a man depꝛiutd of his vuderſtan» 
ding, the Pꝛinee remained at the entrie of the doe, and ſas 
med vato zum that the voice of Londaraza was rather te⸗ 
leſtialt then humane, and theriwith he was ſtraight wates 
taken p2tfner with ber loue, and neuer befoze was there 
euer Ladic 02 daimſell that was Koꝛd of his heart, So then 
Lyndaraza fing towards the dne had (pine the Printe, 


and Braight waycs ielt oc ber playing and ünging, and 
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eitherot them tot ebe ontherfir® hos that raum 
— cer = Then God Who dylfeſorne! them 5 a 


wt to ment, foꝛ that they had nat fullie half: an houre, 
ined ther tines pan their planks in the water;wh? 
that thoſe mightio high and great waues dyd carrye them 
ta the ſhonre. The ꝛince Brandizel in Pdloma, and the 
Dritte Clauet\? 1d0'Vfon an Jland thatiemed to be full of 
thickeand greene trees, who when he was. vpon the ſhoꝛe, 
7 ſawe himlelte cleere of that great toꝛment, he gaue great 
thankes vnto almightie God fox his wonderfull benefiteg 
thewed vnto him in that his delinerance, r dyd very much 
lament the loũe ot his friend Brancdizelʒ not knewing what 
was become of him. And beeing verie defirons to know in 
What Countrie he was, finding a narowe and mall vſed 
waie, he followed the ſame, and trauailing therein a mile, 
he meruailed verte much that he could ſe no peaple, nei⸗ 
ther anie towne oz inhabttannce, the Countrie being ſo 
freſh and full of tres that it ſeemed vnto him neuer in all 
his lyte to haut ſeene a Countt ie ſo delightſome . Do after 
a great while that he had trauat ed by that narow path, at 
ſuch time as the Sunne began to ware hot, and found him 
felfe ont from amongſt thoſe trees, he entered inta a greate 
x wide plaine, in the middeiſ ol the which he ſawe a migh⸗ 
tie high and well tawꝛed Caltis; the which was of Lyn« 
daraza, the fight-whereof put him in great admiration, and

The Pꝛince hereat was verie much amazed, and could 
not imagine what it ſhould be, but hauing great deſire to 
Kknowe what ſhould be within, without ame longer tarri⸗ | 
ing, and with a valiant courage he tobe the hoꝛne and put 10 
it to his mouth, & began to found it with {s great ſtrength, Fo 
that the ſound was heard th2onghout all the Caſtle, and 

he had not ſcarce pulled the hoꝛne from his mouth, when 

that with a great raſhing and noiſe the gates were open, 

and there iſſued out at the gate a furious beaſt called Bras» 

ma, and the molt hozrible and euill fauouredſt that euer 

was ſeene foꝛzmed by nature, foꝛ that his bodie was as big 

as two god hoꝛſes, and his legges moꝛe bigger then a buls 

legge, and each legge had five cla wes, and the lead of them 

was a ſpan long: and as bigge as a mans finger, and his 
mouth fo bigge, that a man might well goc in therat, and 
was all furniched with verie big tul kes, and as ſharpe as 

a raſour, and he thꝛew out at his mouth great abundance 

of fire and ſmoake, in ſuch ſo2te, that it ſemed to be Hell 

mouth, and he came foꝛth with ſo greate bzaucncfie, that 

there was no man but only at the ſight of her would haue 

reteyued great feare. And as ſone as this Brama was come 
fw2th, it went ſtraight wapes towardes the Pꝛince, and 14 
in his haſtynelſe he would haue goꝛed hun with his arpe 4 
tul nes, but the eince Who was poltfike and verie lyght, .

tat the worde Ten thy the furious Blama (cit him 
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among them al, that within liter ne dates they thould be» 
gin to make the great triumphes and feaſts fo; the marri⸗ 
ags of the knight of the Hunne, ond the Pzincefle Lynda- 
brides, at the which triumph ſhall be pꝛeſent p; molt ſtron- 
geſt kings and knightes in all the Pagan Countrie,fo; ts 
fee by experience the great bountie that hath bene publiſh⸗ 
ed of the knight of the Sunne, who all this time recstued 
his great dere, and although the lone of the Pzincefſe,and 
hor great delert were the pꝛincipall occaſion that he ſhuls 
be deſirous to marrie withher. Likewiſe conlidered ,” bee 
might thinke himlelfe happie to haue to wife the daughter 
of ſo migytie an Emperour, and heire vnto lo high eſtate. 
With this determination and firme loue he paſſed awaie 
that time verie much honoured of the Emperour, and re⸗ 
fpectedof all thoſe Loꝛds and kings his vaſſal les, foz that 
they all had a great delight and pleaſure in him. Mhom 
the hiſtoꝛie doth leaue at this pute, tell of other things 
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ucryndv,he ſayd : Chat foz ſo much as the knight of the 
Dunne was not there with them, me thinks it ſhould bee 
in the meane time till he returned again)to flie from 
is idienefſe in the which we are, and to go and ſ@ke ſome 
aduenturesfoz to increaſe our honour, and to exerciſe mt- 
litarie knighthode . The which counſaile liked the P2zince 
berie well, and vnderſtand ing the will of Brandizel, ha 
traight wayes ſavd that he ſhoulde doe all that his plea⸗ 
fure was, foz that he ſhoulde recctue greate contentment 
therein. Do both of them aſked liſence of the Cmpero2 fo; 
to depart, pꝛomiſing him to returne againe fo ſone as they 
heard that the knight of the Dunne was returned againe. 
Do theEmperour(although verie much againlt his will, e 
by their great impoꝛtunacie) dye graunt leaue vnts them. 
So thels tmo perfect friendes departed from Conſtantmo- 


ple, and when they came vnto the waterſide , they entered 


into a ſhip which they found readie to depart towardes the 
kingdome of Polonia. After that they wers departed & had 
lailed on their voyage foure daics,thers beganne to ariſe a 
great ſtoʒme at the ſea,and at midnight the wind began to 
biowe fo terrible, and the ſea to wozk ſo farre out of all 03- 
der,that ſometimes they thought that the wanes carryed 
the ſhip vp into the cloudes, and other times they thought

of thinges ſurmounting nature; oꝛ elle it is ſo farre to ex⸗ 
toll knightes, foꝛ to make them to beare off to be men.) 
So that it the knight of the dunne with the pꝛeſente of the 
Pꝛinceſſe had ſoꝛgot hunlelfe, to the contrarte, the P2ins 
telle with the pzeſcnce of him was the plealanteſt Ladie in 
all the wo ld, and receiued greate contentment onelpe in 
thinking that at their comming vnto the court of the Em⸗ 
perour her father, their marr page ſhuld Tratght wapes be 
ce lebzated. Da after that they had trauapled one moneth 
in the mightie Aſia, they entered into the ſecond Scitiua, 
whereas they ſawe ſo many and ſo range foꝛmes of peo⸗ 
ple and cuſtomes, that the Knight of the Dunne went ve⸗ 

rie much amazed, and although many thinges wo2thie of 
telling happened vnto them in this iourney, vet this By⸗ 
ſtoꝛie doth leaue them, foꝛ that if he ſhuld detainc himſeife 

in telling ol them, he ſhould leaue off to declare the pꝛinci⸗ 

pall, foz that the greater parte 1s vntoldo; To conclude,in 

the ende thep entered into the Countrie of the gran Catata. 

Then the Emperour when he vnderſtode that they were 

within a dayes tourney of Neptaya, whereas he was, her 

went koꝛth to meete them, accompanped wilh moze then 
fiftie kings x Loꝛds, his ſubiectes, and cuerie one a crowne 
ol golde vpon his head, and moꝛe then a thouſand knights 
that went in the gard.

Lyn- 
dabrides, anꝭ embꝛaced the night of the Dunne , and hie 
receiued them with great iop and contentment, qed when 
the Emperour 52ew mgh,the Knight of the Sun knen led 
doawue betoze. hu faz to kiſie his hands, but the Empero: 
with gerat pleaſure meruailed at his mightie p2opo2itge 
and gailant ſanvtlantz, wos lda mot: canſent there onto, gut 
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fre thei b aun malie (obs, my ionr ec rnit 
Pau health, that _ may enjoy manp penren ymurpmny 
fnincfſe, ffo2 that your comming into this Conntrie bath 
made me verie alad and ioyfu U. And 7 do deſire tient my 
go Aozd ſayd the iguaht or the Sunne, to pꝛeſe rue vour 
zerſon and emperialkeilate fo: that alb we your ſud iectes, 
may do our duties in pour ſeruite. Then Orſteches the 
Tropan came vnto him, as one that had a gr cat deſirt t 
(& him, and the knight of the Sunne embraced him with 
great loue, and all thoſe kinges and knigtztes mers artes 
much at his mightie pꝛopoꝛtion, and muling how that ma 
knight of ſo fewe yares ſhoulde tonſiſt ſo greate ſoact at 
ſtrength. Sa alter that all had giuen him entertauuments 
he Emperour went vnto the triumphaunt Cyarwe; c at 
tending vp into it, the faire Pzincefſe dyd ell down vpon 
her knees t kiſſed his handes, and the Emperonr itketiuis 
kRiſſed her, and receiued her with great louezand palling be⸗ 
teene them many woꝛds of great piealure, he ſet himfelte 
downe in the triumphant Char tot, in the middeT betweene 
the Painteſſe and the knight of the Sun, and all theother 
kings and Loꝛdes, mounted vpon their hoꝛſes, and tom pal⸗ 
ſed the Chariot rounde about, taking the woveney to⸗ 
wardes the mightie Citie ol Neptayawhtreas oi an ini 
nit number of people as well women as men, with areatc 
ſolempnitie they werd-recetued. being all much amazed 
at his gentle and gallant diſpoſit ton, Likewile the knight 
of the Sunne dyn verie much mernalle at the mpghtie 
greatneffe of that Citie, and of the great qbundatnce of 
people = were therein, and ſapde bnfo himſelfe , that 
now uhr ab reaſons; Winv 1x as come -to2 
the pt > wor Ib ꝛince in all the lr So owns 
when they ame unte the miaht/e.

And entring in there at he pulled of his healme , and went 
and keeled down befo2e that mightie Emperour,fo2 ts kiſſe 
his handes:but he who knew him very wel, and very glad 
foꝛ to ſee him ther, made him to aryſe vp on hig feete againe, 
and did embꝛace him faping, Onſtides ny very god friend, 
thy'abfence hath not cau led vnto mee fo muche ſoꝛow and 
griele, as now thy-comming doth cauſe me to be glad and 
iopkul. 

Then Oriſtedes ſayde, my gad loꝛde and Emperour, 
pou ſhall receue much moꝛe contentment, when that row do 
vnderſtand the newes that J doe bꝛinge vnto you, fo; that 
yon ſyall vnderſtande that the Peintes, Lindabrides, your 
daughter is comming, and very nigh vnto this countrit 
and doth bꝛing in hir company a knight, the moſt valian⸗ 
teſt that euer the Gods did create in all the woꝛlde, and ha⸗ 
ning the pꝛince Merian, vour ſonne, treuailed thzoughout 
man countries, till he came vnto the Empere of Greaa, x 
neuer could finde any one knight, that in bountie and fo2ce, 
was equal vnto him. But this alone knight, who did ouer⸗ 
come hun in equall battaile, and ſince he Hath defended the 
beautie of the Pꝛinces Lindabrides, with the beſt knightes 
that is in the woꝛlde And when he came vito Trop, Wher 
as J doe dweil , defending the paſſage of the Biidge, kept 
by olde antiguitie,haning battatle with him, he ouercame 
meer. And at his tommaundement J am cone hether, fo2 to 
b2ing you newes of their comming. And ts2 that you (Gal 
ſ& and vnderſtand, how fauoꝛably the gods hath bene vnto 
the P2inces , in giuing vnto hir ſo valtant a knight , you 
tall vnderſtand, that if he doe erſede in heuntte of knights 
bod, there is no lacke in him of maceftie and hich elfare, 
fo2 that he is ſonne vnto the Emperour of Grecia, be» 
ing accounted the mightieſt Printe, that is athengeſt alt 
the Chꝛiſtians 

Do 1 Bien the Emperour Alicandro, hadde we! Eontkr⸗ 
ſtove all that Qattcdes, hadde tolde him, he was ſo folk 
of iope and myath, that he thought that in alt his ipfe: he 
neuer reteiued the oue halle of fp great comtozt t pleafure,

- fo; that he ldued the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, much ma. dt 
the pꝛince Meridian. And would giue a god part of his eſ⸗ 
tate, fo that the Pꝛinteſſe might remaine with the whole 
empire. And foz that he was fully certified of the high boũ⸗ 
tie, ot Oriſtedes, and of the pꝛinte Meridian, his ſonne. That 
he was certaine and ſuer, that the knight that ſhould ouer⸗ 
come them, in battaile, ſhould ſurmount all other knights 
in all the whole woꝛld. And ſo with great ioye, he dyd em⸗ 

bꝛaſe Oriſtedes, and gaue him great thankes foꝛ his com- 

ming . All the other lozdes and kinghtes that were in the 

great hall, thep were greatly amaſed when they vnderſtod 

that one alone knight did ouercome in battaile two ſuche 

valiant knights as they were. Fo2 that they thought vere⸗ 

ly that in all the woꝛld could net bs found others that could 

be equall vnto them. Do fkraight wapes the Emperour 

Alicandro, cauſed theſe newes to be publiſhed thzoughout 
all his kingdome and Lo2dſhip,commaunding all his vaſ- 

ſalls and ſubtects, fo pzepare and make them ſelues in a re⸗ 

dineſſe, fo be at the great triumphes and feaſtes which he 

doth pꝛetend to make, at the marriage of the pꝛinces Lin- 

dabrides, his daughter. All this while, the knight of the 

Sunne, went trauailing in his triumphant Chariot, x the 

moze that the connerſaſion of the P2zinces did continewe,ſo 

much the moꝛe, did his heart vurne in the flaming kper of 
bir loue, in ſuch ſozte, that he neuer remembꝛed the fap2e 
P2inces Claridiana, neither the Emperonr his father, ne; 
Roſicleer, his bꝛother, neither his two perfec friends Bran- 
dizeh Claucrindo,of all his memoꝛie he was cleane voide, 
foꝛgetting his owne naturall Countrie, and all tranſpozted 
and kindeled in the amozus ꝛoue of the P2inces, e onelp in 
contemplating him ſelfe in beholding hir great beautie, 
was al his iope and delight, ſo that he remembzed no other 
thing. Whereat none ought much fo maruaile, foz that the 
ſurpalling beautie of this noble Pzinceſſe, (accompanied 
with ſo high and ſoueraigne maieſtie) was (ach, that I doe 
beleue that there was neuer knight bozne into this woꝛld, 
that keping continuall company * * the *

uen: Oh kings and Vꝛinces of the wozld, come and iopnt 
Your ſelues all together in my fauour , and gtue me aide, 
fo; to take reuengement of two ſo notable inturies : Be- 
holde that the pꝛide ef Greece voth enerie daie increaſe, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that in time they will be Loꝛds and gouernours 
quer all the whole woꝛld, and put you all from pour migh⸗ 
tie kingdomes ⁊ high eſtates , Likewiſe the great lamen⸗ 
tations that Don Siluerio made when he ſawe his marry⸗ 
age ſo chaunged, was luch, that there was none that heard 
him, but was moued vnto great compatſton, In great haſt 
was made in a readineſſe twelue great ſhippes,and dinerſe 
other mall ſhippes, in the which ther was imbarked moe 
then ten thouland knights veric well armed, and ——— 

with them dyd imbarke themlelues the Pence Don $14 
ucrio, with the the Poinces, Bargande), [ yriamandro, and 
the Zartartan Zoylo , and in areate haſt they made ſayle 
that wate which Raſiclear went, although the thaw Pins 
ces had another determination, contrarie unto Don Siuc- 
ros, fo; When the p underſtode that he who had carryed 1- 
waie the Pꝛinceſſe was Roticleer , they were as gladde as 
euer they were in all their liues, although they could no: 
perlectlie belæue that he ſhould be aline . Then they called 
to remembꝛance all that had paſſed at the fountaine of the 
Sauages with them, and were fully determined that if it 
were certainlie Roſicleer, and dyd ouertake him, that firlt 
they would conſent to their owne death, rather the he ſhuld 
receiue anie harme, foꝛ that they wer all the of them ſuch 
frinds vnto Rolicleer, that except if were the king Sac1ido- 
ro; in all the whole wo2ld he had not the lyke. So the wats 
ed their ankers, and hoyſt ſaples, and began to take their 
tournep after the other ſhippes, with as much la ile as euer 
they could make, they dyd nauigate thꝛough the great Oc⸗ 
ce an ſea with as much perde as euer they coulde, and the 
king Oliueno returned backe agapne vnto his Cittie and 
pallace, veris heauie and ſoꝛrowfull, whereas ftrayght 
waycs with greate (pede he beganne fo gather together 
gcople faz the warres.

Whereas the Vyſtoꝛie doth leaue them 
ail till time doth ſerue, foꝛ to tell pow of the knight of the 
Dunne, who remained at the bꝛoken citie of Troy,and of 
the Tropan Oriſtedes, who was trauailing towardes the

by he was eſtmed to be the mightieſt Loꝛd in the world 
Welides all this, al the kingdomes + Lozvſhips of üb Ozient 
were ſubiec to him, Do when this god knight Oriſtedes 
was entered into pᷣ third Scitlua, within one month alter be

when they appꝛoched vnto the water fide and (2a fhaf the 
hippe was drparted, and perfectly inloꝛmed how that the 
kin ohtes and the P2inceffe were therein, they retetued lo 
great ſoꝛrow and griefe, that the king was of the point of 
death, and the unte tf they Had not held him, Wold haue 
leaped into the ſea, and foꝛ that they could not vnderſtande 
noꝛ knewe in whoſe power the Pinceſſe was carryed a- 
Wale, their paire and grieke was the greater, and in greate 
bait they cauſed a great tompan te of ſhips to be made in a 
readtneſſe to followe them, and being all in verie god 02- 
der, thert entered into them many knights, as well thoſe of 
JLuſſtama, as knights of England, and beeing in this pꝛepa- 
ration, there was a marriner of another ſhip which came 
vato the king ond ſapd: Pightie P2ince,a damſefl which 
was in the ſhippe that is departed, gaue me this Letter to 
giue v i your highneſſe, tf that by foꝛtune pou ſhuld come 
bether.

Pꝛinces, and mightie Lo2ds,ought to be vnto his oꝛdinan⸗

Thou pꝛe⸗ 
tendeſt to marrie thy one and onelie daughter and hepꝛe 
bnto all theſe Kingdomes, giuing her a hul band unto wh 
ſhe ſhould be continuallie obedient, without ante reſpect 02 
conſideration of her god will and loue, neither of her eaſe 
and quietneſſe, but onelie fo2 a deſire which you haue te 
goe and fake reuengement fo; the death of Pzince Edward 
thy ſonne : Beholde king Olwerio, that the la wes of God 
doth not permit that thou ſhouldeſt doe this fozce of ma⸗

trundnie, which thou haſt pꝛetended te do bnte thy dangh⸗ 
terre that the tcuengement of all thing is reſerucd, f02, 
and vm hum whohath power foꝛ to do it. Whe ſoueraigne 
excate2 of oil things would not permit that thou ſchculdeſt 
be an homicide vnto thy owne daughter, as then hadſt been 
if this p2eientreniedre had not pꝛeuented the ſame, fo: that 
he Muncete Clivia had oꝛdatned to kill Her ſelfe the lame 
night that they ſhotuld haue bene made lure together, but 
the dimine p2onidence dyd fo 92daine and pꝛeuide, hat the 
Greene pz incc Noliclcer, thy verte fricnd(whs being becun⸗

not hene fo many of them, he would by the helpe of al- > 
mightie God, and his great ffrength , quickly haue cleerey 2 
him ſelfe of them, but by reaſon that there were ſo many, x 4 
ok and moꝛe they encreaſed, that he founde him ſelfe in 2 
reat perill,and/at the point to be laine, But at this time 
that valiannt Rofcleer , who ſeemed fo come lyke bnto a 
whirle wynde vpon his great and \ wift hozſe, when that 2 
he came vnto the place where as they made that cruel and 
perilous battaile, and ſeing in what great danger and per- 
tl! they had bꝛeught his friend, he ſtraight way put himſclf 
amongſt the thickeſt of them, lpke vnto a rauiſhing Lyon, 
lame he cloue their heads a ſunder, and ſome he cut of their 
armes and other lome he cut a lunder by the walt, and dyd 
lo behaue himſetſe amonglt them, that in a ſmall tyme, he Pp 
had cucrth2owen the halle of them dead to the ground. 1 
Then when the king Sacridoro, knew the great apde and 4 
fiiccour which he had, with a newe fo2ce he charged ſo his 
enumes that betwirt them both thep did ſo much, that ther 
was not a knight in all the feeld that durſt abide them, but 
onely the pꝛince Don Siluerio, who being Wounded with 
moꝛtall ſozow t griele, foꝛ the carrying away of the Pꝛin⸗ 
eeffe Olma, with; moꝛe courage theu ſtrength oz foꝛce, he 
did conbat with both of them, charging them with verie 
great and heauy blowes , Then Roſicleer, who ſteing that 
that one knight did diſturbe them of their tourney , with- 
oat knowing him, he ſtroke him (o terrible a blow bppon 
his fine helme, that all amaſed and aſtonied from hun felfe, 
he kell krom his hoꝛſe to the ground. That being done, theſe 
two god and veried frends would not make any long ſtap⸗ 
ing, but ſet ſpurres vnto their furious hoſes, and ran with 
ſo great lightnelle, that ther was none that could ouertahe 
them, till ſuch time as they came vnto the ſea de. Now at 
this time, came the king Oluerio,ont of the citie, with moꝛe 
then tenne thouſand knights, as well ſtraungers, as of his 
owne countrie, and followed the purſute of their enimnes. 
And when they came vnto the place where as ſhe battaile 
was fought , they were greatly amazed to fox 8 
laugp⸗ 
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flanghter and effuſion of bloud,and could not belcue that 
anie humane knight ſhuld haue ſo much fozce and ffrength 
fo2 to make ſo great ſlaughter as there was done, and hel- 
ping vp the Pzince Don Siluerio from the ground, who lay 
a long vpon the earth as though he had bene dead, with- 
out mouing of hand 10; fote, they all together in an am⸗ 
buſhment followed the purſuite of their enimies, thole two 
knights, but foz all the great halt which they made in their 
running, at ſuch time as they came vnto the lea fide, they 
were all entered into their ſhippe,and the Crake maſter of 
the ſame beeing all in a readpneſſe, bꝛought home his ans 
chers, and hoiled foꝛth his ſailes,and began to nauigate vp- 
on the calme waters of the Occean ſra foꝛ that at that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent they found foꝛztune and winde kauourable vnto them, 
there was no glozie in all the woꝛld that might be compa⸗ 
red vnto this of the perfect louer Roſiclcer, when he ſaw is 
much at his eaſe and will, and in his power, her fo2 whom 
he had paſſed ſo great ſoꝛrow and griefe. Zhen when the 
Peinceſſe Ohuia was come againe vnto her ſelfe, ſhe tote 
him in her armes + kiſſed him verie often, vttering words 
of perfect loue, 2 although as pet (ke was net cleanc voide 
of the alteration in the which ſhe was bꝛought, pet finding 
her lelfe in the armes of him whom te ſo much loued, (here 
reteiued great pleaſure and contentment, x much moꝛc, to 
l her lelfe free from that great ſo2ce, which the kung her fas 
ther againſt all reaſen and iuſtice would haue conſtrained 
againlt her will to marric with the Pzince Don Siluerio, 
and againe, calling to remembzaunce What great ſ\ozrow 
and griefe witch the abſence of Roſicleer dyd cauſe her to 
ſuſtaine, ſhe therewith receiued lo great contentment and 
glozie to ſ& him n her peience „that we thought her 
ſelfe to bes ne we rizen from death to !yfe, camfoꝛting and 
retoycing her lelfe with the pꝛelcuce of him that ſhe le long 
loked foz.

and ſetting ſpurres vnto his god hoꝛſe Rondarte(which he 
had of the gyant Mandroco , and one of the ſtrongeſt and 
lighteſt that was in all the wozid) within a ſhozt time hee 
found hunſelfe ont ef the cifie, and with ſo great furie, that 
it {cemed a thunder bolt 02 whirle winde, he toke his 
courſe thꝛoughout thoſe fields with ſo great ſwiftnelfſe, that 
the grafle whereon his hoꝛſe trode, ſeemed as though it mo⸗ 
ned not. This valpant Roſicleer trauailed with fo greate 
top and crntentment fe: that rich pzay which he carrped, 
that he could ſcarce belteue he had ſo great atewell with 
him. At which time the Pꝛintelſe Olivia was in a ſound, 
Withaut ame ſence of knowledge who carryed her awate, 
and by reaſon of the great care of the people, in the which

mounted vpon his hozſe,and with as great ſped be retur⸗ 
ned backe againe, to ſeeke ont his perfect friend the king 
Sacridoio, who in all tyis time had done mernailous deeds, 
but by reaſonſthit the king and all the other Dzinces and 
nights that were in the Auadzan, at the great ſh:tkes 
t ontteies of the Damiells were come thether, they had fo 
compalled him round about, chat he could not moue himſelf 
neither on the one part noꝛ on the other, but fo2 that they 
were all vnarmed, he quicklie made ſacha llaughter a⸗ 
mangſt them, that the reſt durſt not come nigh him, ſo that 
he has time to deſcend the taires, and comming vnder 
the poꝛch, whereas his Page was with his hozſe, although 
that a great number deſcended the ſtaires after him, yet 
in ſpight of them all he mounted vpon his hoꝛle, and by 
reaſon that the number was greate, being on hozfebacke 
he flew many of them, then the Page mounted vppon his 
hoꝛſe, and bꝛoching them furtouſiie with their ſpurres, of 
pure fozce they went out of ths Pallace . An the _ 
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the jurſt broke, 
time the Pꝛince Don Siluerio ſæing what had happened, 
was the moſt furious and angrieſt knight in the world, & 
entered inte his chamber, and armed himſelfe with his rich 
and gliſtering armour, ⁊ the lyke dyd many other P2inces 
and knights, as well thoſe which were bozne in England, 
as of thoſe which he bzought with him out of Lulitama, and 
being armed he came vnto the place whereas he lefte the 
king, and when he ſawe that they were gone, in great hatt 
they called fo2 their hozſes, 4 mounting on them they lol- 
lowed their enimies with ſo great furte, that manp of their 
hoꝛles but ſt in their running, and in purluing of them they 
met with manp that tolde them newcs of the king Sucr1- 
doro, and thep fozced ſo much their hozics in fo. towing ats 
ter them that the Pꝛince Don Suuerio oucrtoke the king 
Sacridoro à mile out of the Citie, who when he lawe him 
come alone, did abide his comming, and when be came un⸗ 
o him, withan outragions furie hs ſtroke the king luch a 
blowe vpon his helme that he made him to decline his head 
downe to his bꝛeſt, but che king returned ſuch another vp- 
pon his belme.that he bad onerthzowen him to the wround 
if he had not embꝛaced hinſelfe about his hozſe necke, but 
the Pꝛince recciued ſo great griefe foz the carry ing awate 
of the Pꝛinceſſe. that he feared not the per ill of the battatic, 
but with great furie and courage he beganne 19 firtke at 
the king, charging him with verie furious and kerribte 
blowes, but all that byd profit him verie little, to2 that the 
ling was a great deale moze ſtronger then he was, ſo that 
it could not haue fallen out well with hun, if the batteries 
had endured long, but at this tune there were iopnod toge⸗ 
ther with him moꝛe then one hundꝛeth knights, the Which 
did tompagze the god and valiant king round abcut , ano 
charged him with verte great and thicke blowes, but hee 
Who was Þerte valpant and couragious, dyd verte lytete 
eülame his lite (ſoz that it was in the guarrell,and tis Buy 
tie Which he dw owe uno his perlen friend Rotickcer) ald 
in (ach (02t he oyd animate himſelte, that in e malt time 
be had llaine moze then twentie knightes, and if there had

ized out of the Forrelf, and entered into the Citie, and fo: 
that there were ſo many kninhfes as well ſkraungers as 
Countrio men they could not be perceiued, ſoꝛ the ffreetes 
wert fall of them and likewiſe the night being darke, their 
ar:nour could not be dilcouered, neither was there anie ac⸗ 
toumt made thereof, for that it was a time voide of ſuſpiti⸗ 
on, ſo they dꝛe w nigh vnto the pallace, at ſuch time as the 
Meinceſſe Ohuia and the Pꝛince Don Silueno ſhonld iopne 
hads together, vowing matrimonie the pallate being cleere 
and light with the great number of toꝛchest candles that 
were there lighted, that it ſeemed to be mid baie, and there 
were ſo greate a number of people, that they toulde ſcarce 
moue by one another, All this time went Fidelia verte dts 
gently vp and done the pallace, and when the (awe the 
hore nine nœre that their pꝛetence ſhould be pat in ers 
erition,fhe went out of the Pallace, and faking with her 
a bundle of things neteſſarie fo2 the P2raceſſe , ſhe went 
ton ardcs the ſea fide, + put ber ſelfe in the ſhip, abiding the 
time to fo? what foꝛtune world doe fo2 her Ladie and mi⸗ 
ſtres, and fo: ſe worthie and valiant knights, and was 
in fo great feare that foꝛ ante thing ſhe would not be put 
in the like againe. All this time was the Pꝛinceſſe Ol mia 
fo fuil of aneuiſh and alteration that ſhe knewe not whe⸗ 
ger the mere aftne oꝛ dead, being in a quadꝛan nigh vn⸗ 
to tho great hall artompanied with all Fer Ledies : Dam⸗ 
les, cran to be taken forth to ioyne hands with p Printe, 
ſhe manie times full in a ſound , + being verie much com⸗ 
koꝛted by the Mꝛinceſles Rodaſilua 4 Siluerina, pet all that 
auer they could doe did pꝛofit verie little, neither could ſhe 
recouer anie fozce noꝛ receiue anie tdloꝛt, foꝛ that the houre 
was coine that (he ſhould paſſe that great afflicion, ⁊ in re⸗ 
membꝛante thereof ſhe thought verilie p her heart woulde 
haue leapt ont of her bodie. At this pzeſent time Roſieleer E 
the king Sacridoro tame vnto the pallace, by a falſe doe 
which Roſicleer kneto verie wel, they entered into p cham⸗ 
ber whereas the Pꝛincelle was, leauing their hozſes with 
a Page of the kings, who put them vnder a poztall ww

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they could not be (ene of the people, ſo they went vp a nar⸗ 
row paire of ſtaires til they came into y great hal, wheras 
they found the king Ohlueno, with all thoſe mightie Pins 
tes and knights, in a faire Quadzan, in companie with the 
ÞP2zince.Don Silueriogabiding the tonuming of the pꝛinceile 
Oliuia, to take her to bis lpouſe. Likewiſe on the other ſive 
of the hall in another Quadzan was the J2incelle Olum, 
accompanied with all her Ladies and Damlcis,t with the 
pꝛinceſſe Rodatiluag Siluerina, who had her in the midit be⸗ 
twirt them, a when they would haue gone wheras b king 
was, tho Jozinceſſe Olinia coulv not ſtep one fle fo: Wal dg, 
but fell in a ſeund in the armes of p other Peincelles. 71,4 
when thele two valiant knights ſaw it was time, they cs 
tered both together into the Quadꝛan / the king Sacridoio 
carried his ſ wo ꝛd dꝛawen in his hand, 4 his ſherld on his 
anne, the which put a great feare amongſt all the ladies x 
damſels, Rolicleer went firaight vnto the pzincelto Oliuia 
his Lady,e tobe her in his armes, lifting her from Pp (Lind, 
all which time he was in a ſound, 4 by reaſon at their en⸗ 
tering in, all thoſe ladpes 4 damſells gaue great ſhꝛikes 4 
out cries, there came pꝛeſently to that place many knights, 
and beeing without armour they dꝛew their \wo2ds,+ deu⸗ 
bled their cloaks about their armes,4 went to reſcue 4 take 
aware the ꝛinceſſe from Rolicleet, who carried her in his 
armes, but fo2 that the god king Saccidoro was at hand in 
a redineſſe, with foure blowes which he gaue, he ouerthꝛew 
foure nights dead to the ground, of tgem that firſt appꝛo⸗ 
ched where they were the which did put ſo great feare in al 
the reft, that they durſt not come nigh him, ſo that Roſicleet 
had rome to come vnto the narow ſtaires, which deſcended 
downe to the falſe doꝛe. Then the Uing Sacridoro put

Sir knight, bp the waie of curteſte J doe heartely deſire 
you that this date you would ecaſe your high and valyant 
deedes,fo2 you haue-done tnough to giue teſtimonie of pour 
great bountie, and at this time ta depart, fo: that the King 
Ohuerio ſhall receiue great contentment and courteſie in 
fo doing. Then the king Sacridoro, who knewe him verie 
well, ünce the time that he ſawe him at the fountaine of 
the Sauages, t haning great deſire to thew him pleaſure, 
aual wered him and lapd: Sir knight,not onely in this, 
but in al other things whatſocuer your pleaſure is to com- 
maund me, with all my heart and power J wal da it to do 
you pleaſure. So after that the ballant Joy o had gratifled 
him with great thankes fo2 his curteſte, the King Sacndoro 
departed and went vnts the place wyercas Roliccct was 
as one amazed and altonied,bcholding the great beautie of 
the P2incefſe Olua,and faking him by the hand, be ſaid; 
Come let vs now depart from hence, fo2 we haue tarrped 
here verie long. Then Rolicicer comming to himſelfe, as 
one which dyd awake ont of a dead ſleepe,ict lpurres to his 
light hoꝛſe, and went with the king Saciidoro,e put them⸗ 
ſelues in a by way out of that great place, in ſuch ſozt,that 
in a ſhoꝛt ſpace they were out of ſight, and the Pzince Don 
Siluerio remained verie furious and full of anger, fo; that 
the knight was deparied from thence befaze he dyd ficlt 
take reuengement fo: the inturte dane vnto his knights, 
and foz that it waxed late, t againe there were no knights 
left fo; ta iuſt, there began ſtraight waies a great noiſe of 
founding of Trumpets, and other inſtruments of muſick, 
which was done in luch ſozt, that all the whole Citie dyd 
ring thereok, and herewith the iults were made an ende, 
12 Tents taken out of that greate place, and the Peince 
on Silucrio with great honour, accompanied with, many

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P2inccs and Knights, was bꝛought vnto the mightte pal- 
lace, whereas he was verie well receiued by the Bing, and 
was carryed into a chamber which was on the one ſide of 
the great hall, whereas he was vnarmed . The P2incefle 
Oliuia befoze this time knew Roliclecr, foz Fidelia whe the 
lawe him aduertiſed her, whereat he receiucd greate con- 
tenfment,and dyd eſterme all her trauaples and ſo:rowes 
which the bad reccined weil beſtowed, alfthongh when {hee 
remembzed the areate hurlie burlie that ſhoulde be that 
night,her heart was verie much out of guict, and full of 
anguiſh,and could not by ante mcancs be merrie but with 
great ſighs and bitter teares the deſired Cod to deliuet hour 
well out of all thole daungers, 


How that at ſuch time as the King Oliuerio and the 
mughtie Princes and Kmghtes * the Court were 
oyned together, that the "Privcelle Olmia and the 
Prince Don SHluerio ſhould take hands, Roticleer 
and the king Sacndoro entered into the nughtie

Bramides of Luſitania came foꝛth mounted bpon a mightye 


great hoꝛſe, and with a bigge ſpeare in his hand he gaue a 
furne about the place, ſhewing great pꝛide, 1 thinking cer⸗ 
tainly that at the ſirſt encounter he would oucrth2ow that 
valiant knight. but 17 fell not cut acc92ding buto his expec⸗ 
tation, foꝛ that they made their encounter with. ſuch fozce, 
that Bramides vpon the ſhield of this ſtraunge knight Ges 
uered his i ipeare all fo ſhœuers „ but the night made no 
thew of mouing in bis ſaddle, but he made his encounter 
ſo ffroiigly n Braaudes, that heauiug zun right out ol 
the ſaddle, he carryed him a gad way orf 7,6 ts 6 hüzſe, with 
his head to the ground and his heles wan de and as io 
aſtonied with that terrible blo we, that BE cdulb not ariſe 
from the ground till ſuch time as fone of his companions 
foke him vp, and carried him into their tent, ß how great 
was the griefe that the Pzince Don Silucrio conteiucd 
when hee {awe his knightes receiue ſo greate repꝛech, and 
the knights of England with ſo great iop and pleaſure, be⸗ 
cauſe they ſawe that ſtraunge knight defend their honoꝛs 
ſo valiantlp. The king and the two auncient knights that 
were with him, deſired verie much to know who py Knight 
ſhould be, x like wiſe his companion, who as it ſeemed unto 
them, was as one amazed, beholding that mightie pallace, 
and in his ſemblance and pꝛopoꝛtion ſeemed to be no leffe 
valpant then his companion, as it was of truth, foz that if 
was that valtant Rolicleer, who had not {@ much gouern⸗ 
ment of himſelfe foz to ſuffer , but needes he muſt come 
foꝛth into that greate place with the king Saciudoro , fo; 
to beholde that day the P2thceſie Oliuia, but that he ſawe

long, foꝛ that after that Brandarcarte had touched the ſhield 
of Bramides of Luſitama, with his ſpearc, he cams ftraight 
wates fozth, and foz that they were both of them very god 
x valtant knights, they made their encounter very ſtrong- 
lp, in ſuch ſo2te, that Brandes of Luſitania, loft his ſtirrups 
and palled his courſe fo2wards on, without recctuing any 
other harme And Brandamarte, with his ho2ſe,(who was 
ſomewhat wearte) was conſtrained of verpe fo2ce fo fall 
vato the around, at which fall there was fee in all that 
great place, but was verte loste: and the moze, fo? that af- 
ter that he was guerthꝛowen fo? the {pace of a god hower, 
there was not one knight that durſt enter info that greate 
court. And the knights of Lulicania, with great pzide, was 
aduaunſing and p:ayfing themſelnes. But im eſpectal, Bra- 
nudes, who with a loude voice, that all people might heare 
him, he ſaide: Come fozth,come fo2th,you knights of Cng- 
lande, that you may underſtand and know, how valiant 4 
of great ſtrength, the knights of Lutuama, are. Zhetr the 
Dꝛince Don Siluerio, who was in his tent hard by the place 
where as the king was, with great pꝛyde and contentment 
that he had of the honour , which his knightes had got, he 
ſaidc vnto the king, Now mightie king you ſhall onver⸗— 
ſt and, that not without great caule the Kntyhts of Luta 
ma, are eſtemed fo2 the belt knights in all the worlde, ko: 
that in any place where ſo euer they become, they neue 
loſe, but alwates get Honour . And J doe belaur and haue 
it foꝛ a certaintie, that with theſe firit thouſande knightes, 
hat J haue here with me, of Luſitania, that 3 angg#t able 
alone to make war againſt p Emperour 1 icbatio,but allo 
to conquere the molt part of all the world At which wozds 
of the Pꝛinte vatoÞ king, not one which was with him re- 
ceued any contentment. But in eſpecial thoſe two anncient 
knights the one of them was called Adriano, who could not 
ſuffer to heare that great rep:och , but with very anger, he 
ſaide: Py Lo2d t p2tace,of truth 2 map (ſprake it, that the 
bountic and fozce of all the world, voth not conſiſt in che 
knights

knights of Luſitania, foz that 7 haue ſ&ne in this countrie 
ſuch, that if they were here at this pꝛeſent, that all pour 
knights would get by them but little honcur . Zhen the 
Pytnce ſatde, J would that God were lo pleaſed, that thoſe 
kinghtes were here now at this time, fo; that J and mp 
knights would verp quickly bꝛinge you vat cf this doubt. 
So at this time, ſome of the knights of Lufirania, were ve- 
ry topfoll foꝛ the honour and victozie which they had rece- 
ued, and other ſame as ſav and loꝛowful, foz the repꝛoch and 

ſhame happened vnto them, by the knights of the countrie, 

at which time vppon a fovaine and vnloked fo2, they ſaw 

two knights which entred into that mighty place, ok ſo gal⸗ 

fant and gentile diſpoſition, and well armed, as cucr they 

lab in all their liues of the which, one of them vpon bio 
mightie hoꝛſe did put Himſeife right over againſt the great 
pallas, and the other went vnts the tentes ol the knights 
of Luſitania, and touched one of the knights ſhieldes with 
his (prare, and ſtraight way the owner therok came toꝛth. 
And this ſtrange and venterous knight, mare his cncouns 
ter with fo great ſtrength, that in the middell of that great 
place, ge oucerthꝛew him krom his hozſe to the ground, big 
heeles vpwards, and ſo far from him leiſe as though be had 
bene dend. 

Then ſtraight wales came foozth an other, who 
with great lightuehe he ſhoued hum ont of the laddle, fo 
that he was taken in mens armes r carryed into thr kente, 
fo2 that all the bones of his bodice were ſhaken and b:uſeo, 
with that ſtrong encounter. And without any long taray- 
ante onerthꝛew other tenne knights of them, entretiva 
them in (ach ſoꝛt, that not one of them all could aryſe from 
the ground, of him ſelfe, but that they were carried in other 
mens armes, into their tentcs , Af the which the king, Olli 
gerio,and all that were there pꝛeſent, were greatly amazed, 
and could not learn by any meanes to know who thoſe two 
baltant knights ould be. Then all thoſe of England re- 
ctued great iope and cotenfment,702 that they ſaw that the 
knights of Luſitamia, there pꝛyde and toye did abate. And 
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field. 

It ſeemeth vnto me ſaid the king, that if thep be all 
confo:mable vnto this knight, they ought to be had in great 
eſtimation, At this time entered another valtaunt knight 
into the fleld and was naturallye bozne in Fraunce, called 
Reno, who touching with his ſpeare one of the ſheelds, there 
came ſtraight wates another knight of Lulitania, who al- 
though he was a verie valpaunt knight, pet the French 
knight was of ſo great fozce,that at the firſt encounter her 
oucrth:ew him to the ground, and paſſed on his courſe as 
though he had done nothing at all, and pꝛeſentlie taking a⸗ 
nother ſpeare in his hande, he went vnto the P2tnce Don 
Siluerio and touched his (held with his lprare, and ſtraight 
waves the Pꝛince came fozth mounted vppon his mightie 
hozſc, very gallant and couragious, and iopning in they: 
encoũter, although the French was verie valtant, pet 
the b ꝛince was of farre greater Urength,by reaſon wheres 
of he gaue him and his hozſe a great tall vnto the ground, 
Wihereat the king and all thoſe that dpd behold it, recctued 
meruailous great contentment of the pꝛince Don S1lucr:o, 
So the molt part of the date was palſed awate, wherin the 
knights of Lulitama had ouerthzowen vato around moze 
then fine hundꝛeth other knights, and the }Þz1zce Don Sil 
ucrio in all that time receiued no foile that was any thing 
to his repꝛoch, foꝛ the which he was verte glad and iopfull, 
and thought that in all the world at that pꝛeſent ther was 
not one like vnto him, who imagined that the Pzincelle O- 
lia reteiued great contentment thereat, who had her vn- 
derſtanding occupied in other matters, and had her minde 
ſo occupied vpon Roſicleer, that ſhe had no regard vnto any 
thing that was done in all the great court, and hauing con⸗ 
tinually befo2e her eyes the great repꝛoch which ſhould ber 
done vnto her that night,ſhe was fo ful of feare, that many 
times her heart dyd faileher , but by reaſon of her ſhame⸗ 
faſtneſſe ( foꝛ y all people ver ie much beheld her great beau⸗ 
fie) ſhe did touer and hide a great parte of her ſoꝛrowe. At 
this time becaule the knights of Luftitarua had guerthꝛoßwen 
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the tir't Broke 
ſo many in the field, there was not a knight in al the court 
ſene to pꝛoue their aduentures, of the which Don Sine erio 
with great pleaſure ſaid unto the king: belecue that foꝛ 5 
knights of England this day, 5 knights of Luſitania cannot 
loſe their cuſtome, ta haue the better in feats of armes At 
which woꝛds of the P2ince Don S1lnerro there were diurrs 
knights in compante with the king Þ receiued great grieke, 
eſpeially two auncient knights, kinſmen vnto the king O 
hucrio, who in their time were valtant knightes, 1 beraule 
age would not agree that they ſhould put on armour they 
were like to burſt with anger in ſceing how the knights of 
Lulitama wold diſgrace the knights of Endland. Then vp⸗ 
pon a ſodaine there were amongſt the country men of the 
countrie a great rumoꝛ, which ſeemed to be of ſome ſodaine 
toy,t loking what it ſhould be, they ſawe entering on the 
one fide of the great plaet a knight of a very big ſtature, 2

that in all the whole world was not her perte at that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, he was as ioyfull as ener he was in all his lple; and 
Was ſo gallant and merrie,a though they had giuen vnto 
bim a!l the whale world, and did pzetend to dg ſuch things 
that daie, that the Pzincefſe tgonide haue him in eſtümnati⸗ 
en foꝛ a verie val pant knight. Their triumphs and feaſts 
they had oꝛdained in this lor te, fiftie of thoſe Knights 4 of 
he pꝛincipalleſt that he brought with him ont of Lulita » 
nt. 2 hang their ſherldes round avout the Tents, which 
ere pitched in the middeit-of the great court of the pallate,

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doth let them paſſe fo: ſhoztning of time. But inthe ende 
of much trauaile, they came vnto a pozt hauen of Holand, 
where as they founde a ſhip that was redie to depatte foz 
England. And being very glad, fo2 that they found fo gb 
opoztunitie, they cntred into the ſaid ſhipps , wherein they 
found many Ladics 4 damſells, accompanied with certaine 
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knights, who declared that they went vnto the citie of Lon 
don, vnto certaine triumphs and feaſtes which was made 
at the marriage of the Pzinces Oluia, with the P2ince of 
Luſitania, fo2 that in manp kingdomes bo:dering there a- 
bonght, it was commaunded to be pꝛoclaimed. So when 
Rolicleer heard that. he was very much troubled not knolo⸗ 
in what it ſhould meanec, but the damſell, Fidelia, who did

And he ſeing the great neceffitic that he ſtan⸗ 
deth in, ſoz to maintaine theſe warres againſt the Empe⸗ 
rour 1 cevatio,and hauing nave of his ayde and heip, will 
giue vnto him his daughter in marriage, although it be as 
againſt hir will. But this one thing you ſhal! vnderſtende 
of ine to be foz certaine, and to buplde vpon the Þ21nccs 
Ola, that at ſuch time as hir father wil com pell hir to do 
any thing perkoꝛce, that firſt ſhe wil kill hir owne ſelſe, then 
tonſent vnto the lame And ſo it ſell out true, as the damſeſ 
Fidelia, did coniequre, fo; that the ſoꝛom and paine of the 
pzince don Siluerio, did ſo much increſe, ſæing the little gad 
will that the Pꝛinces Ohuia did beare vnto him: vppon a 
daye at ſuch time as the king was occupped in par paring 
Douldiexs in a revincſle, and other things necefary-# cons 
uement fo2 the warres, the Pzince finding him ſciſe all . 
ne with him he layde: That loꝛſomuch as it ugs 
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The ſecond part of 


and carrie them the newes of your comming, that they map 
receiue you, as pour high eſtate doch deſerus,fo2 that q am 
lure that the Emperour will be as glad as euer he was in 
all his life with the newes, and J ſhall receiue great con- 
tentment to finde my ſelfe pzeſent in the court of the Em⸗ 
perour Alycandro,at the telebzating of ſo high a marriage, 
and at the great triumphs 4 feaſts as yall be there made, 
as ailo io2 my bounden dutic,fo2 the great god wil which 
al wapes the Emperour bare vato ine. The knight of the 
Dunne would verie farne haue diſturbed the voyage of O- 

riltedes, fo2 to haue excuicd tie greate tr 2 hw opt | 
ſhould receiue in that Joie ſaꝛ that it was verie long; 
and needes muſt pate thꝛongh verye Traunge ee 

but he efered this with lo great gad Will, that it did profit 
nothing ail that euer he could doc foꝛ to biſturbe hun ol his 
iaurnep. Bo for that date they all went Unto the Citie, 
whereas thep were meruailouſtie well rece tued, and were 
ſerned of all things verte abuandantlie. When the knight 
of the Sunne loking out of a high winvowoſ the pallace, 
be ſawe peeces of walles and towers of clde antiquitie, 

which was a memoꝛie of the great Citie of Troy, 4 round 
about the ſame the wide and bzoad ficlds, whole ſight cau⸗ 

ſed the teares to fal from his eyes, when he remembꝛed the 
great number of wozthie knights, as wel Crates as I r0- 
iaus that were there ſlaine, and beholding the great circuite 
thereof, which dyd extend from the one ſide vnto the other 
foure miles, and the ſmalneſſe of the Citie : chat pzeſent, 
and the great demonſtration of towers and other miahtte 
building he ſayd within himſelfe: Oh weake, miſerable, 
and fable lvfe of man, what confidence g: lecuritie canne 
moꝛtall men haue in the great riches Mid pompo of this 
world, conſidering with great attention the lodaine and 
untertaine mouings and chaunges of humane things, and 
how lodainlie they are vuercome and decccoyed. Who had 
ſene the greate Citte of Vroy compalſed about with ſo 
{trong walls, and fo2tified with fo high aud great towers, 
and furaihed with ſumptugus bulldinges, full of people, 
gouerned 
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* the ſirſt broke, 

gouerned by ſomightie a king, and defended by ſo famer:s 
captaines, who had knowen the king Priamus, Lozbe oner 
the pzincipall regions D;tentalls and Pertdionalls,of the 
great Aſia, Who had ſeene his mightie power, his great rt- 
ches, his pꝛide and high eſtate, the great number of vaſlalis 
and lubiects, the wozthineſſe of his Captaines, the ſingular 
fozce and ſtrength of his ſonnes, and all theſe vpon a ſodain 
and bnloked foz,the great Citie of Troy deſtrored & bea- 
ten downe,their frong walls ouerthzowen, with their to⸗ 
wers, their mightiepallaces and buildings flat vppon tte 
ground, king Priamus and his ſannes gozed to death, Hec- 
tor dzawen about the flelde, Policena her th;oate cut, the 
Quene ſtoned to death, Andromaca, with the notable ma⸗ 
trones of T1oy defiled, the whole Citie deſtroyed, the Citt- 
zens ſlains, and their wiues, and widowes banniſhed from 
their natural Countrie, with their young fonnes in their 
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armes, diſpearſed thꝛoughout the wozld, all is loſt and alli . 


is gone, and no memozie left, but that which is fo; a lar⸗ 
ther griele, in remembzing that which is paſt, leauing be- 
hinde that which doth giue vs continuall ſozrow 2 oriefe, 
and conſidering thereof, it doeth make vs greatlie to mer- 
uayle, in ſeing how that foztune ſometimes doth exalt vs 
aloff,and at other times doth thꝛowe vs downe, telling vs 
this waie and that waie, lpke a tennis ball. Now JF know 
of a truth, that with great reaſon the marryners doth call 
the tempeſt, Foztune, and not without great occaſion wiſe 
men doth laie, that it is verte troubleſome to ſuffer pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritie, and that it is requiſite foz to learne to ſuffer the a- 
bunduunce of Foztunc,foz as that wiſe Poet Lyrico ſaith, 
that the high and mightie Pine trees are ofteneſt beaten 
and tozmented with the windes, and the higheſt Towers 
bath the greateſt falls, and on the high mountaines and 
rockes doth the thunder-bolts commonly ftrike. It is ſayd 
that the humane bighnsCe of it ſelfe, is vnquiet and with⸗ 
out ſecuritie,fo2 that there is nothing that can be ſo ſecret, 
but it commeth to be diſcouered,as care, trauaple, ennie, 
and feare, werping, and in the ond death. And lrkewile A

five of his head, and ſo vnarmed he fell from his hoꝛſe to the 
ground, ſo farre out of remembꝛaunce and from him ſelke, 
5 he could not aryſe vp againe, till luch tyme as the knight 
of the Sunne did alight from his hoꝛſe, and did helpe him. 
And when that he had receiued ayer, be came againe vnto 
him ſelke, and the knight ol the Sunne twke vp his helme, 
and gaue it vnto the knight, ſaping: Gentill knight take 
onto you armour, and do not loſe by their lacke, that which 
your great bountie doth allure you . Zhen Oriſtedes, when 
be :awe the great courteſſe of the knight of the Sunne, he 
thꝛew his {wozd buto the. ground, and ſaide. By gods wil 
not conſent, fo: fo much as F doe lachte Foꝛtune, fo: to des 
fend my ſelkfe that J doe let to acknomicdge, that J am by 
vou ouertcome. t is lufftcient gentil kuight that you haue 
ouercome m in battaile of armes, and not now to ouer⸗ 
toine ma in courteſie. Then the valtant 5 wozthy knight 
of the Sunne (who had no god will to combat with him 
auy moe) being very iopfull, he went vnto him ſaping: 
Happy art thou gentil knight, that pour deres do giue fg 
vnderttande,of pour dilcent, from that noble and valiant 
Katght, Hector. Foꝛ as there doth remaine in you (02:0 > 
ſtrength of armes, fo is there no lack of vertue in you . Y 
am he that is ouercome, and he hath the vicoꝛie that will 
not that our battaile ſhould pꝛoſæde any further. And in 
ſaying theſe woꝛdes the two knights div embꝛace the one 
the other. And the knight of the Sunne at the requeſt of 
Oriſtedes diꝭ tell him who he was, and knolbing the ſame, 
at that time he did diſcemble a waruatlous dolsur + griefe, 
the which he receiued at his heart. And did coinplaine very 
much agaialthis gods, foꝛ that they feewied to be ſo fauoꝛa⸗ 
dle vato the Greekes, againſt the Tropems. Do like wiſe 
when th at he did know who the Pztaces 1 indabtides was, 
he went vuto hir, and making a great retig rence, he woutd 
haue killed hir hands, for that he did know hir in che court 
of the Gunperour hir ſather, J was two yeal es in the ſame 
conrt, where as he did ſo high fates of knig htho , that he 


was ec ed to be one of en knights tall his Foo 
countrie 
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tountrie and likewiſe in the gran Tartana, and foꝛ that he 
Was fo great a friend vnto the Pꝛince lcrichan, he did not 
combat with hun about his demgund, and if that Orittedes 
would haue remained and above in the court of the Empe⸗ 
rour Alycandro, he weuld haue made him a miahtte Lo2d, 
but vnderffanding the death of his father, anv for to main⸗ 
taine that cuſtome, he returned vnto Troy, whereas arte 
by the bzidge there was a little citie, to the number of two 
thouſand houſeboldes, and inhabited by the delcent ol ſuch 
as remayned at the detructton of the greate Citie of the 
CTropans, and like wiſe vnto ſuch Gre kes whom the couns 
trie dyd lyke well, New to returne vnto the purpoſe, then 
dyd the Pꝛinceſe reteiue Oriſtedes with greate leue, and 
lapde: Is it true my friend, will you thus intreate vs in 
your owne Conntrie, we would not vſe peu in this ſoꝛt in 
Tartaa, ik we had pou there. Soueraigne Painceſle, lapd 
Oriſtedes may it pleaſe pour highneſſe to par don and fo24 
giue me this errour, ſoꝛ that my dutie in the which 1 was 
bound by mine aunceſtours to maintaine this cuſtome, as 
alis the lack of knowing pou, was the octaũon that 4 baue 
committed this ouer light, and for that Oriſtede did know 
of the demaund that the Punce Meridian dpd being out of 
his Countrie, he demaunded of the Pꝛinceſle ſoz hun and 
the tolde him howe that the night ol the Sunne had bat- 
taile with him, and of all that paſſed betwirt them both 
The which when Oriledesſvnderſtode, he dpd comfort 
himſelſt verie much. ſoꝛ that it ſeemed vnto him to be uo re⸗ 
2och,fo2 to be guertome by ſo valyant a knight, by whom 
eridian was fieſt guctcome, who thought that there was 
not a knight in q the woꝛlde that could match him. S0 
reteiuing great Mtentment foz the acknowledging of the 
Þ2incefſc,as alſo to knowe that he ſhould be married to ſa 
valpant a knight, with great toy + pleaſure he ſapd. Foz 5; 
which vnto ſo high aPzinceſſe as you are is due, I think it 
is no reaſon in this ſoꝛt aione.vsu ſhuld enter into p gran 
Cataia, wheras are aVibld þ mightieſt Lozds in p woꝛid in 
$ Cmperozs court, therefo;e if you pleaſe J will go befoꝛe, 
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that he made him to beſlurre himſelfe from the one part to 
Ur ather, becauſe that he ſhould not ſaTen a full blow vpon 
him, and this valpant knight of the Sunne fapd Into him⸗ 
leite, that not without iuſt caule and great reaſon the kame 
or that woꝛthie lector endured lo long in the world, and 
ow pzauuig that knight, who dot p2oceede of that aunci⸗ 
ent locke,he doth linde him, and doc beleene that there is 
nat à moꝛe valpanter knight then he is to be found in all 
the bold, aud ſaring that it was neceſcarie and Node him 
v203 {0 vſe againt him all his power and ſtrength, he pꝛe⸗ 
loutly charged hin with his mightie and furious blowes, 
Do ſthele two wozthic knights endured in their battayle 
moꝛe th? one houre, without ceaüng oꝛ taking ante bꝛeath, 
but bieaking of their ſhields and tearing of their ſhirts of 
maile that was ſo fine, luſtapuing the terrible blowes of 
each other, and by reaſon of the great godnes and fineneſſe 
of their armour and healmeg, the furious (words coulde 
not crecute anie wound, vet fo; all that their fleſh 4 bones 
were ail bꝛuſed, and many tunes they brought each other 
out of all remembzaunce,and ſeeing that their battaile en⸗ 
dured verie long, without acknowiedging anie aduantage 
bet wins chem. The peinceſſe Lyndavides was verp much 
aneh, lpkewiſe all the Ladies and the Damtelles, and 
Goants chat mere with her, and had Oaltedes foz an ex⸗ 
treame and valyant knight, that fo long vid ſuſtame him⸗ 
[cite againſt the furte of the knight of the Dunne. Howe 
vas it almoſt two hotwes that theſe two valiant Znightes 
were in their battaple, when that the knight of the Dunne 
with verie much ſhame and anger koz that the battaple en⸗ 
dured ſo long befoze the Pzinceſſe , and with one alone 
knight, with both his hands he rolle ſuch a blowe at Ori- 
tedes, vpon his fine and inchaunted helme, that the ſound 
thercof was heard thꝛoughont all that valley and fozrelt, 
and endured a god ſpace, and made him to fall fo2wardes: 
vpon his ſadole bowe out of all reinembꝛante, and his hoꝛle 
carried him along the bꝛidge till he came vnto the Caſtle 
gate,whereas he ſtayed till ſuch time as Oultides came as 
gains 
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gaine vnto himſelfe, verie much tounented with the ſoꝛce 
of that mightie bloße and all his face brraped with bloud, 
and ranne out at his noſe and mouth, and when he fawe 
hiinſelfe in that caſe, with moꝛe furte then euer he was in 
in ali his lyfe, he ſet ſpurres vnto his hoꝛle, and made hun 
to runne towards the knight of the Sunne with moꝛe fus 
rie then his wearyneſſe would well conſent, and with his 
woꝛd in both his hands he ſtroke him ſuch a terrible ble w 
vppon his fine inchaunted healme, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that if his 
{ wozd had not ſomewhat glaunccd vppon his ſhoulder, it 
would haue put him in great perill, foz that the fire cf 
that blowe was ſuch, that the knight of the Sunne had fal- 
len from his hoꝛſe to the grounde, if he had not embꝛaced 
himſelle about his hoꝛſe neckhe, and was fo great lie amaze 
at the great foꝛce and ſtrength of Oriſtedes, that he ſapde 
vato himſelke. | 
Oh valyant and famous Grekes, ſuch as were iopned 
together at the ſiege of this great Citie ot I'roy, with how 
great raaſon, (aboue all things the which doeth happen in 
this woꝛid ) ought you to be honarcd and pꝛapſed, fo: that

pou did not alone reſiſt the greate feece of the ſennes 61 
Priamus, but alſo vou dvd deſtrop and guerthrawe all his 
generation, with all the whole pewer or the Lro vans: h 
Achilles that cuptaine of Greece, with what resten can Þ 
name my {rife and ſac , that 3 doe-p:ocede cf thy novis 
bloud,from whence my fatiier the Emperoar doth deieend, 
le p it was not v:ito theſomnuch repꝛoch v blowers ef trat 
Goit warcioꝛ, v firſt begeticn of Pramus,as are vnto me þ 
blowes ot this knight, who doth deirend of his linage. Aud 
of truth J do laie, that it ol this repꝛoch I do not reurge my 


ſcife, J doe pꝛetond neuer hæreafter to name my ſelfe fo2 a 


Grecke, And in ſaving theſs woꝛdes the kurie which he had 
was ſo greate, that he haſted with great ſpede towardes 
the valpant Oriltedes;who ber ing not perie well experien⸗ 
ted with ſuch le foꝛce, dyd abide his comming, and with 
both his hands he ſtroke him ſuch an overthwart blowe 


bpon his ſtrang and inchaunted healme, that he made it to 
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5c foꝛreſt which por doe ſee, there is no rome almoſt to hang 
*« their ſheeldes. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes he ſwewed vato 
« then the foꝛreſt, whoſe trees were all fail of 0;o@ids, which 
„ dyI hang vpon the boughes and bꝛaunches, dome of them 
© were gliſtering, and other ſore with great antiquitie had 
elt their caulours, and there were lo manie of them, that 
© Hithont great difficultte they could not be tolde, and pꝛo⸗ 
erding fo2wards, Oriſtedes ſapd: This is the occaſion why 
sand whereloꝛe this cuftome is kept and maintained at this 
bꝛidge. And J will keepe and defend the ſame ſo long as J 
doe liuc, foꝛ that my lineall deſcent doeth come from that 
6 -* noble ltocke of Pirco,and his father Hector, foz that there 
ath remained no other remembzaunce of Troy, this ſyall 
40 8 foz a memoꝛie of the noble bloud that was there 
The 
The knight of the Sunne retopced verie much at that 
which Oaſtedes had tolde him, and dyd eſteeme him little 
fo2 that he came of that ropall bloud of I coy , and ſeemed 
ynto him accoꝛding to his diſpoſition, that he could not but 
be lyke in valpauntnelle vnto his pꝛedeceſſours, and gi⸗ 
ning him great thankes feꝛ that which he had tolde him of 
his lyfc 4 cuſtome, he ſapd vnto him: Uiell gentle knight, 
ſceing it is {@ that you connot otherwiſe choſe but kerpe 
maintaine this pour cuſtome, neither Jnoꝛ all theſe that 
doe came with me cannot paſſe this bzidge without mas 
king battay le, oꝛ elſe to returne againe the waie which we 
haue come. Let vs if peu pleaſe, pꝛocure ta doe all that in 
vs doth lie, and vnto him that voth lacke {oztunc , let him 
doe all that the other doth command. And in laping theſe 
woꝛdes the kaight of the Dunne deſcended out of the Cha⸗ 
riot, and commaunding his hoꝛſe to be bꝛought fozth, ha 
mounted vppon him, and with his Speare in his hande ha 
went and put himſelfe at the entrie of the bꝛidge, of ths 
which Ouiſtedes was verie much amazed, and ſcring him 
comming with ſo great maieſtie, and in the compante of ſo 
kapꝛe a Damſlell, he dyd verilie belccue him to bee ſome 
night of high efate,and of greate bounttc of armes, and 
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the firſt Booke. 

Although be was a verie valpant knight, yet his michtie 
demeanour dyd not cauſe in him ane faintneſſe, and als 
though he had had perfect intellingence that he had ben the 
molt valianteſt knight in al the woꝛld, yet he had no doubt 
ko combat with him, foꝛ that he had kept 4 maintained that 
bꝛidge mo2e then eight peares, in which time he had ouer⸗ 
coine moꝛe then ons thouſand Rnightes, pet he neuer met 
with knight that by verie much might compare himſelſe 
with him | 

And then with as valpaunt a courage as appertay- 
ned vnto his pꝛogenie, hee went and put himſelte rycht 
againft the knight of the Dunne, and both ef them at one 
fume dpd bꝛoach their hozſes with their ſpurres, and with 
ſo great furie, that the bꝛidge ſeemed to b& onerth2owen, 
and both the Knightes to be on fire , with the great quan⸗ 
titie of ſparkes that came foꝛth of the paucd pauement, and 
in the middeſt of the bzidge they made their encounter in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that their ſpeares were ſhenercd all to peeces, and 
they palled the one by the other as though they hadde done 
nothing, and with a triſe they tourned about their hoꝛſes 
with their \ wo2des in their handes they aſſaulted one a⸗ 
nother, and the frit bloives that were ſtriken, if ſemed 
that all that vailey was full of the ſound thereof, being 
ſtriken vppon their inchaunted heolmes, whercas ail thoſe 
were erecuted , and being nothing amazed no2 aſtonyed 
fhorewith, but with greate furte and wꝛathfulneſle they 
dyd aſſauit each other with their ſound blowes, and being 
meruaplioullie onercharged with the greate ſoꝛce of them, 
it made them to decline their heads to their bꝛeaſts, fo that 
epther of them dpd ferle the greate foꝛce of his aduerſarie, 
and Oriſtedes laid vnto himſelf, that neuer in all the daies 
of his lple dpd hee coͤnbat wich a moꝛe valpaunter and 
Woꝛrthier Knight , but being determined to gine to vn⸗ 
derſtand his great foꝛce and tfrength, without ante fearc 02 
dꝛedde, he beganne to charge the knight of the Sunne with 
his tert ibie bloc es, and with ſo greate foꝛce and ſtrength, 
Ff. ili. that 
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not ſerne, lo great and well pꝛopozſtoned a knight , Who 
when he came nigh vnto then, he [ifted vp his beuer an» 
ſayde . Lo2des pou ſhall vnder ſtande that the paſſage oner 
this Bꝛidge is defended by mer, againſt all knightes , that 
p:eſumeth to paſſe this way , except firff they doe lene here 
their ſhields, and their names lozitten ther vpon, in confe( 
fing themſelues to be ouercome by the Tropan Oriſtcdes, 
And ſeeing the great maieſtie of your comming, it dothe 
giue me occaſion to giue you better entertainment then ; 
accuſtome ts doe. Fo2 that yon ſhall vnderſtand the ancient 
cuſtome of this bztdge , and likewiſe the bondage wherein 
J am bound, fo2 the defence and keping here of, is, that 1 
muſt ſhow no curteſte to any knight that here paſſeth . 
The knight of the Sunne was very much trubled,as wel! 
ae he god diſpoſition of Oriſtedes, as at his gentil ſpæche 
and great conrteſis; and being very deſirous to know mo2e 
of him he ſayde. Sir knight J doe giue you great thankes 
foz pour god will and courfeſte ſhewed vnto vs, and fo 
that you ſhall not bꝛeake any cuſtome that hathe bene ſo 
long kept at this Bꝛidge, J will doe what doth lpe in mer. 
fo to make the pallage free fo2 vs, And when J can do no 
moꝛe, then will J doe that the which J am conſtrained vn⸗ 
ks by fo2c . 
But yet of courteſie J require you Wir Knight tell m& 
what is the occaſion that you doe call your ſelfe Tropan, 
and \wherfoze doe you kepe and defend the cuſtome at this 
dꝛidge. Foz that acco2ding vnto the long tyme that is paſt 
Fince that this Citie of Trop was deſtroyed by the Greeks, 
J do beleue that there is no knight that doth remaine, y is 
of the Tropans bloud, J wil tel you ſapd Oriſtedes, fog that 
you haue ſo great deſire to know it. And J do nat mernaile 
that you haue ſo great defire to know it. And J do marualil 
p you cannot belaue this which A haue ſapd,*fo; that ail 
thoſe that hath not ben accuſtomed to come this wapes, art 
lpkewiſc deceiued, foz that the aunetent wziters,nener Wet 
of that which J will ſhew 101. au ſhel vnderſtandſgentil 
knight, that at ſuch time as this great citie of Troy, was 
1 of 
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beſieged by the Ortekes there came in the aide and luttour „, 
of the king Priamus,Nucene of the Amazons, named Pan- „ 
taſilla, who hauing heard many times in her owne Cotin- ,,

Do the next daie, at ſuch time as the Sunne did ſcarte ap⸗ 
peare, when they were armed with their rich & bꝛight ar⸗ 
mour, and mounted vpon their god hoꝛſes, theſe two vali⸗ 
ant knights and perfect friends went foꝛth of the caſtle, and 
in their tompanie the damſel Fidcha, leaning a god knight 
Which was Fulmnincos in the gard and keeping of the Ci 
fle and all the reſt, till ſuch time as the Emperour of Ruſ-

all they together toke their right wape towardes the ſea, 
whereas they might embarke the ſelues foꝛ England, where e 
the Hiſtoꝛie doth leaue them till time docih ſerue.

him in their armes and with the helpe of the king Sacrido- 
ro they carried him vnto a Caſtle that was there nigh at 
hand, whereas they laide him vppon a bedde, and when the 
Damſell Fidelia had tolde the king Sacridoro of whence 
ſhe was, he ſtraight wates biiderſtode the occaſion from 
whence dyd p2occde all this alteration and enill of Roſi- 
cleer, t ſtraight wayes requeſted ail the knights that were 
there to depart, and let him alone, and being all departed 
the ing requeſted the Damſell to tell him if thee bought 
anie meſſage vato his friende Roſiclcer, fo2 that of long 
time trauailing in his compante, he knew of his loue , [0 
well as himſeltke.

one other knight with other atmour, he had bene tlouen x- 
under .. But by reaſon that the valiant Roſicleer was in 
perfect ſecuritie with his armour,(aithogh ſome times with; 
the great furie of his blowes, he was aſtonied, almoſt . 
hun ſelfe) pet he did aunſwere him, with other blowes of 
lo great furie, that Fulmmeo, being tounented with them, 
did roare like a Bull. So that in this contenſion + rigo2us 
combat, theſe two endured moꝛe then two houres,+ euerie 
blow that was ſtroke, did make each other to doubt of his 
lpfe. And foz that J will not be tedious, to tell all thinges 
particularly, the which was done in this wel foughten and 
perillous battaile, J will conclude and tell you what hap- 
pened in the end. It was oꝛdamcd by the diuine p2outdece, 
5 this mightie Fulmimco, ſhould make an ende of his cut!! 
and diueliſh lyfe ; who being verp angry with him ſelfe, ; 
blaſpheniing againſt al his gods t againſt al things both in 
the heauens and on the earth, foꝛ that one alone knight did 
endure ſo long in battaile againſt him. With an infernal 
fury which he had within him, (as it ſ@med by the great 
guantitie of lmoake which came fo2th at his beuer) he went 


Againſt Rolicleer, 3 With both his hands he ſtroke him ſuch 


a blow vpon his inchaunted t rich helme, that if his word 
had not glaunſed vpon his ſhoulder, no doubt he had bene 
in great peril. Bet foz all that, it was lo terrible, that it teke 
bis remembꝛaunce from him, t made him fo fail fo: wardes 
vpon his laddle bowe, in ſuch ſozt,that all men did thinke 
that he would haue fallen downe dead to the ground. 
But this god knight did not long remaine in this trance, 
but came againe ta him ſelfe, and with a trite he ſetled him 
ſelfe in his ſaddle, and ſtroke his hozſe Rondarte, With bis 
ſpurres, with ſo furious wath and moꝛtall courage, that 
the earth ſeemed to tremble vnder him: and raiſing himſelt 
a god ſpanne in his ſaddle, he went towards his enemie , 
firoke him (ſuch a blow vppon his ſtaly helme, that he cloue 
it a ſunder, c cut his head all to peeces. And with the great 
ſtrength of the blowe, his hozſe was fo charged, that he 
bowed his knees (0 the ground, ſo remained a god _ 
betozs

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the firſt Boo le. 
befoze he aroſe vp againe. In this ſoꝛte the euill Fulmi- 
neo dyd make his ende, and his ſoule condempaed vnto 
belt; whereas with continnall toꝛment hee is plagued f02 
his euill dedes, as ſhall be done vnto thoſe that in this 
woꝛlde with ſo greate pꝛide doth commit the Tpke offence, 
if that by the permiſſion of God hee doth not repent him of 
them befo ꝛe hee die, fo2 that his neighbour hing by him 
iniured, at the date of iudgement he will alke vengeance 
of the ſame But when the knight of Fulmineo ſawe their 
Loꝛde laing and dead, they were ſo greatlie amazed to ſos 
him ſo ſone ouercome and Nlaine by one alone nicht, that 
they were without all hart and courage fog to reuenge his 
death, and remained all aſtonied and amazed without any 
mouing as though they had bene a companie of Images 
made of ſtone, and beholding of Rolicleer, who ſeemed vnto 
them to bee a knight ſent from God to puniſh and chaſtiſe 
the cuill deedes and lyfe of Fulaunco. So after that Roſi- 
cleer had giuen thankes vnto almightie God fo2 this great 
vigozie, hauing compaſſion vppon the Damſelles which 
they brought with: them tycd ,, hee went towardes them 
foz to ſet them at libertie. And when he came vnto the 
firſt, hee ſtrapgyt wapes knew her to ber Fidelia, ene of the 
Dunſells of the Pꝛincelle Oliuia, ſhoe whome in Englanck 
bꝛought vnto him the ſentence of bantſhment, and traight 
wayes calling to remembꝛaunce all that cuer had paſled, 
he recetued ſa greate ſoꝛrowe and griefe, that his heart 
was all coucred with ſadneſſe, in ſuch ſozte , that cleane 
voide of all remembꝛaunte her fell from his ho2fe to the 
grounde as though he had bene dead. This his create 
ſriend the king Sacridoro, when hee ſawe him in that 
traunce, with atrice hee alighted from his hoꝛſe, and went 
towardes him with great anguiſh and griefe, not know⸗ 
ing what Hould ber the occaſion of that ſodaine x ſtrange 
alteration, and taking him in his armes, he lyfted him op 
from the ground, thinking that in giuing him apꝛe her 
Would returne againe unto his remembzaunte, but 
alt that euer he coulde doe, dyd profit him verie lyttle, 
Ee .li. foz 
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his furious hozſe with his ſpurres , commaunding bis 
knights to pꝛoctede foꝛwards he wenld haue departed, but 
that valiant knight Roſiclecr who was a great tnimie vn⸗ 
to ſuch as he was and could not ſuffer that ame in his pꝛe- 
ſence ſhuld recetue rebuke 02 ſhame, 1 eldpectallp damſels, 
ſuing that it was labour loſt to ſpeake vnto that vile gy⸗ 
ant, he twke his ſpeare in his hand and put himlelfe befo2e 
hun, ſaping. 

Fo2aſmuch as thy cares are deafe fo2 to reteiue coun- 
ſaple, choſe vnto thy ſelfe that parte of the field that docth 
delt pleaſe the, ſoꝛ that poſſiblie with the death thou (halt 
kitowe how p2ofitable it will be to amend thy life, therfo:c 
take to ther thy weapon and defend thy ſelfe,fo2 it doth be⸗ 
tour ha by foce to dee that which thou wilt not of thy 
owne god will, fo; alwayes. X haue hcarde ſaie, that the 
cuill and naughtte free it is beſt to dig him vp by the rote. 

When Rolicleer had lapd theſe woꝛdes, he turned about 
bis hoꝛſe, and twke that part of the fleld that liked him beſt, 
and with his ſpeare in his hand he put himſelke befoze Ful 
mnco, who laughing very much began to go fozwards bis 
way with great anger ſaping. 

Captiue knight, thou ſhalt not get by me ſo much ho⸗ 
nour, in ſaping thou diddeſt enter alone in battaple wyth 
nic. Then Roliclcer ſapd: Thou vile and ewill beaſt, and 
the head of all pꝛide and pꝛeſumption, take! vnto thee thy 
u tapon and defend thy (rife from me. Then Fulmineo 
when he heard this, with great ite he pulled down the bea ⸗ 
uer of his healme, and aparted himſelfe from his knightes, 
without lpeare oz ſwoꝛd in his hand, ano ſapde: Come a- 
gainſt me, thou folyſh and captiue knight, that fozaſmuch 
as thou haſt heard of my derdes, it ſhail be god that by er⸗ 
periente thou doeſt pꝛoue my fozce and ſtrength, foz that 
without ſpeare oz other weapon I will take from thee all 
thy armour # weapon that thou bzingeſt with thee, Then 
Rofileer being verie angrie at the oreat pꝛide of Fulminco 
came vnto him and ſayd : B2ute and diuelliſh beaſt, take 
vato ther thy launce and \wozd,and come againſt me, fo:

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that J am not ſuch a knight that will combat with thre 
with ante aduantage, and foz that Fulminco did tand in 
tontention not to take ante weapon, Rolicleer thcwe his 
ſpeare from him, and aſſaulted him with his (wozd in his 
hand, and ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon his helme, that hee 
made him decline his head downe to his bzeaf, and Fulm!- 
neo in all his liſe neuer receiued p like blow, p he thought 
verilie his teeti bad bene bꝛoken in his head with beating 
one againſt another, and beetng verie much amazed at the 
great ſtrength of that knight, and ſeemed vnto him to ber 
ſuch a one, that without weapon he coulde not ouercome 
him, he dzew ont from his ide a great and bꝛoad worde, 
and went againſt Roliclecr to ſtrtke him on the head with 
great ſtrength, that chauncing vpon his helme it made him 
ſomewhat aſtenied, and if his helme had not ben very god, 
he had clouen him downe to the bꝛeaſt, but Fulminco dyd 
not ad nau nce himſelfe much in giuing that blo woe, fs2 the 
valiant Roſicleer did ſtrike him ſuch another on his right 
ſhoulder, that by reaſon of the great ſtrength of his armour 
his { wo2d could not cut it, pet foz all that it did charge him 
ſo much, that if he hadde not embꝛaced himſelke about his 
hozſe necke, he had fallen downe to the ground: Oh howe 
greatly amazed was Fulmineo at the great foꝛte x lirength 
of Rolicleer, foꝛ when he ſawe with what courge he iroke 
his blowes, and faling the mightie foꝛce of them, he ſayde 
within himlelſe: By foꝛtune is there retourned agapne 
into the woꝛlde that Greeke Achilles, oz that val pant Hec- 
tor, fo2 that hee was kullie perſwaded that hee was not in 
ail the world that could bꝛing him into fs greate ertremi⸗ 
tie, and pet hee hoped to kill them both, ik they entered in⸗ 
to battarie with him, and fo2 that hee was one of the

Do concluding together, they determined the fourth 
day in the moꝛning to depart. The time being ceine, they 
all dyd take their leaue of the Qngne, who ſhedde mag pe 
teares to {& them depart, and the king Liſco went to beare 
them companie fill they came to the (ea fide. fo? the covin 
not by ante meancz cauſe him to abide in the Citte , Oo 
they trauailed ſcauen dates, in the end whereof Hep came 
vnto the ſea whercas the king did tate his leaue cf their, 
embꝛacing them al, offering himſelfe at their com maunde⸗ 
ment at all times when occaſton ſhoulde lerue. And after 
that he was degarted from them, he found humſelk vertc lo⸗ 
litarte without their companic and in cipeetal without the 
companie of the knight 67 ihe Bunne, foz that he cſtamed 
moꝛe his companie and friendſhip then all his whole kings 
dome.

ny ſtout and valant knights, and could net by any wcancs 
imagine what it ſhould meane, and being all topned feces 
ther, thoſe that were with the king Liſco retetued grcate 
courage, x their enimies hearts failed, 2 much the moze be⸗ 
caſe they had no captain to gouerne them and put them in 
e2der,and miſtruſt ing the woꝛſt, many of them ran away

copied in diſimbarking himſclfe with them that he had be⸗ 
koze him, vpon whom he Croke ſuch moz tall blowes , that 
ſome of them he cut a ſunder in the middeſt and other ſome 
he cloue down to the teeth and others to their bꝛeaſts, with 
ſuch moꝛtall deſtruc ion, that in a ſmall time there remai⸗ 
ned not one of all their enimies alwe in the tent, fo2 that 
the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana dtd woꝛthelie defend the entrie in 
wounding e killing all thoſe that cainc ntoh her . At this 
time becauſe the Bing 1.1{co had ſene all that the Bnirbt 
of the Sun had done, and how far he had put him elfe in a⸗ 
mongſt his enimies, hauing great deſire either to be ſlaine, 
oꝛ elſe to ſœ an ende of his ſchertie, all luch as were within 
the Citie and able to weare armor, went fo2th to ade the 
knight of the Dun, ik need lo requited, thep put themictues 
amongit their enimies, defending that none chould como f 
giue ſuccour bato the King. who ſtill with Rodaran vere 
in a ſound and from themmſeltcs, and as they came all fo2th 
with defire to die 02 to be at lihertie, like med dogges they 
put themfelues amongſt their enimies, and flew many of 
them, but in eſpectal the god King Liſco who neuer ſtroke 
blow,but 5ᷣ he flew oꝛ onerth2ew a knight ts the ground, 
and by reaſon of the great hurt and damage which they of 
the campe receined,on that ide, hauing great nde of aide 
and ſuccour, thep all did lcaue the battaile at the tent and 
went thether, although there remained not ſo few againſt 
the Pꝛinteſle, but that the had inough te doe Now when 
the Knight of the Sunne was clerre of his enimies, he ſawe 
the pꝛiſoners whereas they were in a coꝛner of the Tent, 
all of them wich great chaines at their leg ges, and know⸗ 
ing them, on the one part he ſhod many ſalt te ares from his 
eles, ſoꝛ to ſe ſo high and mightie ꝛintes bꝛought into fo

= in ſürdding many teares that ranne 5c tie by his 
chencs, wi th great top and pſeaſuſe he dyd enbacc him, 
ſaring: J was berie dertaine e fire mp berlhelcued ſonne, 
that We ſhould not lacke your aide and ſuccour in the tune 
of this cur great neceſſ tic, and here J cue great tient 
vnto the ſoueraigne creatoꝛ thai by his mightie pelocr vou 
were {cnt at this time to giue vs our libertie. Zhen 1! o!t- 
clcer atid all the reſt of thoſe mightie Pꝛinccs and knights 
dyd embꝛace him, and could not belceue that he ſhould be 
the knight of the Dunne, with the great top and contents 
ment they reteiued when they ſawe him, who pulled off 
all their chaines, and ſet them at libcrite, and twhe from 
one of them that was there Carne, the eres of certaine 
cheſts, hcras was all their armour lo that they lacked not 
one pete of them,fo2 that Rodaran and the Nugne Car- 
mania tommaunded all to be kept verie well, that none 
ſhould be oft . All this time was the Nuane Carmania 
hidden in a clolet of the ſame Tent, ſo heauie and (ad to ſvg 
all that paſſcd, that ſhe thought with verie ſoꝛrow to hang 

dyed. And in the meane time that the Emperour and the 
reſt were arming of themſelues in great hat, the knight of 
the Sunne returned fo luccour 1 helpe that knight,whom 
be left defending of the doꝛe of the Tent, het none would 

enter in thereat, and it was that Worthie and ropall Win- 
ceſie Chridiana, whom he found ver ie b2attoito and Fonts 
lie tombatting with a great number of knights, and hadde 
beloꝛe her at the entrie of the Tent, verte man llaine and 
wounded, and fo2 that ſhe kept her elfe in the inüde or the 
entrie, che delendeo her ſelfe the better from all that came 
againſt her. But when he came amongeſt them with his 
mightie blobocs, he made all his emimies to a parte them ⸗ 
ſelues from the dw2c of the Tent, fo2 when they lawe him 
conun ing, euerie one dyd pꝛoture to make waie all Þ eter 
thep could from him, foz that they thought vertlie be could 
be no moꝛtall man, doing that which they ſawe him do. At 
this time the god king Lilco came with all his knights tes

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1 lonr into perfect redde, like vnfo the bꝛaue and ramping 
11 Lion that followeth the fearefuil Deere, euen lo went this 
4 zathfull knight againſt Rodaran, and firoke him a blew 
duerthwart his helme, that out of all remembꝛaunce hx 
thꝛew hum as deed at his hoꝛſe ferte, and leauing theſe two 
Pagans, in ſuch loꝛt that all men iudged they had bor ne 
dead, with no lee furic t hen a whirle winde he put him 
ſclfe in the campe amongſt his enimiee, kuting and woun⸗ 
ding all that euer he found in his Wale, ſo that there was 
none that made ante reſiſtance againſt him, beit they all 
ranne awaic beſoꝛe hun, that he tound none wit whem to 
night, except he did (oily them te oucrtake tan, and hee 
thought himſelſe molt happieſt that was farther of from 
bim. In this lost ths valtant funnght piceſtd into the ranp, 
and went {o karre, that at the lat all tnmbued wirt blond 
of then Which be had ſlatne, he came vnto the Went of the 
king of Arcadia, whereas he wos put in great perplertt. 
and trouble, ſoꝛ that ther was topnes together map ſtent 
and Zrong knights, who all together did anult hem vert? 
ſtronglie but he ſing the great reüſtante that there was 
made againſt him, did double bis blawes wirh 1wo2tall tis 
rie, that his toꝛce did appeare tobe moꝛe at that tune, their 
it was in all the daie beſo2e, All this time of the baitavic 
from the beginning that tbe Knight of the Dan went ont 
of the Citie vito that inſtant, the ropail Muntelle Clan 
diana Was bcholding the ſame , for that this was the cons 
tention of the the En'ghtes that ſhe ſtaued to beholbe, at 
ſuch time as the hilloꝛ ie did leaue her, which was pünight 
of the Dunne combatting with Rodaran and the king , 
Then the Pzincedſe d2awing moze maher „did fratobt 
way kuowe him, as well By mts armour and hoꝛſe, as by 
the mightie and iinguiar diſpoſitton of his bodie, and the 
better fo2 to beholde hig hie knigbtüwde, ſhe ſtaied 216 
ſtode ſtill, and merualed verie much at that which the 
ſawe, and although ſhe dyd lee it beloꝛe her cpes, vet Ha 
could not belaue it, and ſayd, 
At is not poilthic that although there were here thoſe 
| twe 
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two Captaines of the nigbtie Afitica and Scion, pn 
with them Hercules and the mtghtte bamſon, hat at the y 
together were not ſufficient to dee that which tris alone 
knight doth on his enimics. Df truth hene grtat reaſon 
fo2 to loue him, as the higheſt aud moſt preciovs knight in 
all the woꝛld. And in taping; theſe woꝛde, ſerine that he was 
tom pallrd rounde abont with fo great a multtitude ok 
kanights,the (rok her hoꝛſe with the pures with lo arent 
fur ie, and put her (cife in the miu dell of the campt, and ne⸗ 
ner ſtayed til ſuch time as ſhe came whereas the knight of 
the Sunne was, and began to deale ſuch blowes, that ſher 
made his entiniies fo rune awale . At which {tight the 
knight of the Sunne was put in great admiratiou, and 
could not imagine Who that valpant knight would be, and 
being verie ioptu'll of lg aide and ſuccour, ge put him⸗ 
ſolfe amongſt $17 enimico, kiliing $ onerthꝛowine ſo ma⸗ 
np, that ther alt ran awelſe beloze him as fromthe death, 
and with the great faucur that be had of the Pzinceſſe, 
aud ber vaftauntneſſe that ſue vled, he left her at the dwiꝛe 
of the Tent, and alighied from hig hoꝛzſe and entered in, 
and ſtroke uch moꝛ tall blowes at them that he met, that 
be mado them all to rctice backwardes, and to put thom⸗ 
leiues intoatether came in the tent, wroreas thepetonght 
better to deſend tchenileluc s, but che night ol che dane 
with terrible furic followed after thang and with a eu e 
blowes he llewe fire oꝛ ſeauen of them in pꝛelence of the 
Emperour and all ide reit of the pꝛiſeners that ere with 
hun, who were greatlie amazed at lucha ſodainc chaunce, 
nat unowing what ie chend bee, and verie much meruap⸗ 
leo hrhalding the great Wonders the which he did in their 
pꝛeſence, bu. when in beßolding they knew Him verte wel 
by his arnνντ 3p thy mightincfleof his perſon(alttz ounh 
he was all hachen in blond) J cannot hære rcheaiſe the 
Credt op any Pigcit re Which they rete iued loeing theſcitigs 
in that great neceitie, baun 2 fedatne in that time bias 
ked log, lo greatiuceour ſurelꝑ thep did belceue that he was 
dent thetger bp the power of atanggtie God , And as 
Cc. ii. vet 
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Rodaran was verie valpant and fout , Likewiſe Rodaran 
thought not that he had to doe with the knight of the Bun, 
but when he ſawe how ſtronglie he did ſtrike his blowes, 
and the lyttle account he made of his blowes, with greate 
ſoꝛrowe be ſayd vnto hunſclfe, 

Oh high and mightie Gods, what a number of ſtrange 
meruailes be there in this wozld,fo2 that J thought verilie 
there was not ante that was able to be compared vnto me 
in fo:ce and ſtrength, and pet J found thoſe in Greece that 
dyd farre ſurmount and paſſe me therin, and belceuing that 
ther was none other in all the woꝛld, now without ſeeking 
of them, J haue met with one, with whome J hope of no 
other remedie, but to be ſlaine by him, o2 elſe to bee ouer 
come, And with the great gricfe that the remembꝛaunce 
hereof cauſed vnto him, he toke his lwoꝛde in both his 
haͤndes, and ſtrok the knight of the Sunne ſo ſtrong 1Hlow 
vpon his helme, that he fokeawatc the ſight of his eyes and 
depꝛiued him of his remembꝛaunce, and fo he remapned as 
ſtonped a little ſpace, and befo2e that Rodaran had*3awe 
time to ſir ike him another, the valpaunt knight was come 
againe vnto himſelfe, and with great wꝛath he ſtroke Ro- 
daran ſuch an onerthwart blow on the one fide of his helm, 
that it he had not claſped hunſelfe about his hoꝛſe necke , he 
muſt needes haue fallen vnto the ground, and he hadde not 
Well ſetled himſelfe agapne in his laddle, when he ſtroke 
him another right downe blowe vppon his healme with lo 
great ſtrength, that he fell downe backwards vpon his hoꝛſe 
crouper, cleane out of all remembꝛaunce, and his hoꝛſe car- 
ryed him round about the field, voyding at his mouth and 
noſe great abandaunce of blond, and he was ſo long befo2e 
he came agapne bato himſelfe, that all men thought he had 
bene dead, and without doing him ante farther harme, the 
knight ofthe Sunne tarrped tyll he came vnto himſelſe a- 
gayne . When the king of Arcadia ſawe this and how euil 
his friend was intreated, with as great anger as though 
he would haue burſt, with a triſe he was armed wyth his 
thicke armour,and mounted vppon a mightie * 15

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light ho:ſe he went out of thecampe, 4 went kowardes tte 
knight of te Dunne, without taning ante lpeare, but with 
bie gtrat and bꝛoad fanchon he ſtroke at hun lo heaute and 
ſrunga blieb, that it grieued verte much the ümghte the 
Den, wo ant weren him with the like, that all tir beide 
fields Were full with the found. Then the pꝛiſenere who 
were in the tent of the king, 1 veric much aitzazey to heare 
the ſound cf fo terrible a blowe, al ned of them that were m 
the Tent what it [00353 be, and iwratght wates it was teld 
them that he ſhovlo be forue woꝛthie in pꝛoweſſe that could 
maintaine and dekend himſelfe againſt two lo Valiant Jas 
gans. At this time the king of Arcadia ſtroke the kiitght of 
the Sunne ſo terrible a blow that his cares were to2yien- 
teh with the loand thercok, and loll the ſight of his eies, and 
rematmed aſtonied a gad while, although it was not fo lõg 
that the king had ſpace to ſtrike him another, but it was in 
an cuill houre foz him, fo: when the night of the Hunne 
came againe vnto hunſcife,ail kindled in wꝛach and with 
moꝛe furie then a thunder - bolt he afaulted the king, aud 
with both his hands be ſtroke him fo Urong a blow vppon 
hig helme, that as one that were dead he ouerthzewe hun 
tom his hoꝛſe to the ground, voiding great abundaunce of 
bioud out of his eares and note, at which time the anighe 
of the Dun had ſcarte withdꝛawen hunlelle Tomg reins e., 
that blowe, when Rodaran came ngaine unte prnſel/s und 
went again hem, ond with bach his handes ne ware hin 
lach a taightie blowe, that it was hear de a greate ware 
af, and the Knight of the Banne fo keep himſelſe from 
filling, was conſtrained toembꝛatehts armes about the 
hoꝛle necke, and felt hy the fozre of that great blowe that 
Nodaran Was both itrong and Tout, but foz fo much as at 
that inſtaunt all ire and wꝛath did remaine in him with 
one atone blowe be p2etended to make an ende of that 
battaple, fo that hæ thought the kime verie long till bay

chic wärriour dpd ouerthzowe to the ground (ome ſtarke 
dead, and other (ome fo euil intreated and bꝛuſed with their 
alls, that afterward they would ſcrue to vie no armonr , 
And this ** done, there was not one knight in all the 
campe that was of ſo great foꝛte, that durſt go foꝛth to com- 
Vat with hum, ſo that he was there tarrping a god while to 
ler if anie woulde come fo2th againſt him All this beeing 
(renc by Rodaran, and how that there was none that durſt 
take vpon him the enterpꝛiſe, with a triſe he tauſed himſelf 
to be armed with his ſtrong armour, and being mounted 
vpon his bigge and light hoꝛſe, with a great ſpeare in his 
hand he went foꝛth againſt the knight of the Sunne, who 
when he {awe him comming ſo bigge and well membꝛed, he 
had hun in eſtimation to be a very god knight, and choſing 
himſelfe a god ſpeare, amongſt a great number which he 
tauſed to be bꝛought out of the citie, he dyd abide y coming 
of Rodaran, who when he tame nigh vnto him, he layd. 
Thou ſhalt vnderſtand, ſtr knight, that J am newlpe 
came in this campe, and hearing verie much ſpoken of theſe 
thy vaiyant derds, it hath giuen me great god wil to come 
and ſc part thereof, and fo2 that accozding vnto that which 
J haue ſene thou ſemeſt to be a god knight, J would that 
thou wouldeſt leaue to be anie moꝛe againſt the king of 
Arcadia, aud to foꝛget the friendſhip and favour which thou 
ſheweſt in the part of the king Liſco,and J will carrie ther 
in my companie, and doe ſo much that the king of Arcadia 
thall receiue tha to be his knight, and fo pardon and foꝛgiuse 
ther all that is paſt. And if thou wilt doe this which J doe 
offer vnto the, J will receiue ther vnto my friendſhip and 
be thy friend, and if not,ſce that thou doeſt defend thy ſelfe 
from me, fo2 that J will make the. by fo:ce fo doe that 
which thou wouldef not by fayzemeanes , Then the 
knight of the Dunne, who recepued better contentment at 


his gallaunt diſpoſition, then ante pleaſure in his wozdes, 


with great makneſſe anſwered. him and ſayd, * 
1 ir 
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Dir Knight, who are you that is ſo balpaunt, that alone 
. oth pꝛeſume to do with me that which all his Whole army 
doth not had power to accompliſh , To whom he ſayd : Me⸗ 
1 therto J haue not denied my name to anie ÿ hath demaun⸗ 
ded it of me, neither will J now,no2 feõ this date fozwards, 
Neither will J denie mine vnto thæ, ſaid the knight of the 
Sunne. Then the knight ſaid, Thou ſhalf bnderckand that? 
J am Rodaran,king of Arabia, Who with the foꝛce of my 
arme thinke to finiſh that which all this whole armie haue 
not power to doe. Oh how iopfull was the knight of the 
Sun when he heard thoſe woꝛdes, and knowing hun to ber 
that Rodaran, the perſon which in all the wozide he molt 
delired to mete with, as well to combat with him, as fo 
know of the impꝛiſonment of his bꝛother, and ol his toning 
friends, and the mozf ts kœpe himſelfe ſecret, he ſaid: Je it 
polſt#* that thou art that Rodaran, who in companie with 
the QAutene Carmainia yaſſet into Greece, to combat wyth 
the knights of the Cn:verour Trebatio, To whom he aun⸗ 
wer derie quicklie, and ſald: J am he, x moꝛe thou ſhalt 
vnderſtand that by the foꝛce of my ſtrong arme J haue pꝛi⸗ 
loners the beſt knights that are in all Greece , 4 Itkewiſe 
the Cmperours perſon. All the which J do bing with ma 
in my compante p2tfoners,fo2 to preſent them beſoze Em 
pero2 of Lartaria, to doe with them all that his pleaſu ure is 
to tommaund. Then the knight of the Sunne without mas 
king ante tarrping, but as gladde as euer he was in all bis 
lpfe, giuing great thankes vnto God, fo2 his koꝛtune was 
ſo god to finde Rodaran at that inſtant, he ſet ſpuries vnto 
his hoꝛſe and turned him about, and came againſt Rodaran, 
who lykewiſe came againſt him, a ran acainkk one another 
with lo great furic, that the earth ſeemed to ſhake in theyz 
[ wift tourſe, in p middeſt therof they made their encour⸗ 
ters, which wers ſuch, that their ſprares were bꝛoken to pa⸗ 
ces,+ palled by ene another without receining any harme, x 
turning about with their words in their hands, they alſal- - 
ted one another with la great foꝛce, that they which beheld 
thee worg terrified, ⁊ the knight of tho dun vnderſlond that 
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und gaue to vnderſtand of all that He hath done, in thick 
tunes that he came fozrh fo battaile with his people, at the 
which Kodlatran was greatlie amazed, and as one that all 
LON" and niatiatce was not cleane roted out of him, her 
| 5 ue it deſire to ſe that knight, and to combat with him, 
belttuing that he thould conckude and make an end of that 
10 ich the u byole ee could not doe. So Rodaran 
emma til the nert date, hoping therein to ſee that valp⸗ 
ant! night. the rent the king of Arcadia reteiued greate 
ap 7 contentinent, thinking that if he and Rodaran might 

che kniaht of the Sunne betwirt them, that he could 
not by anie u neancs ele. we; bizt either bee laine oꝛ taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner. Jn mo ſoꝛt they paſſed awaie that daic , and the 
night with great Ar lthough it was unto the pꝛiſo⸗ 
nere ; ONCE mut n ſozrow and gricte, alwaies with patience 
abiding the nod houre of Fo2tune, 


How the Knight of the Sunne went out the third 
time into the campe of the king of Arcadia, & what 


happened therein, Chap. po.

=== 15 well to combat with Rodaranꝭ s fo retre⸗ 
ate hunſe!fe with his Ladies, the abſence of whome was 


vnto him ns lmall grieke: likewiſe! ge was put in greate 


perpleritte and care, ſoꝛ that accoꝛding vnto the great num⸗ 
ber of people Which the king of Arcadia had with him in his 
campe, it was not poſſible foꝛ him to cleere himſelfe ſo ſone 
as he thought he ſhould, which was the occaſion that verie 
arlie in the moꝛning, beloꝛe the Sunne dyd ſhew her ſelle 
this valyant warriour beeing armed with his rich x ſtrong 
armour, and mounted vpon his great and light hozſe, with 
4 mightie ſpeare well ſtoled in his hand, he went out 2 the 
itie, 
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the f 176 5 Kee 
Citie, and verie much againſt the will of the king Liſec» 
whom he cauſed to tarrte within the Citie in a readineſſe, 
fo2 to come foꝛth to aide and helpe him, if anie cauſe of ne- 
cellitis dyd call him, + to giue him his whole contentment 
he would not ſaie ame thing againſt him that his pleaſure 
was to doe. So when this couragtous knight came vnto 
the tampe, he ble w his hozne with ſo great ſtrength, that it 
was heard thꝛoughout all thoſe wide and bꝛead fields, and 
put great feare in the moſt part of all thein that were in the 
campe fo: that there were verie few of them that had anie 
ſecuritie, falling into his hands. Then the king of Arcad'a 
under ſtanding the demaund of the knight, dpoͤde Nraight 
wayes commaund the moſt valpanteſt and ſtrongeſt in all 
the armie to arme themlelues, and commaunded to ſette 
chaires without the doze of his Tent, whereas he and Ro- 
daran ſate downe,to ſe and behold from thence all that the 
knight of the Dunne ſhould do. It was not long after that 
there went out of the campe a valyant Pagan called Alri- 
to, whowas mounted vppon a mightte great hoꝛſe, and ar- 
med with guilt armour, full of rich pꝛecious ſtones, which 
certified them that he was of high eſtate, and went towards 
the knight of the Sun, and with a great ſpeare in his hand, 
with the which he gane hun a verie ſtrong encounter, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that his ſpeare was ſheeuered all to peeces, and the 
knight of the Sunne thereat made no mention of moaning 
in his (addle, but he made his encounter ſo ſtronglie againſt 
bis enimie, that by reaſon of the ſtitfeneſſe of his Speare, 
and the finenetle of the others armour, that would not con⸗ 
ſent to be bꝛoken, with the foꝛce of that blows he was hot- 
ſed out of his ſaddle, and thꝛowen ouer the hoꝛſe crouper to 
the ground, ten paces from his hoꝛſe, and the blowe chaun⸗

ced vnder his bꝛeaſt in ſuch ſoꝛte, that befoꝛe he came uvnto 


the ground his bzeath was gone, and he ſtarke dead, and 
although at this blowe all the Pagans wondered greats 
lie, vet fo all that came foꝛth another knight, no leſſe ar⸗ 


rogant and pꝛoude then valtant, who at the firſt encounter 


Wk bears Alito campanie. Then after him came fo2th ten 
knights 
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The jecond part of 


him to ſteike him, and Croke him ſuch an ouerthwart blow 
on the one ſide, that he ouerthꝛewe hun on the other fide , 
Then this valpant and wozthy knight without ate longer 
taping amongſt them, but with as great furie as a why2le 
winde he put himſelfe in the middeſt of the whole armie, 
and wounded and New ſo manie, that all the waie wheras 
bz went, he left it full of dead bodies, ſo that there was not 
one in all the campe that durſt make reſiſtaunte anaypnit 
um, but paſſed thꝛough amongſt them, as cõmonlie the bai⸗ 
ted Bull, being wel pꝛicked with darts doth paſſe through 
a compante ot men. At this time the date paiſed awate, and 
the night came on, and this valiant knight ſomewhat wea⸗ 
a with wounding and killing of Pagans, all to be bꝛued 

wich bloud he departed out of the campe,and without any 
following him he came vnto the gates of the citie, the Which 
Were ſtraight wapes opened, and he found at the entrie in 
Hoereat, the king Liſeo, all armed in a rcadpnefle to go fe2th 
in his aide and helpe, ik he were dꝛiuen to anie neceſſitie, ot 
whom he was reteiued with great top and pleaſure, and the 
gates being ſhut, thep went vnto the pallace, wheras with 
great mirth aud ioy they were recetued by the QAutene, and 
iapped together with great toy and pleaſure, and toke their 
caſe all that night, and the knight of the Dunne determined 
not to goe foꝛth other two dates to the battatle , 
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How Rodaran came to land, & by great aduenture he 
came vato the kingdome of Lidia, Chap. 49. 


Z 7th great pꝛide dpd this Pagan Rodaran 
nauigate by ſea with his rich pꝛaie of the 
Z pꝛiſoners which he carried,fo2 to pꝛeſent the

then with foꝛce + ſtrength, foz to ſuffer that 
tervible a and truell blowe of Foꝛtune, alwates abiding the

lie fs2gotfen of God, as appeared here at this p2efent, fo: 
that he did ozdaine their foꝛtune in ſuch ſozt, that the ſhippe 
in the which they were carried, and dyd ariue in the king- 
dome of Phrigia,and foz that if was the right waie to goe 
vnto Tartaria, Rodaran and the Qucenc went a land, and 
commaunded that the p2iſoners likewiſe ſhoulde be taken 
out of the ſhip, who were all bound in chaines, lo that they 
were carryed verie ſtronglie and in gov oꝛder , So in this 
ſozt they trauailed fue dates without happening anie th ng 
bnto them wozth the telling, in the ende of the which they 
came into the kingdome of Lidia, and came in the ſight of 
the campe of the king of Arcadia, and Rodaran demaunted 
whoſe armie chat lame was, and it was declared vnto him 
the truth thereof, who receiued great top and contentment 
therat,fo2 that the king of Arcedia was a verte great friend 
of his, foꝛ beeing in the Court of the Emperour of Lartaria, 
and a trauailing knight, he had great acquaintance and kre⸗ 
guentation with him, and haning greate deſire fo ſee him, 
and giue him vnderſtanding of his pꝛaie the which he carri⸗ 
ed, he layd vnto the Nucene Carmama, that he would noe 
vnto him foz to fee him, and ſhe thought it god, and conſen⸗ 
ted therevnto.

when the king ſawe that, with wonderkull foxce hee went 
towards him, and with a greate and bꝛoade fauchon in his 
hand he ſtroke the knigyt of the Sunne e Uppon the healme.

the whole armie, then againſt thoſe foure knights, foꝛ that 
beeing embꝛaced with a great number, the valiant knights 
could neuer haue ſo god oppoꝛtunitie to execute their migh⸗ 
tic blowes vpon him, but in ſuch ſoꝛt theſe valyaunt Vas 
gans dyd ſo charge him, that he felt himſcife ſoꝛe troubled, 
but pet foꝛ all this, not fainting noꝛ loſing onc point of his

b3oke his ſpeare vpon the knight of the Sunne, who moncd 
no moꝛe in his ſaddle, then if he had made his encounter a⸗ 
gainſt a ſtrong tower . At this time the valpaunt Alberro 
was mounted againe on hozſbacke,and Pirro was come as 
gaine bnto himſelfe , fo that they two in companie wyth 
Gruto and Breco, all foure together with their \ wo2ds dꝛaw 
en in their hands allalted the knight of the Sunne, and be⸗ 
gan to charge him with ſo many harde blowes, that it had 
bene ſufficient to haue cut and broken an anfield of ſteele 
into pœces, and ther was neuer knight in the world at one 
time ſo aſſaulted as the knight of the Sunne was, fo: that 
he made battayle and reüſtaunce againſt foure of the moſt 
valianteſt knights that were in all the Countrie of the pa- 
gans, and luch, that either of them were ſufficient to fight 
againlt twentie knights, but this was that knight of the 
Sunne, he whom all Perſia and Hungaria, and al the whole 
Empire of Greece, with the greateſt parte of all the worde 
did tremble when they heard him named, and he who with 
hig great bountie did being in ſubiection the terrible and 
fearctull keepers of the Caſtle of Lyndaraza, and he whole 
high and mightie knighthod is luch as neuer was heard of, 
who did ſtrike and charge theſe foure knights with lo terri⸗ 
ble and mightie blowes all together, that the wide fieldes 
and vallepes, with the ſumptuous woꝛkes of the great Ct- 
tie, with the timerous noiſe of that crucll battatle was full 
with the lound, and becauſe their armonr was of fo create 
extellencie, that no ſwoꝛd being neuer ſo ſharp could pearcs 
and cut them, all the whole ſtate of the battaile remapned 
in their great and nughtie ſtrengthes, aud ouercharging of 
their terrible blowes vpon one another.

pant warriour was nothing amazed no; aſtonped there⸗ 
at, but pꝛocuring to giue him his payment fo2 the ſame, 
ſtroke him ſo terrible a blowe that out of all rememb2eatince 
he made him fall backwards vpon his hoꝛſe crouper, and his 
hoꝛſe carried hun round about 5 field, voiding at his mouth 
and nofe great abundance of blond. But when his bother 
Pirro ſawe that, belening that he had bene ſlaine, he ſfroke 
ſuch a blowe at the knight of the Sunne, that he made him 
to loſe the raines of his hoꝛſe bꝛidle, and was therewith 
ſome what aſtonied, and being not fullie clcere from the fu⸗ 
rie therof, when that the ſtout Breo liroke him another blow 
bpon his hard healme, that the noiſe and ſound thercof was 
heard a god waic, and the knight of the Dun fo 6ucrchar- 
ged therewith, that he declined with his head downe to his 
hozſe necke,and as Gruto came vnto him to ſtrike him an 
other blowe, thinking therebp to duerthꝛowe him out of hrs 
Addle, with great lightnes he ratſed himſelfe again, with 
the great ire the which he had, he Troke ſuch an ouerthwart 
blow at Alberro with both his handes in the middeſt of ail 
his bodte. that he ali to bꝛuſed his armour, 2 with the great 
toꝛce thereot᷑ he bꝛeke his ribbes and his gall withinhis bo⸗ 
dle, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he fell from his hoꝛſe down to p ground: 
h how much was the great ſozrow and griefe which the 
lng receiued when be fawe that terrible and wonderfull 
blowe, foꝛ that his coſin was verie rich, and a knight that 
was beſt beloued aboue all other knightes that he had, and 
alla fo2 that he conceiued within his mind that if that that 
knight ſhould endure long, that he woulde not leaue one 
knight aliue in all the whole campe that is of anie reputa⸗ 
tion. So with the great griefe which the lolle of his knights 
cauſed him to haue, with a tr iſe he cauſed himſelſe to be ar⸗ 


med with his ſtrong armour, which was a ünger thicke of 


very fine kerle, and ſo god as ante was in all the woztae, 
Bb. iu. and 
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Ladies were vpon the towers of the Citie, and at the bat, 
tlements, foꝛ to behold and ſee what ſhould paſſe with this 
valpant and warlike knight, who befo2e that he came into 
the campe,dyd ſet his hozne vnto his mouth, and dyd blow 
it ſo ſtrong and loude, that there was no knight ſo ffout in 
all the campe, knowing who he was that did ſound it, but 
his heart would tremble thereat, and ſuch were there that 
would gladlie haue giuen all that they had, vpon conditt- 
on that they had not entered into the kingdome of Lidia, al- 
though to the contrarte there were many other which dyd 
neuer pꝛoue his blowes, and were verie valiant and ſtout.

Amd in ſaying theſe woꝛds both af them turned about their 
hoꝛſes, with their ſpeares in tleir handas, ald de they 
encounter the one again? the other witz io great (wits? 
nelle ok their hoꝛſes, that they which dyo begols them could 
ſcarce carrie the ſtaht of their eies after wem, and their en⸗ 
counter was with lo great foꝛce and ſtrengeh that this vas 
liant Pagan verie much againſt his will! was thꝛüſk ont 
of his ſaddle, and the knight of the Sunne palled ſoꝛwards 
on, and loſt one of his ſtirrops, but the loꝛce of that ſtronge 
encounter grieued him verte much; and he was not well 
ſetled againe in his ſabdle, when there came fo2th to tuft 
againſt him another valtant Dagan, called Virro, and bꝛo⸗ 
ther vnto Alberto, no leſſe valiant and pꝛoud then he was, 
who dib encounter him verie ſtrongly, and fo2 that he came 
vpon him on a lodain, and Troke him vaaioares,it lacked

Pꝛinceſſe, and ſaid : Moꝛthie Ladie, giue mee your ropall 
handes that 4 mare kifle them, fo2 4 owe it vnto pou fo: 
this great benefit ſhowed bats me, and all kings and pein⸗ 
ces in the world, are bound vato your great highneſſe and 
bountie, The Pꝛinceſſe did then imbꝛace him ſaping: Un- 
to God do J gtue great thankes foz his great benefits ſo⸗ 
wed vnto me, in that he hath permitted that J haue done 
this great leruice vato the Nacene and unto the Princes, 
and likewiſe in excuſing pour frauaiie begun to feke out 
Orbion. And now ſeeing that there is no mo2e to bee done 
heerein, in your ſerutce, J do moſt heartelpe deſire you to 
giue me licenſe to depart,fo2 that I haue verie much todo 
in other places. Aud ſo verie much againſt the kings will, 
he toke leaue of her, and offered himlelke and all his king- 
dome at her tommandement. So ſhe departed from them,

| bare vnto the P2incefſe Claridiana, whome 
he exceedingly loued, and alſo onto the faire Pꝛinceſſe 
Lindabrides, Was the occaſion that he could not take anye 
reſt, but was put in the greateſt care and doubt that euer 
he had in all his life. Not knowing when to cleare himſelk 
of that which he had pꝛomiſed vnto his new friende , the 
king Liſco, And becauſe that the time ſhould not paſſe a- 
way vnbe wares, The nert day after the battaile as the his 
ſoꝛie hath tolde pou, the king Lilco, determined to go fo2th 
again in his companie. Then the knight of the Sunne did 
requeſt him verie much to let him that day go forth alone, 
fo2 that they ſhould haue other dapes wherein {hey wonld 
goe foꝛth both together. The which the king Lilco by no 
meanes would conſent thereto, ſapung: that fir it he weuld 
conſent to loſe all his kingdoome, ſoꝛ that it did accompliſh 
him ſo to do, rather then to conſent to ſer him in ö campe 
amonaſt his enimies alone. But the Knight of the Sunne 
hau ing a great deüre to goe (02th alone laid Veere J dog 
[weare unto pou my god Lord, that if you do not le wel 
biereof, that J will leaue all your kriendchip, the which I 
bo efeenic very much, and depart whereas pon (hall neuer 
heare moꝛe of me. Then the king when he law him fo de- 


termined, ſaide: My god kriend, do pour pleaſure, pet con⸗ 


ſider J pꝛay what pleaſure J can receiue to ſc you in the 
midſt of mins enemies and not be a partner of pour paint: 
notwithſtanding ſeeing you are therewith content.“ J will 
not contend againſt ante thing pou wil command. Bo this 
valiant Knight being armed with his ſfrong and rich ar⸗

Dunne had any foꝛce, he went foꝛth out of the Citie, at 
which time the king and the quene,t all the knights and

at the point to acknowledge this, and therewith he delve 
#117 a migbtie great and broad fanchon, and went agapaſt 
the Mitter he, and ſtroke her ſuch a blowe vpon the healme, 
that twunbed throughout all the valley. and ik it had not 
bene verie geod and of areate foꝛce, both head and bodie he 
bad clonen cleane a ſunder in the middelt, and fo? all that 
if made her to foupe with her handes vnto the grounde , 
yet dyd not this woꝛthie Ladie receiue ante feare , but ra- 
ther eit did encregſe her fozce and courage, wherewith ſhe 
returned vnto him, +4 ftroke him ſuch an ouerthwart blowe 
vpon his logge, that it cut both harneys and fleſh vnto the 
hard hoge, whereat ranne out great abundaunce of bloud, 
then the Ovant retourned againe with great furte fo2 to 
[rite the Dzinceſſe vpon the healme, pꝛetending with that 
blowe to conclude the battaple betwerne them, büt the tas 
king warning by the fieſt which ſhe recetued, with greate 
liahtneue dpd cleere her ſelfofrom the kur ie thereok, and his 
biowe deſcended downe to the ground, that the fauchon en⸗ 
tered info the earth almoſt vp to the hiltes, and befoze that 
the Spaunt could pull out his kauchon, the Pꝛinceſſe cail 
a thꝛuſt at the viſoꝛ of his healme, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that chaun⸗ 
cing in the ſight, it paſſed thꝛoͤughehis head on the other 
ſide, ſo that the Gpant fell downe dead to the ground. This 
beeing done, the Princefſe gaue great thanks vnto almigh⸗ 
tie God, foꝛ that great victozie which be had graunted vnts 
her, and mounting vppon her hoꝛſe, the toke her wape fo 
Wards the Caſtle, and when ſhe came there the gates were 
opened vnto her, foꝛ that the (mall companie which remat- 
ned aliue of the people of the Gpant, receiued greater plea⸗ 
lure then ſoꝛrow foꝛ his death, onelie fo2 his euill and cru⸗ 
ell tuſtemes and confines, The }d2incefle tratght waie en⸗ 
tered in, and called foꝛ the kepes of ali the Caſtle, and de⸗ 
maunded where the Aukne was, ſhe was brought foꝛth⸗ 
wich untga great Quadꝛan, wheras ſhe found the Zucne 
with the Pinceſſe Theophila,and all their Ladics x Gen⸗ 
tlewamen ,in great ſozrow and heauineſſe, without anpe 
hope of luccout, who when they heard or the death of the gt- 
ant 
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ant and of all that had palled, their ioye was ſuch, that till 
ſuch time as out of a wyndob they did ſ& him dead in the 
field, they could not beleene it. And as the pꝛinces entred 
in where as the Nunc and the pꝛincelle was, they vnder⸗ 
{fanding what che had done in their deliuering, they went 
towards hir ſaying ; Ualtant and woꝛthie knight, the li⸗ 
uing God reward the foꝛ that which thou haſt done in our 
behalfe,4 here we doe moſt hartely pꝛay you to pul of your 
healme , oz ells to tell vs pour name, that we may know 
Into whom we are bound foz this great bencfite ſhewed 
onto vs. Then the pꝛinceſſe the moꝛe to glad and tomtozt 
them, did pull of hir helme, and did declare vato them who 
ſhe was. And ſhe remained ſo faire and ſo full of beautie 
after the great trauaile that ſhe had paſſed, that it was as 
greate meruaile to behold hir, as Diana in bꝛeake of the 
dape: the Qucene and the p2inceſſe were greatlp amazed 
af that great wonder, and loked the one vpon the other, be⸗ 
leuing it rather to be a dꝛeam then of truth, all that which 
they law. But in the ende being fully ſatitiicd the Zucene 
and the pꝛinceſſe did embꝛace hir, giuing hir great thanks 
fo: that ſhe had done foꝛ them. So they remained there all 
the reſt of that daye and all the night rand the nert dare in 
the mozning, the princes 02dained and made Lo2d of that 
caſtell, a knight of the Giants, fog that he ſemed to be a ewH 
night, and the Qucrne and the peincelte with al! their las 
dies and genti{wo:nen dyd depart from thence, & the pein⸗ 
ces did beare them companie vnto the pozf and in the way 
as they went, they met with the damſel that ranne away, 
oho fo2 verpe ſhame would not come in p2eſence of the 
QZutene, although they all had great mirthe and paſtime 
ivith hir,fo2 the (mall confidence the had in the pꝛinces. 

Do when they came vnto the poꝛt, thep all imbarked them 
ſelues in the ſame ſhippe wherein the p2inces came into 
that countrie ; and hauing the tyme and wynde very pꝛol⸗ 
perous, the next daye they ariued at Hiberia, and they had 
not all fully diſimbarked them ſclues alande , when that 
thether came the King with moze then two thouſande 
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voice he ſaide: Oh fwlich and bnhappie knight, how is it, 
knowing that J. am Orbion, and hauing llain my knights, 
(hon BAK be ſo bold and haue fo great tourage to farry and 
abdide my comming, it docth griue me fo2 the anger which 
thou ha giue u me, ſoꝛ that it will be vnto the a great ho⸗ 
tour to be llaine at my bandes and J ſmallie ſatiſfed fo: 
the death e { my knights, in taking awoaie thy lple.“Farre 
moe foliſh and vn hapz ie, maiſt thou account thy ſelle Gi⸗ 
ant, ſa d the ſözince de, if thou didſt knowe thy ſelfe, knows 
ing that Sod is in the heauens to puſh all euill derdes, 
how dareſt thou be ſo bold to vie ſo great euill + vallanie , 
Thercſoꝛe out of hand make recompence of all this cuyll 
which thou halt done and (ct at libertie al thoſe which thou 
bait pꝛiſmers in thy Cattle, if thou wilt that the diuinc iu⸗ 
ſtice be not executed on thee this date, The pꝛoude Gpaunt 
when he heard thoſe woꝛdes was ſo full of anger 4 w2ath, 
that a thicke ſmoake came ont of his beaucr, and without 
anſwering ante word he turned about his hoꝛſe, and with 
his ſyeare in his hande he came againſt the 1d2inceile, ſap⸗ 
ing: Oh it the high Govs were (0 pleaſed, th at thou wert 
that great Sir aculano and Achilles the Grerke „iopntlp with 
Lector of roy, that all th:& together J might depꝛiue the 
of their liues, her cwith J might lomelohat af * this 
my great wꝛath and anger. This valiant à wozthy JP2in- 
cciTe did not rełuſe that terrible and cruel encounter of that 
furidus Opant, but with her lpeare in her haug, went fo2th 
to me te him and meeting together in their firlt courſe, the 
gyant encountered with the ꝛincelle in the middeſt of al 
ber bodie with fo great e 5, that it her armoꝛ had not 
bene made by the art of the Qucene of Paatalihia,it had not 
ben pollible foꝛ her to haue cfcaped death, foꝛ if hehad made 
that encounter againſt two other knightes, he had ſurelie 
pearced them though, and ſo2 that the foꝛce of her fine ar⸗ 
mour would not conſent to be bꝛoken the head of his ſpeare 
glaunced on the one ſide and the ſcaſte was ſheeuered all to 
pceces, in ſuch ſoꝛt y the pꝛinceile was cleere of that encoun- 
ter, but ſhe made her encounter with ſo great foꝛce againſt 
the 
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the giant, that chauncing on the one ſive bnver his arme, it 
pearced him though his harneis, z her ſpcre appeared moꝛe 
then halke on the other ſide, making alittle wound, and by 
foꝛte of that ſtrong encounter, his hoꝛſe was ouethꝛowento 
the ground, e in his fall one of his legs chaunced vnder his 
hoꝛſe, in (ſuch loꝛt, that by anic meanes he could not moue 
himlelke, x as the P2incclie wold haue returned vpon him, 
all the gyants knights caune againſt her, aud compaſſed her 
round about, and charged her with mightie blowes on eue⸗ 
rie ſide but the wien the la we her ſelle in v neceſſtitie, 520 
out her lwoꝛd, 4 in almall time gaue then to bmerſtand 
her great bountte, and rohe at them ſuch blowes, that they 
durſt not come nigh her, at which time ſie had onerthꝛow⸗ 
en and flainems92s then haite, in all which time the giant 
could not by ante meanes clœte his leg tro vader his hozſe, 
and ik ſo be that ante of his knights alighted to helpe hum, 
the Pꝛinceſſe was pꝛeſentlp with him 4 New him, to that 
all the battaile was with his knightes, and this valtaunt 
Pꝛinceſſe had ſo geeat confidence in her excellent t Krong 
armour, that He put her ſelfe amongit them, as the rauich⸗ 
ing Molfe amongſt the poꝛe and ſimpie lambs, i he jigs 
uer ſtroke blow but ſhe did kill oz ſoꝛe wound a knight. 
There was not as pet full an houre palled ſince the begin⸗ 
ning of the battaiie, when this roiall Jazinceſſe had ſlaine 
the mot part of the knights, and the reſt which remained 
being much amazed at her moꝛtall blowes, ranne awate, 
ſo that he remained all alone in the field with the giant, z 
finding her (clt clerre from al thoſe knights, with a triſe ſhe 
alighted from her hoꝛſe, and giuing the bꝛidle lo one of her 
damſells, ſhe went onto the Giant, who was blalſpheming 
againſt his gods, in lering his knights latin bekoꝛe his eies, 
t could not helpe them, but the fit thing which this rotall 
p2incelle did, ſhe toke the hoꝛſe off his leg, and did help him 
to ariſe from the aromiv,ſaying : Orbion, herre thou ſhait 
vnderſtand how little the koꝛce of man auatleth, when they 
are foꝛgottẽ of God, x fo: their euil wozks they lack dinine 
luccoz ; Larry a little, laid the giaunt, ſoꝛ as pet Jam not

Then one of the other offered to ſtrike at the princes with 
a great fauchon that he had in his hand, who perceiutng it, 
ſpurced her hoꝛſe oucr hum, who fore him all fo pecees vits

he could the waie he tame. Then the Damſell beeing at li⸗ 
hertie, tho ꝛinteſſe demaunded of her what was the occa⸗ 
on 85 t thoſe men dyd followe and purſue her? Ah fir,laid 
the Damſell, doe pou returne with all herd backe agatne 
the waic vou came, and make no longer tarriaunte in this 
place, foꝛ if you bee taken if ie not poſſible that Van ſhould 
Line anie longer, Tell me firlt the occaſion why, lapde the 
Þ2inces;then afterwards J will doc that which ſemeth 
beit viito me. 

Dir kntght(ſayd the damſell) heere befo:e goeth a giant, 
the greateſt and moſt furious that euer was ſence by men, 
who with mo2e then twentie knights in his companie, doth 
carrie pꝛiſoner the Qucne of Hiberia, with the P2inceſle 
Theopiila her daughter, and ten moze Ladies and Dam - 
ſells of hers, who by fo2ce this infernall Spant did take a⸗ 
waie from the king Hiberia, and moꝛe then fortie knights 
of his, who were paing awate the time abꝛoad in a vertc 
delichtfull tozreſt, this Gyant dyd put vs all together into 
a lhippe of his, and hath b2ongh! vs hether pꝛiloners, carry 
ing vs info a Caſtle which i is there a littie befoze , from 
whence J came running alvaie , and if ſemeth onto mes 
better to die in the handes of them that Hall foilowe me,

The Damlſell finiſhing theſe woꝛdes, che recepued lo 
great᷑ feare that the Pꝛinceſle could not fave her, but moꝛe 
by fozce then with her god will, ſhe cauſed her to retourne 
againe in her companie the waie which the came, in which 
they had not trauailed verie farre, when they lawe com- 
ming towardes them ten knightes as fait as their hoꝛſes 
could runne, who breing aduertiled by him that tan awals,

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the other two men. And when they ſav them, by the ſignes 
and tokens that the man had giuen them, hep vader#ove 
that it ould be the Pꝛinceſſe, then all together with their 
woꝛds in their hands they ranne againſt her, but ſhe re- 
ctiued them in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the receiued no harme of their 
encounters, but ſhe ſtroke one of them fo right, that y point 
of her ſpeare tame foꝛth at his backe, and fell downe dead to 
the ground, and bꝛeaking her ſpeare with that encounter, 
the dꝛew out her {wo2d and began to combat with them, 
and dyd ſo behaue her ſelke, that in aſhoꝛt tune ſhe badde 
ſlaine the one halle of them, and although thoic knights did 
charge her veric much with their ſtrong blowes, yer of rea- 
ſon that her armonr was lo god, ſhe was in areat leturttte 
not to receue ante wand, bprealon wyerect, without ail

The Damlell at this time would verie kane haue 
had the Pꝛinceſle returne backe againe, and not haue gone 
ame farther, but her couragtons and valiaunt ſtomacke 
would not conſent ther onto, but followed the other in that 
wate they went. After thep had trauapled in that waic a 
(mall ſpate, they diſcouered vpon the top of a high rocke a

\& ned vnto Conſtantinople as faſt as his 
— hozſe couldrun,4 at ſuch time as ther was 
toyntd together in the great hall of the pallace many pꝛin⸗ 
tes and woꝛthie knights, he entered in at the doe, t with a 
loud voice he laid: Dh Pꝛinces 2 knights of Greece, What 
doe pou here, ſo without care oꝛ conſideration and doe not 
pꝛocure to goe and helpe the Cmperour our Lozd, who by 
the greateſt treaſon that euer was ſeene 02 heard off is tas 
ken pꝛiſoner by Rodaran , At which time all the Pꝛinces 
and knights were amazed at the woꝛds, and there grew a 
great vpꝛoare amongſt them, and demaunded of him how ? 
in what ſo2t it happened, who in bꝛiefe dyd declare it vnto 
them, the which was pꝛeſentlie publiſhed in the great pal- 
lace, and thꝛoughout all the Citie , And when it came 
vnto the eares of the Empꝛeſle, in her eſtate wheras ſhe 
ſate ſhe fell in a ſound, and was in the armes of her Ladies 
moꝛe then an houre as one that wer dead, and in all the pal- 
lace was made ſuch ſoꝛrow and lamentation,as though the 
Emperour had bene flaine,and with a triſe there wer mas 
nie Pzinces and knights armed, x iopned together a com⸗ 
pantie of moꝛe then two hundꝛeth, who departed out of the 
Citie all together as faſt as they; hozſes could run, & they 
toke theyz waie towardes the bꝛidge of the Jalpe , but all 
did pꝛofit little, ſoꝛ that when they came vnto the bꝛidge, 
they found that Rodaran with his rich pꝛaie was gone, and 
they could finde no ſigne which waie, ſo that they knew not 
whether to follow them. In this time the great valour of 
the Pꝛintcelle Claridiana was not abſent, fo; that after ſha 
had ver ie wiſelis and curfeouſlie comfoꝛted the Empꝛeſſe, 
che p⸗ omiled her and gaue her her wazd neuer to returne a- 
nie moze vnto the Empire of Greece, without the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ, and ſtraight waie ſhe was armed with ſtrong and rich 
armoz,and mounted vpon a light hozſe,onely * 
wi 
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with her Damſells, ſhe departed out of the Citie, and when 
che came vnto the bꝛidge of the Jalpe, ſhe found the knights 
that went out to ſæke the Emperoꝛ, verie ſozrowfull and 
without all comfoꝛt, becauſe they knew not which wate to 
go ſeeke Rodaran,ſome of them embarked themlelues to the 
ſea, and other ſome went trauailing into the land to ge and 
ſecke him, but the P2incefle finding ina pozt (which was 
nigh vnto the place whereas they were)aſhip readie in all 
points, ſhe embarked her ſelfe therein all alone with her 
damſells, and it ſeemed vnto her that ſceing p Rodaran dis 
carrie with him ſo rich a pꝛaie, that it did not behoue him to 
ay in the countrie. Sa the put her ſelfe vnto the (ea, with 
out knowing anie cerfatne waie whether to ktrauaile, but 
onelie committed her lelke vnto Foꝛtune. So they nauiga⸗ 
ted fiue dates at the ſca, without finding ante aduenture 
woꝛthie the telling, in the ende whereof vericcarlite in the 
moꝛning they diſcouered land nigh vnto them, which was 
pleaſant 4 well furniſhed with all manner of greene tres, 
and hauing great deſire to goe a lhoze, they commanded to 
hoiſe out theyꝛ boat. So the Pꝛinces and hyꝛ damſels went 
a land, and ſhe mounting vpon hyꝛ hozſe, and hp2 damſeils 
vpon they2 Palfrates,they began to trauaile by a verie na- 
row and (mall vſed path, which went through a valley, 
which was garnilhed full of verie werte Roles, and other 
odoziferous flowers t hearbes, and thep had ſcarce trauai⸗ 
led therin one mile, when they ſaw comming againſt them 
a damſell vpon a palfraie, ſo faſt as he could runne , t men 
running thꝛeatning to kill her, if ſhe would not tape, but 
when ſhe found her ſcif nigh vnto the p2inceſſe,ſhe ſaid: Dh 
knight defend me fro theſe traito2s, foꝛ they haue comitted 
b greateſt treaſon i̊ euer you heard. Then the Pꝛinceſleha⸗ 
uing her helme on, ſhe put her ſelf befoꝛe theſe men, becauſe 
they ſhuld not came vnto the damſell, who wold not with⸗ 
d:aw themſelues, but perfozce would haue laid hold vpon 
the damſell, wherwith the Pꝛincelſe with her (peare roke 
one of them therewith, that ſhe goꝛed him cleane thzough, 
and hecfcll downe * unto the grounde,

the Emperour, and being verie angrie and wzathful at th- 
euill pꝛetence of Rodaran, he went vnto him, and in ſuch 
ſoꝛt began to charge him with His Frong + hcaute blowes, 
b2ufing both his bones and fleſh, that he was conſtrayned 
to beſturre himſelfe, moꝛe foꝛ the defence of the blowes har 
reteiued then koꝛ to pꝛocure fo ſtrike antc . At this time 
was moꝛe then fire houres paſt ſince the beginning of the 
battaile,at which tune the woꝛthie Emperour with newe 
foꝛte and Zrength dyd double his blowes, and in ſich ſoꝛte 
dyd intreate Rodatan, that he was without all hope of bit 
toꝛie of 5 batfaile, which cauled him to retire back wardes 
vpon the bꝛidge, foz to ſeeke remedie fo2 the lauegard of his 
life, although it was a great aricfe vnto him fo2 to doe tt 

and was the occaſion that this god cinperour was brought 
ſtbiect vnto the cruell blowe of Foꝛtune, as the others 
were, z there he was taken pꝛiſoner in the y2ou net, where 
as he vnderſtode all the treaſon , whereby all the ofher 
knightes were taken pꝛiſoners, and ſtraight wapes they 
pulled off his helme, and foke awaie his rich and pꝛecious 
woꝛd, and bound his handes, and made falk to his fete a 
great and long chaine, and carried him whereas the other 
knights were, but when they ſaw him bꝛought thether, and 
he them pꝛiſoners, either of them receiued ſo. great ſozrow e 
and aricfe,that they thought verilte to burſt with anger, 
and there were knights amongſt them that would gladlie 
haue yelded themſelucs vnto death out of hand, vpon con⸗ 
ditid, to be but one houre at liber tie, but eſpeciallie the Woz- 
thie Roſicleer, who when he lawe the Cmpercur his father 
pꝛiſoner, his ſozrow and gricfs, was lo much, that he coulde 
not ſpeake one woꝛd. Then Rodaran When he lawe that he 
had p2iſoners the molt pʒincipalleſt knights of all Greece, 
with the counſaile and conſent of the Ducne Carmama, 
bis wike,he put hunſelle pzeſently into his ſhip, which was 
at an anker in the riuer hard by the bridge of the Jaſpe - 
Likewiſe all the pziſoncrs in verie god o2der with the 


Zune Carmania,and all their people, they commanded 
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to hoile ſayle,and being verie glad and iopfull of their no⸗ 
ble pꝛaie, and the winde pꝛoſperous in ſhoꝛt time they wer 
put into the maine ſea, whereas they ſhaped their coarſe 
the nigheſt waie they could fo2 to goe vnto the Emperour 
of Tartaria.Rodaran teteiued the greateſtcontentment that 
euer man could receiue, foꝛ that he verie well knew by er- 
periente that the pꝛeſent which he carried, was p molt woꝛ⸗ 
thieſt and valyanteſt knights that were in all the woꝛlde. 
Allo he thought that the Emperour of 1 artat1a and all his 
nobles wauld haue him in great reputation foꝛ that pollp⸗ 
cie which he bſed herrein. Let this now remaine fo2 an ex⸗ 
ample vnto ali kings and mightie Loꝛdes, wherein they 
map ſee the ſmall ſecuritie which they haue in their highe 
eſtate and hon ſubiect they are vnto mutable Foꝛtunc, ko: 
that at luch time as they are exalted all aloft, with greate 

de and pꝛelumpt ion they koꝛget God, who is the authoz 
of all godneſle, and he once leauing them, they are ſtraight 
waies guerthzowen, and bꝛought into ſuch perills and dan⸗ 
gers, that none but God alone is ſufficient to deliuer them, 
from whence doth pꝛoceede the myꝛrour, to ſe howe little 
their owne power and ſtrength is, when they thinke they 
are exaltev in the molt higheſt eſtate, as it hath happened 
vnto the god Emperour I rebatio, who at ſuch time as her 


thought to be ſo puiſſant and ſtrong to conquere the whole 


woꝛlo, and mounted ſo high, that neuer Emperonr noꝛ king 
atchieued the lyke , in a ſhoꝛt time he was taken p2iſoner, 
with his ſonne, and other valiaunt Pꝛinces, onelie by one 
Pagan. Whom at this pꝛeſent the Hpſtoꝛie doth icaue, to 
declare vnts you what chaunced in Conſtantinople after 
the Emperour departed, |

it the grrat ioy and pleaſure which they rere ined ko ſer the 
wonderſull meruailes of thoſe two knightes was tourney 
into great (o:row and heauineſſe, and began amongſt then 
grieuous lamentations, but cſpetiallie the qucene, who fel. 
in a deadlie ſound, e fo remained moꝛe then one houre, but 
in the meane time this tuninible knight not making anie 
Haie at the death of the Gyant, without departing from 3 
king! yiew,didl ſuch Wonderful dads round about him, that 
they durſt not come niah hum fo aNalt him by a gret ſpace, 
but with great ſozrom withdꝛew thernſclue: becaule their 
liucs depended in receiuing but one blow of His hands, tf 
he chaunced to hit them right, and although a. farre off they 
thꝛew at him Darts, Launces, and \ wo2ds, as well at his 
hozic as at him, ret they dys him little harme, fo2 that his 
armour was ſuch as the Hiſtoꝛie hath ſhewed, and his hoꝛſe 
was all councred with a vertc ſmall and light maule made 
vy ſuch art, that ther was no weapon able to cut noꝛ pearce 
it, fo; is the Maince Meridian had cauſed it to be made, of 
whome he wonne this armour as you haue read, which did 
not a little p2ofit in the mightie and immoꝛtal deeds of this 
inuinſible knight, foz if that his owne armour and the ar. 
incur of his hoꝛſe hadde not bene of ſo arcate foꝛce and 
Frength. it hadde not beens poſſible fo2 him to haue fini- 
ed and brought to an ende ſo manpe perillous battaites 
and contentions as he hath done. When this nod knight 
ſaws that his ctumies with great fearc dyd flie from him 
and gauec him waie, he went vato the king Ly leo and toke 
him in his armes, and rubbeb and chafed him in fuch ſo2t. 
that he came againe vnto himielfe, and when he ſawe the 

great perilf and daunger wherein he was bꝛought, and the 
great ſlaughter Which the knight of the Dunne had made, 
1 Citft v9 9 1:5 hands to heauen and Jaue great thanks vnto 
almightte Cod, and with a verpe god. courage he topned 
with him, and with great and mightie blowes he began to 
helpe hum, with deüre to reuenge the great perill in which 
his emimies had bought him: in this lot theſe two knights 
put themſelues into the thickelt of their enimies, making ſo 
great 
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great ſlaughter, that they were iudged razher to be diuells 
af hell, then moꝛtall knights,and there was none that was 
ſo bold that durſt withirand them in their waie, and by re- 
ſon the night dꝛew on, they being all bloudie, and almoſt 
wearie with killing and wounding of their enimies, they 
began to take their waie towards the Citie, with ſo great 
guietneſſe as the rauening lion after ſhe hath had her pꝛay 
doth depart though the feeble and weake heards of cattell, 
but the king of Arcadia when he fawe them depart lo gui⸗ 
etlie and to their contentment, by his outward ſhew he {ces 
med to be ſo furious £ full of wꝛath, that not one that was 
about him duet come in his pꝛelence, but with many vpꝛs⸗ 
b:10Uus woꝛds he rebuked them, ſaping: Oh vile people and 
of baſe tourage, how is it 5 you arc not alhamed that two 
alone knights againũ ſo many as are of vou, hath hadde (a

great caurage and boldneſſe, to enter into our campe, et hath 
Haine fo many of your bꝛethꝛen, kinſſolks, and friends, and 
to ſuffer the to depart in ſo quiet (o2t as they doe, as though 
they had done vs no harme at all. Here J doe make a vow 
and (weare by the high Gods, whoine I citeeme bat little, 
that fo moꝛrob if they returne hether againe, to arme my 
lelke, c with mine owne hands to take reuengement of him 
that all you together cannot doe At that time there was in 
pꝛeſence with the king manie ſtout and valtant knighfcs, 
who thought it a great ſhame and mall manhode to be (a 
many againſt two alone knights, and therefo:c they would 
not arme themtelues that dale, who when they lawe fie 
king to be lo angrie and w2athinl.cucric ene of them inade 
a ſolempne oath, to talc crueli reuengement of thole two 
knightcs, if the next dape they dyd come foꝛth againe . In 
this time if the {ozrow r griete was verie much with them 
in the campe, the great iop and contented plealure of them 
of the citie, to the contrarie was as great, when they ſawe 
thoig two valpant warriours returne together, and cauſcy 
the gates to be opened, and went fo2th to recciue them and 
could not latiſũs themlelues in honduring of them, + gauc 
great thankes vato God in that he had kent vnto theu fg 
| valpant 
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ſ'wde (fill beholding the two valiant knights how they did 
behaue themſelnes emongeſt their enimies, who without 
finding ame thing that dyd diſturbe them in their waie, 
they went thꝛoͤughout the whole armie, killing and wouii- 
ding all that they met withall, in ſuch ſoꝛt that they were 
all tobcrated with bloud, and the field laie full of dead bo⸗ 
dies, and whereas it was befoꝛe all duſt, it was now tur⸗ 
ned into durt At this time was well perceiued the migh⸗ 
tie and valiant courage of the knight of the Sunne, who 
was ſo furious and fierce in his battaile, that whereas the 
king Ly ſco dydde kill oꝛ wounde one, he fo2 his part dyd 
kill foure, ſo that they ſlewe betwirt them that date moze 
then thꝛe hundꝛeth knightes, and in the ende there went 
foꝛth to make reſiſtaunte againſt them two great and ſtout 
Spants, and with their mightie males in their hands, they 
went towards the place whereas the knights wers. Then 
the knight of the Sunne becauſe they ſhoulde not take (0 
great paines as to come vnto them whereas they were, but 
ſe ing them a farre off to come towards them, he went koꝛth 
to mæte them, and ſcarcelie they coulde haue ſo much lea⸗ 
ſure as to litt vp their maſes ſoꝛ to ſtrike them, when that 
the night of the Sunne with great lightneſle ſtroke one 
ef thole Oyants with his wwzd in both his hands ſo terri⸗ 
ble a bloß vpon his right ſhoulder, that he cut him downs 
to his bowells, in luch loꝛte, that the foze quarter with his 
right arme did part from his bod, and he fet from his hoꝛſe 
dead tothe ground. Then the other Gyaunt who {awe the 
ill ſucceſſe of his companion , beganne to roare,and to dil⸗ 
charge his heauie clubbe vpon the knightes head, but this 
couragious knight perceiuing the ſame , ſet ſpurs vnto his 
hoꝛſe, who ſpꝛinging foꝛwards, did cleere his maſter from 
that terrible blowe, ſo that his maſe fell downe vnto the 
ground, at which time the god king Ly ſco did finde him⸗ 
ſelfe nigh vnto the gyant, and ſtroke him lo terrible a blow 
vpon his arme, that he cut his armaur and fleſh vnto the 
hard bone. At which time the knight of the Sunne was 
embꝛaced with other knightes, and the Gyaunt lifte vp 17 
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male agatne, and ſtroke the king Lyſeo fo ſtrong a blowe 
vpon his hard and rich helme, that he made him fall back- 
wards vpon his ſaddle bowe without ante remembꝛance, 
with his head vpon the hole neck, z his armes hanging on 
both ſides as though he had ben dead,and voided out ef the 
beaner of his healme great abundaunce of bloud, Then the 
knight of the Sunne, who at the noiſe of that terrible blow 
dyd loke about him to ſ& what it ſhould be, and when hee 
ſawe the king in that great perpleritie as though he hadde 
bene dead, his ſoꝛrow and griefe was ſuch, that neuer in all 
bis life he reteiued the lyke, and wiſhed that he hadde not 
bꝛought him out that date vnto the battaile, but ſeeing that 
it was then requiſite to reuenge the ſame, with moꝛe furie 
and w2ath then cuer he receiued, he went towards the Ops 
ant, who was readie to ſtrike the king Lyſco another blow 
and raiſing himleife in his ſtirrops, with the fozce of both 
his hands he ſtroke the Gyant ſuch a blowe vpon his head, 
as though he had ns armour vpon him, he cloue him downe 
bnto the bzcalt,+ the Gyant fell downe dead to the ground, 
then the king of Arcadia and all thoſe that were with him 
wondered greatlic when they ſaws that terrible and moꝛ⸗ 
tall blowe ftroken, their bloud wared colde in their bodies, 
and all their bones dyd ſhake,and receiued ſuch feare, that 
there was not one that was lo hardic almoſt ſcarce to loke 
vpon him, much leſſe to aſlalt him, and the king of Arcadia 
ſapd vnto himſelfe: Oh immoꝛtall Gods, who could haue 
velceued that pour power doeth ſo farre extend, to inake a 
inoztall man ſo mightic, that at two blowes he hath flatne 
two of the moſt valpaunteſt Opantes that were im alt the 
wozid,and he alone ſufficient ts make reſiſtaunce againit 
twentie thonſand knightes, the flower of ail the Pagan 
 Tountrie.And J doe verilic belcue, ſæing that you do foꝛce 
me to ſpeake it, that the foꝛce and ſtrength of this knight 
is much moꝛe then pours, and if it were poſi: ble fo2 him fa 
goe vp into the heauens, as he is here on tle carth, he wolo 
ſurelie deftcoic you all. At this time ail thoſe which were 
in the Citie, when they ſawe the dilgrate of the king Lyſco 
alk 
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ke from his necke a verie faire and rich Bagle;and blew 
it with ſo great ſtrength, that it made all the hearers therof 
in the campe fo? fo tremble. and being dilcouered by their 
enmies,the king of Arcadia dvy ſtraight wapes vnder⸗ 
Tand that it ſhould be the knight that ſo froubled thein 
the night paſt, and therewith commaunded that the bcft of 
all is Bnights ould be armed, and that they ſhoutd goe 

22th fo2 toknowe what was their demaund. The fir ſt a⸗ 
mongtt all thoſe Knightes that went forth, was other 
viito the king, called Momtricro, a valiant knight and ſtout 
of his pcrion,and wo:thie in feates of armes, and luch a 
one, that in all the Wagan Counkrie there was ford verie 
few,1o gallaunt and fo liuelie in anie kinde of exerciſe, and 
meruailous pꝛeſumptious, who being mounted vppon a 
great and furious courſer went out of the campe, and with 
great thꝛeatnings and gaths he l woꝛe that with the firſt 
encounter that he ſhould make with his ſpeare, foꝛ fs bꝛing 
him pꝛiſoner vnto the Ring. Kl hen he came vnto the place 
whereas the Unight of the Dunne was, with great pꝛide 
and arrogancie he ſapd. 

Tell me thou limple and captiue knight, what greate 
boldnelſe and kollie is this of thine, that thou beeing but one 
alone dareſt ſoꝛ to found thy hoꝛne againſt fo great an ar⸗ 
mie as this is, wheras there be knights ſufficient fo2 to colts 
quere the Whole world, and hare J do f weare vnto thee by 
the high Gods, that befo2e it be long J wil giue ther thy re⸗ 
ward fan this thy greate follie, becauſc thou ſhalt not ad- 

:aunte thy lcife heraiter, how that befoꝛe Momfriero thou 

diddeſt this oꝛ that. And in laying theſe woꝛdes he dꝛewe 
nigh vnto him, keleruin g that which was requiſite foꝛ the 
coarle of his hoꝛſe and with his lpeare in his hand he came 
againſt the knight of the Sunne, who withed anddeſired 
no other thing and with the fozce of his hoꝛſe Cornermo he 
made againſt him, and although the courſe was verie long, 
pet with a trice they met together with ſo great furie, that 
the earth ſremed to tremble vader them, they made they: 
encounter in ſuch ſozt,y the valiaunt Pagan ſheeuered —

great Speare all in ſmall ſheencrs , but at ſuch time as be 
thought all had bene fimithed , he found himſelfe from his 
hoꝛſe vpon the ground by the great encounter of his ctr 
mie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, yp he was conſtrained to lcauc his ſable, 
and the knight of the Sunne paticd foꝛ war ds as though he 
had done nothing at all, and this valiant Hagan was not 
ſo ſonc ouerthꝛowen, but pꝛeſentlp he aroſe vp anaime,and 
dꝛew out his [word, thinking that the knight of the Sun 
would haue returned againe vpon him, but he making elit⸗ 
le account of him, dyd blow his hoꝛne againe The the king 
of Arcadia, who from his Cent dyd beholde all that paiſen, 
beeing greatlie amazed fo iz his bother duerthꝛowen, ſent 
another knight called Rutter, who was a great Loꝛd in Ar- 
cadia, and one of the most bꝛaueſt that he had in all the 
campe, who bing mounted on a mightie courſer went out 
of p camp, with fo great pꝛide 4 arrogancie, that he thought 
vorilie to reuenge che imurie done vnto Momftriero , but 
his expectation fell out cleane contrarie, foꝛ when he came 
to make his encounter with y knight of the Sun, he gaue 
him ſuch a blow with his ſpeare, that he pearced him quite 
though, that he ouerthꝛe bo him dead vnto the ground, and 
bꝛeaking his ſpeare therewith, he dꝛelw out his greate and 
ſharp cutting l woꝛd, and in his companie the king Ly co, 
they put themſelues into the pꝛeale ot the cainpe whereas 
they made great ſlaughter, killing and onetizowing as 
though they had bene all naked without armour: Oh how 
toptull were all thoſe of the Citie, when they (awe the 
great meruailes of their Captaines, and their great boun⸗ 
tie and ſurmounted ſtrength, and to the contrarte how the 
klug of Arcadia was amazed when that he ſaw two alone 
knights fa; to doe ſo great murther and deſtruction in his 
mightie and puiſſant armie, and ſayde with himlelfe, that 
iF all thy wozlde ſhoulde haue tolde hun the lpke, hier 
cond not haue belcued it, except he had leene it wyth 
his owne epes, and fo; that he would ſ& mo2e of thepz 
Wonderkull dedes, be dyd not pꝛocure to arme himlelfe, 
neither would he moue from the place whereas he 3 
B08 
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as were toned together befoze the king all the knightes of 
the Citie, who did erhozt them tobe valiant, x to put they; 
lines in aduenture fighting, leeing that the godnes of God 
had bꝛought him backe againe, and in his companie lo vali- 
ant and wo2thic a knight, who dyd offer themſelucs vnts 
death in whatſoener it pleaſed the king to command then, 
The king gaue them great thankes fo2 their great loyal, 
tie, and dpd animate they; couragious heartes in the bes 
wile he could,ſfaping : Py god friends and lopall ſubtecs. 
J haue alwapes had befoze mine epes the great loue whic 
you doe beare me, and now yon doe ſhew if moze amplie,'in 
that you haue kept and defended this my Citie, in the time 
that J haue ben from pou, in pꝛocuring this aide and ſuc⸗ 
tour, God fo; his infinit godnelle and mercie ſaks graunt 
vs victo21e ouer our enimies, that F may haue oppozturi- 
tie to gratifie you foꝛ this your great lopaltie and trauaile. 
And Jhaue god hope in my Loꝛd Jelus Chꝛiſt that it wil 
ſo fall out, onelp fo2 that J haue this happie and wozthie 
knight in my companie, whoſe fame doth ſound throughout 
all the whole wozlbe, and all you together ought to haue 
him in greater eſtimation then if J had bꝛought a meruat- 
lous huge and mightie armie of knightes. And in ſaying 
theſe woꝛdes, he commaunded to number the people that 
were in the Citie, and they founde that there was fo the 
number of one thouſand of verie god knights and valtant, 
and two thouſand other, that might well beare armour, 
and turning towards the knight of the @unne, he layde: 
Ualpant 4 wozthis knight, and my verie friend, pour plea⸗ 
ſure is to tommaund what 1s beſt to be donc, foꝛ all we wt! 
obey you as our pꝛincipall Captaine and defender , Then 
the knight of the Sunne humbling hunſelfe verie much, 
lapde. 

Moꝛthie king, 3 am not come hether into this Coun⸗ 
trie, but to ſerue pou with my perſon, therskoꝛe J pꝛap you 
commaund what we ſhall doe, for J purpoſe to be the firſt 
that Mall obey it, and ſoꝛ my part J giue rau to vnderſtand 
that foꝛſomuch as all theſe yonr knights are verie wearye 
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of the battaples paſt, Imp ſelfe alone this date will goe 
fozth into the campe,and there to p2ocure all that is in my 
power againſt pour enimies, foꝛ that pꝛincipallie with the 
fausur of almightie God 3 will doe ſo much, that they tha! 
receine damage and griefe. But when the king Lyſco ar 
all his knights heard thoſe wo2des, they meruailed great- 
lie at the mightie ſtomacke and courage of the knight ct 
the Sunne, and with great admiration dyd beholde him, # 
it dyd ſeine vnfo them a thing impoſſible that in a knight 
of ſo few yeres ſhould remaine ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength, 
that he alone ſhould offer to put pimſelſe into the field a⸗ 
gainſt moꝛe then twentie thouſand knights, and as manpe 
moꝛe ſouldiers that were in the campe of the king of Arca- 
dia, whereas was amongſt them the bzaueft knightes and 
pants that were in the Pagan Conntrie, Then the god 
king Ly ſeo who could not by anis meaues abide to remain 
in the Citie, ſapde, that he might doe all that his plealure 
was to commaund, but he woulde not in ante manner of 
wile remapne behinde in the Citie, but that he would alſo 
goe out in his companie. Then doe what your pleaſure is 
my Lo2d, ſapd the knight of the Sunne, oz hauing you in 
my companie, J will not feare all theſe our entmies , And 
{0 contrarie vnto the wills of all the other knightes , they 
p:epared foz to go foꝛth they two alone together, and bet22e 
the time that the Sunne had mounted to midde daic,thefe 
two valiant # wozthie warriours being armed with therr 
ſtrong and rich armour,and mounted vppon their mightie 


and furious tsurtes, they commaunded the gates of the Ci⸗ 


the firſt Poole. 173 


tie to be opened, and at ſuch time as the Queene and all the 


reſt of the Ladies, Knights, and people were vpon the tows 
ers and battlementes of the Citie foz to beholde all that 
ſhould paue, thep went foo2th of the Citie, and when they 
had paſſed a mightie long bꝛoade bꝛidge which was nigh 
vnto the walls, vader the which ranne a greate and deepe 
water, and putting themſelues a little out of the waie fo; 
to view the campe, wheras they remained a while, and be⸗

And when they ſawe the knight E 
of the Dunne to come, all to be rated with blond, the king 
ſtraight wales dyd imagine what had paſſed with him and 
embꝛaced him ſaving +; Oh my god and perfect friend, nov 
Jam kullie pert waded that it hath pleaſed God to gyne 
mee fill remedie, and ſet at {pbertic all my kingdomc, on , 
ie in that J haue pour valyant perſon here with mee, At 
this time the moſt pꝛincipalleſt of all the knights of the Ct- 
tie came vnto them, and with great contentment and 197% 
to fre their Loꝛd and king they entered the Citte, and com⸗ 
maunded the gates to bee ſhut verie iro: glie and excreding 
god watch and ward to be kept, 4 they all together went 
vnto the Pallace, where as they were of the £2nenc mers 
nailoullie well receined and enkertained, and dpd vnarme 
the knight of the Sunne with her owne handes, and there 
they dyd repoſe and reſt themſelues that night, not wyth⸗ 
out great care and complaints vnto their king, to ſee them 
lelues in ſuch greate attligion, and almoſt all the people in 
their Countrie loſt. 

Likewiſe alſo was the valpaunt knight of the Sunne 
ſoꝛe froubled with his amoꝛous thoughts of the kaire Pain 
tceſſe Lyndabrides, and of the Dꝛinceſſe Claridiara, which 
thoughts wer moꝛe troubleſome vnto him then the kurtens 
hattaple which be ſhould haue with his enimpes the nert 
date following. But when hee remembꝛed his Brother 
and the reſt of his ſriendes that were pꝛiſoners with Ro- 
daran, he reteiued ſo-greate ſoꝛrowe and eriefe , that ho 
thought long tyll the daye was come, and hadde a god 
truſt and confidence in God, that verie ſhoꝛtlie be ſhoulde 
lee huntcife ciorg from his enimies, and foz to haue time 
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ta returne vnto the bꝛidge of the Jaipe,n 1d to conclude his 
pꝛetence to combat with Rocha | 
Lypkewiſe at this time all fuſe that Bere in the campe 

of the king of Arcadia, did not take 6 2; op reſt in piiiece 
guyetnelle, but when thep remembꝛed ff bat which yd pate 
wyth the beginning of the night, they all trembled wyth 
their great feare which they recetued of that wozthie and 
valyaunt Knight . And when they had made relation of 
all that had happened vnto the king of Arcadia, he 3 
to blaſpheme againſt his Sods, fo2 that it was not his 
foꝛtune to mecte with him, and ther Were all amazed, be⸗ 
cauſe they could not vnderſtand and knowe who that va⸗ 

iannt knight ſhould bee. And againe, thep were kullie 
perl waded that it could not be the king Liſco, foꝛ that her 
was not a knight of ſo great valour, ſoꝛ to make ſuch de 
ſtruction amongſt them, fo2 that they had combatted wyth 
him diterſe and ſundzic times, and likewiſe others hadde 
bene ſo venterons as fo enter into their campe, but neuer 

did ſhew ſo great 2c , and the King being verie veſts 
rous to knowe who he ſhoulde ber and fo ſe him, he paſ- 
ſed awaye all that night with much moze care then ame 
of the relt. 
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How the Knight of the Summe and the king Ly- 
ſeo went out into the campe of their eninnes, & 
of tlie cruell battaile that they had with them, 
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9 E next daie verie earlie in the moꝛning, 
AT Tn we + the god Ring Lyſco and the valyant knight 
98 i of the Sunne, alter that they had commits 
. 195 themſelues to God and bꝛoken theyz 
e kaſtes, they armed themſclues wyth they; 
trong and rich armour, and went out in⸗ 11 
to the great court ache Pallapce, where- bl 
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my verie friend and Loꝛde, what doe pon thinke is belt ke; 
vs to doe, foꝛ to enter into the Citie that we may nine ſome 
comfo2t vnto thoſe ſozowfull and afflicced knights. Nou do 
beſt know woꝛthie Bing, what is beſte to be done in this 
taſe, ſapde the knight of the Dunne, and therkoꝛe ik it wer 
poſſible befo2e that J doe enter, J would verie faine know 
how farce the fo:ce and ſtrength of theſe knightes doth er⸗ 
tend: thcrefoze if it pleaſe you, fo fake the Qucene behinde 
you vpon pour hoſe, and pꝛocure in all that euer you may, 
fo; to get vnto the gates of the Citie, ⁊ cauſe your knights 
to krepe the gates open, foꝛ that J wil be there verte quicks 
ly. Do all thinges acco2ding vnto your pleaſure,ſaide the 
king, and J p2ay vnto God fo giue vato you ſuch victo:ic, 
that dur enemies might vnderſtand and know, that as pet 
the king Liſeo, is neither dead, noꝛ onertome. So when 
the night wared darke , the Ring in the beſte manner e 
tould, he toke the ueene behind him on his hoꝛſe, and c:n- 
bꝛaſed the knight of the Sunne, ſhedding many teares, he 
toke his leaue with the Qucene, and departed by a narrow 
lane, which he knew verie well, and went towards the Ci⸗ 
tie: and although he met by the wap with diuers, pet fo; 
all that, hauing no feare, by reaſon that he ſpake the lan 
guage veris well, they made little rekoning of him, and did 
not miſtruſt that he ſhould be ante of their enimies. Then 
the knight of the Sunne when he ſuppoled that the Bing 
had paſſed the Campe, he toke his ſpeare in his hande and 
d:ew nigh vnto his enemies: and when he ſaw them, that 
they were with out watch, oꝛ care of anic euill that mich! 
happen vnfo them, he committed him ſeife vafo God, and 
put him ſelfe amongſt his enemies: and with his ſpeare he 
began to kill and to deſtroie fo manie of the knightes and 
other ſoldiers, that his great foꝛce and rengch was quick 
lie knowen, bythe number that lap dead in the fielde, £0! 
that in a Ho2te ſpace, he hadde latne moꝛe then fiſtze of 
them, at the noiſe of whome with a triſe all the whole camp 

was in an vpꝛoꝛe, and cried vnto armour . 
And after that this'vaſtant knight had hꝛoken his _ 
With 
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with his \we2d in his hands he pꝛeſled ill fozwardes a⸗ 
monglt them, in luch loꝛte, that he ſeemed to be ſome inker⸗ 
nall creature. And without finding ame great reſiſtaunce 
he appꝛoched vnto the Tents chat were in the fielve, which 
were verie many and rich whereas he found in them very 
many that ſeemed to be valyant knightes, who at the noile 
and vpꝛoare of the ſouldyers were all armed, and in they2 
compante manie great and defo2med Gyants, that leemed 
to be great towers, who when they ſawe all the people run 
awaie,and ſawe not their enimies followe them, beeing 
greatlie amazd thereat, thep ſtode ſtill # knew not which 
waie to depart, but when the valpant knights d2elv niche 
vnto them, the ficſt knight that he met withall, he ſtrohe 
him ſuch a blowe vpon his healme, that cleeuing it and his 
head downe to the bꝛeaſt, he ouerthzewe him dead to the 
ground, and turning himſelfc about, he ſtroke another vp- 
pon the waſt, that he cut him a ſunder in the middelt, and 
oucrthzew him from his ho2ſe likewiſe dead to the ground, 
which made all the knights that were there not a little to 
meruaile, æ fo2 that this valyant and woꝛthie knight wold 
not at that time tarrie ante longer, he ſet ſpurres vnto his 
fuctous hoꝛſe, and paſſed through the campe with ſo great 
furie, that there was not one knight that conide get beloꝛe 
him, and ba ing leene by one of the molt valpantett giants 
a mongſt the reſt, witha great maſe in his hand he follows 
ed him, pꝛetending to ſtrike hun with p lame. The knight 
of the Dunne percetuing it, tourned about with his hozſe,

Then the knight of the Sunne, who could no longer ſuffer 
fo great villanie no2 outrage to paſſe befo2e the pꝛelence of 
the king, and finding him ſelle verie nigh vnto the knight, 
he lyft vp his fiſte and ſtroke him with his armed hande. 
inch a blow vpon the helme, that he huckled it vnto the ſku! 
in ſuch loꝛte, that he bꝛoke it all to pœtes, and he fell from 
his hoꝛſe dead to the ground The reſt of the knightes his 
compamons, when they (aww that terrible blow, they were 
ver ie much amazed, koꝛ that neuer in all their lpues they 
{aw the lpke done, and with ſo great ſtrength, and wrſhed 
that they had not put themſciues in that demaunde and en 
terv2ile , But pet boldning them ſclues,fo2 that they were 
manp, they d2ew out their ſwozdes and went againſt him, 
and did aſlaulte him, with mightie and terrible —— 
Bet foꝛ all that the knight of p Sunne made little accomut 
of them, and would not dꝛaw out his [word, but robe m 
other of them ſuch a terrible blow with his armed anz that 
4ykewiſe he ouerthꝛew him from his hoꝛſe dead to p groũd, 
and ſaide, god foꝛdid that J ſhould dꝛaw ont my f wo2d to 
defile it vpon fo vile people as theſe bir, that without all 
ſhame doth demaune our Yo!ſe and armour, and pet not 
content, but alſo would haue the Aucene fo} to defile hir.

of thoſe vncourteous knights they trauailed till ſuch time 
as they came vato the ſea coaſte, and vnto the part wherag 
they found the Ship out of the which the Ging and guene 
had diſembarked themſelues: into the which thep entred, 
and founde the winde veriec pzoſperous and fo great, that 
within thꝛer dates after their departure, they ariucd at a 
poꝛt ez hancn of Aha, whercas they went a land, and toke 
their way towards Lidia, alwaics trauailing in great haſt 
fo: that they would come fo the Citie, at the time that the 
Bing Liſco, had appointed and pꝛomiſed vnto the knights, 
but yet foꝛ all the halt that euer they could make, their time 
Was accompliched, and ouer and aboue , moꝛc then teune

would marrie with him, but pet he dyd not ſo much defire 
it, as the Pꝛinceſſe dydde hate him. Fo? although that the 
heauie newes of the death of Rolicleer did touch her verie 
neere, vet the repented her ſolfe lo much; fo2 that crueltie 
which ſhe had vſed vnto him, and the great lone that the re⸗ 
membꝛaunte of him dyd cauſe in her, that rather ſhe wold 
conſent to death, then agree vato that which the king her 
father had requeſted of her diuerſe and ſundne times.

Wel, ſeing tha Rodaran had ouerceine the kKuiggt of Cupid, 
lo likewile hc world auer come g hans the vice? of alt tg 
reſt j remained aud manp times bg did curlle £64110 tas 
ran the gticclic Carmania, faz ; thep came ontothe court, 
at that time ot ſo great ſeaſtes and t: zuunphes » Which the 
Cmperour made, fo2 the knowledging of bis lonnes: and 
thereby to cauſe vata. them {a great ſozgW -atiy gricſe. So 
when he came vnto Conſtantimopley hs, glayte ſuch time 
as the Emperour was at dinner, accoimpan ied with all his 
beſt knights: at which time he entred into v great hal, w her 
as they wer, began to declare vnto them ( ſhedding lo ma⸗ 
r teares, that almoſi he could nat ſytake) how that Roti 
deer remained p: iſoner, oß all that paiicd with Rodaran, 
cauing | in what ſozt he was taken peiloncr: ſoa that in the 
place wheras he dode [92 to ſe the battaile, he could not lee 
P. ii. ang 
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The ſecon d parto/ 


Emperonr ok the gran Tartariz, that he come not into this 
Empire of Greece, foꝛ to acknowledge g pꝛoue the knights 
of the Emperour Trebatio,his Court, fo2 that J do aſſure 
You if por tome hether, that you noꝛ none of pours will re⸗ 
turne againe vnto Arabia , foz that theſe alone knightes 
are ſuſticient fs deſtrop pou all, if that nowe by my power 
and fo2ce I doe not make refiltaunce, and put oꝛder fo; ty 
diaurhe them. 

And in laying theſe woꝛdes, Rodiran with great con 
rage ſtroke at Roſicleer great t mightic blowers, who like 
wile receturd ſuch by the hands of his aduerſarie, that if it 
would haue endured long, he muſt needs haue recetued the 
Woꝛſt. And hauing great confidence in his mighty ſtrength 
and in the big nelle of his bodie, determined to allault his 
aduerſarte by p:wfe thereof, and therewith he thꝛewe his 
ſwoꝛd from him and caught Roſiclcer in his armes, and 
trauailed with his ſtrength all p erer he coulde fo2 to hoiſe 
him out of his ſaddle, oꝛ fo ouerthꝛoſo him to the ground, 
but Roſicleer who was as ſtrong as he, dyd not refuſe. the 
w2altling,but lpkewiſe thꝛew his [woꝛd from him, and 
taught him bet wirt his ſtrong armes, and dyd ſo ſtronglie 
cruſh him, that Rodaran dpd well perceine that his deter 
mination dyd not fall out as he thought. So in this ſoꝛte 
foꝛ a god ſpace they trauapled the one to overth2owe the 
other, but there was no aduauntage perceiued betweere 
them,nepther could the one ouerthzowe his aduerſarie, til! 
in the end after great frauayle they both together did fo2ce 
themſelues ſo much, claſping their knees harde vnto they? 
ſadd!e,hauing one another in their arms, they did ſo much, 
that both their hoꝛſes fo... dered and fell with their ma⸗ 
ters vnto the ground, t beeing downe , fo2 ts ariſe againe 
they were conſtrained to loſe theniſclues, who with a triſc 
were vpon their fete, and returned to their battaile againe 
with their wwꝛds, foꝛ they could little pꝛolit themſclues 
with w2aftling;in the which contention they endured moꝛe 
then two houres, without knowing ante aduauntage in ei⸗ 
ther of them, although in the end it lemed vnto Nodaran 

that 
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that Roſicleer, did execute his furie with ſo great courage 
and lightneſſe, as when he firſt began the battalle, end ſaw 
plainely , that what ſo euer he could doe, he ſheuld get no 
victozie of him, but ſaw the perill of his diſtrugion tobe 
verie tertaine, if he ſhould long endure his frong and ter⸗ 
rible blowes , which was the occaſion that he diſſembled x 
ſhewed him ſelfe to be much moꝛe werarte then he was, and 
began little and little to retier beckwards, towardes the 
plate wher as the Qnene of Carmens was; alwaies ſeri⸗ 
king at Roſicleer, his blowes of mo2e ſurie and fozce, who 
followed him,fo2 that he ſhould not gather any ſuſpicion of 
falſehod , So in this ſozt they did combat to gether verie 
ſtrongly, till ſuch time as they were both under the arche 
02 vaute, harde by where as the Quene was: who laing 
Rodaran, ſo nigh the point to be duer ome, ſhe pulled the 
toꝛde, and made the Aron nette to fall downe vpon both the 
knights in ſuch ſo2t, that they were both pꝛiloners, and lo 
fait bound, that they could not moue them ſeiues to the one 
part no2 to the other. And ſtraight wales the Qucne of 
Carmania,aroſe vp from the place where as ſhe ſate , and 
went vnfo Roſicleer, and pulled of his helme from his head, 
and likewiſe toke awaye his \ wo2de , and he could not de⸗ 
fend the lame, and cauſed manakles to be put vppon his 
wꝛiſtes, and a great chaine at his necke. And this being 
done, ſhe opened the Jron net, z cauſed it to be dꝛawen vp, 
as it was be foꝛe, and the knights cleare of the ſame: But 
when Roſicleer ſaw this great diſteit and treaſon, he was 
ſo angry and full of courage, that being as he was, if he 
had had his ſwozde in his hand, he would haue rewarded 
Rodaran, actoꝛding vnto his deſerts. But when he ſaw that 
there was no remedie, with great pactence and wiſedome, 
he dyd ouercome the great foꝛce of his vꝛe, paciently ſuffe- 
ring that his peruerſe foꝛtune: and with great diſcrecion 
he ſaide vnta Rodaran, I do much meruaile what thy mea⸗ 
ning and determinate purpoſe is, to vſe ſuch diſceipt foꝛ to 
appꝛehend god and woꝛthy knights: foz that their oner- 
how cannot aduaunce vnto the any honour, neither their 
P. i. impzi⸗ 
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anie knight therein. When he was armed with his heaty 
and ſtrong armonr,he ſtraight wates mounted vpon one of 
the biggeſt and lighteſt hoꝛſes that he had, and the Quang 
being in her roiall ſeat of eſtate, commanded the gate of the 
ficit tower to be opened, wherein this valiant Roſicleer £1 
tered without ante ſuſpition. And when he dꝛew nigh vn⸗ 
to Rodaran, he dyd ſalute him and ſayd. The knight of Cu- 
pid and ſonne vnto the Emperour Trebatio is verpe wel- 
come vnto mer, fo2 p his great fame which klieth thꝛough⸗ 
out all the woꝛld of his great and valiant deeds, as alſo the 
great deſire which J haue to pꝛoue his great ſtrength with 
mine, moꝛe then the deſire that J haue to appꝛehende the 
knights of the Emperour, hath cauſed me fo2 to come hes 
ther into theſe Countries. Both the one x the other, might 
haue bene excuſed Rodaran, ſaid the knight of Cupid , foz 
that men being in their owne Countries are ſubiect vnta 
the blowes of Foztune,and haue inough to doe fo2 to clare 
themſelues thereof, much moꝛe to come and ſerke the pert!s 
and daunger in a ſtraunge Countrie, it were much better 
foz ther to haue friends in Greece , And if the Quene of 
Carmania do beare the ſo great loue as ſhe hath publiſhed, 
the would rather pzocure thy reſt and quietnelle, and not 
thy troublcs and trauailes, wherein thou doelt ſo much put 
thy life in aduenture It had ben better excuſed of thy part, 
ſayd Rodoran,the ſœking of the adnenture vnder the wa- 
fer of the Fountaine of Phenicia, then my comming hether 
to ſeke the kntghfesof Grecia, but foz that both Ringes, 
Pꝛinces, and knights, are no moz2e, but as the wozld docty 
pceld vnto them honour and pzomotton foz their deſerved 
derds. Then it is not much that we aduenture our lites, 
the moze to increaſe our honsurs, fo that accoꝛding as thou 
halt ſaid, in all places men are ſaubtect vnto the perills and 
daungers of this wozld, x vnto the terrible blowes off 0} 
tune when the liſteth to ſtrike vs, not withſtanding if thou 
doeſt pꝛetend to make battaile with me, vpon the occaflon 
which you know, choſe the aduauntage of the bꝛidge to the 
tontentment, it not, returne back againe from whence thou 

commett, 
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tommeſt, and make no moze pꝛeaching vnto me But the 
ant were which the valiant Rolicleer made vnto hum was, 
he turned abaut his light hozſe, and put downe the beauer 
of his helme, with his ſpeare in his hand he went e put hin 
ſelle at the end of the bꝛidge, ? Rodaran dyd the like, 4 ber⸗ 
ing both ſetled, they ſtroke their hozies with lo great fury 
with their ſpurres, that they made them run like the wind, 
and in the middeſt of their furious courſe they made their 
entounter, t executed the ſtrength of their mightie ſpeares, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that glauncing vpon their ſheelds, they lighted 
bpon their fine harneis, and ſheruered all to peeccs, and the 
ſplinters flelw a great waie into the field, pet theſe two va⸗ 
liant knights remained as firme in their ſaddles,as though 
they had made no encounter at al, and palſed the one by the 
other without touching, and with a triſe they returned a- 
gaine with their hoꝛſes, and their ſwozds in their hands, 
and aſſaulfed one another ſo ſtoutlie, that the firff blowe 
that Rodaran ſtroke at Roſicleer, ligted vppon his healme 
with lo great ſtrength, that he made him decline his head to 
his bꝛeſt, but the firſt blowe that Roſicleer ſtroke at him, 
was ſuch a one, that the ſheeld which he lift vp koꝛ to ward 
the ſame, was cut in peeces hard by his hande, but the fine 
cutting \ wozd of the Qucene Iulia, not remaining there, 
dyd deſcenv downe vpon his belme with ſo great fur ie and 
face, that he made him decline his head downe onto his 
hoꝛſe necke, who felt ſuch great grieke with that terrible 
blowe, that he thought verilie that all his head hadde 
beene in peeces, and beg anne to ſaye vnto himſelfe: Oh 
high and immoztall Gods, in whome J and all the Ara- 
bians doe beiue, let hore thy diuine power delend mee 
from this ſtrong and val paunt Lnight', foz ik it fall out 
ſo, that I receiue many luch blowes as this was, it cans 
not ber otherwiſe, but that nedes J mut heere end my — 
dapes: Oh olde king of Gedroſia, who would haue belgy 
ued that J ſhould haue found in thele Chziltian knightes 
ſo much ſtrength. 
Dh you immoꝛtall Sods, ſane and defend the mightis 
Emperour 
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But whereas your highneſſe is, ſaid Roſicleer, we might be 
well foꝛboꝛne, foꝛ if it were fo that we were all p2rſoncrs 
vnto Rodaran, we ſhould reteiue greate tomſoꝛt, and haus 
cur lybertie ver ie certaine, if you alone dyd remaine. God 
deliner you from this, ſaid the Empereur,fo2 although the r 
ſhould be no lacke in my god will to reteiue death toſett 
you at lybertie, pet my foꝛee and ſtrength ſhould want 102 
to ſupplie the lacke of ſuch knights. And therewith Rosi 
cleer dyd humble himſelfe vnto the Emperour, and depar⸗ 
ted out of the great hail, and went vnto his lodging fo; to 
arme himſelfe, leauing the Emperour and all the reit very 
iopfull, belecuing of a certaintie, that fo2 his great bountic 
and mightie power, there was not a knight in all y world 
(ſetting a part his b2other the inuinſible knight of the 
Dunne) that might be compared vnto him. Jn the which 
they were not deceiued, although it happened not fo well 
vnto Roſicleer in the battaple which he had with Rodatan 
as they thought, as in the Chapter following hall be de⸗ 
clared vnto vou.

He valiant'and well effemed Roſicleer de- 
WB RY | parted out of the Citie of Conſtantinople, 
ji /carr ving bpon his ſheeld the deniſe of Cupid, 
W by the which he was knowen and loked on 
74 Re] Ger all people. Likewiſe the windowes were 
A 29 full of Ladies and Damſels, who pꝛaied vn- 
fo God fo; t. the victoꝛie of their Pꝛince, as though hee had 
beene their owne bꝛother, who trauailed with ſo depe and 
p2ofound thoughts, mixed with ſoꝛrowe, which were vato 
him as much care, as to ſe himſelfe with Roderan in bat- 
taille, and to being him pꝛiloner vnto the emperour. In this 


{ozt dyd the Pzince trauaple towards the bꝛidge of Jalpe, 
and 
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and beeing ſoze troubled within his thoughts, oftentimes 
he had lofi his waie, if his page which went with him had 
not put him in remembꝛance, which was the occaſton that 
he made the time long befoze he came vnto the bꝛidge, and 
fo that the remembꝛaunce of Don Siluerio did cauſe vnto 
him great fozrow and griefe,that many times he ſayd vn⸗ 
to himſeife : Dh tf Gos were ſo pleaſed, that in ſatiſfaction 
of the great trauaile which the Pꝛinceſſe Oli hath cau⸗ 
{cd me to haue, that this knight were Don Siluctio, he that 
doe now go to ſœke, nd although the great fauour which 
he hath, is ſufficient to defend him from all the wo2ide, pet 
the great reaſon which J haue to complaine my ſelk, is ſuk⸗ 
ſicient that J doe erecute vpon him this my great anger X# 
Wzath. And in this thing alone the Pꝛinceſſe Olung muſt 
pardon me, fo2 although J would rather luffer death chen 
in ane thing fo cauſe her to receiue anger, yet cannot 3 
et to doe that and much moꝛe, to giue her underſtanding 
of the (mall reaſon that ſhe had to foꝛget me and receiue a⸗ 
nother, And herre J doe pꝛoteſt that if death doth not cut 
ine off firſt, I will reuenge this my bloudte w2ath,+x then 
pethappes ſhe will weepc and lament her crrour . And al⸗ 
though this is not ſufficient to make ſatiſfaction vnto this 
my vnhappie Foꝛtune, neither can it giue anie remedie 92 
caſe vnto this great aricfe, the which J haue fo2 her cauſe . 
receiued, vet it ſhall ſuſt ice me that another ſhall not boaſt * a 
hunſclfe,to haue obtained and got that which 1 hauc loſt, te 
neither ante other to reiopce himſelke with that which doth 
canſe my ſoꝛrow and griefe. And although that this chall 
ber againſt all reaſon, + that Don Siluerio doth not deſerue 
it at my hands, vet thall it be confozmable vatomy heart, 
{02 that it is ſo captiue vnto loue, it doeth conſent vnto no 
reaſon. 

Roſicleer in ſaying theſe wo2des, and other like in el⸗ 
fed, after much trauaile he came vato the bꝛidge of Jalpe,

the end woulde be, tpli ſuch time as he ſawe Rodaran res

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did ſo much fo2ment them, that they were bzought dnto the 
eſtate, that their ffrengthes did faile them, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
either of them was at that eſtate, and thought verelie fo bs 
duercome. 

Do when that Rodaran, ſawe that his contencien dye

fete, but his anger and fury was luch that as one that had 
not receiued any hurt noꝛ harme, with great ligbtneſſe re⸗ 
turned vppon the inte, and began to ſtrike athim ſuch 
terrible and thicke blowes;as though the battatie were but 
then new begun.

3 Branchzel, to tale this enterpꝛiſe and demaunde, 
ſtraight waie as dne as the N cf Rodateo had tolde 
the newes or his Loꝛds unpꝛiſonment, he aroſe vp frgm the 
place wheras he was ſet nigh vntd the knight of the Sun, 
and put himiclfe beſoze the Empersur, and af ked liſence 
fo; to goe and combat with 1kodaran , who did graunt it 
vnto him, and ſaid, 

J am verie ſozrowfull (mightie and valiaunt Pꝛince) 
that you were not the firſt that went in this demaund, foꝛ 
if you had, I doe beleeue of a certaintie. that Rodaran ſhuld 
not haue had ame occaſion fo boaſt himſelfe of the viaozie 
of ante knights of my Court. And therewith the Pzince 
doing his dutie unto the Cnperour , departed out of the 
U. iii. great 
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The 5 econd part of 


from the firſt tower vnto the middle tower, vnder the vaut 
thereof, was the Qugne, Carmenia, ſifting in a Chaire of 
eſtate, with cul ſhions and pillowes of cloth of golde, verie 
richly,t curiouſly wꝛought with ſilke. So when the peince 
came vnto the place where as Rodaran Was, he did ſalute 
him veric curteoullp, and ſaide. Thou ſhalt vnderitande, 
Rodaran, that J am a knight of the Emperour I revatio, 
one of them that thou diddeſt diſcetue openly in the greate 
hall of his Court, And fo2 the loue of a faire Ladie whome 
doe ſerue, 4 am come hether, foꝛ to chaſtiſe thee, loꝛ thy 
great folly, which thou ſpakeſt befoze the molt fairelt dam⸗ 
ſells, and molt valianteſt knightes in all the world. Ther⸗ 
foze turne thy hoꝛſe fo2 to Juſt with mer, oz ells turne and 
denie all that thou ſpakeſt there, With great laughter and 
diſdaine Rodaran aunſwered vnto the Pꝛunce Rrdamarte 
and ſaide, of a truth knight, if that my Ladie the querne of 
Carmama, were not befoze me x in pꝛeſence, poſlible it were 
better fo2 ime to denie that which J haue ſpoken , then to 
Jult with you,fo2 that you do ſ@&me to be a gentill and vas 
liant knight. But fo2 ſo much as ſhe is pꝛelent, JA knowe 
not how to ercuſe my ſelfe,vut firſt conſent to loie my life, 
then fo commit anie ſuch offence. Dherefo2e as reaſon doth 
require, ſeing that you doe know who J am, lette me like- 
wiſe know by whome J tall be ouereome, 1 am ſaide he 
Rodamatte, prince of Cypres, and vaſſaile vnto the Empe⸗ 

rour J rcbatio ; ZZherfoze leaue of theic thy woꝛds, and let 
vs come to the effect of dades,that thou inailt belene of cers 
taintie, that which thou haſt now ſpoken in mockage and 
geſting. Uata the immoꝛtal gods J do giue great thanks, 
ſapd Rodaran, \o that lo far.as I can perceiue by pour gen⸗ 
til ſemblance,that you do ſeine to be a knight of areatcitt- 
macion,if my iudgement dee not diſceiue me, And there- 
with all theſe. two valiant knights did de part the ono from 
the other, Rodamarte loward the ſwte of the bꝛidge wheras 
he entred in, and Rodaran toward the place where as the 
Aucene was, And when he came nigh vato hir, with Wea 


pꝛide he ſatve ; Ladie, I pꝛaꝑ you to giue verie gud Ana 
tainnient

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taimnent bnfo this pꝛiſoner, foꝛ that he is the pꝛince of Ci⸗ 
pꝛelle. And there with all the one moned againſt the other 
with ſo great furie, that it ſemed the Bꝛidge did ſhake 
under them. And in the middeſt of their ſwift coꝛſe, theſe 
two made their ſtrong encounter, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that their 
{fanes were ſheuered in peces, and they palſed fozwardes 
on with ont any mouing by the fo:ce thereof, fill ſuch time 
as they Juſtled to gether with their bodies hoꝛſe and man. 
And by reaſon that the valiant Rodaran was bigger of be- 
die and of moꝛe foꝛte and ſtrength, he ſtroke the Yoince in 
ſuch ſoꝛt; that he ouerthꝛew him hoꝛſe and all to the groud, 
ſo cleane voide of all memoꝛie, as thongh he had frroke a⸗ 
gainſt a mightie rocke, and he bꝛoching his hoꝛſe with the 
ſpurres, paſſed ouer the Prince, who was ſo euill intrea⸗ 
ted, that he conld not ariſe , till ſuch time as Rodaran res 
turned with his hoꝛſe, and alighted from him, and toke his 
woꝛd from his gyꝛdell, and his helme of his head, and vid 
helpe to raiſe him krom the ground. And when he was come 
vnto him ſelke, he toke him by the hand and lead him to the 
Qucene Carmania, who when the knewe who he was, the 
recetued him verte well, and ſatd:Gentill knight what doe 
au thinke of my Loꝛd Rodaran, be all the other knightes 
of Grecia like Vnto him. Ladie and Nucenc , anſwered 
Rodomarte, if this cötencion doth long endure, the knights 
of Grecia, wil ſame vnto you to be other maner of knights 
then Rodaran . 

Tell ſaide (he, fo2 that you ſhall ive how much you are 
deceiued, here you ſhall remaine with vs ttil ſuch tune as 
the beſt knights cf ths Emperous court be bꝛought hether 
to beare you compante . Then Rodaran did cauſe him tobe 
bazarmed, and to put at his fte a great chaine, and com⸗ 
maunded him to be putte into a deep? and darke dungeon, 
where as he was certaine daies, with moꝛe ſozrow and 
gr iefe to loſe the victoꝛie in that demaunde, then to be ouer 
come as he was. Then his page which came with him, 
departed from thence , and returned onto Conftantino-

Apt fo2 ail that, he was of ſo valiant a cons 

rage that he had no feafe of his might and bygge vꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
ſion , bat very earley in the moꝛning before hat the lunne 

had couered the Carth,he was armed with bery Nrong ars 

mour, and his hoꝛſe frymmed and 52edey very richly with 

tloth of golde, which dyd ſigniſie onto all peovie his high 

eſtate . So in this ſozte he went forth of Conſtandnople, 

with but onelp one page, which dyd carrie his ſycare and 

his ſheelde And hauing his minde oteupted on the loue of 

the Pꝛinceſſe Analina, he krauailed fo much that the nerte 

dayhe came vnto the b2idge of the Jaſpe: But Roderan 

and the qucene with great quietneNe and contentment, did 

abide the comming of the Stfebifh knights. Do when Ro- 
damarte game vnto the gate of the firft tower, he found that 
it was faſt chut, and he commaunded his page to call ther 

at, Who with the ryng that hong at the gate, he gaue great 

and mightie biowes, and ſtraight way apeared one of the 

kepers dut of a window, ſomewhat hiah, and perceiving 

that it was a knight of the Emperour Trebatio,he willed 

him to tarrpe a ivhile and the gate ſtbould be opened vnto 

hun The keever fraight wape went and tolde hig Lo2de 

Rodaran, Who in continently Dyd arme him ſelke with his 

krong and ric, armour, and requeſted the Qutene that the 

wonls with hir owne handes healpe him, and ſaide, Lady 

now ſha! yon fee the differens that is betwirt the Grecktfh 

knights, and pour Rodaran,ond howentit ſhalthe gn mpli⸗ 

ſhed the pꝛoueſies of that olde king of Gedroſia, So when 

that all thinges was in verie cod oꝛder, he con maunded 

that the gate ofthe ficlk Tower ſhould be open, ſo that the 

Pꝛince Rodamarte did enter in there at, and comming on 

the Bꝛidge in the ſpace that was befwirt the frſt Wiidge 

and the lecond, which was as long, as pᷣ coꝛſe of a god hoꝛſe 

might indure.

This valiaunt Rodaran in all his life time did not re- 
teiue ſo great griefe and ſoꝛrowe, as at that pꝛeſent, when 
he did vnderſtand and ſe what the Queene had oꝛdained, 
it ſcemed vnto him that ſhe had doubt of the victo2y that he 
boped to haue of the Srekich knightes, pet foꝛ all that the 
loue that he bare vnto her was luch, that he woulde not 
ſaie againſt that which ſhe had done, but ſhewing hunleife 
to be verje angrie foꝛ the lane, he laid. 

Ladie and miſtres it doeth grieue me verie much, that,, 
the Peince of Arabia is fo little knowen vnto peu: What ,, 
doe you thinke that in all the world there 1s one loꝛ one, ,, 
tat is of fo great itreng eh, that of himſelke he is fufitcps ,, 
ent to bꝛing me into ſo great extremitie in battaile, that 1,

And although there happened vnto thid mightie Nꝛince in 
his idurnep many ſtraunge and wonder kul things, becauſe 
it is not neceſſarie, this Hiſtozie doth not make anie men⸗ 
tion thereof, but onelie in the end of many daies and great 
trauaile, thep ariued in Greece, not farre from Coultanti- 
nople. This valiant Rodaran was determined to execute 
his enterpzile within the Citie of Conltantmople, but the 
ZLuzne of Carmania did diſturbe him, and lapde, that now 
was the time come that he ſhould perfozme the gift that he 
had pꝛomiſed her befo2c he didde depart out of Carmama, 
Which was, that the contenſion which ſhoulde paife wyth 
him and the knights of Greece, ſhoulde not be executed in 
the Citie of Conſtantinople, but in the place whereas: ther 
would appoint it. The which Roderan, although it dpd 
grieue him verie much, pet dur he not laie againſt it be⸗ 
caule he pꝛomiſed her. So they nauigated all along the 
ſhoare,fill they came vnto thy bꝛidge called Jaſpe, which 
is the firſt paſage ouer Danubia towards the lea, and was 
the moſt ſrongeſt that was vpon all the riuer, and furny- 
Wed kull of towzes and battlements, and eſpectalite thꝛœ 
towers di great foꝛce and adiniration, the one at the entry. 
vpon the bꝛidge, and the other in the middeſt, and the third 
at the farther ende, all w2ought with fine white Jaſper 
ſtone, of ſo great ſtrength; that it leemed impoſſible to be 
taken oꝛ wonne by fozce of armes. And this bridge was 
maintayned and kept by the Einperdur ol Greece, by rea/ 
ſon that the people which doth inhabit on the one ſide of the 
fiue armes which pꝛocedeth from Danubia, and runneth 
into the ſea Fuxino, thep are verie barbarous, furious, and 
beaſtlie, and many times they doe enter into that Country 
and doe verie much harme therein. And although the Em- 
porour would maße a conqueſt duer them, as diuers times 
he hath put it in pꝛaatiſe, pet he cannot, ſoꝛ that they haue 
neither Cities, Tones, noꝛ villages, neither anie dwel⸗ 
ling houſes, but onelie great caves under the grounde, 
whereas they doe make their habitation, becauſc they are 
{9 beaſtlie and bzutith , Jn conlideration whereof it dpd

vehoue the Emperonr to haue that bzydge verie ſkronge 
and exceeding well kept, and it was ſoz that alongſt the 
river there was none other paſſage. When this valigunt 
Rodaran and the Qucene artued at that bꝛidge, and ſawe 
it to be a plate verte coutenient ſos their purpole, ſtraight 
waie the Wꝛince Rodaran did pꝛepare himſelfe ſo2 to win 
the lame and heeing armed and in verie god oꝛder, ho toke 
the Qucene by the hand, and without ante moze conpanie 
they went towards the gate of the bꝛidge, x knocked theres 
at, and foꝛ that they were all alone, the gate was ſtraight 
wate opened. Uhen they were entered within the firſt 
Tower, this valiant Rodaran commanded thoſe that were 

the keepers therof, that they ſhould yeld vp the towers and 
bꝛidge, and that they ſhould depart with quietnefſe . Ulho 
ſe ing him alone + they ſo many, would not obey his com⸗ 
maundement, but did pꝛocure to dekend the towers and the 
bꝛidge, and would not ſuffer him fo perl wadge ante far⸗ 
ther. But this valiant Nodaran in a ſmall time did ſo bes 
haue himſelle amongſt them, that wounding and killing 
the moſt part of them, the reſt were conſtrained x thought 
it god foꝛ the ſauegard of their lines to peeld, and to doe all 
that he tommaunded them. And lo they deltuered vnto him 
All the keies of the gates and towers, and departed thence 
at thetr libertie, with the ioffe of the moſt part of their tom⸗ 
pantons,and although they were aſhamed ſo many fo bee 
lain and ouercome by one alone knight, which made then 

to rełraine comming into the Emperours pꝛelence, yet 
there did not lacke ( who befoze Rodaran did enter into Cö- 
[tintinople)that did aduiſe the Emperour thereof, At ſuch 
time as he came thether , he was verie andere with him⸗

lelfe, foꝛ that he was ſo bolde to giue that enterpꝛiſe, and if 


it hau not bene fo2 the diſturbing of their great feats ond 
triumphs which were made there fo? their ſennes, he wold 
haue ſent thether luch as e ould haue rewarded him vnto 
his contentment fo his boldneſſe. But when that l oda- 
ran was come vnto the Court, and the Emperour fully ſas 
fed of his demaund, he was verie glad and ioplull, lo:

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e tall erctede them in the other And it ſhall: happen unte

ple, that whereas thou halt exceve them in the one, they 


tha many houres in the date that thou ſhalt acknowledge 
this to ber true, all this which J haue ſapde vato ther, al- 
though at this pꝛeſent it ſeemeth vnto ther to be a fable and 
lie. And J doe deſire no other revengement fo2 the intury 
Which J haue receiued at thy hands, but onelie the repꝛe⸗ 
benſton which thou thy ſelfe ſhalt make at ſuch time as it 
thall be vato thee well knowen , And foz that my wo2des 
tha] ſzine vnto thee to be of leſſe credit, and that thou ſhalt 
haue farther erpericnce of that which J by the ſtarres and 
celeſtiall operations doe vnderſtand and knowe, here J da 
giue thee to vnderſfande (that if thou doeſt goe fozwardes 
with this enterpꝛiſe which thou haſt pꝛomiled) thou ſhalt 
finde in the Citie of Conſtantinople a woman, who wyth 
her ſingular beautie and kaireneſſe ſhall farre excell the 
beautte-of the Qucene of Carmatua, thy Ladie, and with 
the great foꝛce and ſtrength of her arme, ſhatl abate thy 
courage and make thee to yecld, 

And therewith he held his peace, but the great pꝛide of 
that valiant Rodaran encreaſed, in ſuch ſoꝛt, when he heard 
thoſe woꝛdes of the olde king Gedrocia, and his anger was 
ſo great, that if the Emperour and thoſe kings which wer 
there pꝛeſent had not diſturbed him, with determined pur⸗ 
poſe he went towardes him to haue thꝛowen him out at 
the window Wut when he ſawe that he could not execute 

ce, With great anger and courage he went out 

fwearing great oathes,t{at he wold accompliſh 
t pcriozne all that which he m——— and that bering 
finilhed,fo take reuengement of the great inturie which he 
had receiued of the olde king Gedroſia, Wiherewith be left 
all that were there p2elent greatlie amazed at his pꝛide 
and hardineſſe. And ſo departed unte the kingdome of 
Carmania, whereas all his iope was, fo: that he was amo⸗ 


rous of the Nugne Carmania, wha was in great ropaltic 


and eſlate, and verie fapꝛe. And in pꝛatells of time finding 


himlelle in great faugur with her, and hauing ber arde 


aud 
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um helpe to his contentment, her ſtraight waie gane her 
to underſtand of all that which had paſſed with him in the 
Court of the mightte Emperour of Tartaria, and of his 
pꝛomiſe that he had made befo2e all thoſe which were ther 
p;eſent,tn ſaying that he could not in anie manner of wiſe 
excuſe the ſame,but that he mult neves beginne the en- 
terpꝛile of his tourney towards Greece out of hande, The 
Queene Carmatma was verie wiſe and of a god iudgement 
and vnderſtanding, and if it hadde bene inher power, ſhe 
would verie faine haue hindered this iourney and foꝛ that 
ſhe knewe verie well the condition of this valaunt ond 
ſtout Rodaran, and that there were none that were able 
to perſ wade him from the contrarie of this his determp⸗ 
ned purpoſe, ſhe would not by anie meanes lape ought a⸗ 
gapuſt hint , but wyth a merrie countenaunce ſhe dpd of- 
fer her ſelfe to goe with him vato Greece, vppon conditi- 
on that he would grant vnto her one thing that ſhe wold 
demaumd of him, if his pleaſure were that ſhe ſhoulde go 
with him. The which with a verie god wyll he did grant 
vnto her. And the pꝛomiled him to beare him compante , 
Then dpd they oꝛdapne all thinges neceſſarie, foz to cars 
rie with him on his iournep, but almoſt halfe a yeare paſt 
befoze they could beginne to trauaile, foꝛ that the Qutene 
commaunded a net of pꝛon to be made, verie arteficiallie 
und cunninglie w2ought, and it coulde not be made an 
ende off in ante ſho2ter time. a 
And although that Rodaran didde often times al ke 
whereto:e the lame wan made, pet foꝛ all that the Queene 
would neuer tell him, bit after that this net was made, 
and all things in a readpneſle, this valyaunt Rodaran 
and the Nugene departed out of the Countrie of Carina- 
ma, and carrped in theyꝛ companie certaine kntghtes and 
Pages which were neceſlarie, and after that they had pal⸗ 
ſed manie and diuerſe Countries,they came vnto the poꝛt 
of Tenedon, whereas they did imbarke themſelues, and 
twke their ware towardes Greece, | 
And 
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with a wanne couleur and toro femblaunce he fen 
in a great imagination and verpe thought, munng vppon 
the woꝛds which the king Gedroſia had ſaide And as the 
Emperour was in khis ſoꝛt a grente while without ſpeak 
ing ante word, dat verie penſiue and heauie, amongſt the 
rot of all theſs kings and nobles that were in that greate 
hall, the val tant Rodarati àroſe vp and put himſcife on fot, 
who was king bf Arabia; ſubieg vnto the Emperour Aly - 
emuro,a young man, and ſb valiant, that in all Alia there 
was not a knight to be found, that by a great deale was 
able to compare himſelfe with him in mightie pꝛowelſe 
and ſeakes of armes, and fo; that he was ſo kur tous and 
ubburne, he was feared of all, and all that were in the 
whole Empire of Tattaria, were verie deſirous to plealure 
him, and not one that durſt anger him in anie refpcc, er⸗ 
cept it were that valiant Prince Meridiati with whom her 
would neuer confend noꝛ pꝛocure to combat, pet there was 
neuer other knight noꝛ Giant that euer didabide the bat⸗ 
taile with him one houre . This Rodaran with great cou- 
rage and anger, as though fire ſhuld pꝛocerd out ok his eies, 

began and laid as followeth. 8 
J doe not knowe high and mightie Emperour of T ar- 
taria, with What reaſon is attributed vnto thee the name of 
the dinine, and the parentage that pou haue of the highe 
and diuine Gods, that yon dve ſniffer in your pꝛeſente, and 
in the pꝛeſence of ſo many mightie kings and Loꝛds pour 
ſubicts,that the king of Gedrocia ſhoulde be ſo bolde and 
hardie to ſpeake theſe great blaſphemieg the which he hath 
ſapd, foꝛ that J doc beleene-; that ik all the power of the 
Sods, and the reſt or all the whole woꝛlde belides, ſhonive 
topne themleluts together by the Weitie that you hene re⸗ 
ceiued by pour pꝛedeteſloꝛs, ik they were all ioyned toge⸗ 
ther, yet were they not ſufftetenf to compꝛehend this, the 
which the king hath ſaden, much leffe the Emperour of 
Grecct and the knights that ſhall there be aſſembled and 
toyned together. And here J dor ſweart vnto vou by the 
oꝛdrr of knighthadr that z haue reteiued, and by my *

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tie eſfate;that if J had them al together in the field againſt 
mer, I doe thinke to kill and deſtroie them all, oꝛ make thr 
to yeeld as pꝛiſoners. And again if it be ſo that the diuina⸗ 
tions ok this olde king of Gedroſia doe put anie feare 02 
dꝛeade into pour heartes, and that his woꝛdes ſhould ſame 
vnto p ou to bee true, and that the remedie the which her 
hath oꝛdained will be ſufficient foz to anopde the great in⸗ 
tonueniences, in making awaie of thoſe knights. Verre be⸗ 
fo:e your diuine highneſſe, and befoze all that be here pꝛe⸗ 
ſent J doe pꝛomiſe, that at ſuch time as theſe knights ſhall 
aſſemble and iopne together in the Citie of Conſtantmo— 
ple, to be there pꝛeſent in that Court, and will maintaine 
and dekend that the Qucene Carmama, my well beioucd 
Ladie 4 miſtres, is the moſt faireſt Ladie in all the world. 
And with all thoſe that ſhall ſaie vnto the contrarte, vpon 
the ſame reaſon J will combat with him, vntill ſuch time 
as one of vs be dead oꝛ peelded pꝛiſoner vnto the other, vp- 
pon condition that he who hath the victioꝛie, ſhall vle his 
plcalure with hin that is ouercome So that in this ſoꝛte 
either they ſhall remaine the moſt weakeſt and cowardly⸗ 
elt knights in the wo2ide, oꝛ elſe J will being them pꝛilo⸗ 
ners bekoꝛe pour pꝛeſence, fo2 that the king of Gcgroſia 
may wic the great feare which he hath conceiued of them. 

-UWhin he had mave an end of ſpeaking, there was nof 
ont king noz uight amongeſt all them in the greate hall 
that durſt make gie aunſ were vnto thoſogzoude woꝛdes 
of Roderan, but onelie the king of Gedrol Who riling vp 
on his fete did aunſwhre him, laying. 
Alk thon wert lo valiant of armes and veedes Rodaran,

High and mightie Emperour, the great confidence and

Without ſpcaking ante moꝛe worꝛdes this olde king of 
Gedrocia ſet himſelte againe ta his plate, leaving this 
mightie Emperour and ail thoſe kinges and nobies that 
were there pꝛelent, much moꝛe amazed then they were at 
the firſt, although they were fullic perl wded and belgucd 
of a certaintie, that it was impolſible to finde in all the 
woꝛld ſo manye Knightes that might compare themſelues 
with thein that were at that pꝛeſent in that Court, no not 
bp a great deale, which was the occaſion, that whereas be⸗ 
foꝛo they dyd not giue full credit vnta thoſe woꝛdes which 
the king Cedroſia had ſaide .

account her ſelfe to bee the vnhapppeſt and moſt vnfoꝛtu⸗ 
nateſt damſell that was bozne into the world and with the 
great griefe that this doubtfull thought did cauſe in her, 
ſhe laide.

they might goe and pꝛoue theinſelues with that knight, a- 
mongſt the which, tie firſt was that god knight Roda- 
marte,}J2zince of the Rhodes, a young knight , and one of 
the viltanteit that was in the Emperours Court Lpke- 
wiſe the valtant e ince Kodafeo, who was allo a verie 
gend knight, and both of them in one with the faire Ladies 
that were with theCmpeſſe,the one of them was dangh- 
ter vnto the king ok Bohema, called Amilinia,and the other 
Was daughter v nto the king of Balmatia, called Salandria, 
Who recetuing great contentment of their valiaunt deſires 
and god dilpoſitions, did ſhew vnto them great fauour and 
ciirtelie, determiming to'take them to bee their hulbands.

oucr wheras he late, they turacd themſelues towards him. 
And the Sentlewoman began with a londe voice, that all 
that were there pꝛeſent might heare her, and ſaid. 
The high and mightie power, and the diuine pꝛouidenee 
of the high Gods, kepe and increaſe the mightte eltate, 
ol thee Emperour T rebatio,and of all the wo2thie ant vas 
liant knights of this thy Court, fo that they bailng e cuer⸗ 
come the vicoꝛie of the Arabicall Pꝛince may be the moze 
ertolled, the better to obtaine and deſerne the love of the 
Qutene of Carmania , Pou thail underſtand Emperour 
Ticbatio,that this knight whois heere pꝛeſent, is called 
Rodaran pꝛinte and Loꝛd of Arabia the great, of that which 
is called Felix, foꝛ that it is a countrie of great abundance, 
Whereas the inſluences of the ſame , and all the celeſtpall 
operations doth moſt retorce themſelues.

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kingdome of Carmania, where when he had ſeene my great 
and ſtraunge beautie,and I being a damſell and not inar- 
ried, it chaunced that he fell in lone with me, and vttered 
vnto me all his whole minde, but firit he cold whoche was, 
and requeſted me to receiue him ſoꝛ my hul bande. The 
which, lo that it might not be pꝛeiudiciall to ny honour, 
noꝛ hurtfull vnto my fame but p2ofitable vnto my eſtate, 
fo; that he is ſo high and mightie a Pzince, and lo valiant 
a knight, J did conclude and graunt him my lcue , vppon 
this condition,that fir be Hould doe (tich feates of armes 
as I ſhould ſee and vnderſtand, that he was the betk and 
moit valianteſt knight in all the wozld,and if not, it was 
not foꝛ hun to pꝛoture my loue, fo2 that J would by no 
meanes marric with him, neither with ame other., Fos as 
J haue my (clfe eſtunation to erceli in beautie and bigh⸗ 
neſſe ot birth and eſtate ail the damlalis that are now 1t- 
nmng. Sa linewile he whom J will fat ie fo2 to be my hul⸗ 
band,ſhall lurmo. nt all other knights The wüich⸗condi⸗ 
tion this knight did accept and graunt vnto me, and No; Ws 
ouer he {aide , that the cheite Goulde be mine to appoint 
Wherein he ſhould pꝛoue hunielic, and holh that he u ould 
in all points perfozme my requelt, + that he would ſpeake 
no moe woꝛdes therein, tul ſuch time as all ſhould be vo⸗ 
rie manifcit and plaine . And J being verio deſirous io 
knows the truth thereof, not giuung ame credite vnto thoſe 
mightieſa&s which J heard to be tolde vf him, J cauſed an 
vnckle ot mine to come vnto me, who was vert expert in 
the art mag icke, and J deſired him that by his art he wold 
aduertiſe wherein and how J ſhould p2oue this knight 10 
be(as it was repozted) the beſt knight in ai the woꝛlde. 
Who after that he well peruſed his bores and ſtudics in

fo2 that ſhez was whole perſ waded of her ſecuritie theres 
hy, and alſo void of the feare that ſhe had of the arcat bens 
tie ot the faire Pꝛinceſſe Ly ndabrides, ( although time dyd 
ſerue that ſhe could haue had a much greater in effed.) Do 
the dinine ſeruice was ended, and cucrie one of them in 
ſuch oꝛder as they went forth, returned backs againe vnto 
the ropall Patllace, whereas they dined together, in the one 
part of the Pallace moꝛe then two thouſand knights, and 
in the other part in a faire great Zuadzan , which opened 
vpon a verie frech and odoꝛiterous arenc garden, whereas 
the Smp2ete dined, with all her Ladyes, Damlelles, and 
Sentlewomen, and in the meane time while they were af 
dinner, there was fo greate melodie and muſtcke , with 
Itraunge inuentions of nurth , and the greate abuindaunce 
that there was of all thinges fo their ferutce , that with 
great reaſon all the ſtraungers in generall did fate, that it 
was the moſt higheſt and ropalleſt Court that was in all 
the world, z the Emperoꝛ to be the moſt woꝛthieſt Prince, 
{o2 that in ample manner he did know how to honour all 
god and woꝛthie knightes. And fo ſee the Emperour and 
De intcs, with all other knights ſo gallauntlie apparayled 
with cloth of gold and ſilke, adoꝛned full of pꝛecious es 3 
and pcarts,! ith (heir faces and pꝛopoꝛtions of fo exquiſit 
beautie . And on the other parte ths Empꝛefle, with the : 
Þ2tnceile Lyndabrides,and the Pzincelſe Claridiana, with 
all their Damſeils and Sentlewomen, the knights beetng 
ſcrued with Squires and Pages ercebing gliauntlie aps 
paralied, and the Ladies were ſerued at their Table with 
very faire Gentlewomen and well apparailed, that ſurelic 
it ſcemed there was coinmpꝛehended all the bountie and 
beautie in the world. And there were many Uniahts at the 
bwꝛde that did foꝛget to eate, and were as halfe amazed o: 
aitomed in beholding the mightie and ſtraunge thinges 
that were done in that greate hall all the dinner time, 
which ſcemed önto them ta be the Eraungelt that euer 


they had ſeeing. 
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So being in this oꝛder all together as you haue beard, 
and dinner being done, and aul the Tables taten bp, they 
ſawe entering in at the do2e of the areat hal a Sentiewo⸗ 
man, who did verte much digreſſe from all thoſe that were 
in the Auadꝛan, as well in apparell,as in her perſon and 
diſpoſition, in luch ſoꝛt, that all which were there pꝛeient 
did beholde her, foꝛ that ſhe was verie fairs of face, aud lo 
high of her perlon, that Chee did lurmount all the knightes 
that were there foure fingers, ſhe came apparapled with a 
large roabe, which couered all her bodpe downe to her 
fete, and was wꝛought with ſo mante diterſitics of filke, 
full of pꝛecious ſtones and pearles from the toppe unto the 
lower part, and was made kalt befoze with golde and p2e- 
cious ſtones of great pꝛice, which didbe become her verye 
weil, the hapꝛe of her head was verpe peolow, and curicd, 
knit behinde her eares, in ſuch loꝛt, that beeing ſeparated in 
the middelt, they were b2ought ouer her ſhoulders, and 
hung oucr her bꝛeaſtes downe to her knees , and at the 
endes of the partition of her havze , ite hadde hanging 
two p2ectous ſtones, eyther of them as bigge as a reatona- 
ble apple, the which dyͤde augenient her beatilyo the 
moze. 

This Gentlewoman brought leading by the hande, a 
knight of a verte bigge bodie and members, and reſembled 
verte much the Pzince Beanchzel, Who was there peeſent, 
but that he was higher then he was by a fingers bꝛeacth, 
and was armed with armour that was verye well guhlt, 
that it ſeemed to be of verie fine golde, and was wiought 
by meruaplous cunning, and garniſhed lo full of p;ccyors;

Father did, fo2 that the pꝛelence of thole faire Ledies dyd 
cauſe Rolicteer to call vnto remembꝛaunce the great beau⸗ 
tte of the Pzincefle Oliuia, who was no leſle in degree then 
ante of them ſo that there could no iape noꝛ paſt une enter 
into his heart, that was ſufficient to take aware that great 
heauineſſe that ſo long time was rated in him, but rather 
the conuerlation of his parents and of thoic Pines and 
nights, did cauſe in him the moꝛe ſozrow, fo2 that he could 
not occupie himlelſe in thole derpe and pꝛoldumd thougßtes 
ag he was wont to doe, and was verie defirons to ünde 
ſome meanes, how with reaſon he might leaue that like 
which he then lead verte much againſt his will, and ſccke 
ſome other wate which was moze anrecavic vnto his vn 
foꝛtunate eſtate. In this dale the knight of the Sun, moꝛe 
by diuine inſpiration, then fo2 ante datie Vnto his parents, 
did recetue the holie Dacrament of Baptißme and did cons 
feſſe that all thoic Gods in the winch he did beleenc, to bee 
faiſe and liers, and did returne Vito the lawe and faith of 
TChuſt, with lo great wil and determined minde as though 
he had bene a long time bcioze inftrucged therein, foꝛ that 
he had alwates betoꝛe his cies, and could not be fullie ſalil⸗ 
{10 that it hould be god, that lawe in the which be had li⸗ 
179 hetherto, which was the occaſion that with the 11020 
ale he did attains to the perfection of the lawe of God , Xn 
which he continned his lpfe time, [ite a true and faithfull 
Huſtian. At the which the pꝛecious Pinceſſe Lyndabri- 
es did receiue (0 great (o2row and griefe, that ſhe ſæmed to 
P:0gngticate vato her ſelfe, that the Knight of the Sunne 
was not oꝛdained foꝛ her, neither fo2 to be Lo2d and raigne 
DUer the great Empire oi the Scythians. And to the contra⸗

made a great noyſe vpon the paued ſfreefes, which did not 
a lyttle augement the great ſeaſtes:amongeſt whom there 
dyd not lacke pꝛinces of great eſtimacion, and knightes of 
great kame. And foꝛ that they were ſnbiectes vnto the Em 
perdur Trebatio, they did as well ſhow them ſclues verig 
gallant and iopfull, in acknowledging of their new bein, 
ces. And all of them went and dyd kiffe their handes, who 
receiued them with great loue, embꝛaſing of them and ac⸗ 
knowledging ſome of them fo: verpe nad and faithful 
friendes, moꝛe then fo2 ſubiectes, but in eſpeciall, the god 
and valiant ]I2ince Rodafeo, pꝛince of the Rodes, and Ro- 
damarte, and other valiant Pꝛintes and knights, which the 
knight of the Sunne in the Juſt, dpd know them to be of 
great bountie, and woꝛthy to be eſtemed. So this dave the 
Emperour Trebatio dpd inuite to dyne with him, all pein— 
ces and knights of kame, as well ſtrangers as of his coun— 
trie, that were in the court. And with the great impoꝛtu— 
nance of him and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana of foꝛte ther mull 
remaine with them that dave the kaire Pꝛintes Lindabn 
des, Who with abetter god will, would haue remained in 
the place, where as ſhe had little lecuritie of hir loue, in the 
Princes Claridiana: and foz that as then it was not a time 
to take any armour, the Cmpcronr, peinces and knights; 
dyd aparel and adoꝛnat themſelues, with cloth of gold and 
ſilke, of great valoure, 4 was confoꝛmable vnto their high 
eftates . At which time the Peinces Claridiana, dpd not 
foꝛget the riche aparell the which hir damſells bꝛought fo: 
hir from Trapiſond , the which in contention of the zin 

ces Lindabrides, ſhe dyd put on, and was lo wel garnithed, 
that it might well be ſapd, that the ſtones and pcarles that 
was on it, to be worth halie ſome kingdome. 

So likewie the Empꝛelle, who was as bꝛaue and as 
gallant as the other two, tame foꝛth, and all thz& on ho2lc 
backe, they went fo heare diuine ſeruice, at a Moneſtaric 
that was without the Citie, in a fapze freſh and grerne 
feelde, with whome there went out ſo great a number ot 
kntahtcs (a2 to bears them companie, that the ſtrœtes of the 

great 
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areat Citie could not holde them, ſo that the moſt part of 
hem were tonſtrained to remaine in the feelde and pet the 
Cmperouc and the pꝛinces were not come fo2th of the pal⸗ 
late, But befoze him there came fo2th, all thoſe P2tnces, 
and knights of greateſt eſtimacion of Greece, fo nallantiy 
apparatled and furniſhed, that it dyd augement verp much 
his great citrate , 

So after them came the god Emperour, in the middeſt 
betwirt his two lonnes, al mounted vpon great and migh⸗ 
tic hoꝛſes, fo gallant and well pꝛopoꝛſioncd, that it might 
well be lapde, that in all the woꝛlde there were not th: 
knightes of ſo gallant a ſeniblance, as they were . And 
the contentment was fo great which all their louing lub⸗ 
tes did reteiue, that they dyd contemne one with an other 
to put them lelues in places where as beſt they might rc- 
create them ſelues in the ſeeing of them. Likewiſe, all the 
windowes of the Citie were full of damſells and gentil⸗ 
women, not alittle wondering at their range and bygge 
pꝛopoꝛcions, giuing great thankes and pꝛaiſe vnto Sed, 
fo: that in all this time he did pꝛeſerur, defende and kepe 
them, And by reaſon that the Emperour was in the in⸗ 
chauntment of Lindaraza in the pꝛine of his peres, they all 
th:& did ſo much reſemble the one the other, that they could 
cant be knowen the one from the other, but that his ſonnes 
were ſomewhat bigger of bodie then their father was. So 
after them came the faire © mpꝛeſſe Briana, vpen a Pople, 
bery richly garniſhed and v. rapped , And the king Sacn- 
doro dyd leade him by the b2ydcll , the Empꝛeſſe was lo 
gallant and fap2e,that in all the whole Empire of Greece 
could not be founde neither ladie no2 damſcll, that being 
put beefo2e hir, but that ſhe had great vauntage oticr them, 
ercept it were the ercellent beautie, the two faire ladies 
and y2tnces, who went the one on the ore fide and the other 
on the other of the Empꝛeſſe. One of them was mounted 
vpon a white Uiacozne , and the other vpon a white paws 
fery : and the two Pꝛinces Clauarindo and Prandazel,dyb 
lead them by their bzidells.

So they went all thꝛer into a verte faire and well car, 
niſhed Quadzan, whereas they did paſſe all the reſt of the 
night which remained with ſo great mirth and pleaſure, 
that it is better td be thought on then folde, although tie 
pꝛinceſſe Claridiana was in no ſuch ſecuritie as befoze, who 
at times did beholde her knight of the Sunne, and ſemen 
vnto her that there lacked noreaſon foꝛ to loue the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe Lvndabridaat there remained ante remnaunt of loug 
iu hun, after that he hadde ſeenc her, although on the other 
part, with great reaſon ſhe had her ſelfe in eſtimation, and 
was in alt things aſſured, if that ſhe had bene ſatiſfted, that 
by reaſon the knight of the Dunne wold gouernc himſelfe, 
pet the great feare of the pꝛinceſſe Claridiana was nothing 
in compariſon fo that which the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides 
felt, with her perilous grace and countenaunce.

Likewiſe in this time the knight of the Sunne was not 

ſo firme in the loue of the one, but manie times he was 
ouercome with p ſight of the other, neither had he bꝛonght 
himlelfe into luch bondage, but that he had liber tie fo! 
renue the lone loſt, and although his minde was brought 
into ſuch alteration and contenſious battaile, as hee neuer 
found himſelfe in the like, pet his bodie in fuch loꝛt did re- 
feaine the deſtre which his conetous eie had foz to brholoe, 
that he gaue vnto none of all thein that were there p2cleat, 
ante occaſton of ſuſpition of his gi iefe, neither vnto ante of 
the Damſells occaſton foꝛ to thinke aine thing but p feare 
of their beauties, and the great reaſon that either cf them 
had fo2 fo be beloued, which deſert ſurmounted in eyther of 
them,

Briana neuer ceaſed fo enquire and aſke of their pꝛecious 
ſonnes, what things had chanced vnfo them in aduentur to.

And koꝛ that you ſhall the better be⸗ 
eue that J doe ſay,beholde here the marke that J haue vp- 
pon my bodte,fo2 being bozne with the ſame, J was called 
by this name, of the Sunne, at which time as J was found 
at the ſea in a ſmall boate, bp Florion. And in ſaying theſe 
W02des,he did open his ſhirte at his bꝛeaſt, and did ſhows 
e igne of the Sunne, which was vpen his right fide; 

when Roſicleer had well vnderſtode, what the wozthy 
«night of the Dunne had ſapde, and knowing him by his 
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in the lines of the two woꝛthie knights of tho Sun and of 
Cupid, at that time were the loſt Jo ꝛinces fotunde againe, 
any theſe famous knights cleere of their perill, and know⸗ 
en to be ſonnes vnto their ropall fathers , fo2 that wyth 
moꝛe honour they might celebzafe the triumphs + feaits of 
their naturall P2inces . Bo after that this rigoꝛous and 
furious battaile was ended, about midnight the knight of 
the Dunne came vnto himſelfe and awaked out of his long 
and heauie place. And when he was well ſetled in his re⸗ 
membꝛance, he called to minde the palſed battatle, but ſes 
ing hünſelke naked and alone in that bed, with a Torch 
burning in the QZuadꝛan, he ſtraight wate ſulpeced what 
it ſhould be, and thought verilie that the knight of Cupid 
had got the victoꝛie, and he ouercome. Wherat he receincd 
ſo great ſo2row and griefe, that he thought it better to bier 
dead then to remaine with life, and was the occaſion that he 
fel againe in a ſound, and fo remained moꝛe the one houre, 
at which time he returned againe vnto himſclfe, with moz- 
tall anguiſh and inward grieke, he ſaid, 

Oh falle and deceiuable Gods how much haue pan bene 
by mc honoured and woꝛſhipped, now 7 doe belcue that 
pour ſc is falſe and euill, and all we which doe believe 
therzin, we doe erre and are out of the right waie. Yowe 
could pour diuine pꝛouidence ik you haue ante aboue men 
permit and ſuffer that he who in this woꝛlde was no leſle 
cſteemed then you in the heauens, to be by one chꝛiſt ian be⸗ 
foze ſo high and mightie Pꝛinces and knights bzoaght to 
be ouercome . Wiherefo:e hath it bene laid that pour high 
and dimne power was verie much extended vppon the 
night of The Sunne, and nowe by one enimie of pour 
lawe is come to bie deſtroped? Uherefoze dyd you put 

into him moꝛe higher eſtate and 2 then euer was 
in ante ther knight, and nowe lo ſone to come vnto re- 
pꝛoch and ame bh how conuenicnt it is that J die, o. 
elle to got whe reas J thall neuer moze be ſeene, rather 
then with fo arrat repzach to come bnto the Court of the 
21porour Tagbatio, 
Oh 
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Oh PainceTe Claridiana, wherefoꝛe would pon by the ri⸗ 
goꝛous fozce of pour arme that the Knight of the Chariot 
was knowen to be the knight of the Sunne, that nowe in 
ſo ſhoꝛt time the high renowme and fame of his great va⸗ 
lyauntnelle is loſt: Oh how much better it had bene fo; 
me to haue bene flaine,beeing the knight of the Chariot, 
then now beeing knowen ts be the knight of the Sunne, to 
be ouercomne and loſe the victo2te, fo2 that whatſoeuer had 
chaunced vnder this name of the Chariot,ſhoild not with 
ſo great reaſon haue recetued the repꝛoch. Dh how much 
better and moꝛe acceptable had if bene fo2 me, to haue ben 
ſome baſe and cowardlie knight and not by ſo high r migh⸗ 
tie deedes by me done, which cauſed in me ſo much pꝛide, 
fo2 to put my minde vpon the moſt higheſt Damſelles in 
ail the woztd. From thts date fozwards it doth not behoue 
me fo come in their p2eſence,but pꝛocure my death, oꝛ elſe 
fo goe whereas they ſhall heereakter neuer heare of my 
name. 

And in laying theſe woꝛds he recetued fo great courage, 
that he blaſphemed againſt his Gods, calling them falſe 
decetuers, making an oath to deſtroie all ſuch Jdolls and 
Lemples of theirs as were in that Countrie , And wpth 
great furic he aroſe out of his bedde , and went ſeeking of 
his armour round about the Chaniber , with determinas

that QAuadꝛan he could not finde his armour , fo that the 
mperour had cammaunded them to be laide vp and kept, 
by the light of a Toꝛch that was in another Nuad2an, hee 
went thether to loke loꝛ his ar mour, but at ſuch time as 
bc would haue entered in thereat, he heard a Knight which

10 he had ſo great lone vnto both thoſe knighres, that her 
* 5 jue giuen halfe his eſtate to haue ſ&ne thein out 
of that great perill. So after the Phiſations and Surgions 
had well peruſed them, they founde that the greateſt eil! 
which they had, was werineſſe of their bodies, and all their 
bones and fleſh b2uſed, by the mightie fozce of their terri- 
ble blowes. 29 they miniſtred vnto them ver ie \ wet and 
comfoꝛtable ointments, and al that was necefſary koꝛ them 
as 3 moſt conuentent, and commaunded that cuerie man 
Hould depart from thence and let them alone, that they 
might ſleepe and take their relt, with onelie two Pages, 
Which wer in another chamber there by with great ſilence, 
that whe ſo euer theſe knights ſhuld come vnto themſelues 
thep ſhould call the Phiſttions 4 Hurgions . In this tine 
ther was not a knight iny citieof Conſtantinople, neither 
in that great place, noꝛ in their Tents in tho field, as well 
ſtraungers and Countrie men, that did occupie themſelues 
in anie other communication, but in the wonderful and ti⸗ 
merous battaile of theſe two knights, and of their mightie 
blowes, perticularlie cuerie thing as it was, and ſaid, that 
there was neuer leene in all the world ſuch like contenti⸗ 
on betwirt two knights, with fo great ſtrength, foꝛce, and 
perill, neither was ante Damſell oz Gentlewoman that 
ſawe the perill of theſe two knightes, but did verie much 
lament the ſame, and ſapd, that if theſe two knightes dpd 
die, that the flower of all knighthode in the world was ſi⸗ 
niſhed and ended.

be daine befoze he doe acknowledge thy great power, and 
tarne vnto thy lawes,that his ſoule be not condempned te 
L11No2toll patne . So the ſwift courſe of their furious ho?- 
[cs ioyned their encounters, and the two wathſul knights 
railing themſelues vpon their ſtirrope, pꝛetending to make 
an end of their long 4 doubtfull battaile, with p ertremi⸗ 
tie of all their loꝛce and Ircnath , they ſtroke one another 
with lo great wꝛath vpon their fine helmes, that although 
the fine edges of their migitic cutting | wo2des could not 
enter noꝛ cut their inchaunted armour : yet theſe valyant 
knights were {9 ouerlaide with the great might and pow- 
er of their blowes, that the knight of Cupid was conſtrays 
ned to decline himſelfe on the one ſide , and therewith he 
fell downe to the ground, whereas he laie,and moued ney⸗ 
ther hand noꝛ fote, but was as one that were dead, and the 
inuinſible knight of the Sun by the-fo: ce of the blow was 
cleane voide of ante vnderſtanding, + had likewiſe fallen 
to the ground if Foꝛtune had nat faudured him, that he fell 
ſoꝛwards vpon the ſaddle bowe, that his head touched the 
hoꝛle necke, and his armes hung downe on both ſides, and 
voided great abundance ok bloud out of his mouth r eies, 
in (ach ſoꝛt, that they thought him likewiſe ta be as dead 
as the knight of Cupid, and his hoꝛſe being toꝛmented with

that amoꝛous thought which lone cauſed within her. lh 


with no leſſe ſo2rowe and griefe when he ſaw the knights 
in this extremitie, and as though her had knowen them to 
be his ſonnes, he with-32ewe himſelfe from the windows, 
t deſcended downe into the great place, accompanted with 
many knightes, he went whereas thele knightes were, 
and found that they were compalled about with their per⸗ 
fect friendes, the two P2tinces and the king Sacr1doro, who 
lamented with great abundance of teares, and cauſed their

Do theſe valiant knighfes ſaying theſe 4 other woꝛdes 
vnto themlelues , did ſo much animate their couragious 
ſtomackes, that eight houres were paſt fince the beginning 
of their rigoꝛous battaile, and at that time their wonder⸗ 
full blowes ſeemed to be with moꝛe fozce and ſtrength, and 
their hoꝛſes with their great and continuall labour warcz 
Wearie, but theie two valiant knights at that time leemed 
to fight with new foꝛce and ſtrength, and neuer ceaſed Uri⸗ 
king one another ſuch terrible blowes, that the ſtanders by

But pet he had not co⸗ 
cluded fo giue a compaſle round about with his hoꝛſe, in 
ſigne of victozte, when the god knight of Cupid was whol- 
ly come againe to him ſeife, and was ſetled in his ſaddle, 
t recouering his ſwoꝛd which he had loft by the ſtrength 
of that blow, with great furie he purred his great and fu⸗ 
rious hoꝛſe, and went towards the knight of the Zunne, ;

But by reaſon that they were ſo ſtrong, 
his [worde made no moe ſigue on him, then if he habde 
ſtroke vpon an anficld of ſterle. Pet fo2 all that y linght of 
the Sunne was fo charged with that blow , that if he had 
not embꝛaſed him ſelfe about his hoꝛſe necke, he had fallen 
downe vnto the ground. 

Oh how greate was the wzathe which the knight of 
the Sunne recetued , in ſceinge him ſeife b2ought into lo 
great ertremitie, bekoꝛe the ropall and beautikull P2inccs 
Claridiana, and the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides. It cauſe? 
the furte of his moꝛztall blowes to double , and to be an⸗ 
grie with him ſelke, fo; that one alone knight ſchould (0 
long endure againſt him. 

But what dpd all his wꝛath and furte pꝛofit him, fo? 
that he hadde to doe with that ſtronge and wozthie Ro- 
licleer, the very ſame who nerte vnto him, was the bell 
unight in all the wozlde. And the ſame, that 17 all the 
knightes in that place ſhould moue attompt againſt him, 
his Vattaunt and couragious hearte ſhould not kaple hun 
one toffe , And ſwing him ſolfe bekoze che Emperoutr 
his Father, and the Cmp2efle his Pother , tf he got not 
the victozic of that battaile, it would vtterly diſcourage 
him to come anie moze into their courte and agen 
Which 
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which cauſed him to execute theſe rigoꝛous bloſucs wth fo 
great foꝛte, that it made the knight of the Sanne to woins 
der at his great ſtrength. At this time the one was knows 
en ſo well to the other, that the end of their battel! was vo⸗ 
rie doubtfull, foꝛ that the greateſt part of the day was pail, 
wherein the valiant and woꝛthie knights had combatted, 
and leſſe vauntage to be iudged betwirt them then at th 

the beginning. At which the Emperour and the J21ncelle, 
and all the reſt of the knights and Ladies that were in the 
pallace, verie much meruailed, and (aid that the knight of 
the Sunne had met with his match. Likewiſe the valiant 
king Sacudoro fo that he knew the great foꝛce 4 trength 
of the knight of Cupid,was greatlie amazed that p knight 
of the Sunne ſhould ſo long endure with him, and ſald vn- 
to himſelfe: Surelie not without great reaſon the highe 
bountte of the knight of the Chariot is erfolled, that hee a⸗ 
lane doth maintaine himſelfe agaiuſt him, that the ſavage 
people of the inchaunted fountaine coulde not endure one 
halle houre,and againſt him that the flerce Tyger z mon? 
ſtrous Gyant, which were keepers of the Peince Luſindo, 
could not make ame reſiſtante. And in laying theie words 
he deſtred God of his godneſſe to graunt the vido!te vnte 
his perfect friend, foꝛ that befoze the Emperour Trebatio 7 
Empꝛeſſe Briana, his father and mother, he might not be 
digraced, which would be the occation that he ſhoulde 
neuer come moꝛe beſo;e then. In this time the blowes of 
thele two valtant knights were ſo rigozous,that all thole 
Which did brholde them were greatlie amazed, and two 
miles about that place was the noiſe of their blowes heard 
as though it had ben thunder, putting the hearers in great 
leare, and the lokers on wared werie, but they ſeemed with 
new fozce to begin the battaile again. So in this ſoꝛt theſe 
valyaunt knights did perſcuer in their rigoꝛous battaile, 
without any ceaſing, but ſtil erecuting their terrible blows 
the one vpon the other, till moꝛe then fire houres were 
bat fince the beginning of their combat, and it ſermed 
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that the Sunne would ſeparate the battaile, fo; that ſher 
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knight of the Sun my bother. And in ſaying theſe words, 
the valiant knight of Cupid, ſtroke his furious hoꝛſe with 
the ſpurres, and returned vpon the knight of the Sunne, 
and with ſo couragtons foꝛce, he ſtroke ſo terrible a bloly, 
with both his hands, vpon his riche z pꝛecious helme, that 
the found thereof was heard thꝛough all the Citie of Con 
ſtantinople, and was charged ſo much therewith , that he 
thought verely that his eyes and all the tethe in his hean 
were bꝛoken, by the great abundance of bloud that iſſued 
out from the laſing of his helme. And his hoꝛſe Cornerino, 
dyd founder vnder him, with the great foꝛce and wayght of 
the lame blow, and ſo remained a pꝛetie while, and coulde 
not arpſe, till ſuch tyme as the knight of the Sunne with 
great furie did quicken him with his ſpurres: and lapde 
within him ſelfe , that with great reaſon the knight of Cu 
pid was ſo pꝛapſed in the Court, fo2 that there was neuer 
knight noz Spant, that euer dvd bꝛing him into that er- 
tremitie. Do there againe theſe valiant warrioꝛs dyd re- 
turne vnto their battaile , with ſo furious bꝛauenelle, that 
ail thoſe which dyd behold them, were greatly amazed, mu⸗ 
ling how that two humaine bodies could endure fo longe, 
and [uffzr fo great toꝛment. And with great reaſon they 
lapde, that thoſe two knights was the flower of all the 

knights i the wo2lde , 
The Empeoꝛr TI rebatio being very much amazed fo ſ& 
the knight of the Sunne in that extremitie, he lapde vnto 
the Pꝛinces Claridiana, Oh who had ſcene the high 4 migh- 
tie knightyod that was done by the knight of the Sunne 
in the Jland of Lindaraza,vpon the monſtrous gpants and 
wyive beaſtes, and the great pꝛowes done againſt ſo many 
wozthy ünightes, as well inthis courte, as in other places, 
that ſremed to he done by ſome diuine pꝛouidence, rather 
then by aud humain knight. And now to ſ& him in ſo great 
danger to be cuercome by one alone knight, lurelp it is 4 
ſtrange thing, and to be wend2ed at. Ok a truth ſaide the 
llc biintes, they which haue not ſeene, cannot wel beleue 
it, but yet it ſcemeth vnto mer that the knight of a 
00119 
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ſhould be ſtich a knight, that where he is knomcn he is had 
in the lyke reputacion, as the knight of the Sunne is with 
ou. 
N In this tyme the valiant knightes neuer ſeaſed, nev- 
ther wer they Wearie, although moꝛe then two houres they 
combatted together, but ſermed rather with moꝛe force and 
furie, then at the beginning, they dyd perſeuer in the ſtrong 
battaile, ſtriking the one the other with ſo great furte, that 
many times there heaup blowes dyd aſtony them, as well 
the one as the other, and bꝛought them both vnto the poynt 
to be auer come. Which was the occaſion that their ſtoute 
courages dyd gather moꝛe ſtrength, and their ſtrong armes 
the moꝛe foꝛce: and made either of them to thinke, that it 
were better to be ſlapne, then to be onercome,befoze them, 
whome they dpd combatte, which was the cecaſion, that 
their battaile was of a great deale moꝛe force then at the 
beginning. And again, ik their hoꝛſes had not bene the beſt 
in all the woꝛld, they could not haue carryed them, neither 
haue ſuffered the great trauaile, which their maiſters put 
them vnto, with entring in, and retp2ing backe, with the 
ſtrong and heauic blowes which they reccued, and the light 
leapes and ſyꝛinges which they gaue, ſoꝛced by their ſharpe 
ſhurres was ſufficient to haue werped them: but by reaten 
that their hoꝛſes were ſo ga d, and their armour ſo ſuer, all 
che ſtate ol the battaile remained in the fo:ce and frengath 
of the knights. And by reaſon, that either of thein was ſuk⸗ 
ficientlie furniſhed ther with, was the occaſion that the bat⸗ 
taple went in ſuch ſoꝛte, that betwirt them there was not 
knowen any vauntage. 

And as the knight ol the Sunne at that tyme did behold 
the faire Pꝛinces Lyndabiides, and ſaw hir to be io ſadde 
and [oft all hir colour, he ſuſpected the occaſton fo be in the 
perill of the battaile. UWitth a new furte,and double fozce, 
he ſtroke ſo mightie a blowe at the knight of Cupid,that 
he thought verely with that alone blow, to haue finiſhes 5 
battgile, ſoꝛ that his armes dyd hang laſh down, # his head 
vpon his hoꝛle neck z he without remembzance, in ſuch loꝛt 
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their light hozſes were together, and they ſtroke both toxe- 

ther the one at the other luch bis wes, that warding it with 

their chields, they were both of then c{ouen a ſunder in the 

middelt, and their (was veſcended Vppon their healmes 

With lo great foꝛce and ſcrength, that both of the decline 

their heads, as though they had done reuerente the one bn 

to the other, like bꝛethꝛen as they were. And when they 

{awe that in their ſheelds ther was no defence, the reſt that 

remained of them they thꝛew off their armes to p ground, 

and with their [woꝛds in both their hands, thep began to 

ſtrike one another, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it ſeemed they cuold not 

endure one quarter of an houre, but that thsſg valiaunt 

knights ſhuld be cut all to peeces in this perillous battaile, 

koꝛ that their ſtrong blowes wer karre out of meaſure, and 

although their armour, fo2 that they wer the belt in all the 

world, it did defend them that they could not be wounded, 

vet foꝛ all that the great foꝛce and waight of their mightie 

blowes did all to bzuſe their fleth and bones, but pet thele 

woꝛthie knights did not faint ame thing at all, buf rathct 

their furie and foꝛce did the moꝛe increaſe, and were fo kur 

ous in this their wonderfull battaile, and their blowes (c 

thicke, that ſcarcelie they could be percetued but the knigh! 

of the Sunne ſtroke the knight of Cupid ſuch a blow vpon 

his rich and ſtrong helme, v he made the fire to fly out ther, 

at. in great abundance , the which toke awaie the ſight of 

his eyes, and did depꝛiue him ſomewhat of his feeling. And 

as the knight af the Sunne woulde haue doubled another 

blowe vpon him, the knight of Cupid was Wholie come a- 

gaine to himſelfe, and befoꝛe he could diſcharge the lame, he 

made his light hoꝛſe to leape on the one ſide, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 

that his blows was ſtroken in vaine, with lo greate foꝛce 

and ſtrength, that he had fallen downe to the ground after 
his l woꝛd, it he had not ſuſtained himſelfe by the pommel 
of his ſaddle, but this blowe was not ſa ſwne diſcharged, 
when the knight of Cupid entered in with his hozſe , and 

with both his hands he ſtroke the knight of the Sunne lo 
{rong a blawe vpon his healme, that he depꝛiued him — 
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«ther of his ſerling, and made him fo loſe his (ffrrups, 4 
the beydle of his hoꝛſe And the furious hozſe boing toꝛmen⸗ 
ted with that mightie bis w, did ſomewhat apart him ſelle 
from the place, woher as they made their baftaile.Zhe Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio, and the Pꝛinces Claridiana, was greatly 
amazed, when thep ſaw the knight of the Sunne, brought 
into that eſtate. Like wiſe the pꝛecious princes Linqabrides 
ont of hir trpumphaut Chariot, with great ſozow & ariefe, 
did heholde the ſame . But all this did not indure long, ſoꝛ 
that the knight of Cupid ſoꝛ all the haſt that he made could 
not come to double vpon him, ſo lone as the valiant knight 
of the Dunne, was come againe vnto him ſelfe , and reco- 
ered his bꝛidle and ſtirrups. And fal of moztall courage, 
being in the pꝛeſence of his Ladies, and by one all onelp 
night to be ſo ill intreated, he liſt vp his ſtrong armes, 
with his lwoꝛd in both his handes, and ſpurred fe2wards 
his lurious hoꝛſe, with fo great wꝛath, that all them that 
did behold him, were greatlp amazed: and comming vnto 
the knight of Capide he ſtroke him ſuch a right down blow 
with ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength , that he made him to de- 
cine and ſtope with his head downe to the hozfe neck, and 
the bloud ranne out at his cares and noſe, and out cf ail fe⸗ 
ling; he reſted with his bꝛeſt on his ſaddle bowe. Andhis 
hoꝛſe carried him from the one place to the other in luch ſoꝛt 
that it med that he had in him no lyfe , lili ſuch tune as 
within a lyttle ſpace he tame againe vnto him ſelft:and le⸗ 
ug him ſelke in that ſoꝛt Bled, with great griele he began 
{0 ſap: Oh ſoneraine God, who hath bene mp apder and 
ſuccourer, in all battailes paſt, which J haue ſuſtained and 
won the vickoꝛie of bꝛaue and furious Spants, and valtant 
knights, now J doe molt hartely defirc tha, at this pꝛelent 
tu be fauourable vnto mee, foꝛ { doe acknowledge and con- 
feſſe, that with out thy help, J all not be able to make my 
defence againſt this couragious knight: foꝛ that he is the 
ſrongeſt that in all my life J haue pꝛoued. And do not con⸗ 
(ent my God, that 3 be ouer come, befoꝛe my parentes, and 
vefoze J dor giue my ſelfe to be knowen, except it be by the 
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enterpꝛiſe. The knight of the Sunne who receiued greate 
delyght, did anſ were him and laid: ir knight, J do ative 
you great thanks foꝛ the curteſie vſed, 1 the ſelſe ſame gon 
will J haue alwaies to be at pour commandrement, fo: that 
the great fame which is ſpꝛead abꝛoad in this Countrie of 
vour high and mightie knighthode docth conſtraine anie 
god knight to haue you in pꝛiſe and eſtimation. And in y 
you doe ſaie of my demaund, J woulde mp Gops wert (q 
pleaſed, that my bountie were confo:mable # aareable un 
to the iuſtice and right which J haue of my parte, and if 7 
were (ure fhereof,then would 7 againſt all the knights in 
the world defend the contrarie, notwithſtanding if pou do 
thinke that both in the one and in the other there is lacke of 
my part, come let vs go and make the pꝛofe thereof, fo2 that 
firſt J will lofe my life bekoꝛe J will leaue to doe all that 
in me lieth. When the knight of Cupid heard this, without 
making ante moꝛe anſ were he turned about his hoꝛſe, and 
the knight of the Sunne did the like, and oither of them did 
put themiclues at the liſt, and the knight of the Sun laide 
vato himſelfe: Dh high + ſoueraigne gods, with a denout 4 
humble heart J requeſt your aide and helpe fo ſuccour mw 
in this batfaile,fo2 that I ſhal haue to doe with fo famous 
and woꝛthie a knight. And ik it be ſo that you be fauoura- 
ble vnto me, although all the knightes in this greate place 
do helpe him, pet ſhal J not ſeare them. But when 5 knight 
of Cupid did fee himſelfe beloꝛe the Emperour Trebatio his 
Father, and the Empꝛelle his mother, he did not let to ſate: 
Oh high and mightie Sod, the creatoꝛ of all things, here { 
doe deſire thy diuine maieſtie, who hetherto in all the bat⸗ 
tailes whiche J haue made, haſte giuen me the vicozye, 
let me not now J pꝛap thee be foꝛgotten no2 denied of pour 
aide and helpe,foz that in anie et them paſt the death ſhuld 
neuer haue greeued me if J had ben onercome. What hap⸗ 
pened betwixt them you (halt vnderffand in this Chapter 
following. 
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Of the wonderfull and cruell battaile made bet it 
the knight of the Sunne and the Knight of Cupid, 
and of the perillous end and ſucceſſe — 
Chapter, 3 Os 
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ere was great attention and ſilence in 
2 9 ty the great place, and at the windowes of the 
1 mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, abiding 
., 785 to ſee the perillous and daungerous con- 
tention that ſhould be betwirt the knight 
2 =] of the Sun and the light of Cupid, Then 
the tw2 wo2thie 4 valianteſt knightes in the world ſtroke 
their furious hoꝛſes with their ſpurres, and made them to 
runne with fo great | wiftnefſe , that the grounde ſeeined 
to tremble vnder them and it put great admiration in all 
thoſe that did behold their furious ieſtures, and the fierce 
end ok their rigoꝛous encounters, but elpectallie the Pꝛin⸗ 
celle Eyndabrides, who loſt that roſeall couldur of her faire 
face, in ſuch ſo2t,that ſhe had no courage to behold the run- 
ning of their | wift courſe , Theſe furious knightes made 
o great haſt in their long courſe, that when it was thought 
they had not begunne, theſe valiaunt knightes with theyz 
great and bigge ſpeares did execute theyꝛ encounters with 
ſo great ſtrength of their armes and puiſſant foꝛce of their 
bodies, that their binge and long Speares being bzoken in 
peces, the ſheruers thereof flew into the aire, ſhewing the 
mightinelle of theſe two knightes, with ls great noiſe and 
rumbling, as commonlie the hard ſhingle doth by the ca 
coaT, bteing thꝛowen vp by the foꝛce and ſtrength of the 
ſtoꝛmie Sea: And theſe two wozthie knights with no icfie 
furie then a thunder-bolt,paſſcd by one another, without 
ame mention of griefe recetued by that ſteong and rigo⸗ 
rous encounter. Their furious hozſes had ſcarce made an 
end of their long courle, when that with ſtrange lightrelle 
they turned their hoꝛſes about almoſt as ſwift as the aire, 
22a wing out their ſine cutting ( wozdes, and with a triſe 
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And, from that place hecaſt his eyeg-bpon the royall Jin 
ceſſe Clatnliana, wha was next vnto the Emperſſe:. But 
When be lawe her ſtraunge and ſolrtragne brautie, the 
waund which the night paſt was cared and made whole, 
with the pꝛeſence and conuerſation ol the Pꝛintes Lynda. 
bridles, did now returne and peu againe in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it 
was requiſitets pzocurs other moꝛe difficult and ſtronger 
remedies foꝛ to cure the fame, The faire and gailant $217 
ceile Lyndabrides did greatlie feare the ſame, fo2 when ſhe 
ſawe that faice Bzincefſs Clariclana, and did well confider 
the great foꝛce ofher beautic and grace, the cauſe did wo: 
in her effec, in ſuch ſaꝛt, that ſhe could not receiue ante con- 
tentment in her lad and heauie heart. So that after it Vas 
not long when there came koꝛth againſt the knight or the 
Sunne many knights and iuſted with him, but in (elſe the 
one houre hs had bꝛought vnto the ground moꝛe then ten 
tie knights, or luch as held themſelues molt valianteſt and 
of greatelt pꝛiſe. And beeing about none tide, on the one 
c of that great place, they ſaw entering in two knights, 
the which one of them was that wozthie Knight of Cu- 
pid, and the other was the gad king Sacridoro , his loyall 
and great friend. And fo; that he was knowen by his de⸗ 
uice, and his great fame was ſpꝛead abꝛoad in all the Ems 
pire of Greece, there aroſe a great rumoꝛ amongeſt all the 
people, in ſaying that the ſame was the famous knight of 
Cupid, who flew the great Gyant Mandroco,and how that 
the knight of the Chariot had found now his equall , And 
all in generall had greate deſire to ſ them pꝛoue they 
ſtraunge and mightie fo2ces, the one againft the other. And 
the mightie Emperour when be vnderitod that it was ths 
knight of Capid,he was ver ie gladdeand reioyced much at 
his commingzfoz that he was verie deſirous to knowe him, 
and to giue him all the honour that ſuch a knight doth de⸗ 
ferne . And turning vnto the Gaeelfe Claridiana, he ſapd. 
Pou ſhall vnderſtand(faire Ladie) that all the people tha! 
are in this great place are altered, at the comming of that 
knight which bzingeth the deuile of Cupid , foz * 
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one of the beſt and moſt famous knightes that hach come 
into this Countrie,and all in generall hath great deſire to 
ſx him pꝛoue himlelfe with p woꝛthie knight of the Dun 
Then the Pzincefſe Claridiana did verie much behold the 
knight of Cupid, and ſawe that he was verie bigge and 
well made, x that in all points he did reſemble very much 
the knight of the @unne,ſhe ſaid that they had great reaſon 
fo giue him the name and fame, as the Cmperour had ſaid, 
at that time as he knight of Cupid and the king Sacrido- 
o did enter into that great place, thep did not knowe that 
the knight of the Chariot was knowen to be the knight of 
the Sunne, foꝛ that they came then from their iourney, and 
had frauatled that date ſeauen miles, and the knight of Cu- 
pid hadde great defire to pꝛoue himſelfe with the knight of 
the Chariot, as well fo2 that he could not ſtiffer that anve 
knight ſhould make defence, and fate that there was a fai⸗ 
rer Gentlewoꝛnan then his miſtres, the Pꝛinceſſe Olwa, 
and firſt befoꝛe he would conſent there vnto, it ſhould coſt 
him hit life. And with this determination he palled foꝛ⸗ 
wards moꝛe into the place, and all people that did beholde 
him receiued great confenfment. And when he came vnto 
the * of the Chariot, he ſaluted him verie curteouſite, 
and lad. 

Moꝛthie knight, J had rather ſerue vou, then giue your 
ante otcaſton of anger with battaile, fo2 that pour greate 
vountie is ſo notoꝛious and manifeft vnto all people, pet 
notwithſtanding pour demaund is of ſo great impoꝛtance,. 
that there is no knight whatſoever hs be, that doth knowe 
what loue is, can either ſuffer noꝛ conſent vnto the ſame, 
till ſuch time as he doth pꝛous his aduenture with you, foꝛ 
although the P2incelſe Lyndabrides be verte faire and beu⸗ 
tifull,yet there be damſells and Gentlewomen in ß woeld 
that doth acconnt themſelues as faire and as beautiful as 
lhe, And J my felfe doe ſerue one, that as J haue iuſtice on 
her part foz to defend her beautie, J haue fo great ſeturitie 
of bountie and fo:ce foz ta combat with you bpon this de⸗ 
maund, J woulde not thinis much to take from you this 
enter⸗ 
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werk 4 Mnoꝛ ou converſation that ſhe had loith hůn was

pie. At that time it was paſt midnittht-; and the Pzin- 
ne ſaid vnto the knight of the Sunne that he ſhould gos 
to bed, and ſo he toke his lean of her; and returned bnto Dis 
friends, ⁊ there they lodged all forire together in one 
ber, in fuurt beds, whereas they 'flopt the reit ol che drt 
which remained; till the nert date, in which ſotcteded att? 
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| ver ie manie valiaunt + gliſtering knights, .

that night to hr a thouſand ve ares, hor defite was fo great : 
[0482 himngaime : Dau nfter that this gtürte night Fader 
aduaunced himſelle an harſe backe a while, with a quy⸗ 
et pace he went and pat himſelte at the Tiff, abidinge 
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anntTwwered, that by no meanes be could doe fo the confra- 
rie, but keepe companie with the P2inceſſe Lindabrides, till 
fuch time as was accompliſhed the two moneths that her 
could defend her beantie, and at ſuch time as he ſhoulde 
take his [eaueof them he was in a great confuſion of him» 
ſelfe, not knowing which waie oz howe he might retourne 
vnto his demaunde l without offence vato his miſtres the 
Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana, whom he loued with all his hart, ant 
being in her pꝛeſente, there remained in him no memoꝛie 
of the pꝛinteſſe Lyndabrides, Beetng in this confuſion with⸗ 
in himſelfe, not knowing what to doe, the rovall Pztncefſe 
Claridiana, who was not a little iopfull to ſee him in her 
pꝛelente, ſpake vnto him and ſapd: It ſhall be vere requi⸗ 
ſite( woꝛthie knight) that you doe retourne vnto your de⸗ 
maund, foꝛ accoꝛding vnto the iuſtice that vou haue of the 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, J doe thinke it ended. Then the 
knight of the Bunne who was not a little iopfull when he 
heard thoſe wo2des, aunſ wered, laping: Soueraigne Los 
die, my demaund is bꝛought to a concluſion , fo2 that pou 
haue made an end thereof, getting the vicoꝛie of mee by the 
ſtrength of pour rigozous arme, in making me to acknow⸗ 
ledge the contrarie, in beholding pour excellent beautie. 
Then the Pꝛinces ſapd, not foꝛ that J haue any vantage of 
5Fou in pzowelle, foꝛ that vnto all people it is knowen to 
the tontrar ie, and loke how farre you doe erceeve me in chi⸗ 
ualrie, ſo farre doth the faire Pꝛintes exciede me in beanty, 
neither haue J done ante thing which ſhould be the orcaſi⸗ 
on to diſturbe pou, that you goe not foꝛwardes wyth pour 
demaund. This will not J doe, except you will commaund 
me, ſapd the knight of the Sunne, And as he ſtode in con⸗ 
tention, not foz to goe without her liſence, the Pzinces Cla- 
ricdliana did take great pleaſure therein, although to the con · 
trarie ſhe was ſo high minded, that although the wozthis 
knight of the Sunne doth defend the bentre and gentle dif# 
poſttion of the Pzinces Lyndabrides , pet He receiued no 
griefe foxtheſame, becauſe the knew verie well, and vnfo 
ul other it was manifeft; the grrate aduauntage that — 
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had of her , and whatſocuer affection the wozthie-knight 
of the Dun did beare vnto her, was nat ſufficient to make 
her acknowledge the (ame. And this was the otcaſion that 
ſhe had ſogreat truſt in the knight of the @unne.; And af- 
ter ward it fell lo out, that this confidence did bzing her al⸗ 
| molt to the point of death, and ſhe ſaid vnto him: Aaliaunt 
And wozthie knight, 3 ſhall rece iue great courteſte in that 
' you doe accompliſh that which J haue deſired vou, and if it 
be but onelie to reiopce my ſelfe in your high and mightie 
anighthode ſo that you (hall doc me greate_pleaſure to re⸗ 
turne vnto your accuſtomed demaund hrrewith Þ knight 
of the Sunne did take his leaue of ber, and of the Empe⸗ 
cour and Einppelle, and mounting vpon his hozſe, he went 
oat of the Wallace with great deſire to ſpeake with the two 
Pꝛinces Brandizel and Claueryndo, who were with Flori. 
naldus abiding his comming. Do when he came into the 
place, he went Craight vnto them and lead them into a ſe⸗ 
ccet chamber within the Chariot, whereawthep made them 
ſelues knowen the one vnto the other, where they embzaced 
the one the other with great delight, as thoſe which loned 
together like vnto per let friends And with the grrate des 
fice they had ta ſe one another, they remained a great while 
embꝛating befoze anie ot them could ſpcake, but after that 
they were ſomewhat quieted, the two Pzintes Brandizel 
and Claueryndo did gius the knight of the Sunne to vn⸗ 
derſtand of all that euer they had paſſed, after ſuch time as 
they were leparated at the ſea. And the knight of the Sun 
bid declare the like vnto them. Wherin they paſſed an that 
daie till night dꝛew on, at ſuch tune as the knight ofß Sun 
woulde gos and ſpeake with the Ppincelſe . And lo he 
toke his leaue of them in ſaying that he bioulde reforirne 
againe fraight wales. The two Poinces and Florinaldus 
did remaine lodged in the one part or the Charpat, whereas 
they were pꝛouided faz of all things neceulutie fa them 
The knight of the Dunne vo went to ſpeake with the 
Pꝛinceſſe, found her in her chamber fitting in à Chapꝛe, 
Where ſhe ſlept, and leaning her hemd vpon her hand. Ther 
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doe ſeruite vnto God, ſoꝛ to grafifie this great curteſie, yp 
Loꝛd anſ wered the Pꝛinces, the great valonr of your pers 
ſon, and the mightineſſe of this your Court doeth deferne, 
that all the reſt of the P2inces in the wo2ld ſhould come to 
ſerue you: and J foꝛ my part do accoutmy ſelf happp/to find 
my ſelfe heere, wheras is iopned together all the wozthines 
ofthe whole woꝛld. So after that theſe. and manie other 
woꝛds had paſſed bet wirt the, they all thz& together went 
—— the great pallace, x when they came thether, the 

zelle Briana was aduert iſed, how that the knight of the 
Dunne and the Pꝛinceſle Claridiana were there, who with 
great iop and pleaſure went foꝛth to merte them, whereas 
the Empꝛeſſe did einbꝛace the Pꝛinceſſe with great loue,; 
there paſſed betwirt the woꝛds of great curteüe. Likewiſe 
the Empꝛeſſe intertained the knight of the Sunne, and as 
he kneled downe beloꝛe her foꝛ to kiſſe her hands, the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe did take him by the hand, and made him to ariſe vp, 
and as in his ſemblaunce he did reſeinble verie much her 
ſonne Kohclcer,as well in his face, as in the pꝛopoꝛt ion and 
diſpoſition of his perſon, the teares iſſued from her eies, ſoꝛ 
that it gaue her occaſion to remember her loſt ſonnes, ⁊ gi⸗ 
ung a great ſigh, he ſaid within her letke: Oh that if God 
were lo pleaſed to vſe fo great curtefie vnto me, as that this 
knight were one of my ſonnes And with her tender heart 
duercome with lozrow, ſhe laid: Gentle knight, J unde my 
ſelle verie much aricued, becauſe you haue bene ſo manie 
dates here in this court, that neither the Emperour my 
loꝛd noꝛ I haue knowen you, ſoꝛ that manie dates we haue 
married r loked foꝛ you, as fo2 ene vnto whom we arc molt 
bound vnto in this world. This my fault, ſaid the knight 
of the ſonne, your highneſle pleaſure maye be, to impate it 
vnto the P2incefle Lyndabrides; who hath bene the occaſion 
thereof, v2 that in nothing 4couldtake greater delight,the- 
to come and ſerue my Loꝛd the Emperour, and pour'highs 
neſſe. CAith thele and ſuch libe wozds they entered into the 
great pallace, and conumiug into à great and faite hall, ige 
dn late en, che ane fide wih the; Pꝛinteit 
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Claridiarta,gndthe Emperour with 55 knight dr the Sun 
late do wie on the other fide'of the hall, whereas the one did 
declare vnto the other the whole diſcourſe of all that hap⸗ 
pened vnto them after ſuch time as they parted a ſunder in 
the kingdome of Hungaria;t either ol them recetued greate 
pleaſure; to heare one another. In this time the faire pꝛin⸗ 
cells Lyndabudes, who was in her triumphant Chariot, had 
no ſecuritie, neither recctued anie tontentment, foꝛ hauing 
ene the ſoueraigne beautie and great maieſtie of that roy- 
all peinceſſe Claridiana, which ſeemed vat her to ſurmount 
and palle ante humane iudgement oꝛ vnderſtanding, ſhe 
wared verie heauie of hart and ſoꝛrowfull, which cauſed to 
ingender in her many icalons thoughtes, and complained 
againſt her Gods and nature, foꝛ that they created ſo grrat 
beautie and maieltic in that Damlel, and began ſomwhat 
to ſuſpea tho neh amoꝛaus paſſions of her knight. So bees 
ing dee i heauie, and no leſle meruailing at all that 
Which hd Happen d, ſoe arole vp from the chaire whereas 
alen went into her chamber, and thꝛew her letfe vp 
ponher bed, When gas the laie wæping a great ſpace and the 
longer che ght or the Sunne did ſtale his retourne, the 
moze did har palne inckeaſe the _ — ieacoube —_ =

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fon the Loiglt of the ; $884 returned to defied then If 
beautic of-the faire Pr mcetle NGO What 
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Ftar that the Enwerour Treliatin and the 
5 night of the Sunne had betwirt them de⸗ 
clared the whole diſcourſe of all that which 
bad happened, as well of the one as of the 
gother, the Empergur mas verie deſirous 
that the knight of the Dunne ould rrmain 
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fo; that the foꝛce thereof was ſuch, that he was not able to 
make any reſiſtance, but that his heart was clonen alonder 
in the middeſt, and the one Haife remained roted as befo1e 
it was. And » other halfe he dyd pelde vnto that ſoueraine 
pꝛintes that was befoꝛe him. So ſtraight way when he kelt 
him ſelfe wounded, he conffdered of the woꝛdes which the 
dwarfe had ſpoken, and knew that they fell out to be true, 
not knowing what to ſape vnto that ſtrange aduenture 
which happened vnto him. But when the royal pꝛinces did 
ſ that pleaſant countenaunte, whoſe all onelp picture did 
wound hir vnto the heart, and made hir to come into thoſe 
partes, the great toy and pleaſure which ſhe receiued, J am 
not abie to expꝛeſſe: and hir lone dyd the moꝛe increaſe, fo: 
that it ſemed vnto hir, that by a great deale, that ropal pꝛe⸗ 
{ence that ſhe had befoze hir, might be compared vnto the f- 
gure which ſhe law in the mountaines of Oligas.Thenthe 
knight of the Sunne went vnto hir and lapd, woꝛthp gen⸗ 
tlewoman, ſhew vs Jpꝛap you fo much courteſie, as to tel! 
vnto vs, who you are: foꝛ that accozding vuto the ſtrange 
things which we do lee in you, we cannot belene to the con⸗ 
trarie, but that you do deſcend from the heauens, and that 
yon are that diane goddeſſe Palas, of whoſe ſight, J ſhould 
thinke my ſelfe happie, if feare dyd not put me in doubt to 
obtaine fo great gloꝛie. Then the pꝛinces with a merry and 
cherefull countenance, did anſwer him and laide. Moꝛthie 
knight, your great valour doth conſtraine and fo2ce me fo 
giue you to vnderſtand of all that you doe al ke, although 
when J came vnto this caurt it was with intẽt, not to giue 
my lelke to be knowen , Yon ſhall viderſtand that J am 
called Claridiana, and Jam daughter vnto the Emperour 
of Trapiſond, and of the Cmpecile his wife, who in hir 
time did ererciſe militarp knighthod;and fo; that the great 
fame of pour high pꝛoweſſe doth ſo far ertend in the world, 
departed out of Trapiſond foz to come into theſe parts, 
not foꝛ any other purpoſe, but to pꝛoue my ſelfe with your. 
And now 7 doe thinkemy trauaile well beſtowed that I 
haue taken, ſoz v J do know ſo mightie t ſtrong a Knight. 
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Oh what great toy and contentment did the knight of 
the Sunne receiue when he heard theſe woa, as well foz 
that he did know. who ſhe was, as alſo that ſhe was a hu⸗ 
mane Damlell,whercon he might occupie his thonghtes,x 
likewiſe the great hononr that ſhe did vnts him in ſaying | 
that his fenne had bzought her thether . And as he woulde 
haue made an anf were, at the ſame inffant came thether 
the mightie Emperotir Lrebatio, who as ſwne as he knew 
the knight of the Sun, in great bait he withdzew himlelfe 
from the window and came vnto him. When the knight of 
the Sun ſawe him comming, with a triſe he alighted from 
his hoꝛſe, and kneeling downe befoze him, he demanded his 
hands to kiſſe them, crauing pardon foꝛ that he did not bes 
fo:e that time make himſelſe to be knowen, The mightie 
Emperour did embzace him with entire affection,ſhewing 
unto him lo great toy and pleaſure, as though he had kno⸗ 
wen hun ts be his ſon, z hauing him in his armes, he ſaid, 
My friznd, how could pour heart ſuffer ſo long time to re⸗ 
fraine {9 iprake vnto me, foꝛ certainlic accozving vnto the 
great deſire which J haue hadde to ſee you', and the great 
care that à haue had of your ſo long abſence,voth make me 
ſale that you haue done me great wꝛong, in not diſcouering 
your lelfe vnto me in all this time that you haue bene 
here. Pp Loꝛd, aunſ wered the knight of the Sunne, J do 
acknowledge my errour wherein Jhaue erred, pet J am 
wopthte ta be pardoned of your highnelle, foꝛ that love hath 
bene the occaſion hercof, and it may pleaſe your highneſſe 
to ſpeake vnto this Damſell, who is the ſoucraigne Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Claridiana,and daughter vnto the Emperour of Tra- 
biſond, When the Emperour vnderftede thereof, to: that 
befoze he knew nothing, being verie much amazed he went 
towards her. When the P2inceſe ſaw them comming, ſhes 
did alight from her hozſe , and recemed them both with a 
meruailous, great, and dutifull reverence , And the Empe- 
ronrbegan firſt to ſpeake vnto her, and ſaid, n 
ince when did my deſert veſerueto ſæ in my Court ſs 
zreat godnelle 6 bonopr;cortainiy un neuer be able to 
tit, © 
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declyne him ſelfe in his ſaddle : pet fo2 all this he ran fo" 
wardes on hiscourſe,q quick!yreconered him ſlelfe againe, 
although very ſoꝛe troubled , and no leſſe amazed at that 
mightie and ſkrong encounter which he had recetued , The 
night of the Sunne dyd folow his courſe, and kept him 
ſelfe vpꝛight, although it ſeemed vnto hun, that to be the 
[trongelt encounter, that euer he receiued vnto that tyme, 
and had that range knight in great elrimacton . And be- 
ing determined to make the third encounter, and readie to 
take their courſe, there entred into He middeſt of the place, 
a dwarffe, the leaſt and the moſt il fauoꝛedſt that euer was 
(ene, who came ryding vppon a roane hozſe, and bꝛought 
in his hands fwo ſpeares all gylte, and maruailouſip well 
made, and went directly vnto the knight of the Sunne, and 
giuing vnto him one of thoſe ſpeares he ſayde, This ſpcarc 
is (ent vnto you by a wyſe man, who Hath great deſter to 
ſerue pou, and doth ſend it you, fo2 fo iuſt with this knight 
who is befoꝛe you , And he doth giue pou to vnderſtande, 
that therewith you ſhall make luch an encounter , that al! 
the foꝛce 4 ſtrength thercof,fhail returne againſt pour ſelke, 
and ſhall paſſe thꝛough your mightie and ſtoute heart, and 
death ſhall firſt conclude with pou, befoꝛe that wound bc 
healed. And when he had ſayde theſe woꝛdes, the knight of 
the Sunne did receiue the lpeare and was very much ama⸗ 
zed at the woꝛdes that he heard ſpoken , And without any 
moꝛe laying, the dwarffe departed from him, and went vn- 
to the ſtrange knight, and gane vnto him the other ſpeare 
Which he bꝛought, and laide: This ſpeare a wile man doth 
ſend it vnto you fo2 to Juſt with the knight of the Dunne, 
F he doth giue thee to vnderſtand, v at this encounter thou 
halt ouercome thy contrarie, and ſhalt make him to loſe 
the name which now he hath , + thou ſhalt remaine wor!!! 
bed fo2 euer And when he had made an ende of ſaying theie 
woꝛdes, not ſtaping any longer, but ſtrake His hozſe with 
his whyppe, and returned the way back againe, where he 
came. And all men remained very much amazed:bat mach 
moꝛe thy knight of the Char pot t the ſtrange knight, and 
| could 
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could not vnderſtand fo what end thoſe woꝛdes frere ſpo⸗ 
en, but left their ſpeares which they had : toke the ſpcares 
which the Dwarfe had brought them, and ſparring they? 
hozles they began to runne one againftl another with great 
furie, and in the middeſt of their \ wift courſe, at ſuch tune 
as all people did behold them, and lok ing what ſhould bee 
the end ok their encounter: the two woꝛthie knightcs did 
encounter verie ſtronglie together, and either of them chan⸗ 
ccd to ſtrike one another vpon the beauers of their helmes. 
Now Whether it was hap oꝛ foztune,02 whether thoſe guilt 
ſpeares did wozke by art oz influence, I know not, but both 
thele knights did fal backwards, and ſtroke their heads vp⸗ 
pon their hoꝛſe croupers, and the laſing of both their helmes 
0:2 latle, and they fell from their heads. But ſtraight wate 
Heß letleb themſelues vpꝛight againe, and as you lee that 
hining Sunne and the faire Diana, when they do appeare: 
cuen lo ſæmed the faces of theſe two knightes, foꝛ that the 
knight of the Sunne didde ſhewe that perkec and ſeuere 
cduntenaunce, which vatil! that time not one that was in 
all that place had ſeene. And of the other part, the ſtraunge 
Unight did leme tobe the Soucraine, and without com⸗ 
pariſon in bewtie, that kaier, Claridiana, whoſe Nubicöde 
heare which lemed to be of fine gold fell loſe 4 ſpꝛed about 
hir cares, and hanged ouer ail her backe, parted in the 
middeſt, as though it had ben don by a copaſſe, ſhowing hir 
celeſt iali fate, which ſermed vnto all people, to be lone di⸗ 
uine creature, What ſhould J lay vato that faire Meduſa 
who did tranſpozt men into lfoncs, pet was the not to bee 
compared to this Ropall Pzinceſle, who with her celefttal 
and faire countenaunce did put ail thoſe that were in that 
place, in great and ſtraunge admiration, and almoſt afſto- 
med and amazed, not belcuing to the contrarie, but it 
ſhould be ſome diuine viſion : So that the faire P2inceſſs 
Lindabrides could not with much realon blame her night 
of the Sunne, if that hee were wounded by that mightis 
and ſtrong blowe, and that the true and perfect loue which 
her bare vnto her, houlde bes ſomewhat troubled, 
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demmund of the knight of the un. And ioher they heard 
the great repoʒt and fame o? the knight of the Chariot, they 
tame thether to pꝛoue themlelues with him, and ſu they cy, 
tered into the great place, & Flonnalcus was p firſt that put 
himſeife againſt the knight of the Chariot.

And polliblp J will make pon to know the 
contrarte ; che which he dyd very well accomplich and pers 
forme, althouhh there were many that did laugh at him. 
0 when he had ſapde theſe wo2des, the ſtraunge knight 
ohe of the dwarffe his ſycare and ſhield which he bꝛaught, 

and with a verp wzathful and ſtrange ſemblaunce, he put 
bimt elfe on the one ſide of the Jull, the knight of the Chas 
riot dyd the lyke, and began to take their courſe to gether 
with great fozce and ſtrength. And in the middeſt of theyz 
courſe , they mads a very great æ mightie encounter, bꝛea⸗ 
king their ſpeares, x ſhiuering them all in ſplinters, with⸗ 
out ane menſion oꝛ mouing in their ſaddles, oꝛ doing anp 
moꝛe harme, but paſſed their courſe fo2wardes with great 
valiantneſſe And returned and made their ſecond encoun⸗ 
ter, where at the ſtraunge knight loſt his ſtirrops, and the 
tancs of his hozſe fell out of his * and did ſomewhat 
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and that he could not at that tyme giue them any farther 
to vnder ſtand. So that thoſe knighꝛes dyd ceaſe from trot, 
bling him any further, but alwaies had in ieloſie that he 
Gould be the knight ol the Char pot, loꝛ that in all thinges 
he dyd reſemble hi m very mich, So when that the knight 
ot Cup:d and the Lang Sact loro departed from that place, 
1 of the knights which were there, conſidering the 
great contentment andpleaſure that the Emperour and all 
his court would receine,fo2 the death of that Gyant Euen 
dead as he was, they toke hum, and lapde him ouerthwart 

pon a hoꝛſe, in the ſaddle, but by reaſon of his great length 
bis head and ivete dyd trayle vpon the ground, and in that 
ſoꝛt they carryed him vnto Conltantinople , hauing great 
toy and plealure, and no leſſe wonder, vnto all them that 
dyd ſer hun. And when they came vnto Con!tantinople,they 
made repꝛeſentacion of him, vnto the Emperoꝛ, and decla⸗ 
red vnto hun, al the mang how and what oꝛder the kiaght 
of Cupid, had ſla ine him, who was nat a little amazed, and 
ſeemed vnto him that the knight which had done that ace, 
colde not he but of great aud exceding · valaur, ſoꝛ that the 
pant was of great ſtrength and foꝛce: and that ther was 
not one e ot lo great nams and kame amongſt all the Jlands 
of the Terreno Den. Ss the Emperour had great defire-to 
ſe and know him, ſoz that by the ſignes and fokens which 
he vnder ſtode or him it gaue him in his mind, that he huio 
be the knight of the Dunne: Whome he had a great deſire 
to lee, and very much marueled that he came not thether, 
accoꝛding bats his pꝛomiſe. o in this ſoꝛt the fame ol the 
knight of Cupide, began ta be knowen thꝛoughout all the 
whole Empire of Grecce, But after that the Giant was 
flaine , the knight of. Cupide , neither the king Sacridoro, 
would not enter into Conſtantmople, till ſuch time as the 
knight of the Char pot dyd returne ta defend the beutie ol 
the pꝛinces Hye abridles, but trauailed in that countr ie ect? 
taine dates, in the which they byd many dedes of great 
a ee 7 lame dyd mereaſe,in —— 


the firſt Boote. 


chere was a great tontencion gro tun amongſt many, which 
of the two knights, he ol Cupid, oꝛ he of the Chariot,ſhutd 
be the beſt pꝛopoꝛcioned and ſtrongeſt knight: and all in 
generall had great deſter to ſ them both ta gether in bat⸗ 
taile the one againſt the other. Aud dyd beleue very certain 
Wen they two were the belt knights that rey all the 
wo:

A Ry — uch tyme as was accompliſhed. the month 
that the ——— —— ommaunded the try⸗ 
75 Ph Nl 's to reale, fo2 the death of his 
donne Robiclcer . Straight way the great Citie 
of Conſſantinople began againe to be furniſhed with all 
ſoꝛtes of wo2thtc and valtant knightes, as well rangers 
as of their natiue countrie, who had trauailed tho, 
that countr ie, to paſſe away the time ol ᷣ Emperdurs com 
maundement , Some loꝛ to pꝛone the aduenture with the 
knight of the Chariot, and other ſome to ſw his mightit 
knighthod , Do the first dar th haf af the — of the Chari⸗ 
of entred into the plate, — anbeithentt : 
knightes; ſuch as were very famous, and came from farre 
countries, foꝛ to pꝛoi e them lelues with him. The Empe 
rour t the Empꝛeſſe were at the winvowes of their great 
pallas, wich fo lad and ſo;owfull ſemblant, that it div well 
apeare in them, the great griefc which they receiued, fo2 the 
death of their ſonne. nd being in this Julke, there entred 
e dre Marthe haights,ofa@rongand big p20- 
4 auen with great colt; + The which vere: ft; 
una won, by the knight ol the Chart pot, in the denice which 
they baought ; And were toykut of their comming, for that 
lelethew-knights wer the two valiant p2tnces Branchzel, 
Legs dof his frieud Florinaldos, who wer tome in tbe 
Ry 
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that was of the Nugne Iulia, and went foꝛth with the lam 
in his hand to recetue the Gpant, and as they met to ſtrike 
both together at one time, the knight of Cupid did ſtaie his 
ſwoꝛd in the aire, and tarried till ſuch as the Oyant 
had diſcharged firſt his blowe,and at ſuch time as his great 
fauchon did deſcend , he leaped on the one fide with greate 
lightneſſe, that his blowe could not faſten vpon him, and 

. beetng downe,he entered in to him with a ſtout and couras 
gious ſtomacke, and gaue him ſuch an onerthwart blows 
vpon the thigh, that he cut both armour and fleſh vnto the 
hard bone, out of the which wound there iſlued great abun- 
dance of bloud. The gyant did complain verie much of this 
wound, and began with a great noile to crie out againſt the 
heauens, and with great ire and courage he turned againe 
and lift vp his cutting fauchon, and becauſe he woulde not 
mille his blowe, he ſtroke the knight of Cupid onerthwart 
his walt with ſo great furie, that if his armour hadde not 
obne made by the great wiſedome of Artemidoro, he had cut 
$ saaand parted him in twopeeces. And therewith he made him 
Wit; 488 dio lle on the one ſide moze then ſire paces, and thought ve- 
8. rilie that all his bones had bene bꝛoken, and befoze that he 
0 could ſettlehunſelfe foz to returne againſt him to giue him 
1 phhis paiment, this great and mightie Giant was vpon him, 
5 7: _andlift vp his mightie fauchon, and would haue firoke him 
ay a right downe blowe, but this valiant and god knight ſee- 
Ning himſelfe in fo great extremitie, with ſoueraigne courage 
, And with valiant heart and ſtrength, he let loſe the l woꝛd 
A * aut ol his hand, and befoꝛe that the Gyant could execute his 
blowe,foz that he had his armes all a high, he entered in 

with him, and embzaced him with his ſtrong armes about 
his waſt, that he made him to loſe the fozce of his blowe, 
and with ſo great ſtrength he charged him vpoii that thigh 
which was wounded, that ſozs againſt his will, he overs 
thꝛeb him to the ground, who fell in ſuch oꝛder, that it ſee⸗ 
med a great wall had fallen downe . The Gyant when hes 
ſaws himſelfe vnder fate, he did fozcehimſelfe all that euer 
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he could foz to riſe vp again , and thzult with his ſtrongte 
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armes at the knight of Cupid foz to get him fro ouer him, 
but he did vle lo great pollirie 5 dhe did retouer his l woꝛde 
acaine which did hang by the wꝛiſt band, and putting the 
point thereof to his vilo2 of his healme, he chouſt it in there⸗ 
at in ſuch loꝛt that he thꝛuſt it th;ough v thzongh his head, 
{g that there was Naine that greate and famsus Gyaunt 
Mandroco, with ſo great onder bnfo them Which did ſx 
him llaine, as though he had bene an immoꝛtall man, fo: 
that no humane ſtrength had bene ſuffictent to haue llaine 
him. And when his knights did f him lying a long vpon 
the ground and bead / dteing vorte deſirous to reuenge the 
death of their Loꝛd, they all together did aalt the wozthy 
knight of Cupid, and did tompaſſe hün round about fo2 to 
kill him. So whenthe valiant king Sacridoro ſawe his ves 
ris friend in that great ertremitie he froke his hozſe with 
his ſnutres, and puthimleife among the thickeſt of them, 
and the kifight-of Cupid began to trie vpon his enimies, 
in luch ſoꝛtez that euerte blowe that he ffroke was wyth ſo 
great fur ie that either he New one 62 onerthiew one to the 
ground. And the king Sacridoro did help him with ſo great 
trength, thal1koze — mo ourer! ebw dead toy earth, 
at which time he knightes e there gathered toge⸗ 
her foꝛ to ſer the battat e;whent they ſawe the Giant dead, 
and the high bounkte of the two knight ,moze then twen⸗ 
hem ri — rned in their — that in a little time 
ane fohelpe them the knights of the giant 
| tholo recetned great confentment ; 
| WA} 4 £ 4 Gp K fo; that they wer! e all 
ed and? at fear oth th, And ſeeing the high and 
mightie prowifeof thi {Knight chat few him, they were all 
veris deſtraus to know hem, and lo ſome of them did iorne 
lues together and didde dente him to tell them his 
the) Were deſfrous to knowe what her was 
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chat as he r the king Sacridoro did paſſe though a mightie 
and great vſed waie, they ſaw the gyant comming the lam 
wate, with moze then thirtie of his owne knightes, which 
bare him company,# he was of ſohigh + big ſtature, that he 
did appeare aboue all the reſt from the bꝛeſt vpwards, and 
when theſe two knights came nigh vnta them, the gyaunt 
did behold them, and liking wel both of the knights v their 
hoꝛſes, he ſtraight waies ſaid that they ſhould appeare thẽ⸗ 
ſelues vnto the iuſt with him, one to one, oꝛ both together, 
which their pleaſure was, and beſt liked them . Then the 
knight of Cupid, who had a greate vefire to pꝛoue bimſelfe 
with the giant, requeſted the king Sacridoro, that he would 
let him haue the firlt battatle. o whom he anſ\ſ wered,p he 
chuld do his pleſure, although he wold haue ben verie glad 
irſt to haue pzoued his own fantune, 2 ſo the knight of Cu- 
pid, without anſ wering anie woꝛd, went 4 put himlelfe in 
one part ofthe high wate. And when the giant lawe him (0 
big t well made, it liked him well, and laughed vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe, becauſe he would tult alone with hun, t might p2ofite 
himſelfe with his companion. The gyant had onder him a 
verie fatre and mightie hoꝛſe called Roncdarte, 5̊ next vnto 
the hozle Cornerino was the belt in all the wonld, a foꝛ that 
he was ſo mightie and ſtrong, he trauailed on him, foꝛ if he 
had not bene luch a one, there were no hoꝛſe that were able 
ſuſtaine and ſuffer him, ſoꝛ that he was ſo big, againe the 
great waight of his armoꝛ which was moꝛe, and beetng on 
hoꝛſeback he had a mightie great 4 big ſpeare in their hand 
of ſo great waight, that a knight had inough to doe to lift it 
from the ground, and therewith he put himſelfe right a⸗ 
gainſt the knight of Cupid,inthe pꝛeſence of manp knights 
that were gathered together to ſer what ſhuld paſſe bet wirt 
them. So both of the did bꝛoch their hoꝛſes with their ſpurs, 
with ſo great fur ie, that it ſeemed the ground woulde ſinke 
whereas their hoꝛſes ran. So they met together, and made 
their incounter, which was with lo great ſtrength, p their 
mightie great and bigge ſpeares did flie into the aire all in 
ſhauers,and the giant lolt his [avdle, and 70 a * 

nie 
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bnfo the grounde, but the knight of Cupid kept his tourſe 
ſoꝛwardes on, ſomewhat aſtonied with the fozce of that in⸗ 
gounter, which made all the knights of the giant, and thoſe 
which were there gathered together to ſee that contencion, 
and all thoſe which had fene the wozthie knight of the 
chariot, ſaid, that without all doubt it was he, z that he had 
gone abzoad with other armour, becauſe he would not ber 
knowen,and to p2oue himſeife with the giaunt, ſoꝛ that in 
his gentle diſpoſition, and great foꝛce # ſtrength in his ins 
counter,he did reſemble him verie much, Do when this 
mightie giant ſaw hümſelfe onerthꝛowen to the ground, he 
tzue lo not whether it was a dꝛeame, oꝛ truth which he ſaw, 
he was fo amazed, and ſeemed that it was not poſſible that 
he ſhould be ouethzowen;+hts enimie remaine in his ſad» 
dle, whom he ſawe returning backe agatne on hoꝛſebacke, z 
when he tame vato him he aid. 

It is great right and reaſon Giant, that thou poſſcſſeft 
the ſame oꝛder and condition that thou diddeſt oꝛdaine fo: 
them; with whom thou halt iuſted, which is, that he who ſo 
euer is douerthꝛowen to the ground. to loſe his hoꝛſe, and to 
be his of whom he recetued the incounter, that didde oucre 
{h10we him. Then the Gyant did loke vpon him with a 
veric fierce and furious countenaunce, that it ſcemed there 
flew out of his eyes greate lightning and ſparkles of fire, 
and ſapd. 

Bere J doe give and pelde vnfo fhe my hoꝛſe, fo 
that thou haſt wonne him, but J will fo handle ther, that 
lluing thou ſhall not eniope him, although all the Gods 
doe come downe from Meauen to aide and helpe the 
And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes, he aroſe from the ground. 
and dꝛewe out a verie greate and heauie Faulchon that 
be hadde at his ſide, and went towardes the knight of Cu- 
pid with it in his hande, who woulde not abide him on 
hozſebacke, but with great lightneſle he leapt fozthwith 
{rom his hoꝛſe backe, and dzewe ont his fine cuttings 


Swoozde which he had wonne befoze of Candramane „ 
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{mbarke themſelnes, and toke the waie towards Grecia, 


whereas that happened vnto them which ſhall be tolde vou 
in this Chapter following. 


Of a yerie fierce and perillous battaile which the knight 
of Cupid had with a famous giant in the Grecian ER. 
pire. Chap. 31, | 


— , & ſoꝛrow and griefe was verie much 
i which was in the whole Empire ol Grecia, 
1 by reaſon of the newes touching the death 

ol Roſicleer, foꝛ the Emperour didde com- 
4 2 maund, that fo2 the ſpace of one moneth all 
A == mirth and paſtimes which were made in 
thegreat Citie of Conſtantinople, whereas were ſo many 
and excellent knights, that it was a ſtraunge thing to be⸗ 
holde. Which knights not hauing ame thing to doe, ſome 
departed into their Countries, and other foie went out of 
the court lo ſeeke their aduentares in the Empire, till ſuch 
time as the month was paſſed. In the ende of which, the 
knight of the Chariot ſhould returne to defend the beautie 
'of the faire Pꝛinteſſe Lindabrides, fo that at that time the 
Citie of Conſtantinople was left voide,and all the land of 
the Empire full of knightes, as well ſtraungers as natu⸗ 
ralls, amongſt whom there did not lacke to be euerie dape 
great contentions, It fell out in this time that there came 
into Grecia à mightie great and famous giant called Man- 
droco, who was Lozd of Achia, which was an Flandetoy- 
ning vnto the Grecian Empire, of ſo great fozce & ſtrength 
that be was inuinſible, and of long time the whole Coun⸗ 
trie of Grecia did not like well of him,fo2 that he greatlie 
harmed them, as well by land and by ſea, and as this migh⸗ 
tie Gpant heard the repozt of the high deedes of chinalrte 
done by the knight of the Chariot, in the greate Citte of 
Conſtantinople, and likewiſe of the great ſafs conduc gran- 
ted by the Emperour, with the great deſire he had fo pꝛoue 
himſelfe my him, and ta maſks manifel his mightie fozce 
and 
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ind ſtrength in that Court, he paſſed into Grecia, and cams 
thether two dates after the demaund of the knight of the 
Chariot, and being determined fo remaine there fill the 
month was accompliſhed, he tranailed in the Empire, and 
with what knight ſo euer he met, he ſhould not depart, but 
hrſt pꝛoue hunſelte with him, and of all ſuch as he did ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe to the ground, he wold take their hoꝛſes from them, 
and when he had iopned a great number together, he wold 
ſend them into his Jland. Do he behaued himſelfe, that in 
ſpace of twelue daies he had ouerth;owen moze then two 
bundzed knights and all their hoꝛſes were his, and foz that 
they did finde themſelues agrieued, manie of thoſe knights 
did make their complaint vnto the Emperour of their mils 
bling, who receiued ſo great ſoꝛrow and griefe, that he him

leife would haue gone in pꝛiſon, to haue pꝛoued himlelfe a - 


againſt him, ik the Empꝛeſſe had not hindered him. And a⸗ 
gaine, calling to remembꝛaunte the ſafe conduct that he had 
graunted vnto all knights, he would not ſend anie people 
againkt him, foz that he would not bꝛeake his pꝛomile. Bo 
that he receiued great griefe foꝛ that which euery day was 
tolde hun of that gyant. And his great name and fame was 
ſpꝛed thꝛoughout all that Countrie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that euerie 
knight did pꝛocure to apart himſelfe ont of $ waie where- 
as he went, and vnto all knightes his name was terrible, 
and they ſaid that in all the woꝛld there was not a Gyanf 
ſo mightie and ſtrong. And trauailing in this ſoꝛt, it ſo fell 
dut, that in the ſame time there came into the Countrie of 
Grecia the knight of Cupid, and the god king Sacridoro, 
and ſtraight waies there was giuen them to vnderſtand of 


the high dades of the knight of the Chariot, and howe that 


be remained in Conſtantinople, till fuch time as the month 
was accomplithed,foz to returne and defend the beautie of 
the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, Likewiſe they hearde the 
areat complaints which was made of the mightie Giaunt 
Mandroco The knight of Cupid hauing greate defire to 
'"mxte with him did direct his wait toward that way whers 
as if was tolde him that he went. And it fell out one daye 
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of Cupid, whome they did hononr and had in ſo great eff 
mation, as the woꝛthteſt and moſt valiant knight in all the 
woꝛld, and were all greatlie amazev, as well at his areate 
grace and vertue, as at his bountie and ſtrength, pet not- 
withſtanding foz that he had alwaies in his ꝛnemoꝛie the 
diſcurteſie of the Pꝛinceſſe Olivia, anie thing whatſoner he 
did ſer could not make him merrie, neither giue him anye 
contentment, ſo that continuallie be was very fad +heauy, 
fo2 the which his great friend the king Sacridoro was very 
ſoꝛry t receiued great griefe, ſoꝛ that he knew from whence 
vis euill & infirmitie pꝛoceeded, did comfoꝛt him as much 
As poſſibly he could, in ſaying, that peraduenture þ pzincefſe 
Ohuia had ſhewed him thatdiſcurteſie; foz that ſhe did not 
know who he was, that it did not agre& , neither was if 
requiũte foꝛ her honour to ſhew fanour vnto anie knight, 

except he were a king oz Pꝛince, ſuch as with all honour £ 
maieſtie the might receiue foz her ſpouſe, but(ſaid he) polli⸗ 

blie when ſhe knoweth that you are ſonne vnta the Empe⸗ 

rour Trebatio # the Empꝛeſſe Briana, ſhe will repent and 
change her mind, and that he was ſuch a knight as Þ Þ2in- 

ceſſe Oliuia ſhould receiue great delight to receiue him in- 

to her ſeruice. And then he gaue counſell that he ſhould go 

into Grecce, and make himſelfe knowen vnto his parents, 

and from thence he might take his iournep into England, 

there to pꝛoue once againe his foꝛtune. And in ſaying theſe 

and other ſuch like woꝛds in effect, this god king Sacridoro 
comfoꝛted the knight of Cupid , And after that the feaſts + 
triumphs were ended, he laid that he would depart and ga 
towards the Empire of Greece , And with that determina⸗ 

tion he al ked leaue of p king Sacr1doro,but he which bare 

hun no leſſe god will then vnto the Qugne Oriſclua his 

wife, ſapd, that in no manner of wiſe he would conſent vn⸗ 

to his departure, except he were in his companie, ſoꝛ that he 
would beare him compante , untill ſuch time as he made 
hunlelfe knowen vnto the Gmperour TI rebatiohis father, 
but the knight of ths 85 would verie faine haue cr- 
cuſed that tournep , ſaying vnto him that it was not 4 

thing 
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thing that beſ@emed him to ber abſent at that preſent time 
front his Countrie, beeing new married, fo2 that polliblie 
the king Polidarco, his father in lawe, and the Qucene O- 
11(clua his wife woulde bee angrie, but all that did p2ofite 
veric little, fo2 the king was determined to goe with him, 
and although he thought againe to loſe all his kingdome, 
pet woulde hee not leaue his companie So that the knight 
of Cupid was conſtrapned agaynſt his will, to take him 
in his compaͤnie, the which he rekuſed, thinking that the 
king Polidarco, and the Qutene Oriſclua would recepue 
ſame griefe and anger foꝛ his departure, and pet he hadde 
ſo great delight in his familiaritie and fr iendſhippe, that it 
emed vnto hun in all his life time he neuer met with a 
night fo confozmable vnto his, neither that with a bets 
fer will did offer onto him kriendſhippe. And although at 
this time he did refuſe his compame , pet time did come 
afterwarde that hee was verie neceſlarie and profitable 
vnto him „as beercafter ſhall be tolde pou in this Bi⸗ 
ſtoꝛie. 

And fo2 that the king Sacridoro did knowe the greate 
deſire the knight of Cupid had to depart, talking on a time 


with the king Pohdarco, and the Querne his wife, he gait” 


them to vnderftand how that the knight of Cupide was 
ſonne vnto the Emperour Lrebatio and of the Emp:cfe 
Bllana, and how that he woulde depart towards Grecia, to 
make himſelke knowen vnto his Father, foz which cauſs 
he could not but beare him companie, oz the great obliga⸗ 
tion in which he was bound vato him, and did deſire them 
that they would thinke well thereof. And although his de⸗ 
parture grieued thein very much, pet ſeeing the great relon 
that he had, they anſ wered that he might do as he thought

belt,foz that it ſemed vnto them he had great reaſon theres. 


in x they much meruailed that the knight of Cupid ſhouts 


be lo high and mightie a P2ince . At length when they had 
taken their leaue of them and of the Pzince Don Lulinds, 
who was alſo verie ſozrowful foz their departure, they wet 
gut of the citie, trauailed vnto the ſea coaſt, wher they did 
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be god knight Florinaldus, who by the com- 
MN [25 maundement of the knight of the Dunne. 
GY 


Dy went in the queſt of the knightes of þ flow, 
Aer de Lules,t tranailed though many and 
9) Qdinerſe countries, till ſuch time as he came 
into the kingdome of Fraunce, tomming at 
length vato a bꝛidge, which was vpon the riuer Rodano he 
ſaw two knight verie fierce, and by ſeeming valiants, who 
were bꝛethꝛen vnto Brandaturiel, that mightie and ffrong 
Gyant which the Pzince Claueryndo flew in the great e. 
tie of Paris, and they wer come vnto that place foꝛ no other 
occaſion but to keepe that paſſage, and to doe all the damage 
they could vnto the king Oriſteo and his knights. The one 
of them was called Crudamonte, and the other Rocardo, be- 
ing of their bodies and lims as giants, and they had in that 
place taken diuerſe pꝛiſoners, and ſlaine many knights, and 
hefoꝛe that Florinaldus did palle that bꝛidge, he muſt nerds 
iuſt with one of them, and his foꝛtime was ſuch, that by the 
{trong encounter he receiued, his hozſe and himſelfe fel 
bowne to the ground, in ſach fozt that one of his legs was 
vader his hoꝛſe, ſo that he could not make anie longer bats 
tail e, and the mighty Rocardo, which was he that made the 
iuſt with him, ik he had not imbꝛaced himſelfe about his 
hoꝛſe necke, had like wile fallen downe fo the gronnd, with 
that ftrong encounter which he had receiued . Do Florinal- 
dus Was taken pꝛiſoner put into faſt hold, but it was not 
long alter y the newes of theſe two knights came vnto the 
court ot the king Oriſtco being vnder tod by y two pein⸗ 
ces Clauerindo & Brandiel they in great ſecret depar dd fro 
the court to make combat with them And when they came 
vnto p bꝛidge, ther was betwirt the foure a ver ie ſterte and 
out batteit, in which the two Pꝛinces found themſelues

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Geir heads, and ſent them vnto the king Oriſteo , and re- 
que ſted of him pardon, foz that they hav departed without 
t(ence;certifying moꝛeouer, that they were gone to (&ke 
ont their friend the knight of the Sunne. And in as ſhot 
time as polliblie might be they would returne againe vnto 
the court. Now when theſe two bꝛetheren were dead, che 
two Painces did ſet at libertie all the pꝛiſoners that were 
there, amongſt whom was Horinaldus,/and when he ſawe 
the deniſe of the flower deluſes, he ſtraicht way knew that 
thoſe two were the knights; in whoſe demaund he had Tits 
vailsd. And therewith he went vato them, and declared the 
Embaſſage of the knight of the Sunne And when they 
vnderſtode the lame, if there had bene giuen vnfo them al 
the whole woꝛld at that pꝛeſent they could not haue recep⸗ 
ued greater pleaſure, eſpeciallie after that Flornaldus did 
tell them all that he had done in the Jlande of Lindaraza, 4 
afterward how that the Emperonr Trebatio entered into 


Hungaria, ę of all the reſt. So that theſe tod Pꝛinces were

as men amazed to heare him tell of thoſe high and mighty 
derbes, and thought the time verie long til they did fee him. 
With this great deſire they all departed from that bꝛidge,

night ver ie ſecretliethey departed out ol Conſtantinople, t 
taking the wate fowards England, they trauailed till they 
tame vnto a part of the Drcran ſea which was in Rone, 
and there they dyd ſhip theinſelues and came into England, 
Wh 1 whereas they were verie well recoined'ef the king Olinc⸗ 
o via, amd be ing a ſ Red foꝛ theyꝛ friend Roſiclecr, they gaue 
( bim to vnderſtand of the ſozrowfull lollt of Him, foz hor!

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the king reteiued great griefe and ſozrow, fo; that he loned 
hun vorie well. But when the ne westame vm the vnder⸗ 
ſtanding of the Peinceſſe Olwia, there could be no ſozrowe 

c,uall vnto hers, neither anie tongue ſo eloquent fo; fo ers 

ale the halte part thereof, ſoꝛ that ſhe did loue Roſiclcer 
— then olune ſelte, and at that pzeſent death had bene 
moze welcome vnto her then ſuch ſozrouwfull newes, ſo that 
at.che ſodaine hear ing therol ſhe remained one whole hotire 
without any remembꝛance, in ſuch ſoꝛt that ſhe ſa med ras 
her to be dead then alyie, And when ſhe came vnto her lets 
her ſozrow did double increaſe, in a moze dradlie traunce 
then bekoze, ſhe fell downe vppon her bed, whereas the las 
the mal part of all the daie without ſpeaking ante wozde, 
till ſuch . as a damſell that was wich her, fear ing that

How the three Princes, Bargandel, Lyriamandro, and 
the Tartarian Zoylo, went vnto Conſtantinople, 
whereas they gaue vnderſtanding of the death of 


Roſicleer. Chap. 28. 
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All of ſoꝛrowe and heanwefſe departed the 
Mpꝛintces Bargandel, Lyriamandro, the Tar- 
„ tarian Zoylo, out of the kingdome of Fenicia 
wi. 7 7ifoz the locke of their great and eſpecial friend 
l 10 Hoſicleer, as thoſe who tertainelie beleucd 
—_ 2 chat he was dead And without recetuing as 
nie -romnfozt o2 conſolation, thep trauatied manye dates by 
ſca, till in the end they ariued in the Empire of Grecia, 
wheras they vnderſtod of all y had paſſed with the Empe- 
rour Trebatio, and the Empꝛeſle Briana, But when Lyna- 
mandro did vnderſtand and knowe the god foꝛtune of his 
ſiſter, he did therewith mittigate the great ſoꝛrowe that he 
ſuffered foꝛ the newes he bꝛought. And hauing a great dey 
ſire to ſe the Empꝛelle, and to knowe the Emperour, they 
all thꝛeæ accoꝛded together to goe vnto Conſtaptinople. And 
in that tine b fame was ſo great in all parts, of the bright

Do when they were come vnto Conſtantinaple, they dyd 
one day enter into the great place, at ſuch tyme as it was 
full of knights, as wel ſtrangers as of their olvne country. 
And the knight of the Charyot had ouerthꝛowen the woꝛ⸗ 
thieſt and belt knights that were there. So thoſe the pꝛin⸗

But when the Empꝛeſie did knom 
hir brother, and the Empereur was infozmed who they all 
check were. J tannot expꝛelle the great ioye and pleaſure, 
which they receiued , at their comming thether, and acco2- 
ding there vnto they gaue them entertaimnent. Foz that 
the delire which the Empꝛelle hadde to heare newes of hir 
b2other , was very great, bicauſe ſhe loued him erceding 
Wel, and like wiſe to know ſomewhat ol hir ſonne Roſicler, 
fo2 that they two were very great friends. And as it is a 
thing naturall, that when a perſon is molt at his contented 
oye and pleaſure, in this life:ſodainly they are mired with 
great ſoꝛoſv and bitter heauineſſe. As it now fell out, fo 
hat theſe thaæ ʒinces did n * Oy was 
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altie Phaue ved towards her, and there ie nothing that 
delire moge then to talie her vnto my ſpouſe + wife; as 
fuxchi2 ſhe alre adie is. In ſaving theſe words the knight of 
Cupid did a part himſelle from him, and gaue the Pence 
brs hand, helping him to arife from the ground. And being 
on fate he did imbꝛace the fatre Umuda with great lone, fo; 
fo the Damſell was called. And the alice returning vun⸗ 
to the knight ot Cupid, he gaue him heartit thanks los that 
which he had done foꝛ him, 4requeſted him to giue him to 
underlkand of whom he had receiued ſo grent abeffefit;x ha 
tolde him that he was talled the knight ol Cupid/ and hold 
that ge was of tie kingboine of Hur And when the 
Pie lawe v he made no moꝛe declaration of himſelfe, he 
wot not be impoꝛtunate with him, foꝛ p he perceiued wel 
how he was vnwilling to be knowen, and ſoꝛ that it grew 
to be verie late, the faire Piuarda did requell them fo take 
their reſt that night in that habitation, whereas thep were 
both of them verie well ſerued, z there grew betwirt then! 
great friendihiy. So the nert daie they all thie together 
deſcended out of that habitation, by the ſame ſtatres wherby 
the knight of Cupid did goe vp, and deſcending downe into 
the argne valley, they ſaw coming towards them aknight 
of bigge ſtature and verte well armed, whereat they were 
al much amazed, but ſtraight wales when they d2ewnigh- 
er, be was knowen to be that valiaunt and moꝛthie Bing 
Sacridoro, who as it hath bene tolde you did thꝛow himſelfe

trouble themſelues in ſeeking her . And therewith ſhe ſayd 
vnto the olde Ladie, that ſhe woulde departe if it were her

S Y that there came foꝛth of that Fountaine a 
monſter of the Sea, and toke him in her armes, and carrt- 
ed him vnto the deapth and bottome of the water. And 
how that his great and faithfull friend the king Sacridoro, 
not hauing lo much patience as to ſuffer ſo great loſſe, dyd 
tho we himſelke after him into the fountaine, with greate 
god will to receiue the death with him . Now the Uiſtoꝛie 
{aith that the meruailes of this fountaine were verie wand 
and ſtraunge foꝛ that ſo ſone as this amozoas knight was 
in the deapth of that water, he found himſelfe in a verps 
fapꝛe and græne field full of flowꝛes, whereas the clame⸗

And going fozwards, they ſav the faire and 
excellent Lady Lindabrides, ſitting in hir triumphant Cha⸗ 
ryot, at whole great mageſtie, and ſoueraigne beautie, this 
ropall Pꝛintes was very much amazed. And turning vato 
the Ladie Oligas, ſhe aſked of hir who that gentilwoman 
ſhould be, and wherkoꝛe ſhe did put hir lelke into that Cha⸗ 
ryot . So affer a while that they had well peruſed all that 
was there to be ſeene, this lady toke the pꝛinces by the hand

countenaiunce , who ſeemed to be moꝛe a celeſtiall creature 
then any humaine knight. And iopning ther vnto his great 
and mightie wonderkull deedes and p2oweſfle , which was 
poꝛtraied there befoze him. She ſtraight wave found hin 
ſelfe wounded with his loue, in whoſe heroical and liberal 
heart, dyd neuer enter any humaine thought bekoꝛe: was 
now all oneip with that üght, taken pꝛiſoner in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that lyle ſhould firſt want, beloꝛe that ſhe ſhould be relea⸗ 
ſed and at libertie. An bifauſe che would deſemble that 
new amourous pallion, ſhe aſked of that olde Lady, who 
that knight ſhould be chen the Ladie, who dpd well vnder⸗ 
ſtand hir thought, ſayde: you ſhall vnderſtand faire Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, that this knight is called the knight of the Sunne, and 
now by an other name is called the knight of the Chariot:

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this is he that doth defend in Conſtantinople, the beautie of 
that ladie Lyndabrides, actoꝛding as J haue told you, when 
you did behold p infant. And as pet it is not knowen whoſs 
ſonhe is, noꝛ he doeth not know his father noꝛ his mother. 
but the time wil come t that ſhoꝛtly, that they ſhalbe know 
en, greatly vnto their honour and pꝛaiſe. And thus much J 
can certifle pou, that neuer amongit knightes paſt of olde 
antiquitie, neither at this pꝛeſent hath bene, noꝛ is, that is 
quali vnto this valiant aud wozthie knight, and his woꝛ⸗ 
hie x heroicall derdes will ertinguiſh + blot out all other 
heloꝛe his time and all others that ſhall come after him. 
Theſe were woꝛdes that cauſed the wounded heart of the 
Oꝛinces to be the moe toꝛmented, foꝛ conlider ing the great 
voꝛthinelle of his perſon, and the ieloſie that ſhe felt in hir 
mynde, and had of that pꝛinces Lyndabrides tauſed hir loue 
to be the moꝛe greater And from that pꝛeſent ſhe had great 
deſire to paſſe into Grecia, to ſ& with hir eyes, that knight 
whole picture had robbed hir of hir libertie. And lhe was 
filly certified with in hir lelſe, that if the knight of the Cha 
riot dpd once behold hir beautie r farrenefſe, that he would 
guicklp fo2get that Pzinceſſe, whoſe beatitte he doth now 
vefend, although the ſhould apere to be moze fairer, And ha⸗ 
nung theſe thoughts with in hir, ſhe was a god while and 
could not take away hir eyes, in beholding that picturc of 
the knight of the Sunne, till ſuch time as hauing ſhane cf 
(hat olde Ladie, ſhe put hir eyes apart, and dpd behold the 
mightie Trebatio a his lonne Rolicleer, who in his ſtature 
and countenance, dyd verp much relemble the knight of the 
Dunne.

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ſterteſt that euer ſhe had ſenc 02 hearde off , and thought 
within her ſelfe, that where all ſuch Pozters and kepers 
Were, it could not be choſen but that there was ſome ſecrete 
within. And as ſhe was determined to goe towardes the 
mouth of the cane, ſhe ſawe comming fo2th thereat an olde 
woman, who ſeemed by her perionage and apparel! to bæ a 
perion of authoꝛitie, who comming vnto her ſatd Tho faire 
and ropall ꝛinceſſe Clariciana-ts veric well welcome, fo: 
that many dates paſt you haue bene of me meruailouſlie 
wiches and loked for. This woꝛthie Pꝛinceſſe when ſher 
(awe that the was knowen by the old woman, beeing veree 
much aꝛnazed the ſapd: Df a truth gentle madame, yonr 
woꝛdes, and that which hath happened here vito mee, doth 
put ine in great admiration, and J doe not knowe what 3 
ſhould ſaie vnto this which 7 haue ſccuc. The olde woman 
ain were, J doe wel beleeue that all this which pou haue 
{ene doth) mae yon meruaile verie much, ko: that as pet 
pon doe not know the ſecret of this aduenture, but come x 
goo With me, and you ſhall vnderſtand the myſterie therof. 
When the olde woman had ſaid theſe woꝛdes, the worthie

— Fter that the thꝛer Pꝛincex, Bargandel, Ly- 
k £).TAY. namandro,and the Tartarian Zoy1o,were 
eil dcparted from the Empire of Trabiſond, 
% as the Bifto8 hath tolde you , the ropall 
7 2 JunceTe Claridiana, who reteiued the oꝛ⸗ 

* der of knighthode , vſcd fo2 her exerciſe to 
goe on hunting, and the twke ſo great pleaſure therein, that 
there was no other thing that did like her but onelie that, 
and the game wherein the melt delighted, was the wilde 
Boare, Lpons, and Bsares, and other ſauage beaſtes, that 
Were perilous and difficult to be llaine And foz p the tonid 
not at all times finde theſe wilde and fucious beaſts when 
ſhe would. it was the occaſton that one dap ſhe determined 
to goe vato the mountataes of Olgas in Galatia, ſixe dates 
tournigp from I rabifond , whercas it was tolde ber that 
there were many wild beaits,fo: that the mountains were 
verie high, and voide of all inhabitants, and vpon the toppe 
of them there were great foꝛreſtes full of tres, and verye 
thicke and buſhie. So the al ked lilente of her parents, who 
graunted it vnto her with a god will, as they which were 
deſtrous to pleaſure her in all things,foz 3ſhe was ſo kayꝛe 
av touragious. Do this faire ÞP2incelle did take with her 
fiſtte knights to beare her companie, and firogentiewomen 
to waite vpon her and to ſeruc her, beſides a great number 
of ather ſeruants and hunts · men, and they departed from 
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Trabiſond, and iu the end o eight daies they came vnto the 


wountaines of Olgas, whereas ſhe c 
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che great place, till ſuch time as they came vnder the win⸗ 
dowes whereas the Emperour + the Empꝛelſe were, wher 
the Dwarfes did ſtaie the Anicoꝛnes that did dꝛawe the 
Chariot, and being right oucr againſt one another, by rea- 
ſon that the chariot was verie high, & the window wheres 
in the Emperour ſtode was verie lowe. The faire P2ins 
cciTe and the knight ol the Chariot did ariſe vp from theyz 
ſeates, and made reuerence vnto the Cmpcrour and pem⸗ 
pꝛeſſe, who with no leſſe curteſie did receiue them, ſhewing 
great pleaſure and delight foꝛ their comming Ind retur⸗ 
ging all foure,they ſate the ſelues downe againe into their 
places, Where there paſſed betwirt them manye woꝛdes of 
conference, wherein was vcd great reverence and curte ſic; 
and heerewith they departed.and paſſed fo2 wards, and the 

triumphant Chariot was put on the one five of that great, 
court, whereas all the Damſells did alight from theyzoni⸗ 
coznes, and Went vnto the Chariot, and the Giants did put 
the vnicoꝛnes into the nether part of the Chariot, and like⸗ 
wile their hoꝛſes, then all the foure aud twentie ayantcs 
placed themlelues round about the Chariot, to garde and 
kœpe the ſune, and put all the people in feare at their furi⸗ 
ous tountenaunces, and ſtraight waie one of them toke a 
Letter of parchment which had the ſeales of the Emperoz 
Alicandro, and read it out aloud, that all people might wel 
heare it, and did declare the foꝛme of all that aduenture, & 

the great pꝛomiſe and pꝛeferment which the emperour had 
graunted vnto him p did defend the beautie of the Pzins 
ceſſe Lyndavrides, foz the ſpace of two moneths in the court 
of the ien, 1rebatio, When he had made an ende of 
reading thereok, and that this aduenture was well vnder⸗ 
ſtod, manp of thoſe moſt eſteemed knights were verie iop⸗ 
full, and toke great pleaſure therein, euerte one thinking 
in himſelfe to haue his part therein, and thought long till 
fich time as they might pꝛoue theniſclues with the knight 
of the Chariot, who tarried not long, but did giue them ful 
„ katiſfadion of their deſire, fo2 y as lone as the letter was 
„„ uf read, t wo of thoſe giants did bꝛing fozth his hozſe Cormeri-

6, verierichlie trimmed , in ſuch ſo2te as he was bꝛought 
foꝛth fo2 the pzince Meridian, at whoſe ſight they not a litle 
meruaile , and the knight of the Sun making great reue- 
rence vnto Pꝛinteſle, deſcended from the Chariot, ⁊ lept on 
hoꝛl backe, 1 beſides his mightie pꝛopoꝛtion, the great beu⸗ 
tie and riches of his armour, x of the ſaddle t all other traps 
pings netellar ies belonging to his hozſe, he was a ſpecta- 
cle fog all the knights that were in that place, 4 taking a 
ſpeare in his hand, he went & put himſelke in place wheras 
the iuſts were made, with ſuch gallant demeanour 4 gens 
tle diſpoſition, that veſo2e they ſaw him ſtrike a blow with 
ſpeare ez i wozd, they all iudged him to be of great boun:re 
and ſtrength, x to be a knight of wonderful! eſtimation + 
pꝛice, he was not well letteled in his place of iuſt with his 
hozſe Coruerino, when there came befo2e him a big + well 
popoztioncd knight, who amongſt al the Greeks was had 
in greateſt eftimation,this was the tout Alpino, Loꝛd of 
the Aland of Lemos, who had done that dap manp deeds of 
knighthod,and hauing both of them their ſpeores in they? 
hands, one of the giants of the chariot did ſound a trumpet, 
at which ſound theſe two knights did begin to moue them⸗ 
lelues one againſt the other, & with the great lwiftnes of 
the hoꝛſe Cornerino, it ſeemed in a moment they iopned to⸗ 
gether. This ſtrong Alpino, who thought to haue part of 5 
precious Ladie;by the great koꝛce # ſtrengih of the encoun⸗ 
ter which he recetued, loſt þ ſaddle of his hoꝛſe, found hun 
along the ground lying fo call intreated ther with, that he 
tete his ſperch from him fo2 a great ſeaſon, & the knight ot 
the thariot paſſed ſoꝛwards in his courſe, lo vpꝛight in his 
ſaddle as betoꝛe, as though he had made no enconter. The

landes, and Pꝛouintes, adiopning thervn⸗ 
to, and ok the ſafe conduct that he gaue vn- 
to all knights as well agans as chꝛiſtians, that woulde 
come vunto him. Nowe the Hiſtoꝛie ſapth , that when the 
time dꝛebo nigh that thele feaſts and triumphs ſhoulde be 
telebzated, there were ſo many knights gathered together 
as well ſtraungers as naturalls, that they could not be all 
receiued into the great Citie, but tgat the Cmparone was 
conttrained focommanm to arme a great number of tents 
in the field, wherein were lodged verie many knights, and 
neuer in Grecia vntill that daie was ſene ſo greate and 
gallant a number of knights together, foz that the moll 
part of all them that came vnto thoſe feafts, were knights 
of eſtimation, and armed verie richlie, and the mighty en 
perour herecat reteiued great delight, and did ſhewe unte 
them great liberalitie, in ſuch ample ſo2te, that they all 
grtatlie meruailed aid ſaide, that he was the michticÞ 
P2tnce in the whole earth. Do theſe feaſtes being begun, 
there was one daie in the greate place of Conſtantinople 
meruailous taſtings and full of armed knightes, and all 
the windowes and galleries wer repleniſhed with people. 
And thoſe which that daie did belt behaue themſelues, was 
Artidoro Pꝛince of Canclia, and Alpyno Lov of Scalia, 
and Dardante Pzince of Dalmatia , but they which moze 
then all theſc didſhew themſelues gallant and tout, were 
Rodomarte P2ince of Sardenna,aud Rodafto, Lozde of the

Frebatio x the Cmpeſſe Briana was at a window of their 
great Pallace, beholding thoſe taſtes with verte great toy 
and contentment,to ſe ſuch a number of gliſtring knights 
as were in that greate place, and at ſuch time as they were 
in the chiefeſt of the inffs and molt hotteſt, with all they 
ſoꝛte and vigoꝛ, vpon one fide of the place there beganne a- 
mongſt the people a great tumult oꝛ wondering straight 
waie they heard a noiſe and ſound ol Trumpets, with ls 
great violence and fo2re , that tt made honſes to tremble, 
n luch fort that one could of heare another what was (p3 
ken, Do affer that the Trumpets hav lekt ſourding, they 
he ard muſicke of ſundꝛie inctruments, whoſe melodie was 
ſo heauenlie and warte, p all thoſe which heard it thought 
they had ben rauiſhed in their ſenſes, and the noiſc of that 
mfieke wis fy londe . that it might be hearde thzoughout 
alk the whole plate. At Which ſodame and werte noiſe all 
che people turned their eyes that ware, whereas they ſaw 
entering into the great place a number of damſells, moun⸗ 
ted voon Anicoꝛnes meruailaus rithlie apparatled,fo that 
euer ie one of them ſeemed to be a Queene , and they enfe- 
red in oꝛder, in two rankes, and each of them had in theyꝛ 
hands an inſtrument, wherewith they inade that werte 
and concoꝛdant muſickhe. Straight after them they ſawe 
tomming in the tritmphaunt Chariot the faire Pꝛinceſſe 
Lyndabrides with her Damſells, and the twelue Gyants 
beloꝛe them, who tame with ſo great? a maieſtie and ſoue⸗ 
raigntie, that it put ſtraunge admiration in all them that 
did behols it, and this faire PP2tnceflo and the knight of the 
Chariot were ſet in their chatres, vnder thoſe triumphant 
arkes, and at their feet ſafe the ſtre Qucnes with crownes 
of golde vyon their heads, but when the ſoueraigne 8 faire 
pꝛtauceſte was well ſence x noted of al, it ſermed wonderful 
vndo them. Like wise ther lawe the knight of the Dunns 
ar med with that faire and rich armour of the Ponce Me- 
dian, and his healme vpn bis be 10 Secauſe he would nat

deuination, it was concluded that theſe two o ꝛinces ſhuld 
come into this thy Empire of Grecia, in ſuch triiunphaunt 
manner as you thall quicklie ſee, in ſuch ſost, that it there 
be ante knight, that in parte and defence of the P2nceiſe 
Lyndabrides did enter into battaile with the Pzince Me- 
richan, and ouercaine him, that the ſame Knight ſhould pol⸗ 
[clic the place of the ꝛince, and foꝛ the ſpace of two mo⸗ 
nets delend and maintaine the beautie of this Peinceſſe 
in thy Court. Ind ik it lo fall out he be not ouercome vp a- 
nie other knight, that then he ſhall haue foz ſpouſe the faire 
Þ. zincelle Lyndabrides, and ſhall be ſucceſſaur with her in 
great Empire of Tartaria, and he that hall ouercome 
the other, z make her defence loꝛ the ſpace of two moneths; 

And to the contrarie, ik the Pzince Nie- 
idian,after that he Hath trauailed throughout al the king⸗ 
domes and pꝛouintes of thy Empire, and is not ouertome 
but doth maintaine {til} the vicoꝛie, that then he ſhoulo be 
ſwoꝛne fo2 Pꝛince and euer Ames ſucceſſour of the Whole 
Empire. So that in this ſoꝛt and foꝛ this occaiion they are 
come vuto pour Empire. And akter that the JI2ince Mc li- 
dian had trauailed thꝛough ſome kt does T auercome 
many Pꝛinces and knightes, the diuine Oods Ipd per. 755 L 
them at length to meets with a! might of fo much vbountt 
and fo2ce, that entering! into battaile with the Daince i 2 
got the vice) 12 , and did onerthzolve him from his $9262 
ta the ground with one blows with his ſ wa we that her 
gaue him: and that being done, her entered into his place, 
and being readie with the Peinceſſe lo come hether to 
this thy Court, thep firit delermined fo ſend be ether vn⸗ 
to you, from them wer Lou 1 dete to kille pour Empe⸗ 
riall handes, and to requeit t ou that you would accepte 
and receiue their comming in gad parte, ſoz that their in⸗ 
tenion is fo no other thing but to lerue Fou.

were on hozſebacke,who wers kings,and had crownes cf 
ſiluer vpon their heads, and didde inſoꝛme them what they 
ſhould laie, and ſent them vnto the Cinperour Trebatio, 
Do theſe foure kings went vnto Conſtantmople, and they 
entered into the great tourt at ſuch time as it was full of 
diuerſe armed kinghtfes, foz to celebzate the greate ſeaſts 

and triumphs which were there oꝛdained. And at ſach 

time as the Emperour Trebatio and the Empꝛeſſe Briana 

vere at the windowes of the pallace, beholding the greate 

tuſts and tournepes which were there made. And when 

theſe foure Gpauntes did enter into the greate Court, all 

people did verie well beholde them, and made them wape 

that they might paſſe whether they woulde . So they de⸗ 
maunded fo; the Emperdur, Who being certified what they

that both theſe Pꝛinces were boꝛne together at one birth,

Likewnle at that pꝛelent they carried the knigh 
of the Dunne vato the Pzince Meridians chamber, which 
was a god wate from the chamber of the Pzincefſe, where 
be was ſerued with two Oamſelles, tili ſuch time as hee 
was vnreavie and laide into a verie rich bed, whereas hee 
paſſed all that night with lo pꝛolonnd thoughtes , that her 
could not fee one whit, foꝛ that there was repꝛelented in 
his heart that Angelicall ſoꝛce of the faire Yoincelſe Lyn- 
dabrides, Which made him as one aſtonied t amazed, with 
confemplating therein, manp times he did talke vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe, and did ariſe out of his bedde, imagining Whether it 
ſhould be a dꝛeame oꝛ ſome other fantasie which had ente⸗ 
red into his thought, e he had luch greate deſire to haue the 
date tame, that he might returne 4 comfoꝛt himſelfe with 
that Angelirall viſian, that he thought euerte houre to be 
a whole night. Wat it was not the knight of the Sunne as 
lone that was troubled in thought, but alfo the Punceſſg 
Lyndabrides tumbled and toſſed in her bed, as one to whom 
ſuch amoꝛous thoughts and paſſions was very rare, loꝛ ſhe 
had her heart out of quiet, and could not ip one houre in 
all h night, but alwaies had in her remembꝛance her new 
gelt which was lodged in her chariot, e his ſtrange 3 mer⸗ 
uad tous 
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nailons countenance was ſo pꝛinted in her minde, that ſhe 
pid verilie beleene y Gods had ſent him vnto her as a thing 
of their owne choite, ſoꝛ that he was in all pointes agrera⸗ 
hle vata his great galour and ſtrength. In this ſoꝛt didde 
the one and the other paſſe away that night, till the nert 
daie was come, and then they did as ſhall be tolde you in 
this next Chapter following.

teſte and lone, thep all th2& together entered into the cha⸗

And in ſaying theſe woꝛds he raiſed himſelfe vp in his ſad⸗ 
dle and ſtretched himſelfe vpon his ſtirops , aud with both 
his hands he ſtroke the knight of the Sunne luch a terrible 
b'ow vpon his magical healme, that he made all the terth in 
his head to chatter one againſt the other, and to decline his 
head downe to his bꝛeaſt, who conſidering himſelſe againe 
gratifted his ſalutation with another blowe, fo furious, 
hat he bꝛought him out of all remembꝛaunce, and his hoꝛſe 
carried him throughout all the field as though he had bene 
dead. The knight of the Sunne at that time did Wand (11! 
and not moue himſelſe, but abode ſtill till ſuch time as har 
ſhould recouer. The d ꝛince as ſone as he was come again 
Unto himſelfe, cke his [ worde in both in his handes, and 
with great furie made towards the knight of the Sunne, 
who laing him comming towards him did the like, and in 
the middeſt of their courfe they met together, and rapſing 
themſelues both together bpon their rrops,they ſtroke two 
(ach terrible and mightie blowes vpon their healmes, that 
the knight of the Dunn? ouerthꝛewe the Pꝛince Meridian 
to the ground fo void of feeling that he moued neither hand 
192 tote, but fate as one that had bene dead. Likewile the 
b:owe which the ꝛince gaue vnto the knight of the Sun, 
Was with fo greate ſoꝛce and ſtrength that he made him 
bir with ail his body fazwards downe to his hoꝛſe necke, 
a1 alſo he ſtroke his healme from his head . Wherewtth 
h: remained vnarmed, and thewe® to al the people his faire 

nd ſeuere cauntenaunte full of ropall maieſtie , And bp 
reaſon that he was chafed in the battaile , his coulour was 
the moꝛe liuelie and amoꝛous, and in ſuch ſozte that there 
Was no feminine heart of ſo greate foꝛte, that could make 
ante reſiſtaunce againſt that terrible and lodaine blowe of 
naturall beautie , Do that when the P2incelſe Lyndabri- 
des did ſee him, neither the maieſtie of her high eſtate, noꝛ 
the valure of his coaragious heart was ſufficient to reſſt, 
bat that ſhe muſt needes be taken pꝛiſoner with his beau⸗ 
tie and loue, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that manpe dates after paſſed b2- 
ſoze they could unde remedie fo; ta miniſter a ſalue to 1 
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ernell ſoze of Cupid, which her heart reteiued at that ſo⸗ 
daine and vnloked fo2 iope. Likewiſe when (he {awe her 
bꝛother lping a long vpon the ground as though he hade 
ben bead. She there loſt her freſh and uelie couleur, and 
fell in a ſound in the armes of her Ladies and Sentlewo⸗ 
men, then the knight of the Sunne alighted ſrom his hozte, 
and went vnto the P2zince and pulled his healme irom his 
head, and ſawe that all his face was (wollen, and that her 
volded much bloud at his meuth, fo2 which he was verie 
ſ{o:rowfull,fo2 he thought he had bene dead, the which ha 
would ſhoulde not haue happened fo2 all the gods in the 
woꝛld, foz that his ſiſter the Pꝛinteſſe Lyndabrides ſhould 
concetue no diſpleaſure againſt him. And againe, he hadde 
him in greate eſtimation, foꝛ that he was a knight of ſuch 
valour and pꝛoweſſe, but he was guicklie cleered of that 
ſozrow,foz Þ after he had giuen him ſonic aire, he itraight 
waie by little and little tame vnto himſelfe. So when her 
was wholte in his perfect remembꝛaunte, and ſawe hinms 
ſelfe vnarmed and in the armes of his aduerſarie, with a 
mightie courage he emb2aced patiente, and peelded himlelt 
vnto that his pꝛeſent nnifo2tunc in beeing fo oucrcome, and 
with a cherre all and ſcuerc countenance he ſpake vnto the 
kinght of the: anne and ſatd. 

Ualiaunt and wozthie knight, ſeeing that the dinine *? 
Gods hath permitted me by pou to be overcome, amd hat 
{ haue loit the vicozic, J dos verilte beltcue thatitisa 7 
thing agreed and determined in their diuine counſelt, that“ 
you mult be ſuccellour in the ſacred Empire of the Larta- 
ans, and to haue to wife the P2incelſſe Lyndabrides my (is ?? 
Her, foꝛ atccoꝛding vnto pour great valour and deſert , vou; 
are that Greeke knight of whom there hath bene ſo manpe »» 
and verie high matters pꝛognoſticated by the wiſe men of »» 
Tartaria,and ſuch as are expert in art magticke , And fo2 „ 
{hat you haue all their favour on your ſide, doe not delate, »» 
Jut pꝛoſecute peur god foztunc,and goo with nv ftiter Vis 4» 
to the Court of the Emperour Trebatio, Wheras vou muſk 55 
detend z maintaine her beautte do ie trace of two mos 55 
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hun. Likewiſe the P2ince Meridian ſaide vnto himſelfe, 
without all doubt this is the Greke knight which the 
Southſapers and wiſe men of my kather did pꝛognoſticate 
ſ5ould be married vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides my fi- 
ter and that he ſhould delcend from high eſtate, koꝛ it ſexs 
med onto him that if all the foꝛce of theſe knightes that 
euer he had battaile with, wer toyned together, it was not 
fo much as that which he found onelie in this one knight, 
and both in thought and furie of their battaile, they were 
tguall. As this fatre Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides did beholde 
them, ſhe loſt the pleaſant and faire colour of her face and 
Was greatlie troubled to fre her bꝛother bꝛought into ſuch 
ertremitie, loꝛ that ſhe thought there was not anie knight 
in all the woꝛlde that might compare with him , At this 
p:cſent the wozthie Pꝛince Meridian did ſtrike the knight 
of the Sunne ſuch a blowe with both his hands vpon the 
healme, that he toke awaie the ſight of his eyes, and the 
raines of his bꝛidle feil out of his handes, but ſtraight way 
this gran Alpherbo gane him his payment, and ſtroke him 
ſo terrible a blow vpon his harde and Diamonde healme , 
that it made no leſſe noiſe then the Thunder doth in the re⸗ 
gion of the aire, when it thundereth downe the Thunder 
bolt, and troubling his remembꝛaunce he fell lozwardes 
vppon his ſaddle blowe, without other mwuing, and his 
hozſe Cornermo carrped him round about the fielde with⸗ 
ont anie remembꝛaunce. This wozthis Yoince revived 
pꝛeſentlie, and ſeeing himſeife fo karre from his enimie, 
be ſef Spurres ts his hozſe with greate furte, and rannc 
agaynſt him, and when hee came nigh vnts him, he 
ſtroke him inch a blowe vppon the healme, that the 
Knight of the Sunne thought veriltie his eyes ſhoulde 
haue beene burned ont of his head, with the greate aboun⸗ 
daunte of ſparkles of fire that fiew from thence , but the 
Miince Meridian didde not goe without his paymenf,foz 
that the knight of the Dunne retourned bppon him wyth 
great furic, lo that the one layde vppon the other verye 
ſtronglie, and the battayle betwirt them didde endure 
192% 
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moze then two houres , in lach ſozte that the Gpauntes 
and manie other knightes which came thether at the noiſe 
of the battaile, greatlis meruailed , and did wonder with 
themlelues, howe they coulde in ante wiſe endure lo much 
trauaile. 

L pkewiſe the faire P2inceſſe Lyndabrides, who with 
creat adimiration did behold the battaile, was in a ſtrange 
confuſion in her ſeife , and coulde not imagine what that 
knight, ſhould be that was io ſtrong, and with lo great v2- 
flour and pꝛowelſe did maintaine the battaile againſt her 
bꝛother, and which was of ſo mightie perlonage, and of lo 
good p20opoztion . In this ſoꝛte va theſe valpaunt and 
woꝛthie warrioꝛs contended full two houres and a halke, 
and there was no aduauntage knowen of eyther parte, 
but in the. 05 ive the wꝛath of the knight of the Sunne dio 
ſo increaſe, ol 4 blowes ſremed to bee of moꝛe ſtrength 
and furic ther n at the beginning, but the D2ince Meridian 
didde cont! nue ences in one eſtate, and his fozce was 
at all tunes equall, and ſewing his aduerſarie ſo ſtrong be⸗ 
foꝛe him, with both his hands he ſtroke him ſuch a blowe 
vppon the ſhoulder that he made him ſtoupe with his body 
£92 wardes vppon the ſaddle bowe, The knight of the Sun 
with a triſe didde raiſe himſelke vp againe, and ſettleling 
himſelke againe in his ſaddle , hee toke his Swoꝛde in 
both his handes, and ſtroke ſo terrible a blowe at the 
12ince vppon his hard healme, and with ſo great ſtrength, 
that if he hadde not embꝛaced the hoꝛſe necke, he hadde 
fallen downe to grounde , and the blowe was lo heaupe 
bato him, that hee hadde thought a whole Tower hadde 
fallen vpon him, and when he knew i felt the greate force 
and Arength of his enimie, he lifte vp his eyes to Yeauen 
and ſaide. 

Oh ſoucratgne Gods,ſaue and defende mer from this 
night, fo; that accozding to his greate foꝛce and might, 
and the inuinſible power that hee vſeth againſt mee, J 


haue no ſecuritie of my life vader this _ and Erong 
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© L - was fa "ous ag wozthie fo beholde, 
thole two ſtaut and valiaunt warciours,the 
7 Anight of the Dunne and tho Pince Neri. 
75 + dars hs; were with their Qprarcs'in they: 
4 JAY bands one againſt another, unth lo furious 
: Aemblaurte, that ali thoſe which did boholde 
hos were amazed rend ſemed by ther furious demenour 
that the battaile betwirt them wold be verie rigoꝛous and 
well koughten, therswith the knight of the Sunne did calt 
vy his eyes vpon the faire Pꝛiuceſſe Lyudabrides, # When 
be ſaw that faire and celeſtiall fate, which ſeemed to bee an 
Angell of heauen, Uraight wair he lelt all his ſtrength and 
toꝛce to faile hun, and that he had not the heart that he was 
wout to haue, neither the caurage and foꝛce whercwith her 
was wont to enter into battaile, and being verie much a- 
mazed thereat, he lit vp his cies vnto heauen and ſaid, 

Oh immortall Gods, at whoſe will and emmaundement 
all things are ruled and gouernod, doe not now fhew your 
(clues contrarie in this battaile which J doe determine to 
maße agauiſt this knight, and although he doe deſcende 
from vour giuine pꝛogenie, this heauenlie Pꝛinceſſe Lin- 
dabiades hig ſiſter doth the like, à with no lelle rcaſon then 
he, dot deferngto be Ladie and goucrneffe ol that mightie 
and conſeerated eſtata of the Emperour Alcandro her Fa⸗ 
ther. And ik it he ſo that brerem J ſhall not haue pour fas 
usur, conſent that I may haue the faucur of this pꝛincolle, 
which if doe abtaine, x wilt. not feare all the Whole woꝛld 
if it be againſt we. 

And when he had ſaid theſe Woran it ſemen unto him 
his heart did reiopte and was verie much comfo2ted , So 
ſtraight waie fire of thoſe Dwarfcs which rode vppon the 
Anicoznes that dzewe'the Chariot did ſound their Drums 
pets, the which did make a verie great and timerous novſe, 
at the found whereof thele out Warriours did moue them⸗ 
ſelues the one againſt the other, and the great { wiftncſle x 
furie of that hole Corugewo: was luch, that it ſumed be

rould not bee ſene in his ſ wilt courſe, and the ground bit 
der him, but althongh the hoꝛſe of the night of the Sunne 
was not ſo \ wift as he, vet the great halt and furte which 
his maſter vied,made him runne with ſo great \ wifineſſc, 
that almoſt in the middeſt of the courſe they did merte to- 
gether and the encounter was lo ſtrong, that their mightie 
ſyeares were ſhæuered, in luch (0; t that the ſplinters ewe 
into the aire, and theſe ſtout warriours did paſſe the one by 
the other, and neither of them were more? in their ſaddles, 
and vet foꝛ all that it ſeemed that the great violence 4 forte 
of their hoꝛſes in their tourſe was nothing abated, but with 
great lightneſſe they turned the about, x thele t two knights 
ue the aflanit one again angt! Jer Ong their \wo2es, 
d began to ſtrike in ſuch kurious loꝛte, that they ſeeme 
to be al on ire, with the gr ——— of ſparkles which 
fow out of ther armaur, and throughout all the ſtelde was 
hea rd the great notic of their terrible blowes , and manve 
znightes which trau ated in thoſe partes came vito that 
place to lee what if ſhould be, and beholding that terrible 
aud well koughten batkalle be: wirt thoſe two knights, did 
ſtaie as halle amazed thercat. This furious battaile be⸗ 
twirt them did endure moꝛe then one houtre and there was 
19 aduauntage knowen then, and fo) that the armour ok 
= ꝛince Nleridcian was the beft in all the world, and like⸗ 
ſuiſe the armour of the knight of the Sunne ok no lelle 
trength then his the lharpe edges of their cutting lwoꝛdes 
had not lo much fo2ce as ts enter, neither to Unbuckle their 
armour, although they did erecute their mightie blowes 
with all the force and ſtrength polſible, by which meanes 
hey Were both in great ſecuritie not to be wounded, not⸗ 
with kandnig fo! all that, che great 4 mightie furte where- 
tt 1 they did ſtrike ong another, did make the many times 
to dagger and be amazed, and almoſt beſide themſelues, 
ad put them in great daungec, and when the knight of the 
Dunne did kerle the great courage and ſtrength of d peinte 
Xleridlian, he I comertiire with himſelſe that the Gods 
Were all oi 1s lde, ſo that it was not pollible ta onercome 
him.

They bꝛought him fazth all couered with a cloth of golde, 
and with a buth of white feathers on his head, and all his 
ſaddle was enameled, and bꝛodered about with Oꝛien⸗ 
tall pcar les, the ſtyꝛoppes were of fine golde, and his bꝛi⸗ 
dle and all the other trappinges were of fine golde and 
ſtlke, and foꝛ that the hoꝛſe was verie great and faire, and 
his furniture lo riche, certaimclie he ſeemed to be the

Meridian did mount vppon his hoꝛſe, and it was a thing

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on didde meruailouſlpe become him, and this wozthic 
night ot the Sunne reioyced verie much to fe him in that 
der, and had greate tontentment to ſee him. But if this 
Pꝛince Meridian dyd ſeeme ſo bꝛaue on hozſebacke , what 
ſhall we ſaie ol that gran Alphorbo, in whoine all the pꝛo⸗ 
poztion and gentle diſpoſition of humane was tompꝛehen⸗ 
ded, foz unto all them that did beholde him, hee caules 
great admiration, and therewith he beganne fo moue his 
hoꝛſe and to tourne hum in the flelde, and the Pꝛince le- 
rician did beholde him verte well, and did ſtraight waie 
conceiue with in himtelle. that it ſhould bea knight ol great 
pꝛoweſſe, foꝛ that befoe bo neuer ſabot᷑ a knight berter (et; 
and ng . twke a greate Plealitre to behalds

Likewiſe this beautyfull and wuergigne Painceits 
was oucreome by that ſodaine and vnloked foz Night, fo: 
in liſting vp with great mateſtie her grate aud chꝛiſta⸗ 
line eyes, the lawe the knight of the Hunne and his god⸗ 
lie pꝛopoꝛtion and gallaunt demeanour , wherewith her 
heart did {0 alter, that ſhe bare hirn better god wyll, 
and had him in moꝛe ellimation then anie other knight 
that euer ſhe hadde ſcene . So thele Kout and valpaunt 
Unightes did put theuiſelurs in a readyneſſe to the bat- 
faite, and what N anuged 1 Yall ber _ you in 
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Of tha ſtout — well fouglnet battaile betwi Txt the 
Knight of the Sunne andthe Prince Meridian, & 
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The ſecond part of 


t yet he tould neuer finde Knight,but that he onercame him, 
tand had the victoꝛie with great eaſe, but nowe he his verie 
c fad and heauie, as one that hath ſame great tare, fe: 5 com- 
« ming vato the court of the king of Macedonia, after he had 
ce guercome the P2ince and many other knights he was ſtri⸗ 
cc ken with the loue of the Pꝛinceſſe Florabindia, daughter 
« vnto the king of VMacedonia, who is the faireſt damſell that 
euer J ſawe in all my life, except the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabri- 
ce des, our Ladie and milkres, and now the waie we take is 
ce towards Conſtantiuople, foꝛ that it hath bene tolde vs that 
4e there are io yned together the moſt higheſt Pꝛinces and va⸗ 
lianteſt knightes of all the Empire. Whereas our Jo ꝛinte 
Meridian may the better ſhew his greate bountie, fo2 that 
c acco22ing as he is of might and power, J doe belene the 
O Greekes hall haue inough fo talke of him all the daies of 
6c their liues. 

Now here haue J tolde vnto you gentle knight, all your 
ddſtre, therefoꝛe J commit pou to the Gods, and 4 will de⸗ 
part, the Chariot is gone a great waie beſoꝛe, thereſoꝛe par⸗ 
don me, foꝛ J cannot tarrie a longer. And in laping theſe 
woꝛdes this damſell departed vppon her Uinico2nc,and the 
knight of the Sunne remained verte much amazed at that 
ſo ſtraunge an aduenture, and was very glad and retovced 
within himſelfe foꝛ that his ſicknelſe might haue ſome re⸗ 
medie, although he thonght that he was not woꝛthie of lo 
great a benelit, vet he had heart and ſtomacke to giue the 
attempt vnto a thing of greater impoꝛtaunce, and did lit⸗ 
tic eſteeme anie knight in the whole woꝛld, and yet her had

with this he put himſelfe beloꝛe the chariof with great god 
will to ſpeake vnto the inte Nlerichtan, and as he turned 
his hoꝛſe foz to beholde that faire face of the Pꝛinteſſe, his 
tongue failed him, and as one voide of reaſon and vnder- 
ſtanding he ſtode ſtill with his hozſe, without ſpeaking any 
woꝛde, till ſuch time as the chariot was paſſed by and gone 
a great wait. So when the knight of the Sunne was come 
againe vnto his remembꝛaunce, he began to be angrie with

Fter that the mightie Alphocbo was de- 
parted from the bꝛidge whereas he had the 
battaile with Flornaldus, and his knights, 
the Hiſtoꝛie ſaith that in few daies he en⸗ 
tered into the Empire of Grecia, vpon that 
; ſide which is betwirt Dardania and Mace- 
donia,and trauailing certaine daies in that Countrie , he 
alwates kept his right wate towards Conſtantinople, So it 
happened vpon a date as be trauailed by a — and vſed 
waie which went from one Citie to another, at ſuch time 
as the greateſt foꝛce of the Sunne was ouerpaſled, he ſawe 
in the ſame wate wherein, was comming towards him 
a great multitude of people, and the moſt parte of them ſee- 
med to be Gentlewomen, amongeſt whome there ſ&@med to 
be armed Oyants,and as they came a farre of, it happened 
to be a thing of great maieſtie and highnefſe,and the knight 
of the Sunne being verie deſirous to knowe who it ſhould 
be, did put himſeife ſomewhat out of the wate on hozſ back 
as he was, and ſtode ſtill, and tarried till all that people 
ſhould paſſe by, foꝛ that all thinges in that Countrie ſcemed 
verie ſtraunge vnto him, and likewiſe at this time a thing 
greatlie to be meruailed at, foꝛ although he could not con⸗ 
iecture with him what occaſton ſhuld moue him to be trou⸗ 
hled, pet he felt within hunſelk a great weaknetle,as though 
he 


he ſhould haue ſounded , which made him fo thinke in his 
heart that he {ould heare of ſome new ano ſtraunge event, 
and being thus troubled with hinſclfe, within a white ak⸗ 
ter thoſe people which he had (ene paſſe by, but the great 
wonders and meruailes which he law there at p pzſent, no 
tongue can tell noz pen can wzitethe ſecrete thereof, yea, 
ſuch, that if Homer were pꝛeſent foz to make deſcriptton 
thereof, yet foꝛ all that, the wonderfuil matter contavned 
thereof, would lurmount his eloquent ſtile, and the plea⸗ 
ſant nelle of the Hiſtoꝛie, the werte harmonie of his ſong. 
To conclude, the wife Artemidoro ſatth, that the aduenture 
was woꝛthie to be atchieued of fo high x wozthie a knight, 
and did not appertaine vnto anie other that was baſer then 
the lonne of Lrebatio, and tf that ſoueraigne Pꝛinces with⸗ 

out all compariſdof beutie and fatreneſſe, Claridianas had 
not bene dilcouered and knowen by the Peinces in Tra- 
bilond, Then the authoꝛ might well haue laid, that all the 
bheautie of the world was iopned together in this aduen⸗ 
ture, the which came in this oꝛder. 7

moꝛtall anguiſh he went vnto the Fountaine, and ſtanding 
von his kate he did beholde the p2otounde derpneſſe of the 
Water a thꝛere times he was readie to thꝛowe himſelfe ther⸗ 
and many times he retyꝛed backe againe, but in the end 
(the Wiſe Artemidoro ſaith) that he ſaide thele Words: Oh 
Workhie and vaitant knight of Cupid, ſcing that my civ - 
e deſtinie will not permit that in like tune J canaot en, 
107 thy companie and friendlhippe , mp death hall nowe 
lollowe thing „Tone Devilchcr ſhall poſleſſe both thy bones 
and mine. And in ſaping theſe woꝛdes he itpper fo: wards 
With his keete in to the fountaine, all armed as he Was, and 
and with the great waight of his armour,he lunke ſtraight 
dies vnto the bottome of the water, in ſuch ſoꝛte that he 
was no moꝛe lene, The wile Arteinidoro doeth Weite this 
t — ble act done by this king, declaring that the loue and 
kriendhip which he had vnto Roficleer , was the occaſion 
that he deſired to liue no longer, fo: that he thought verilie 
he had bene dead But the wiſe Lyrgandeo faith, that the 
king Sacridoro had ſome knowledge of this meruaplous 
Fountaine,and that he had ſome hope to finde his friende 
the knight of Cupid aliue, but howſocner it was, it was a 
thing woꝛthie of great memoꝛie, and the greateſt experp⸗ 
. of friendſhippe that euer was ſeene. And when th 
t3:& Punces heard the woꝛdes which the king ſaide, and 
lawe him thꝛowe himſelfe into the Fountaine, they knews 
not what to ſaie, but ſeemed as though they had bene it a 
dꝛeame, but pet if the danger of the lofſe of their foriies had 
not diſturbed them euerie one ofthem verie gladlie 4 with 
veric god will tould haue found in his heart toe hau done 
lo much as the king Sacridoro did, and there they remained 
all that date 4 all the night following, 4 did no other thing 
but lament So the next day they thought it could not p2ofit

ces had betwirt them a greate controuerſie 
Which of the two thould be moſt valianteſt and ek higher 
bountie, erther the knight of Cupid, oz their verie friende 
Roſicſcer, and were verie deſirous to heare fome-nowes as 
well of the one as of the other, + with this great deſire they 
did trauayle till they came to the ſame Poꝛt whereas the 
knight ok Cupid had imbarked himſelfe, wheras they heard 
ne wes of him of verie manie the which had lene him, and 
therewith they put themlelues in a god ſhip, 4 committed 
themlelues vnto God, and ſailing by the ſea, they were ta⸗ 
ken with the ſame ſtoꝛme and toꝛment that we ſpake off in 
the Chapter befoze , And whether it was by the great wil⸗ 
dome of Artemidoro,oꝛ by foztune, I knowe not, but their

they were, and likewiſe tolde him of all that happened vn⸗ 
to him and his compariions ſince the tune that they firſt en⸗ 
tered into the kingdome of Laſitama, vntill that houre that 
they delivered them. When the knight of Cupid vnder⸗ 


ſtod all the whole effect, he rect iued great ioy within him⸗ 


ſelf, foꝛ that he had ſuccoured his friends in lo great a necet⸗ 
ſitie. And being demaunded of them who he was, £3 that 
they might knowe him of whom they had recetucd ſo grrat 
a benefit, he anſ wered them that he was a ſtraunge knight 
of that Countrie, and that he could not diſcouer noꝛ tell vn⸗ 
to them his name, til ſuch time as he had fiuiſhed a iournex 

ich he had taken in hand, but if they were deſirous fo res 
turne and aide the Queene Lauma, he would go with them 
and beare them company, and doe foꝛ her all that tay in his 
power. When the thꝛer Pꝛinces heard him ſay theſe words 
they were verie glad and iopfull, faz that their whole de⸗ 
fire was to returne vnto the Citte , as well fo2 the ſuccour 
of the Queene Lauinia and her daughter, as to be reuenged 
on their aduerſar ies, as of the king of Palaclua, fo: that they 
were verie angrie and w2athfult againſt him, and hehol⸗ 
ding orten and verie much that knight, how he was adoz⸗ 
ned with all bountie, they ſaid one vnto another, that in all 
things he reſembled Roliclecr, as well in his great valour 
as in the gentle diſpoſition of his bodie, and in al the reſt of 
his behauiour, and calling him to remembꝛaunce, and how 
that they could not heare anie newes ol him, the teares can 
from the eyes of either of them foz the toue they bare vnto 
him. And being al ked by the knight of Cupid the octalt⸗ 
on wheretoze they ſhoulde ſhedde thoſe tfares', they tolde 
him that they all the went in the demaunde of a knight 
that in all thinges, as well in behauiour as in pꝛopoꝛci- 


on of bodie was lyke vnto him, and howe that the remem⸗ 


b2aunce of bim was the occaſion of thoſe teares, foꝛ that 
many dayes a gone he departed from them, and ſince that 
time they coulde neuer heare anye newes of him, At this 
pʒeſent the knight of Cupid receiued greats ſo;rowe and 
criefe, 
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griete, in ſet ing that thoſe th:& Pꝛintes beeing of ſo great 
balour went in his demaunde , and that occaſion didde fo 
ſerue, that he could not diſcouer himlelfe vnfo them. Yeere 
may pou plainly percetue what the diſcurteffe of the Þ2in- 
ceſſe Oliuia did cauſe, foz that it cauſed him fo withdzaws 
from him the great pleaſure and contentment that he ſhuld 
reteiue in diſcouer ing himlelfe buto his friendes. So after 
that they had talked of theſe and other like things, the th: 
ꝛinces toke cach of them a hozſe of thuſe knightes that 
were flame, they fourc together toke their wate towards 
the Citic, although by the conſaile of the Tartarian Zoy lo 
they went not the right waie, (uſpocting that when the 
king of Balachia ſhoulè vnderſtand of the death of the Gy- 
ant, he would ſend ſome people againſt them, but their de⸗ 
termination was not to be ſeene till ſuch time as they were 
come nigh vnto the campe, and then to put themſelues ins 
to the Citte it neede lo required, and in this ſoꝛte although 
the king did ſend his power they ſhoulde not mete with 
chem, but that they might much moe at their plelure come 
nigh the campe of their contraries, and conſulting among 
themſelucs what was bel? ſo2 them to doe, they determp⸗ 
ned fo giue the aſſault vpon their enimies ſodainlie, and to 
p:caſc thꝛough them til ſuch time as they might gette the 
b71dge,and beetng there they were verie tertaine that when 
thoſe of the Citie ſhoulde ſee them, they woulde ine fozth 
and ſuccour them, oꝛ at the leaſt wayes they woulde open 
the gates that they might enter in, and loke as they had 
determined they did put in pꝛaaiſe, and all theſe foure to⸗ 
gether did enter into the campe of their enimies, cutting, 
wounding, t hilling, that it was a wonder to ſer the greate 
effuſion which they made amongelt them, and neuer reſted 
till ſuch time as they came vnto the bꝛidge, whereas they 
did defend theinſelues veric valiantip from them that fol, 
lowed them, where thoſe of the citie did ſx all that palled 
And when they knewe that thoſe woꝛthie knightes were 
their friends, they were verie glad and reiopced to ſee them, 
and

and this woꝛthie and valiannt knight of Cupid ſtroke the 
gyaunt in the middel of his bodie, his ſpeare being made 
of the heart of a Cypꝛes tre, and the head of verie fine tems 
pered ſterle, which was giuen him by the king Luziro foꝛ a 
verie pꝛecious and excellent god one, at his departure from 
him, and his encounter was ſo ſtrong, that befo2e his ſpere 
did bꝛeake, the ſharpe and well hardened head did pearce 
thꝛough the ill tempered harneis of that great Gyant, and 
ranne thꝛough his bodie, appear ing at his backe, and there⸗ 
with he fell downe dead to the ground, and with the migh⸗ 
tie fall he bꝛake the ſtrong ſtatfe ol the ſpere, and the knight 
of Cupid teceiued ſo great an encounter of the gyant, that 
it made him loſe his ſtirops, x to let loſe the raines of his 
bo2ſe bꝛidle, and paſſed fo: wardes without receiuing ante 
moꝛe harme, and bctoze that he came whereas the other 
knights were, he had recouered both his ſtiroppes and the 
raines of his hoꝛſe againe, When the th:e& Pꝛintes and the 
knights of the gyant lawe that great and terrible encaun⸗ 
ter, they verie much meruailed thereat, and remained as 
ſtonied and amazed, and thought it ſo wonderfull that they 
could not tell what to ſaie vnto it, and with great ſoꝛrowe 
and griefe foꝛ the death of their Loꝛd, all the knights toge⸗ 
ther aſſaulted the knight of Cupid, and with greate ſhꝛines 
and ſhoutes they compailed him round about, and laid vps 
pon him with all the power and ſtrength they coulde, and 
although they were many, pet this ſtout t valiaunt knight 
did quicklie abate their courage , fo2 that at the firſt th:e 
blowes which he ftroke at them which came fo2nroſt, hee 
oucrth:ew thee of them to the ground verte ſoꝛe wounded 


and almoſt dead, and after beſturred himſelle amongſt the 
reſt with ſo great fur te that it was a wonder to ſer. The 
thzee Pꝛintes Who did beholde all that paſſed, knewe not 
what to ſaie, to ſee onc knight of ſo great bountie and toꝛte, 


lo attempt the bat aile againſt a Gpaunt and ſo manve 


Hinights, and with a god will they woulde haue giuen all 
that euer they were woꝛth to haue bene lale and at liber⸗ 
ber tie foz 10 haut holpen that knight, But at that tim 
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there was no neede of their luccour, koꝛ that in leſſe then 
halfe an houre the ſonne of Trebatio had duerthꝛowen fo 
the ground dead and verie ſoꝛe wounded the moſt parte of 
all his enimies, and the relt that remained ſeeing ſo greate 
laughter, thought themſclues in no ſecuritie , but tourned 
their hoꝛſe bzidles x fled that waie which they came as faſt 
as their hoꝛſes could run, and neuer foꝛgot the feare which 
they reteiued, neither did they loke backe till ſuch time as 
they tame into the campe afoꝛe the king, ſome with their fa- 
ces cut, and ſome their armes, they tolde him that one alone 
knight came againſt them in the high wap and ſlew the gi⸗ 
ant and all the reſt, ſauing they which ſaued themlelues by 
flight. The king and all thoſe that were with them verve 
much meruailed at that ſodaine miſfo2tune,and thought it 
a thing impefſible that anie humane creature ſhoulde nine 
ſuch an enterpꝛiſe and go though therwith, neither to haue 
o much hardmeile and courage of heart. The king recey⸗ 
ing great ſoꝛow and aricfe fo2 the death of the giant, x did 
out of hand command a companie of knights to be armed 
in a reavinefle,x retourne vnto the knight of Cupid. When 
he awe himſeife clecre and at libertie from his enimies, 
determined to ſette the thꝛee Pꝛinces at libertie, and not to 


make himlelfe to be knowen vnto them, koꝛ two cauſes, the 


one fo2 that he departed from them ont of England, without 
giuing them to vnderftand thereof, and the other, foz that 
they ſhoulde not carrie ante newes of him to the Court of 
king Olwerio, fo2 that the P2zinceſe Olinia commanded 
him in her Letter to depart thether, whereas ſhe might ne⸗ 
cr heare anie newes of him, and fo2 theſs cauſes he would 
not make himſclfe knowen vnto p thꝛer Pꝛintes, but came 
vnto them and did vnbinde them, and cut a ſander the toꝛds 
herewith they were bound and counkerfaiting his ſprach 
and voice in the beſt wiſe he coulde, he al ked of them who 
they were, and what was the occaſion that they were carri⸗ 
od awaie in that tozt, Then they who were no leffe amazed 
at his great bountie, then glad to ſee themſelues at liberty, 


gaue heartie thankes foz that which he had done fog them, 
J. v. and 
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The ſecond part of 
knight, thus he trauailed in a greate confuſion, t toulde not 
determine with himſelfe what was belt fo him to doe, and 
being troubled in his mind he paſſed the kingdome of Ruſ- 
ſia, and trauailed other thꝛer dates in another kingdome ad⸗ 
ioyning there vnto, and by reaſon Þ his minde was alwaies 
occupied with theſe pꝛofound and tontrary thoughts, all his 
trauaile foꝛ the matt part was out of the high wates, ma⸗ 
ny times he was benighted in the fields, and would paſſe a 
whole date without eating anie thing. So it happened one 
daie ver ie carlie in the moꝛning, hauing loſt his waie, ha 
ſound himſelfe amongſt a greate number of mountaines : 
was ſo farre ingulfed amongſt them that he could not find 
the waie to tome out neither did he knowe where he was, 
till the moſt part of the date was paſt, g then bis diſcouered 
a mountaine which was higher then all the rcff,+ determi⸗ 
ned to goe vp to the top of the ſamne-, to ſerif he could from 
thence diſcouer ame wate oz towne whether he might re- 
ſoꝛt. Then he went vp vnto the toppe of that mountatne al- 
though it was with great trauaile, and being at the top, her 
was there a god while, x loked round about him towards 
all parts, and did diſcover a mightie Countrie, and verte 
plaine, and that place whereas he was, was the craggedſt 
part of all that Tountrie, Alſo he diſceuiced a narow way, 
fo2 to deſcend fro thole mountaines into the plaine, where 
he ſawe a mightie bꝛoad # vſed waie which paſſed alongeſt 
by the fate of that mountaine, and as he woulbe haue dol⸗ 
cended towards that place he ſawe ſomewhat a far of coms 
ming towards hun a companie of knightes whoſe armour 
gliſtered ver ie much, and among them he law one that was 
moꝛe higher then all the reſt from the bꝛeaſt vpwards, and 
pe ſeemed vnto him, although it was a karre off to be a Gy- 
ant, and being verie deſirous to knowe who they ſhoulds 
be, he ſtode it ill, till ſuch time as they dꝛew nigher, z then 
be ſawe that in the middeſt of that ambuſh of knights ther 
came other tho knightes on hoꝛſebacke with their helmes 
otf, and their handes bound behinde them, whome hee did 
well perceius to buy carryed piloticrs againſt their willes. 
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Thele were the thꝛee Pꝛinces, Bargandeh, Lyriamandro, and 
the Tartarian Zoylo, which were carried pꝛiloners in the 
power ol the Gpaunt, at the commaundement of the king 
of Balachiagg the knight which they ſawe tome downe from 
the mountaine towards them, as the Hiſtoꝛie hath told you 
beloꝛe was the knight of Cupid, who ſœing them to bꝛinge 
thale knightes p2iſoners, and verie deſirous to knowe who 
and what it ſhuld be, did deſcend downe the mountaine to- 
wards the high wate whereas they ſhould paſſe, and when 
he d2ew nigh vnto them, he ſtraight waies knewe them to 
be the thꝛee P2mnces his verie great friends, and very much 
mecuailed to fee them in that caſe, and vppon a ſodaine the 
uater ranne downe his cheek es, and his hart was readie to 
burſt with great ſoꝛrowe and grieke, ta ſ& ſuch peareleſle 
132inces carried in that ſoꝛt, and being ſtraight wapes veſi- 
raus to venture his life in that pꝛelent daunger foꝛ to per 
fame that wherein he was greatlie bound, fo2 the defence 
of his friends, he put himſelfe 1nfo the middeſt of the highe 
waie with his ſpeare in his hand, and the great gyant Ful- 
goſo came foꝛmoſt of all the reſt, mounted vpon a mightie 
ho2ſe,and armed with verie thick 4 Trong armour ol ile, 
and with a ſpeare in his hand ſo bigge. that it ſeemed to be a 
Vine tree, and the beauer of his healing vp, that a faroff one 
might diſcerne his mon{irons and evil fanonred counte⸗ 
nance a when the knight of Cupid ſaw that it was but las 
bour loſt to falke with that ſoꝛt of people, x woꝛds ſpent in 
vaine, he bꝛoched his hoꝛſe with the ſpurres, and with ſo 
greate furie that it ſemen to ber a Thunder bolt, he made 
his courſe againſt the giant, who when he ſawe him come 
running againft him, with ſo greate a noyſe and furious 
a violence, one waie he thought he hadde bene ſome fwlyſh 
knight, and beſide hunſelfe , and to the contrarie he ver ye 
much meruailed to ſee him comming with ſo gallaunt a 
grace and furious courage, and without anie moze tarry- 
ing her ſet ſpurres vnto his mightie hozfe and went fozth 
to meete him ſo faſt as his hoꝛſe coulde runne, and in 
{he middeſt of they; courſe . mette both together, 
. th and 
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was verie ſozrie and repented himſelfe, notwithſtanding 
foꝛ to pꝛone whether that which he had ſaide were but dil⸗ 
ſembled becauſe he ſawe himlelſe in that great ertremitle, 
he ſayd. Of a truth Honnaldus J dae not pꝛetend by anie 
meanes fo recetue thee into my companic and kriendſhippe, 
and lefſe will J put ame cofidence 02 truſt in thee, till ſuch 
time as thou doeſt accompliſh one thing which J will tell 
ther. In this J ſhall thinke iny (cife moſt happie, ſayd Flo- 
rinaldus, that you woulde commaunde me to doe the thing, 
wherein J map ſhewe the great deſire that J haue of your 
friendſhip and conuerſation. That which J will pou ſhall 
bac ſaid the knight of the Sunne, is, that out of hande cu 
doe depart hence, and take pour tourney throughout as ma⸗ 
nie Countries as you can, but elpeciallie thꝛough the coun⸗ 
trie of Frannce, in the demaund of a knight which hath a 
S lower de luce fo2 his deuiſc, whoſe name is Claucryndo, 
and when you haue found him doe my commendations vis 
to him, and fell hum that J doe goe Uraight unto Conltan- 
tinople, and howe J doe meane to tarrie there till ſuch time 
as I doc heare ſome newes from him. With all this Jam 
verie well contented ſaide Flormaldus, and then theſe two 
did embꝛace one another, and from that date ſozwardes 
the were perfect fricnvs,as moze at large ſhall be told pou 
in this hifko2te. 

So the knight of the Sunne with his Pages departed 
from this Caſtle towards the Empire of Grecaa, and Flo- 
rinaldus in the demaund of the knight with the Flower de 
Luccs. And herre this Biſtozie doeth leaue them till time 
doth ſerue, and retourneth to tell you of the noble knight 
of Cupide, whereas wer loft him the kingdoms of Ruta,

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CK Ertaime dates the knightdÞCupid remat- 
| 8 ned in the court of king Lnzits,by the ear⸗ 
neſt requeſt of him and the Aucene, who 
did honour and loue him, and had him in 
pꝛiſe aboue all the knights of the world, in 
v (ach ſoꝛt that they woulde he ſhould haue 
— withhem in their companie al wales, and neuer 
depart from thence, but foꝛ that he could neuer be in quiet, 
neither take plylure oꝛ comfo2t in the hononr which they 

did vnto him, after that he had heard the newes of the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſle Oliuia, certaine dates paſſed he foke his leaue of the 
king and Qucene,who did offer vnto him ver ie largelie at 
all times whenſoeuer he ſhould haue anie neꝛde of them oz 
of their eckate. And being departed from the tourt, he deter⸗ 

nined with hunſelfe what was belt he ſhould do, z thought 
that it ſhould be god to paſſe into Grecia, and ther to know 
his father the mightie Emperour Trebatio, and to giue him 
to vnderſtand that the mightie and valiant knight of the 
Sunne was his ſonne and likewiſe his bꝛother, whome her 
had a verie great deſire to ſe, calling to remembzance that 
which he did foꝛ him in the Jland of Candramarte, and re⸗ 
teiued great top and contentment in himlelfe to haue ſuch 
a valiant and wo2thie knight vnto his brother, and to bee 
ſonnes vnto ſo noble a father, and allo the great remeadie 
” that was had foꝛ the ſoꝛrowfull loſſe of the pꝛinceſes Briana 
his mother. But as he did delight himſelfe in theſe thoughts 
ſtraight way there came vnto his remembꝛantce, that which 

y wiſe Artydon had told him of the pꝛinceſſe Oliuis which 
cauſed vnto hun ſo great a ſozrow and griefe that all his 
pleaſure and great contentment was foꝛgotten, ⁊ it made 
him to abhozre his owne life and all the world, thought 
within him ſelfe to go where all they ſhould neuer akter 
heare newes of him. Foꝛ that he could not perſlvade with 
himſelfe, thinking it a thing impoſſible foz him to line in 
the wozld, neither to receiue any comfozt amongeſt his 
parents and frends.UWhen that he ſhonld vnderſtand how 
wat the Pzinceſſe Oliuia was in the power of an other 
Jil, abe, 
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willinglie haue bene there ſoꝛ all the nods in the wo2lde, 
and would faine haue fied back again the way they came, 
but Florinaldus who was the hindermolt of all, and kepte 
the doꝛe, would not let them goe fozth, but that they ſhould 
doe their beſt againſt the knight ol the Sunne. And ſo they 
returned all vpon him, and by reaſon they were manie, they 
{aide vpon him like a compante of Smiths, when they do 
beate their pꝛon on the anficld. And if this armour had not 
bene verte god, it could not bir but that be hadds bene in 
great daunger, pet by his mightie caurage he was without 
all keare, and put himicife amonatt thein, in lack loꝛte, that 
in a ſhoꝛt {pace he lle we and ouerthꝛeßwe veris (020 woun 
ded to the ground the molt part of thein, and the reft which 
remained, returned and went fo2th by the ſame doe * q 
by they entered, in ſpite of Florinaldus that d did kape it, and 
among them that went foꝛth, the knight of the Dunne dyd 
likewiſe aoc loꝛth, and the firſt that he mette wi hall was 
Flormaldus, which ſeemed vnto hüm to be the Lo20c of atl 
the reſt, as well by the rich armour that he woꝛe, as by k 
ping the reit that they ſhoulde not flie, and he itroke . 
him ſuch a blowe vppon his healme, that hee made hun 
ſtoupe and bowe his tince to the ground, and as the Viſtozie 
hath tolde you, Fiorinaldus was verie pꝛoude of heart , and 
of great itrenath, and neuer lacked courage to attempt a- 
nie thing againſt the knight of the Summe, and being him⸗ 
lelle at that time in fo great extremitte, de woulbe pꝛwuc 
his foztune againſt him couragionfite , and troke him fo 
Krong and mightio a blowe vppon his healine , that the 
Ruigh! of the Bunne did kale the Pee hereok verie grie⸗ 
| nous, and therewith he ſfrok ie Flormaldus another in re— 
- vence of that which he hadde So — „with much 
3 Tth, that be made him fiele his greate furie, and 
nothing diſmaying thereat, her pꝛeſſed — "bom, and at⸗ 
templed a bꝛaue and furious battaile, fo2 that his armour 
wer gerte god and made by art magicis , which was che 
occa ſton a? the fieſt, although the blowes of the knight ot 
the Sunne verie ſkrong and terrible, they didde hun not 
nil Tot. 
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nuch harme, but as this valpaunt and fort Groton an⸗ 
ner and forte increaſe moꝛe and moꝛe, pon might haue 
ſcene how that the p2oude knight, ſometimes he ebped 
with his knees to ß ground and ſometimes with! his hands, 
that he hadde inaough to dekend himſelle, and to arte vp, 
that hee had no time rike at his aduerſarie, but was 
almock ont of his W ittes with anger, and thought vento 
humſelle that hee Had all the foꝛce orthe world againſt him, 
211d when he ſawe that his Ipfe could not long endure, bak 
redes hee mult haue patience vnto foꝛ tune „and that his

but vnfo him b will ine vertuoufly 4 well,the ſhame + dil⸗ 
crefid of a wile ſeruant is a great warning, not to duerſhwt 
himlelke. And many times he doth determine with hiunſeife 
that, which realon noꝛ the knowledge of God cannot with⸗ 
dꝛa we him from in his diſozdina te deſires, pet the ſhame⸗ 
faſtneſſe of a wiſe and dilcreete ſeruaunt doth ſometime dis 
ſturbs hun, Well, ſeing that this bath being pzofit fo2 the 

ſoule, 
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ſaule, and koꝛ the honour of man, wherefo2e ſhontd wwe not 
rather entertaine then that be wiſe and able fo giue god 
counſaile, then thoſe which can neither p2ofit their maſfer 
noꝛ themſelues . Beſides all this, there is to be reapt of a 
niſcreet ſerngunt many other gad things, as to be politike, 
touching the eſtate and lining of his Loꝛd and maſter „as

o ſodaine a miſchiefe following them by him, whome they 
thought to haue found in his bedde and a ſteepe, they;

late, he determined to accompliſh that which ſwmed vnfe 
hun with a verie god will the GSentlewoman had deſred.

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which was the occaſton that he peruſed verie well all the 
chamber round about whereas his Loꝛde ould flerpe, and 
{ifting vpa cloath of Tapiſtrie which hung vppon a wall 
it the ſame chamber, her diſcouered a falſe doꝛe behinde it, 
which had neither locke no bolt, at the which he receiucd 
little plealure, but went vnto his Loꝛde and tolde him of 
;t.ſayint.

When the Knight of the Dunne fawe 
the Sentlewoman, ſaluting her verie curteoullie he reply- 
ed: That which J woulde haue (faire Gentlewoman) is, 
that you would commaund the gates to be opened, that we 
map paile and goe fozwardes on our tourney, fo2 that ac- 
coꝛding as it hath bene tolde me, there is no other waie to 
paſſe, but by this b2idage , J am verie well content to doe 
this which thou doeſt demaunde, laide the Gentlowoman, 
but yet ſteſt thou mult doe that which other Unightes doe 
when they come ta paſſe this wate, What is that which J 
milk doe, ſaide the knight of the Dunne, fo2 it map be luch 
a thing that J ſhall haue great pleaſure and delight to doe 
it. That which thou muſt doe laid the Gentlewoman, is to

liblie we may. The knight of the Sunne would verte kaine 
haue pꝛoca bed on his tourne? , and not haue ſtaird there, 
but conſidccing his pꝛomiſe, and agate that it was verie

long time trauailed, it happened vpon a date ſemwhat late 
towards the euening, they came vnto a bꝛidge which was 
vpon the riuer Danubia, vpon the which there was a migh⸗ 
tie great, and well towzed caltte, one of the mot ſtrongeſt 
that euer he ſawe in all his like, and this Call le did — 
vnto the king Liberio, and it was edified there veryſtrong, 
foꝛ that it was in the vttermoit partes of all Hungara, 
and Was ſcituated ther foz that his enimies could not enter 
into his Countrie with ante armie, but onelie that wate, 
by reaſon that tho Riuer there was verie greate, and he 
that was lictetenaunt and had the keeping of this Caſtle, 
was the Tropan Carle, befoze the knight of the Dunne 
ſlewe him, and alter his death the King did committe 
the charge and kerping thereof vnto his brother Flormal- 
dus, fo; that he was a knight of great eſlimation, and one 
of

fo themof the citie, by whome they had recouered ſuch cons 
rage: where as befo2e they were at a point to pelde them⸗ 
ſelues . And it ſeemed vnto him, that arcoꝛding as that day 
they came fo2th vpon them, ſo they would do it oftner, and 
did immagin within himſelfe how and by what meames he 
might be reuenged on thoſe thꝛee knights, and take awaye 
from his aduerlaries the fozce and ayde which they had of 
them.

that J doe ſee that in thoſe th: onelie, reſteth the foꝛce and 
ſtrength of our enemies. The giaunt who was no leſie 
w2athfull, then the king, with a very god will did pꝛomiſe 
to accompliſh all that he had commaunded. And fo he de- 
parted from the king, and began to choſe out the knights 
that ſhould ſerue his turne fo2 that attempt, and vnto euc⸗ 
ry one particularly he gaue his charge what he ſhould doc. 
So they Were all ina redineſſe, tarping the tyme, when 
their cnimics ſhould come fozth , And all the reſt of the 
ſouldiers were continually in verye god oꝛder, very deſt⸗ 
rous to be reuenged, of the harme which they had befoꝛe 
receued , Chen the next moꝛning was come, thele thre 
Pꝛinces had great deſire to finiſh that which they had be- 
gunne, ſoꝛ that they would folow and pꝛoſecute their enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe: wherefoꝛe they determined to go foꝛth of the citie as 
they did the date bekoꝛe . And koꝛ the ſame purpole they ga⸗ 
thered together the beſt ſouldiers that were in all the citie, 
aud coꝛmmaunded the gates to be open, and they iſſued out 
in verie god oꝛder. 
Bob when they were palled the b2idge, they let vppon

bekoꝛe, but in a readineſſe farrying their comming, fo that 
betwirt them there began a verie out and well foughten 
hattaile,and there theſe thꝛer pꝛinces went all together be⸗ 
foꝛe, wozKing wonders, wounding, killing and duerthꝛow⸗ 
ing all that euer they met, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they made large 
waie whereas they went. Jn this ſoꝛt indured the battaile 


moꝛe then one houre, and all things went well with them

And by reaſon that the the pꝛinces did 
facie in che battaile,thoſe of the citic tould not make anie 
farther reſiſtance againit their aduerſar ies, and therefo:e 
they did retire in the beſt wile they coulde into the Citie, 
and when they ſound milling in their cdmpanie the the 
knights and vnderſtod that they were pꝛiſoners, J am not 
able to declate their greate fozrowe and griefs which they 
receiued, ſoꝛ that beſides the loue they bare them, they ho⸗ 
ped allo by their helpe to make defence againſt their foes, 
and if their abſence and lacke was felt amongeſt the com⸗ 
mon people, nnuch moꝛe was the griele that the Qucene La- 
uma and her daughter receined when they heard that (02 - 
v0 wtull newes,'o that it lamed that mee wer paſt ali hops

Do when the king ſaw this great deftruction which the 
th: knights made amongeſt his knightes, he pulled him- 
ſelfe by the beard,and blaſphemed againſt himſelfe, foz that 
when he had them in his tent, he dyd not commannd that 
they ſhould be taken and put to a cruel death. Then the 
huge and montrous gyant which was there, left the king, 
and pꝛeſſed in great halt towards that place where as the 
thꝛee pꝛinces were: and the firſt that he met with all was 
with the Tartarian Zoylo, and when he knew him to be 
the ſame that dyd ouerthꝛow him in the Juſt, he was very 
iopful thercof, and made towards him. Then this apzoned 
and woꝛthy Tartarian ſaw him comming, with a valiant 
and ſtout courage, he dyd abyde him: fo that betwirt them 
there began a ſtout and well foughten battaile, And als 
though the gyant was very great and monitrous, and hay 
aduauntage by his mightie members and great ſtrength, 
pct to oppoſe againſt the ſame, the Pꝛince ol Tartar ie, had 
very god armour, made by art magicke, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that 
by no meanes it could not be cut noꝛ b2oken , So that he 
dpd ſtrike at this furious gyaunt ſo mightie and terrible 
blowes, that many tymes he pearced both his armour any 
ficth , that the blod ran out in diuers places. At the lame 
tyme the other two wozthy p2zinces , Barzande! and Ly ria- 
mandro,dpd maruelous derdes of armes, and were all to be 
bꝛewed in blod , with the great number which they hadde 
ſlayne: + was ſo feared amongſt their enimies, that wher⸗ 
focuer they went, they made them away , Ind when their 
owne people dyd le& the great valiantneſſe and wozthie 
dxdes which they dpd, they receued great courage, and did 
very great yarnie and damage vpon their enunies.

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ceued p his companions did refyer,he thought it not wiſe- 
me to remaine there alone amongſt fo many, but at that 
inſtant he left the giant and put himſelfe amongſt his coin- 
panions, making them to retier in very god o2der, v their 
enemies might not do them any harme The gyant when 
he ſaw himſelfe cleere from his enemie, he was not ſo2y foꝛ 
it, but departed and made no accompt of him, fo2 that his 
courage was avated in meting his match. So all thoſe of 
the citie retpꝛed, vntill they came vpon the b2ydae, and in 
god oꝛder they entred into theritie. And although their 
enemies would haue entred in with them yet the thꝛee pꝛin 
ces which were the laſt, 1 thoſe ſouldiers which wer vpon 
the walles and battilments, dyd defend the entry, fo that 
they returned vnto p camp, where as they found their king 
bery heaup and ſad , to ſe the great damage which he had 
receued that day of his enemies, ⁊ the great number which 
he (aww thoſe theo knights to Kyll, who bekoꝛe he had in lyt⸗ 
tie eſtimacion. On the other ſide, thoſe of the cite receued 
great iope, as well fo; that which they had done, as to haue 
on their part thoſe thꝛee nights, with whoine they recoiics 
ted moꝛe heart and courage then befoze , In the time of all 
this conflict, the queene Lauinia, and hir daughter Olunpa, 
were vpon the top of a tower that was nigh the walles of 
the cific, from which place they dyd fr all that paſſed. And 
when they ſaw the thꝛer pꝛinces comming, with great ioye 
and p!caſure, they went farther fo receue them, 2 did them 
ſuch honoꝛ, as vnto thoſe next vnto God) ſhe put hir whole 
truſt and confidence in:not doubtingÞy the to be delivered 
from that great wꝛong done vnto hir. So there they reſted 
them ſelues, the reſt of the daye which remained, till the 
next dape was come, in the which they dyd all, as ſhalbe 
fold you in this chapter following.

and gaue them god intertainment, and much mernailed 
at their great valour and ſtrength, and the Princes with 
likecurteſte did returne them thankes fo2 that which they 
had dons, and pꝛomiſed that in their defence they would do 
all that euer was in their powers. There was amonaft 
theſe people a knight who was p2inctpall of them, and had 
the charge ouer that gate, and this knight carried the the 
Punces befoꝛe the Qucene Lauinia, accompanied with mas 
nic other knightes and Sentlemen, and when they came 
befoze her, they gaue her to vnderſtand of all that they had 
ſeene thoie thr knighr3 do,z how they came of their owne 
god will to lerue her in her warres. Thequene when ſhe 
heard that which the knight had told her, receiued great ioy 
in their gentle diſpoſition # god pꝛopoꝛtion receiuing them 
verie curteoullie, and doing them all the honour ſhee could, 
and offering her ſelke wholie viito them, and likewiſe did 
aduertiſe them of the (mall reaſon that the king had to be- 
ſiege them. Theſe Pꝛinces an! wered her with wonted cur - 
teſie, and did offer themſelues vnto the Qucene lo liberallp 
that ſhe was almoſt ſatiſſied of the lauegard of her citte , 
Then they remained ther all that date without doing ante 
other thing, and the king of Balachia remained in his camp 
with great anger and ſoꝛrowkull heauineike, that thoſe thrice 
nights were gone from him in that oꝛder, and did {incare 
a mightie oath that he would make them die an cuil death, 
if he might get them into his power. And although he had 
at this pꝛelent great wꝛath againſt them, ther did not paſſo 
verie long tune after, but that they did grieue hun much 
moꝛe. and made him repent humſcit foꝛ that he did not giue 
them better intertainment, when they firſt entred into his 
campe, as in this chapter following ſhall ve told you, 
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How the three Princes Bargandel,Lyriamandro, and 
the Tartarian Zoylo, itlued forth with ſuch people 
45 were in the citie, vnto the camp of their enimies, 
and ot the nugatie deedes of armes that they did 
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een the next day was come, theſe the pꝛin⸗ 
ces were very deſirons to go fo2th of the ci⸗ f 
p. nt tie againſt their enimies, and to rayſe vp the 

Fe ſege that was againſt the citie, and ſet at li⸗ 
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hertie the Qucene Lauinia, from that incon- 
LS ueniens. They requeſted to know what com 
pany ot people were in thecitie, And muſtering them they 
faunde that there were in all, a thouſand knightes, + th:ee 
Hanſand fotemen, all well armed, and very couragious, 
fo: to do all that which was commaunded vnto them, And 
they were certified that in the tame of their enimies ther 
might be fine thouſand knights, and vi.thouſand fotemen. 
Pet fo2 all that it ſeemed onto the valiant ſtomackes of 
theſe Pꝛinces, that they might go foꝛth, with the people 
which they had, to giue aſſalte and attempt againſt their 
enemies. So ſtraight way they commaunded that euerpe 
man ſhould make him readie, and this being done, they left 
the cific well pꝛouided and in god garde: 4 commaun⸗ 
ded the gates of the citie to be opened, and they ilcued out, 
in ver y god oꝛder. 

In the foꝛeward went theſe thiw mightie and wozthic 
Pꝛinces, and all the reſt when they ſaw them ſo mightie x 
well pꝛopoꝛcioned of members, and very toute, receiued 
great courage. Then thoſe which were in the companie 
with out, when they ſaw the people of the citie come koꝛth, 
they were greatly amaſed, and did verely beleue that thoſe 
three knights had hartened and giuen them courage to at- 
tempt the feld. The king ſtraight wap commaunded that 
all his people ſhould be put in oꝛder with all ſpade polli⸗ 
ble: but by reaſon that their enimies came vyon them vn⸗ 
awares,befoze they could be in 02der, they were ailalfed of 
them, x receiued great damage, and pet it could little haue 
aduauntaged them, if the the P2inces had not bene ther, 
who being in the foze fronf, dyd wounde, kill and ouer- 
th:ow all that came befoꝛe them, and put themſelues ſo far 
among? their enemies, that their owne people could not 
follow them, without great trauaile.

info ſmall chiuers g this font Tartarian did double with 
his body backwards, in ſuch ſoꝛt that his head did ſtrike vp⸗

monſtrous giant did ariſe from the ground, and dꝛew out 
a great and mightie fauchon which he had at his girdle, and 
went towards the incest ſaid, p they all thx together 
Gould make battaile with him. 

The thee Pꝛinces not making ame reckoning of his 
Woꝛdes, on hoꝛſebacke as they were, went beloze the king. 
and aſked him ik he were content to pape them thepꝛ bars 
gaine that was made betwirt them, if not, they woulde de⸗ 
part vnto ſome other place wheras they thought beſt. Then 
the king who was meruailous angrie and offended wyth 
them, anſ wered and laid, J will that you ſerue me in this 
my warres, and after ward it chall be at my pleaſure to pay 
you fo pour ſeruice and if you will gravunt onto this with 
a god will doe it, ik not, J will make you perfoꝛce. Then 
theſe thꝛer princes who had no deſire to tarrie ther, although 
the king would giue them all the treaſure that he had, but 
onelie intended to ſerue and helpe the Qucene Lauina, fo 
that it {e14ed voto them that (he had molt right , without 
ſpeaking ants woꝛd onto the king turned about their hoz⸗ 
ſeg, and tone their waie towards a greate bridge of ſtone, 
which palled ouer the riuer; and at the farther end thereof 
was the gate of the Citie, and vpon the laid bꝛidge 4 walls 
of the Citie there were many people, and becauſe the campe 
was verie nigh the citie,they might well dilcerne all that 
hay paſted with the thzo Pzinces, and what they had done, 
and 
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and verie much mernailed fo what purpoſe it was dene,

Now when the king of Balachia ſaw that þ thi Pꝛin⸗ 
ces went their waie, with great wꝛath and anger he began 
to trie out with a loude voice vnfo his knightes commaun⸗ 
ding them to take them perfoꝛte. At which commandement 
many of his knights did followe them with as great ſped 
as their hoꝛſes could runne but befoꝛe they could ouertake 
them, theſe thee princes, were entre vpon the bridge. And 
when they ſaw ſo many people folldwing them they drew 
aut their lwoꝛdes and turned backe vpon them. Aid woun⸗ 
ded many of them. But by reaſon of the great company that 
aſſalted them, they were put to great extremitie, and fo2ced 
to retire backe wardes towards the titie. And by reaſon 
chat the bꝛidge was ſomwhat nazow, it did p2ofite them ve 
ry much in that their enimics could not allault them but 
al befo2c,fto whom they did verte great harme. This bats 
talc indured betwirtthem moze then halfe an houre, in 
which time they llew of their enimies move then twentie 
Enightes. And when thoſe which were within the aiticſaw 
all that paſſed, they thought it beſt to open the gates unto 
thoſe knightes, that fo valtauntly 4 with ſa great Krength 
defended them ſetues:and determined to refaine them, on 
their part, to helpe them to make defence againſt their ni⸗ 
mies, oz that they did withdꝛaw themſeines towards the 
Citie. 

This determination they perſoꝛmed, foꝛ as theſe thige 
pꝛinces did by little and little retire towards the gates of 
the cit ie lo when they came nigh them, thep that were vp- 
on the walles and battilments of the citie, did ſhoote many 
arrowes,and thꝛew ſtones, and other things at their eni⸗ 
mies, with the which they did them ver ie great harme, and 
made them to retire backwardes, by reaſon whereof they 
had ſpace fo2 ts open a poſterne dooꝛe of the Gates, by the

And when this pꝛoud 2 furious giant was in a readi⸗ 
nes to the inſt, theſe valtant Pꝛintes who were verie deli⸗

Cancla, all young men and gmo2ous, who foꝛ their create 
knighthed did get ercceding fat ne at thole feaſts and iuſts. 
In theſe paſtimes there paſſed many dapes, and euerie daie 
there came new and ſtrange knights, vnto whom the Em⸗ 
perour 1 rebatio did much honour, and did ſpend liberallpe 
amongſt them great a part of his treaſurie, + foꝛ that theſe 
keaſts and palktmes did indure verie long, and that there 
ſucceeded in them many ſtraunge thinges, as ſhall be tolde 
you in this hiſtozic,tef vs leaue them new begun and tel of 
other things that ſucceeded in this time, which 1s very need⸗ 
fill fo this pzeſent hiſtozie:foꝛaſmuch as the returne and 
comming of the Emperour I rebatio- was publithed in all 
places,and that the manner of the death of Pzince Edward 
was knowen. The newes of all this came vnto the cares of 
the king Oliuerio, who although he had almoſt forgot the 
loſſe of the Pꝛince, by reaſon of the long time paſſed ſince 5 
happened, pet theſe newe newes of his death were lo dolo 
rous, that it did renue within his thought the orcate 4 
which he bare vnto him, as vnto his ſonne, that in a ſmall 
time they thought verilie he would die with verie ſozrow, 
but the pzinctpail remedy that he toke foꝛ his comfozt, was 
to determine himſelfe to fake reuengement fo2 the P2inces 
eath vpon the Cmperour,x although his power was not ſg 
great as the power of the Emperour, pet he thought p the 
king Tiberio fo fulfill the great obligation in the which her 
was bound vnto him, would giue him aide 4 luccoꝛ : again 
the pꝛince Don Silucrio wanld likewiſe ſucco2 him with al 
bis power, which was very great, giuiig him foꝛ ſpouſe his 
* daughter 
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daughter the pzincee Oliuia, accoꝛding as he had determi⸗ 

ned. And beſides this, p king of Spaine who was his verie 
friend, would ſuccoz him al yᷣ he could, here with he might 
very well reuenge himſelf vpon the Cmperour,t deſtroy al 
his Empire. All this the king determined in his thought, e 
the great paſſion # griefe which he had fo2 the death of his 
ſon, wold not ſuffer ante other thought to enter in his bꝛelt, 
with this determination he lent meſſengers vnto p king 
T iberio to giue him to vnderſtand how he was determined 
fo be reuenged foꝛ the death of his ſonne, z deſired hum of al 
frienſhip to awe him in his determination, knowing how 
much he was bound therto, foꝛ v he was ſlain in his ſeruice. 
And touching all his determination he did wꝛite hum a let⸗ 
ter at large, of the which he had an aunl were agatne to his 
deſire, ſoꝛ 1 the king Tiberio acknowledging how much hee 
was bound vnto hun, could do nothing to the contrar ie but 
offer himſelfe in all that he might to helpe him, although he 
wiſhed fo2 his part that all were ercuſcd,foz it ſecmed vnto 
him that if the Emperour Trebatio ſlew the pzince Eduard, 
if was with his ſpeare in his hand, z in battaile one with z; 
other, like knights, 4 thercfo2e he ſhoulde not bee blamed in 
ſuch loꝛt, to take luch reuengement againſt him, x although 
be had all this within his thought, x was very well content 
to haue the Emperour fo2 his fon in law, pet he would not 
giue ani bodie fo vnderſtand thereof, foꝛ v be was a king

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befoꝛe her his great valure,+the netellitie he had of him: ſo 5 
conſidering this matter many times the king did impoztu- ot 6) 
nate her, ſome times with requeſtes, and other times with | 12

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Foz whoſe comming the father and hir bꝛetheren receucy 
double iop, and ſhe no leſſe toyfull, fo; that ſhe found them 
cleere from the outrage which they would haue done vnte 
them. So that neither of them dyd know in what ſoꝛt they 
might gratiſte the knight of the Sunne, fo the great bene- 
fite which they had receued at his handes, but offered vnto 
him al that they had. And foz that he found in them fo great 
god will, he determined to ſtape there certaine dayes, to 
comfo2t and caſe him ſelfe: foz that he found his bodie in 

many plaſes bꝛuſed a '! intreated , with the battailes 

which he had with the l. ghts of the king Tiberio, and the 

gyant and his knightes when he ſet at liberfic the Qucne 
Auguſta,foz although his god armour did defend him from 

being Wounded , yet his bodie could not but receue great 
damage, and be toꝛmented by the heauy waight e ſtrength © 

of the blowes which he receiued, and he felt himſelfe verie 

ſoꝛe there with, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he had great _n&de to be 

cured thereof, All which he declared vyts the loꝛd of the ca- 

ſtel, and vnto his ſonnes, who were very iopfull, and rece⸗ 

ued great contentment at the ſame, as thoſe who were very 
deſirous to ſerue # pleaſure him in all that euer they could. 

Do the knight of the Sunne remained ther certaine daies, 

in which tyme he was meruatlonfly well cured of his bꝛu⸗ 
les, by the gentilwoman , who was cunning and expert in 

chirurgerie, and dyd it with a very god grace. 

The gentilwomans name was Ola, and hir fathers 
name was Onorio, and his ſonnes names were Aurellio, x 
Binnano,and they all dyd loue him very much, and would 
that he ſhould neuer depart from thence, from their compa⸗ 
nie. But at ſuch time that he would needes depart, the fa⸗ 
ther requelted the knight to graunt him a bowne, which 
Was, that he ſhould receue into ſernice his two ſonnes , x 
cary them with him foꝛ his pages. The knight of the Sun 
knowing them to be young menof gupat vertue, well pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛcioned and couragious in what ſo euer neceſitic ſhould 
happen ; he toke them with him, and they dyd ſerue hun 

da pages And tyme did ſerue that ther dyd very wel ſerue 
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him,and their father and mother did recompence the loue 
which they bare vnto him, as ſhall be fold you in the ſecond 
part of this hiſloꝛie. So at this pꝛeſent we will leaue them 
»eparted from the Cattle, ta tell you of other things which 
chaunced in this time.

nerallie in all eſtates, the knights in oꝛdeining and making 
greate iuſtes and tourneics, and other militar ie exerciſes, 
and others in inuenting new deuiſes of plaies, and occaſi⸗ 
ons of top and pleaſure, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that thꝛoughout all the 
Whole Empire they pꝛadiſed no other thing but paſtimes 
and pleaſures , as well in the one ſozte of people as in the 
other, à that Which was molt to be conſidered of, was,that 
this mightie Cmperour, the moze fo2 to reiopce and plca- 
ſure his owne ſubiects , did commaund fo be pzoclaimed a 
ſolempne iuſt, not onelie in the Countries belonging vnto 
the Empir e, but allo in all in the kingdomes and P;ouin- 
ces thereto adiopning, giuing and graunting ſafe conduc 
to all that euer would come thether, as well to Pagans as 
Chꝛiſtians, ot what binde ol law and ſect ſo cuer they wer, 
and foꝛ that theſe taits were publiſhed in mante parts, and 
that the C: nper our gaue fre ſafe conduct , what with 
ſoine lo; to ſe what paited, and other ſome to pꝛoue them- 
ſclues in the infts there came ſo many knights that it was

help my father and two bzetherin which are in that caſtel 
which you ſc befoze pou, and are at the poynt to be ſlaine, 
by certain traiterous knights, that do v2efend to kill them.

| ta the king all that cucr the knight of the Sunne had done

from her, and how ſhe could not by ame meanes canſe him 
4 to returne vnto the court fo2 to receiue his reward lo: that 
Woꝛthie and valiant deed which he had done fo2 her. Wiken 
the king vnderſtode that it was the knight of the Sunne,

When this great Barbar in that ſoꝛt ſaw the knight be⸗ 
£020 hun, and the great hardineſſe where with he ſpake vits 
to him, with ut making any aul were, he lykt vp his great 
male of Iron, and went againſt him to haue ſtroke him vp- 
on the head, with a right downe blow: but the knight of 
the Sunne had his l woꝛd dꝛawen in his hande, z ſet ſpurs 
vnto his hoꝛſe fide, and made him giue a great and a light 
leape on the one ſide, where with he cleared himſelfe from 
that terrible blow, and the maſe fell downe to the ground:

If von do remember that after the knight of the Dun had 
vuercome that ſtout 4 valiant knight Aridon of the blacke 
wo, the Duke of Pannonia and he confeſſed al the treaſon 
that was conſpired betwirt them againſt the dutcheſſe, and 
how that the king commaunded their heads ſhould be cut 
off in the middeſt of p place, without anie pardon, although 
many Kknightes and greate Loꝛdes did impoꝛtunate the 
king foꝛ their pardon, Now the hiſtoꝛie ſaith that this A- 
ridon of the blacks wode hadde a bꝛother called Egion, a 
young man of a mightie Faturc and foꝛce, and of a lingu⸗ 
lar courage foꝛ fo attempt anic thing —— was in p black 
wode,at ſuch time as Aridon was headed . Allo the 
Dukeof Pannonia had likewiſe another bꝛother called Far- 
monte, à valiant knight and borie eee being Loꝛde 
oder manie Countries in high Ahn le, nigh Into p black 
Wode, who went av2oadc ſcking this a aduentures in thoſe 
partes, and had got vnto hit mlelfe great fame # renowme, 
foꝛ many derdes of armes which he had done in that coun⸗ 
trie. Now when the death of their b ethꝛene cane vnto their 
knowledge, and in what ſoꝛte the king Tiberio commauns 
ded them to be llaine, they were veric ſozrowfull fo; the 
ſame and either of them determined within hitnſclfe to ans 
noie the king Liberio all that euer ther could, til ſuch time 
as they were reuenged of thc death of their bꝛethꝛen. It fo 
fell out that thele two ioyned together, and were both of 
One minde and determination, concluding vet wanc them 
to be both together at the execution of reuengement, koz 
that they may the better bꝛing to paſſe their pꝛetence, and 
to annoy the king.

verie wearie, as that he was vnwilling to doe anie moꝛe 
harme then he had done, and ſo he trauailed all the reſt of 
that daie till it was night, and becauſe he knewe not the 
Countrie, he determined to ſtaie and reſt himſelfe in a ve⸗ 
rie faire and greene fozreſt , which was betwirt the riuer 4 
the high waie, ans the place ſcemed vnto him to ber ve⸗ 
rie delightfull and fit foꝛ to reſt in, wherefoꝛe he alighted 
from his hoꝛſe, and pulled off his bꝛidle, that he might feꝛde 
on the greene graſle, and he pulled of his healme, and ſate 
downe vpon the greene, and leaned vnto a tre, whereas he 
did reſt himſelfe from that great trauaile which he had pal⸗ 
ſed all that dare befoꝛe, and by reaſon that he came thether 
verie weartehe ſtraight waies fell a fleepe, and therein he 
palſed a god part of the night, which was very faire by rea⸗ 
ſon of the Bone light, and about midnight vpon a ſodaine

a greate repꝛoch vnto bi gurt, but that which troubled 
hun malt was, the con bla intes and teares of the parents 
and kinſeſolkes of! ius, and of the wife and childꝛen 
of { e Carle, foꝛ chat * all together knaled bekoꝛe him, 
ich cauſed him to be moꝛe weathfull againſt the night 
of hs Sunne. Then ſtraight wares the knightes of Flori- 
naldus did take their Loꝛde out of the place and carried hun 
bato his lodging, and to2 that he had no wounde no2 hurt 
but onelie the biuüng and toꝛment ot the fall, he ſkraight 
waics came vito hiuntelfe and was quicklie whole and 
ſound, with which the rumonr of his varents and kinlfolks 
was ſomewhat mittigated, and the Bing Tiberio loſt ſome 
part of his great gricie which he befo;e luſtained. And whe 
be was ſomwhat in quiet t his anger — * he called to 
his remembꝛaunce all that he had ſeene the knight of the 
Dunne doe, and the gentle grace and cartel that he vicd 
with all men, fo2 the which he did delerue to be honoured 
+ eſtœmed of all, r conceiuing an anger ag * himſelke, he 
ſaid in his minde, that he had rather hauc loft a great parte 
of his eſlate, then ſuch a knight ſhould haue departed from 
his court ſo much abuſed, & manic times when he thought 
thereof, he was verte loꝛrie foꝛ that which he had done a- 
gainſt him.

che ground as though he had bene dead, wherefoze the Bing 
and all they that did beholde the batfaile were much amas 
zed at the great power and foꝛce of the Knight of the Sun, 
ſaying one fo another that he yadde not his like in all the 
wo2lde. 

Straight waie there was hearde in the create place 
many chꝛikes and cryings, and loking what they choulde 
be, they ſawe it was the kinſefolkes of Florinaldus, who 
thought that he had bene llaine, and beganne to lament his 
death, and the death of the Carle.

ſoner. But when the knight had done this meflane vat 
the Unight of the Sunne, he went fo the windowes 
whereas the King was, and with a lowde vopce hee 
ſayde, 

In the Courtes of highe and mightie kings they ought 
not to intreate a trauailing knight in this loꝛte as you doe 
me, fo2 if { flew the Lroyan Carle, it was with my ſword 
in my hanve, defending my ſelle lyke a knight, from them 
which (ought wy death, and fo; that J doe not delerue any 
puniſhment, nepther was there ame realon why J ſhould 
be fo long in pꝛiſon. But now iwing you doe commaunde 

ne to retourne againe vnto pꝛiſon, let euerie one defende 
and kerpe hunſelſe from me as well as he can, foꝛ that J do 
pzetend to kepe my libertie . And in ſaying thele woꝛdes

he dꝛewe out his Swoꝛde, and ſet Spurres vnto his hoꝛſe, 
and p2eſſed among the thickeſt of the garde, which hadde 
compaſſed him about, and with the greate furte that he 
had, he made waie though the thickeſt ouerthꝛowing ſome 
with his { wo2d,and other lome with his hoſe, The Bing 
ſtraight wates perceiued the pꝛetence of the knight, and bes 
ing verie angrie, with a lowde vopte rommaunded the 
kniahts of the garde and the fote men fo2 to take him And 
at the commaundement of the king, the knightes of the 
garde reſoꝛted vnto the place whereas the knight of the 
Sunne was and in great number they put themſelues be⸗ 
foꝛe him with their f ww2des in their handes, and ouer la⸗ 
ded him with verie many bliows, and although the knights 
were manpe, pet in a ſhoꝛt time he made them to recople, 
and to giue him waie, flouriſhing with his Swoꝛde in 
his furious hande aboute him, on the one fide and on the 
other, in ſuch ſoꝛte that hee neuer ſtroke blowe but that hee 
ewe 02 ouerthꝛew a knight. 
The ſlaughter that he made among them was ſuch , and in 
ſo greate number, that although the kntghtes and all 
the fofe men did che bell they coulde to take him, pet in 
ſpight of thei all, this furious knight made wate befozg 
him, and went from ainongll them out of the place Ind 
chauncing into a narrow treate, he ſet ſpurres to his hoꝛſe 
and made him runne with greate l wiktneſſe, till luch time 
as he Was out of the Citie in the nelde. The flaughter 
which he made amongeſt them, and the great ktare which 
they reteiued, Was luch, that there was not one fo hardie 
that durit followe after hun, but to content the king thep 
cluſtered a greate number together, and followed him 
thzough the ſtreate a trotting paſe, and although they 
went a great number together, pet they which wer fo2mott 
itaycd their hoꝛſe bꝛidles, being vnwilling to oucrtake that 
furious knight, lo that the knight of the Sunne had time 
to a parte himſeife a greate wate from the Citie, and chan⸗ 
ted vnto a way which bought hun vnto the riuer Danubia, 
Ji. aud

who was ver ie gladde and iapful thereof, not loꝛ anie god 
Will that he had to make battaile with Flormaldus, foꝛ that 
he had no deſire fo diſhonour oz ſhame him, but the chiekell 
occaſion of his 10y was, to recouei his hoꝛſe and armour, 
wherewith to defend himlette,and not fo ſuffer humſelte ta 
be taken and carried againe vato pꝛiſon. And therewith ha 
ſaide vnto the Df! uier, that he ſhould tell his Lozde that! bY

giue them liſence , Zhen the Squier retourned with this 
aunt were bnto his Lozd, wha when he heard the meekneſls 
of the knight of the Sunnehts tout courage did the moꝛe 
increaſe, and ſcent ſtraight watc vato the king a certaine 
knight of his part foꝛ to aſ ke liſence,that he and the knight 
of the Sunne might enter battatic about the death of the 


Carle, affirming that it was hi is requelt againtt the e knight 
a}! £1 he Sunne.

the king toulb doe nb lelle but giue liſence unt to all that 
* hich Flori naldus did requeſt. Uhe Florinaldus did vnder⸗ 
Uand the ſame, he was well content, and the next daie. fol- 
lowing the battell was appointed to be held in the middelt 
of the greate court . The daie beeing come, the king ſent 
vnto the knight of the lunne his l wo2d,and when the houre 
appꝛoched that they ſhould make their battaile, the King 
commaunded 500. nights, and as mante moze fote men 
to gard and kepe Elorinaldus and the night of the Dunne, 
that they might haue the field in quiet and ſafctie, 
{nd beſides all this, they had all the pꝛincipalls x knightes 
of the Court to accompanie them, ſo that they went out of

che p2iſon wheras they were with great honour, And when 
they came info the place, the king and all the reſt of the 
nobles were at the windomes, and the people in other plas 
ces whereas they might bei? ſ& the battaile. Incontinent⸗ 
lle all thoſe which did beare them companic , at the come 
mandement of the king did a part themſelues from the two 
knights, and were appointed fo2 Judges the Duke of Au- 
{tria,and the Carle of Denmatke , who were the belt eſters 
med in all the court, did diuide the ſpace betwirt the two 
kninhtes,+ put each of them in his place, When the knight 
af the Sunne lawe himſelfe at libertte, he lapd vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe: Oh mightie Emperour Irebatio, howe maiſt thou 
blame me of foꝛgetfulneſſe towards thy maicitie,fo2 that J 
haue not perfo2med the vowe which J pꝛomiſed thee, to lee

And 
in laping theſe words the Trumpet founded vnto the bats 
tatle, and the gallant and valiaunt knight Flormaldus did 
rike his furious hoꝛſe with the ſpurs, and made towards 


the knight of the Dunne, fo; his courage and furious fozce

Was ſuch at that tune, that it ſeemed koꝛtune could not bee 
contrarie onto him in ante wiſe, Likewiſe the ſtrong and 
mightie Orxke came foꝛth to mate him, with fo great fu⸗ 
die, that in the running ok his hoꝛſe, the grounde lamed 
to tremble whereas hee went, and in the middeſt ok thepz 
courſe they iopned together with their Speares, and Flo- 
maldus bꝛake his greate Speare vppon the fine armour 
of the knight of the Sunne, in ſuch ſozte that he ſhicue⸗ 
red it in a thouſand peeces, which fle we into the aire , buf 
this ſtrong and ſtout knight remapned firme in his Dads 
dle, and made his encounter with Florinaldus, ftrikinge 
hun on the bꝛeaſt with ſo great power and ſtrength, that 
he duerthꝛew hun and his hoꝛſe is the grounde one vppon 
another, in lach ſoꝛte that his hoꝛſe fell Pppon him, that hes 


could not ariſe by anie meanes, whereby this gallaunt and

fierce knight was verie ill intreated, and lale giang vypo 
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T he fecond part of 
king and the Qutene did knowe Armineo , und although 
the Pzince was loft in his tender age, pet in the pꝛopoztion 
ok his face they did verie well remeber him, at which woꝛds 
with a ſodaine and vnloked fog toy, they ranne vnto him x 
claſped their armes about him, and remained a great while 
embꝛaced together, and could not ſpeake one word with the 
great top and plealure which they receiued.

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red vnto theirs, and they gaue great thanks vnto God, fo; 
ſuch his mercikull benefits chewed vpon them, When theſe 


newes was publiſhed abꝛoade, J am not here able to de⸗ 
clare the generall iop 2 pleſure which was made, not alone 


in the great cific of Paris but in all the kingdome ther was 
creat and lolempne feaſts made, the which endured a long 
While. And fo2 that {hc hiſtoꝛie hath verie much to tell of 
other Knights, at this pꝛelent it docth leaue to ſpeake anie 
moze of them, and returneth vnto the night of the Sun, 


whoin we left pꝛiſoner in the court of the King IIberio. 
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How the Knight of the Sunne eſcaped out of the pri- 
fon where he was kept, and perforce departed from 
the court ot the king Tiberio. Chap. 8, 
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1 * hiſtoꝛie ſheweth that the Knight of the Sunne was 
thirtie dates peiloner in the tower whereas we leſt him, 
at the great citie of Ratisvoua, in Which time the King Ti- 
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{er10dtd neuer determine what ſhoulde be done touching 
the death of the Troyan Carle, but was rather in a greate 
doubt, not knowing what to conclude therein, fo2 that on 
the one ſide the wife and childꝛen ofthe Earle, and all his 
parents and kinſcfoltes, who were verte manie, and of 
the pꝛincipalleſt of the Court, did euerie daie and Houre 
impoꝛtunate hun fo2 to do iuſtice vpon the knight, and on 
the other part, conſider ing the great valure and deſert, and 
the loueraigne ercellencie y ſcemed to be in him, he coulde 
not conſent in his heart that uch a knight as he was chuld 
die; althongh his offence had bene farre greater then his 
was, and as the king remained in this doubt, the knight of 
the Sunne was no leſſe perplered, ſeeing himſelke fo long 
time in pꝛiſon, 1 that the king would not determine what 
his will was therein Likwiſe the ſame time Florinaldus 
Was pꝛiſoner in another tower, vnto whom the paine and 
trouble of his impꝛiſonmnent was not ſo much aricfe , as 
us deſire was earneſt to be reuenged on the knight of the 
Dunne, in eſpetialt fo the ſhame which he receined at his 
handes befo2e his Ladie Albamiras, as much as foz tho 
death of the Trovan Carle, and foꝛ that he was a valyaunt 
Anight, he coulo not perſwade himſelfe that the night of 
the Dunne ſhould haue ante vauntage of him, ik he ente⸗ 
red battaile with hun by the lWoꝛde, and thought within 
himſelfe that by no other mranes he could make ſatiſfactis 
on of his honour, but to defie him to moꝛtall battaile fo) 
| *the death of the Earle his bꝛother, and to demaund of the 
Hing liſence fo2 the ſame, and as he dekermined, he put it 
in eretution, and called vnto him a Squier ok hig, and lent 
him vnto the knight of the Sunne, ko; to tell him that rt 
Was not bnknowen what worde did paſſe betwirt them, 
and how that he had llaine the t royan Earle his bꝛother, 
lo that vppon the ſame occaſton he did dens and challenge 
him to moztall battaile, and if it were fo that her ac⸗ 
cepted batraile, hee foꝛ his parte wofilde procure liſence of 
the king tor the ſame"! | #9 the Syuier went with his 
Meſſage; and declared it vnto the Umght of the unne, 
wha 
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but the Prince vnderſtanding his pꝛetence, retoiling backe 


thꝛeb a foine at him, which aun ed on his beauer which 
w 3s bzoken, and thꝛuſt him thous and through the head, 


wherewith this tierce and valie 8 undaturiel feil downe 
2ad to the ground, it was vnto all them that did heholde 
bat paſſed, a greate admirat uy 94 Wonder, when they 
we ſo fierce and mightie a Giant, who in all thoſe partes 
was greatlie dꝛeaded 4 kear an , q \ (had pace ouerthzow⸗ 
en and faine, by one onelic knight, and fo2 that the King 
cond not awaie with hin fo2 en eangers and griefes 


which continuallie he did V1 ito him, he was vcric glad and 


reteiued great ioy foꝛ his death, and thought long to know 
the knight who had done that valiant and woꝛthie derde, 
being certified within hunſelle, that ther was not a knight 
in all the wo2ld like vnto him in courage and itrenath , 
hen the P2ince Clauenndo ſawo hit nlelfe clære of that 
monſtrous Spant, he 11itcd vÞ his epes to heauen and gaue 
great thankes vato the almightie Ood d, and put his { wo2d 
into his ſheath and went towardes the Pince Branchzel 
x Arminco his vnckle, ws receined him with = plea- 
lure and iop, ſceing the honour and pꝛaiſe which he had won 
in that place, and laid amongſt themſelues that it was not 
then time to kepe them ante longer vnknowen, but greate 
reaſon to diſcouer themlelues And there with they all the 
together went towards the place wheras the king and the 
Jucene Were, accompanied with all the peincipall nights 
gf the Court, and when thep came bekoꝛe them, without tas 
king off their healmes they did their duetie and reucrence, 
the king receiued them verie gladlie, and retoyced much 
with them. Zhen Arminco began to ſpeake and ſaid,

verie few like vnto him, and in companie with hun is his 
unckle Armineo, with no ſmall deſtre to come and ſee ther, 
and ever ſince they were taken by that rouer, they haue 
hene al wates together, and as we doe vnderttand they will 
not be long from hence. 

The king whenhe heard theſe iopkull newes, with a 
laude voice laide: Dh mightic Gad, is it poſſible that iy

eo had ſayd theſe woꝛdes, the king was in a great doubt 
whe ther this which the knight Had tolde hum was true, and 
ivhether he ſpalie id in manner of mockage, The Nucene 
who was pꝛeſent when the head theſe woꝛds, thought it a 
thing impollible to be true Then the king aroſe vp from 
the place wheras he ſate, and went vnto Armineo,and caſt 
his armes about his necke, ſaping: O gentle knight tell 
me if this be true which thou haſt ſaide , oz whether thou 
doeſt it to mocke with me, koꝛ that my ſadde and ſoꝛrow⸗ 
full heart cannot belcue this iopfull newes to be of truth. 
Then Arminco aid, J will not tell ante thing vnto your

all thx pulicd off their healmes , and ſtraight wapes the

by art magicke, which was giuen him by the wiſe Lirgans, 
deo, of the which he was ſure that what fo euer blow his, 
sduerſarie did kaſten vppon him, it ſhould not hurt him, 
which was the occaſion that although the Cpaunt were of 
much moꝛe koꝛce, vet he ſhould maintaine hunſeife veris 
well againſt him, and make him to abate his great arra⸗ 
ganſie and pꝛide . And by reaſon that the gyant was bigge 
and heauie, the pꝛince did ſtrike him at all tunes at his ple⸗ 
ure, and manie times he did cut his armour and ficthe, 
where at iſſued out great abundance of blod. 

Tho Bing and all thoſe that did beholde the battaile, 
greatly maruailed at the pꝛoweſſe of that knight, but a⸗ 
bouc all, his vackle Arminco, was ver ie glad and iopkull, 
that he made his partie ſo god in the battaile, x ſaid with⸗ 
in himſcife, that ik he did perſeuer and bꝛing it vnto a god 
ende, that with great hongur the pꝛince might diſcouer him 
ſcife vnto his parentes: and did pꝛape to God with all his 
hart to apde and help him in that battaile, foꝛ that it conti⸗ 
newed ſtill verie dangerous and full of peril, Foz that this 
great and furious Opant when he ſawe that his fauchon 
could not enter, no; deminiſh the armour of his aduerſarie. 
He did p2ocure all that euer he cauld fo2 to ſtrike him vp⸗ 
pon the helme to aſtoniſh him, foꝛ chat he neuer chaunſed to 

Trike him vpon the helme, but that he made him ſome⸗ 
times to bow his knees to the ground, and other times to 
ſtope with his hand to keepe himſelfe from falling, in ſuch 
ſo2t that the battaile was in ballance verie doubtfull , foz 
moꝛe then an houre, that there was knowen no vauntage 
bet wirt them but onelp that the Oyant was wounded, and 
the Pꝛince not. 

It was a great incouraging vnto the pꝛince Clauerindo, 
to ſee hunſelfe in p2clence of his parentes, and hoped that 
very ſhoztiy he would giue them to vnderſtand therof, And 
this was the occaſion that made him to be the moꝛe furi⸗ 
ous againſt his enimie. The gpant when he ſaw himſelke 
wounded, and al the ground be lp2inkled with his blood, he 
greatly wondz ed at the ſtrength and rgfiſtance of his ene⸗ 
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(fr{e;and finding all things cleane tontrarie vnto his erpet⸗ 
tation befoꝛe he began y battaile, he was alinoft aſhamed, 
pct he beleued that the Nate of his victozte did remain one⸗ 
iy in the ſtriking of one ful blow vpon the helme of his ad- 
acrfarie, And there with he toke his great fauchon in both 
his hands, and went towards the pꝛince, making a ſhow as 
though he would ffrike him vppon the head, whereat the 
Pꝛince ſtœped on the one ſide, and the Spant did faye the 
iriking of his blow, til afferward vnadutſedly at his plea⸗ 
ſure, he ſtroke him vpon the inchaunted helme, that it made 
all them that looked on, to maruaile hoſu he could ſuſtaine 
02 ſuffer ſuch wonderfull furte,fo2 that it was ſufficlont ts 
haue clouen a great rock aſunder, but by reaſon of the ver- 
tue of his armour, made by that wife Lyrcandeo fo2 ſuch 
neceſſities, that the Pꝛinte receiued no damage of that ſu⸗ 
riots blow: but by the great firength wherewith it was 
giuen, he thought verely all his ſkull had ben bꝛoken fo pe⸗ 
tes, and ther with he bowed his knees to the ground, remat- 
ninge for a god {pace all aſtonied, that hee coulde not 
aryle vp. 
When the furious gyant ſaw him in that traunce, he furs 
ned againe and lyft vp his mightie fauchin and ſtroke hum 
an other blow in the verie ſame place, and by reaſon that 
with the other blow his fauchm was craſed with the foꝛce 
and ſtrengthof the ſecond blow, it bzake in thꝛe peeces, in 
luch ſoꝛte, that there remained in his handes but onely the 
hytt, which was the otcaſ' en that the blow dyd no harme, 
other wiſe it had colt him his lyfe, and with the noyſe there⸗ 
of he came vnto himſelfe, and aroſe vp ſomewhat amazed, 
and with the furpe of that great blowe, he dyd not ſer that 
the Gyaunt was without a \wo2de, buf centred in with 
him in a great rage, and firoke him ſuch an onerthwart 
blow vppon the thigh , that he cutte his armour and lech 
onto the harde bone: of the which the Gpant felt himſciſc 
very eniil, 

The gyant ſeing himſelf without wepon, he wold haus 
entred in with his enimie, to haue caught hun in his arms, 

but

tune of theſe two knights which were in Paris, 


pꝛepared foꝛ the pꝛyſe of this Juſt, it Fraight wayes gaue 
him a deſier to go thether , as one that was cerfaine that 
fenne ſuch knights as they were, were not ſufficient to de⸗ 
fend the tent, but that by his pꝛowille he mut bꝛing it a⸗ 
waye . And to execute his determination, he ſtraight way 
departed from the citie of Paris and caryed in his company 
to the number of tenne knights: and came thether one day 
befoꝛe that the two monthes of the Juſtes dpd ende, wher 
as the two P2inces were doing of meritattons dreedes of 
armncs . And all the great place was ful of knights, as wel 
ſtraunges, as thoſe naturally bozne in that kingdome ; at 
Which tine. theareatand farious giant entred in amongſt 
them, bidding them to make him wape, with alowde and 
terrible voice, And when they ſaw him ſo great and ill fa- 
uoꝛed, they all feared him, and made him a large and bꝛode 
wap, that he might paſſe fo2wardes , And when the giant 
ſaw the rich Tent where it was, he went towards it and 
dyd bcholde it with great admiration, and it ſemed vuto 
hun to be verie rich and ſtrange: and after that he had la⸗ 
til ſied him telfe with the light thereof, he ſatde : which bee 
the knights which doth -defende this Tente. The Prince 
Clauerendo, who was nigheſt vnto him ſayd: Jam he that 
both dekend it, with an other knight iny companion, theres 
foꝛe ſay what thy pleaſure is That which J wilt ſap laid 
the gyant, is, That where you are but two knightes toy to 
delend it, J would pou were twentie to gether , Foꝛ win⸗ 
ning of it, it wilbe vnto me moꝛe honoꝛ to win it of twen⸗ 
tie, chen of two alone knights. But ſteing that pon are no 
moꝛe, come on let vs ga vnto the battaile: and come bothe 
of you againſt m&; #693 that with one alone blow J will 
hayle you both out of pour ſaddies, he one of you with my 
launce, and the other J will fake him under my arme. 
The PDꝛince Claut tendo, was very much offended and qn⸗ 


gr ab thr pꝛydo ot the gvant, and anclwered hun ſaping, It 
d into much 
arogancie 
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grogantie and pꝛide, which maketh me not verte much to 
maruaile, of ante thing that thou haſt ſayd, Therekoꝛe take 
vnto the thy ſpere,and J alone will defend the Tent from 
thee . And if thou dolf ouerthꝛow me from my hoꝛſe, the 
Tente ſhalbe thyne, without any denial of me oꝛ my com⸗ 
panion. The gyant when he law him ſelfe ſo lyttle eſte⸗ 
med of one knight, he was ſo ful of fury and wꝛath, that he 
tould not refraine his pꝛe, but dꝛew ont a mightie great Fx 
bꝛoad fauchon which was hanging at his gyꝛdel, and went 
to ſtrpke the Prince Clauerendo vppon his helme, thinking 
there with to cleaue him dotune vnto the waſt. But the 
Pyinte who was a very Noute and politike knight, and in 
mand thinges dyd reſemble his kriende the knight of the 
Sunne, before that the faulchin could crecute the Gyants 
determination, he gaue a great leape with his hoꝛſe on the 
one ſide, that the gyant loſt his blow, and it was ſtroke in 
2 And hy reaſen that the blow deſcended right down, 
he ſtrone his owne hoꝛſe vpon the head, v he clouc it in two 
pa tes, and he kell downe dead to the ground with hic mats 
{ker , lo that the gyant could not rpie vp againe without 
great paine and griefe, fo2 that the hoꝛſe in his fall caught 
the gyants leg vader him. 

The king Tall that did behold them, kell in a laughter, 
had great pleaſure in that which the giant had donc: Al⸗ 
thoitgh his comming thether was a gricte vato many, Foz 
actoꝛding vnto the great fame which he had in thoſe parts, 
they thought verely that p two knights could nat haue ſutk⸗ 
ficient foꝛte # might foꝛ to defend the Tent, but p he would 
win it z carry it away.

talke in all the kingdome-, but of the two knightes with 
Flower de Luces, foꝛ that either of them had foꝛ his deuiſe 
a flower de Luce, foꝛ that the king Oriſteo was infozmed 
manie times of the great knighthod of theſe two knightes 
be had much deftre to ſee and know them that her might do 
them honour, So after that theſe two Pꝛinces had in this 
time trauailed all the whole land, they concluded betwirt 
them to goe unto Paris, æ there firſt befoze they made them⸗ 
ſelues to be knowen vnto the king, to maintaine a wit fo: 
the {pace of two moneths,an to put koꝛ the price thereof a 
verie faire Tent, which was giuen them by the wiſe Lyr⸗ 
gandco, that was ſo ſtraunge and rich, that the Iyke Was 
not to be found. Now when they came vnto the Citit they 
ſtraight wate went vnto the Tiit parde, which was right 
befoꝛe the Bings pallace, and there they commaunded their 
rich Tent to be armed, and ſent an Emballage vnto the 
king Oriſteo, giuing him to vnderſtand of their comming, 
and crauing pardon foꝛ that they did not their ductie in go⸗ 
ing to kiſſe his handes till ſuch time as thoſe iuſtes which 
they had oꝛdeined were finiſhed. hen the king hearde 
thercof, hee was vcrie glad, and reiopced, as one that hadde 
great deſire to knowe ſo god knightes as they were, and as 
Kaine fo ſe ſome of their great bountie and valiauntneſſe, 
which hath bene tolde him, And therewith he retourned 
them thankes foꝛ their Embaſſage, and ſent them wozde 
that he receiued great pleaſure, that ſuchknightes as they

they fate that in the ſpace of two moneths theſe two Pꝛin⸗ 
£5 did maintaine crit tut, that there was not in all 
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Frqunce a knight of eſtiuration and batnre but was oners 
toten by theis intes in the prſener of the King and 
Qugne, who were dailie at the windowes to bchold them, 
and thought that in the woꝛlde could not be two knightes 
of moe foꝛcs and ſtrength. But the king was ſomewhat 
ſazrowfull in himſelſe, audthought ita great diſhonour to 
his Court, foꝛ that there was nat one knight of valure, but 
all were duerthꝛowen by the other, but this ſoꝛrowe and 
griefe endured but a while, foꝛ that the laſt day of the tuſts 
the pꝛince Claueryndo did make himſelfe knowen, as in the

ſoꝛe her, hauing his bꝛeaſt open, ſhewing vnto the Quene 
his bloudie heart, and although his countenaunce did ſhew 
him to be dead, vet the wound and the bloud was ſo kreſh, as 
though at the lame inſtant it had bene done This knight 
was the wiſe Artidon, who willingly and with his owns 
hands did wound and open his b2ealt , after that he hadde 
b2cught the Qucne thether, t at the houre that the knight 
of Cupid entered into that Qtnadzan and lawe all this, the 
lame houre was the inchauntment undone and the Dune 
Was at libertie, who when ſhe lift vp her eies and ſaws 
him, ſhe ſtraight waies vnderſtode that that knight had ft⸗ 
niſhed that aduenture, and ſet her at libertie,ſo2 the which 
being iopfull, ſhe aroſe fram the place where ſhe was ſet, 
and when the knight of Cupid ſawe her ariſe, he went 
towardes her and didde lalute her verie curteonfite , 
and ſhe ſpake vnto him ſaping : O gentle Unight, 
Wherewith can J gratific pou fo2 this great benefit which 
by your mightie bountie and pꝛoweſſe this date J haue re- 
teiued, in that J am at libertie and cleere of this heauie and 
fo;zrowfull pꝛiſon, in the which J haue ben lo manp pres, 
doing no scher thing but line in continuall ſozrow and las 
mentation fo the death cf this knight. Tell me J pzay ther 
who thou art, aud in what cate doth all mp kingdome re⸗ 
maine, foꝛ that à belæue, by reaſon of the long time that L 
haut bene here, there is nomemozie noꝛ mention of mg, 
Then the knight of Cupid ſaid, Lady, vnto God thou oughs 
teſt to ſurrender theſe thankes, and not to me, foꝛ that he 
hath bene the pꝛincipall dwer, and he it is that hath deliue⸗ 
ved the out of this inchantment, and that which z of my 
part haue done, it is ſufficient ſatifaa ion, foꝛ p J haue done 
it in the leruice of ſuch a perſon as you are. And as touch- 
ing the reſt which you do alke of me, pou ſhall underſtand 
that Jam a ſtraunge knight and was neuer in this coun⸗ 
trie beſoꝛe it was within theſe fours dayes that J ente⸗ 
ved into it, notwithſtanding in this ſinall time J haue vg- 
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gerſtode by tertaine ſhephards which J left here without 
he caue, that in all your kingdome there is great memozy 
ok you, and that they doe loke foz pour retourne dailie, 
and ſince your firſt enterie into this caus vntill this daye 
the kingdome hath bene in power of gouernours, and none 
hath beentz called king. And belerue this of a certainetie , 
that your libertie will be vnto all them great toye and de 
light, and they will receiue pou with no ſmall honour . 
The Auene was verie gladde and did retoyce to heare 
® thoſe woꝛdes. And when ſhe ſawe the excellent boautte of 
the knight of Cupid, who had the beaner of his healme lift 
vp, ſhe was greatlie amazed thereat , and thought within 
her ſelfe that the could not make him better ſatiſfaction fo 
that which he had done fo2 her, then to fake him fo2 her 
gu band. And thinking the time long to fe her ſelfe cleere 
gut of that place , (hee ſapde, that if he were deftrons to 
knowe the truth of ante thing of the wile Artidon, that her 
which was kneeling on his knees bppon the fcaffolde was 
the ſame, and that hee would giue him the true and perfect 
anſ were of all things that chould be demaunded of him. 
The knight of Cupid who was verie gladde thereof, went 
vnto the wiſe Artidon, and ſaid. 

O gentle knight and wiſe Artidon, let now thy mifoꝛ⸗ 
func giue comfo2t vnto my ſoꝛrow, which thou doeſt known 
is berie great, and howe that it ſhoulde be vnto me a glozts 
dus death, that in opening ol my bꝛeaſt, and ſhewing my 
heart vnto that cruell Ladie, J might cauſe her fo weepe, 
and it were but one teare of pittie to haue compaſſion of 
me. 

Likewiſe thou doeſt well knowe the great milfoztune 
bf the Pꝛinceſſe Briana my mother, and howe the ]32ince 
Edward my father and Lozde, her ſpowſe was loft , and 
we coulde neuer heare ante newes of him, and alſo my 
b2zother the Gentleman of the Sunne was loſt being but 
an infant, and neuer yet coulde newes be heard of him, 
now here J2cſire the that thou doſt gine me fome newes 
of them, oz to tell me Whether they be aliue oz dead, 
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did on the one ſide thereof there was a doꝛe, which ſcemed 
to be ſhut on the inſide, who had to kepe and gard theſame 
a mithtie great and dꝛeadkul gyant, with an pꝛon maſe in 
his hand, who as ſone as he we the knight, with both his 
hands lift vp his maſe aboue his head, and did abide till 
ſuch time as the Rnight ſhould come vnto him, with ſo ter⸗ 
rihle counfenaunce, that ante man would haue thought it 
great follie to haue aſſaulted him , and oner the doze was 
Wzitten letters to this cffect, 


When this doe ſhail be open, then ſhalt the Quene 


ze Artideabe at libertie,and the entrie herein ſhall be free vu⸗ 
to all people. 


And when he had read it, he thought within himſelke that 
koꝛ to make an end of that aduenture , he muſt needes haue 
pattaile with the Gyant, And ſo without ante moze tarry⸗ 
ing, with his [wo2d in his hand he went towardes him, 
When the Gpant ſawe him nigh, he diſcharged from a loft 
his great and mightie maſe, thinking to ftrike the knight 
of Cupid on the head, but he who alwates had in remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce what was belT foꝛ him to doe, with a meruailous 
great lightneſſe leapt on the one ſide, in ſuch ſo3te, that the 
great yzon male fell downe vpon the floꝛe, and with the fu⸗ 
ric wher with it was ſtroke, it made al the pallace to ſhake: 
this mightie blowe was not ſo ſone giuen, when that the 
wozthie knight thꝛew a foine at him, and ſtroke him on the 
bꝛeaſt, and accoꝛding vnto the great ſtrength wherewith it 
was giuen it had bene ſufficient to haue paſſed thꝛough the 
gpants bodie, although he was armed with firong pꝛon, but 
his armour was made by ſuch art, that it made the point of 
his [ wazd to double and bowe vnto the hilts, and made no 
ſigne thereof in his armonr. Then p Gyant lift vp his male 
againe to ſtrike him another blow but this valiant knight 
ſing the ſmall harme ÿ he could doe him with his \ wozd, 
determined to allault him by ſome other meanes, and ſ&- 
ing that the Gyant did diſcharge his blowe,he entered in ſo 
cloſe with him, that he was conſtrained to fall downe on 
both his knees foz to cleerg hunſelfefrom the furie thereof, 


and 
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and riling vp againe with great lightneſfe , finding hints 
ſelfe nigh the Gyant,he thꝛew his \wwozde from him, and 
with both his hands layde faþholde in the middeſt of the 
Gyants male, and pulled at it with ſo great ſtrength, that 
he pulled it out of his hands, and was verie toyfull fo2 the 
winning thereof. But as ſone as the Gyaunt had loſt his 
maſe, vpon a ſodaine he vaniſhed awate that he was neuer 
moꝛe ſœne and the knight of Cupid remained all alone ve⸗ 
rie much meruailing at (ach ſodaine and ſtraunge things 
at he ſawe there, and when he percetued that there was no 
moꝛe to doe but to open the doꝛe, he went to it and pꝛoued 
to open it, but he could not mone it neither on the one part 
noꝛ on the other, although he put greate ſtrength to open 
the lame, x feing that he could not pꝛofit with his ſtrength, 
he toke the Spants maſe in his hands and ſaid: It doth 
come all to one purpoſe to bꝛeake the by foꝛte, as to open 
ther by policie oꝛ art, therewith he ſtroke a mightie blowe 
in the middeſt of the doꝛe, that he bꝛoke it all to ſmall pc» 
ces, and vpon a lodaine at the fame time he heard a greate 
and terrible noiſe of thunder, that the heauens ſeemed to 
open therewith, and in all the kingdome of Ruſcia was 
heard that terrible noiſe, which cauſed all men to feare and 
wonder, foꝛ that the date was verie faire and clere,+ could 
not imagine what ſhould be the occaſion to moue anie ſuch 
thing in the region of the aire , and after that this arcate 
thundering and noiſe was paſt, the knight of Cupid ſawe 
that the entrie in at the doꝛe was cliare, and without ante 
impediments, ſo he entered in thereat and came into anos 

her quadꝛã, which was meruailous bꝛight and cleere,oncly 
by the vertue of pꝛecious ſtones which were verie bigge ſet 
round about the walls, and in the middeſt of this quad2a, 
there was in manner 0: a ſtage, verte ſtraungelie wꝛought. 
and round abaut it ſteps like ſtaires foꝛ to go vp vpon, and 
vpon the une ſtage there was ſet in achaire verie richlie 
w2ought,thze Qucœne Artidea who was verie faire r roys 
Allie apparatied, who leaned her head vpon her arme, and 
chere was beholding a knight of a verte god countenance 
and 
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teth to chatter together the one with the other, and being 
therewith ſomewhat aſtanied, ſhe withdzew her ſelſe from 
com him and he then being at lchertie, and hauing moze 
rome to p2ofit himſelle wich his ſtrong T rigozous arme, 
he ſtraight waie vppon the ſame with his clole armed fiſt, 
which J may reſemble vufo a maſe of pꝛon, ſtroke the dꝛa⸗ 
gon the ſetond blow in the lame place wheras he had ſtroke 
F the other and what with the great furie wherewith it was 
| fg frroke, x3 the amazement of the firit blowe, the [cull ol that 
if monſter which was as hard as flint, was beaten & bꝛoken 
dobone into the bꝛaines, yet at this pꝛeſent the dꝛagon was 
not Fame, but rather did ſeeine moꝛe hoꝛrible and dinellith 
then befo2c,fo2 beating of her winges and riſing vp in the 
aire, ſhe made a dꝛeadfull noiſe, and with her terrible and 
long taile he beate the paitement, in ſuch ſoꝛte that all the 
court and the galler ies round about it did ſhake, the knight 
was greatlie amazed to fe her firceneſſe and infernall fu⸗ 
rie, and ſtoode ſtill to fre what would come theicof, and by 
reaſon that all which the D2agon did was with the pangs 
of death, in a ſmall time after ſhe fell downe dead, and on a 
ſodaine the ffw2e did open, and the Bull and the Dꝛagon 
fell both in thereat and were conſumed, and the earth chut 
vp againe, ſo that ther remained no mention of them. And 
when the knight of Cupid ſawe all theſe ſtraunge aduen⸗ 
tures, he was wonderkullie aſtonied at the, as one that had 
feene verte few of ſuch like inchauntments, fo he recoucred 
his ſwoꝛd which he thꝛew from him, and put it vp in his f 
ſheath , and loked round about, bethinking himſclfe what 
was belt to doe, and as hee loked about him, he ſawe vpon 
a wal that was right befoꝛe him under one of the galleries 
in that court, a thing which put him in great admiration, 
which was, that he ſaw there poꝛtraled his owne figure and 
likeneſle, with the deuice of his armour, and the entering 
into the caue, and all that happened in the contencion he 
had with the Bull and the D2agon, till ſuch time as thep 
were confumed into the earth, euerte thing perticularlie as 
it was, that ha himlelſe could not declare it ſo perlealis as 
if 
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if did appeare there vpon the wall „and the Bull and the 
dꝛagon appeared there ſo fierce and furious, as though they 
had bene a liue. And when he had well peruſed all this, her 
ſapd within himſelfe, that tho@Wiſedome and knowledge of 
Artidon was great, and remembꝛing the great paſſion and 
ſmrow of loue which he paſſed and ſuffered, and the greats 
dilliking and hatred which he found in her whom he fo en- 
tirelie loued, he gaue a great ſigh and ſaid: Dh cruell + ty⸗ 
rannous loue, there is no wil dome and bnderftanding able 
te refratne himſelfe leaue thee, neither ante ſtrength lutfi⸗ 
cient to make reſiſtante againſt thee, fo that J belceue thy 
power and ſtrength is moꝛe in the wile and moſt ripet of 
wit, and ſtrong of courage, much moꝛe then in any other bas 
ſer perſon: as the fire is moſt kurious of foꝛte being made 
with ſtrong + hard timber, but yet thou relpecteſt no efface, 
nether one no? other, neither the ſtrong noꝛ feeble perſon, 
they ought not to paint ther with thy eies ſhut, foꝛ lo much 
at all they which do ſerue thee are blinde, and thou with thy 
hut cies doeſt beholde all their ſoꝛrowes and troubles, and 
gtucſt them their paiment foꝛ their ſeruice. And in ſaying 
theſe woꝛdes he went from that place, and on the other lde 
be ſawe a great + bꝛoad paire oflfaires, verie wel wꝛought, 
which went vp vato the gallaries, and it ſemed to be the 
inate which he ſhoulde take, wherefoze he aſcended vp the 
ſcaires; and when ho came inte the galleries he ſawe that 
they were verie bzoade, and well wꝛought with ſtraunge 
wonke x thꝛer ok thoſe galleries were on that fide the court 
whereas he had the confention with the monſters, and on 
the other ſide toward a Leriz-fatre Oꝛcharde, treth and de⸗ 
lemtable, futi of all ſoꝛt᷑ of grerne frees and ſwitete flowers, 
whereas he heard a meruatlous ( were hatmonte of many 
birdes, hich were in that Dicharde,, and on the other 


ſide of the gallerie was there meruaitous greate and 


ſtraunge bulldinges, and in the ſame Oallerie there 
was a doze pen 'fo2 to enter into that wozke, fo the 
Unight of Cupide entered in, and came into a Sua⸗ 
dan, which appeared verie clecre, hꝛigbt, and fapꝛe, 
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The ſecond part of 


This conflict endured ſo long that in the end the bull wars 
ed ſomewhat wearie, at which time the knight when hee 
perceiued it, he croſſed his armes, wong the Bulls head 
on d one ſide,t thꝛuſt him foꝛwards with ſo great ſtrength 
that he ouerthꝛew him on his backe to the ground , Upon a 
fodaine the Bull being onercome the Dunne was all dark⸗ 
ned, and the heauens: in ſuch, ſoꝛt that the court was as dark 
as it had bene at midnight, and vpon the ſame there was 
great thunderings and lightnings, as it ſeemed that al that 
mightie woꝛke would ſinte oꝛ be duerthꝛowen, and ſure it 
would haue bene a thing verie dzeadfull vnto anie other, 
that had not his hart ſo ſtout and couragious as the knight 
of Cupid, but this did not indure long, foꝛ likewiſe vpon a 
ſodaine this great tempelts of lightninges and thunder did 
end and vaniſh awaie, and the date turned to be verie faire 
and cleere , At which time there appeared vnto the knight 
of Cupid a new and ſkraunge and vnloked fo2 daunger, 
which was that in the tune that the tempeſt did indure, 
this fierce bull which late a long vpon the ground his bow- 
ells were opened in the middeſt all a long his bellie, and 
ftraight wate there came fo2th a darke and thicke miſt, the 
which did indure a while, till ſuch time as by little and lit⸗ 
fic it did conſume awaie, and he ſawe in the ſame miſt in 
the middeſt of the Court a blacke lumpe that after the miſt 
was gone appeared to be a great and fearcfu!l dꝛagon, who 
ſhaking her ſelfe did ſtretch out her wings, which did couer 
a great part of that court, like wiſe ſhe ſtretched foꝛth her ſi⸗ 
nued legges and pawes, and ſhewed her ſharpe clawes and 
opening her defozmed mouth, ſhe ſhewed foꝛth her tuſkes, 
which were like vato Elephants teth, and out of her noſe 
and eies ſhe thꝛew foꝛth great flames of fire, accompanied 
with blacke and thicke ſmoake, which made her ſeeme the 
mo2e hoꝛrible, and when ſhe had ſtretched foꝛth her ſclfe a 
great while, as one that awaked ont of a ſound fleepe , ſhee 
aroſe vpon her fete and gaue terrible and greate thzikes, 
that ſhe ſeemed to be ſome infernall monſter, and ftraight 
wales went towards the knight, and accozding to her great 
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Ferceneffe and lightnelle, he had nerde of a ont and coura⸗ 
gious heart that would abide and withſtand her furie, but 
the ſonne of T rebatio who was deſperate with loue, did not 
alonelie efteeine a little this hozrible and terrible Oꝛagon, 
but this pzeſent danger which was agreeable vnto his miſ- 
foꝛtune:and with a valtant courage, he did abide her coms 
ming. And when the Dꝛagon would haue caught him in 
ber defoꝛmed mouth, and haue faſtned vpon his ſhoulders, 
her cruell and ſharpe nailes, he put himſelfe on the one ſide 
with great lightneſſe,and hauing the Dꝛagon on his ryght 
ide, he ſtroke her with all his ſtrength a terrible blow vp⸗ 
pon the head, that he thought verilie there with to haue par⸗ 
ted it in the middeſt, but the l woꝛd did no moꝛe harme on 
her, then ik he had ſtroke vpon a hard Diamond, and being 
verie much amazed thereat, he ſapd within himſelke, that al 
thoſe things were infernall and kantaſticall, but he had not 
ſo ſone made an end of ſtriking that blowe, when as this 

hoꝛrible dꝛagon returned vpon him, and hauing no time tg 
cleere himſelfe from her, ſhe put her ſtrong legges vppon his 
ſhoulders, and clalped her cruell nailes on his back, and gri⸗ 
ped hum with fo great ſtrength, that ſhe had paſſed thꝛough 
all his bowells, if the fozce of his magicall and fine armour 
had not made defence againſt her, and by reaſon that his ar⸗ 
mour was made by that art, the hardnelle and ſharpneſle of 
her cruel nailes wer not ſufficient to pearce them thꝛough, 
pet notwithſtanding this valiant knight did fele himſelfe 
verie ſoꝛe troubled, as well with the fire and ſmoake which 
ſhe thꝛew from her, as with the great ſtrength wherewith 
ſhe did gripe him, and although hs thzuſt at her with the 

point of his \ wo2d vnder her bellie, yet he did her no moꝛe 

harme then if he had ftroke vppon a rocke, in this ſoꝛte the 

ſtout knight had the wozlt of this contention, and was put 

in great perill and daunger, but his noble and ſtout cou⸗ 

rage could not ſuffer to ſe himſelfe ſo embꝛaced with that 

infernall beaſt, wherefoze letting his l woꝛd fall out ot his 

hand, with his filt he ſtrake her ſuch a blowe vpon the head, 
with ſo great courage and ſtrength that he made all her 
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The ſecond part of 


agreat + wonderfull noiſe like vnto a thunder bolt, which 
delcendeth vnto the earth, thꝛowen out of the region of the 
aire, and it was that out of the inner parts of the cane there 
came towards him, alongſt that narowe lane, a mightie 
great bull, who ſeemed to fill all the lane with his bigneſſe, 
and acco2ding vnto tho furie which he bꝛoͤught with him, x 
his long ⁊ ſharpe hoꝛnes, he could not choſe but mult nerds 
be terrible to behold x J know not how anie humane heart 
could haue had ſo much ſtrength and foꝛce, but that he mult 
receiue great feare t dꝛead in ſœing ſo terrible a beaſt com⸗ 
ming towards him, and elpeciallie in ſo narowe a place as 
that was, where he could not turne himſcife to the one ſide 
no; to the other, but of verie foꝛce he muſt abide that terri⸗ 
1 ble blow of the Bull pet that valtant and woꝛthie Knight 
. whoſe heart was moꝛe harder then ante Diamond, with a 
i} ſtout courage: as one that made little account thereol, did av 
big the comming of that furious Bull. So when the Bull 
came nigh him, he bare his head verie lowe to ſtrike him, 
but the knight laide falt holde with both his hands vppon 
his charpe hoꝛnes, and heere was a thing of greate wonder 
done by the Unight, foz that accoꝛding vnto the furic and 
violence which the Bull bꝛaught with hum, it was ſufft- 
cient to ouerthꝛow a tower fo the ground, but this mightie 
knight with the great ſtrongth of his ſtrong armes did ſtay 
his furie, although he made the kmiaht to recoile backwards 25 
foure paces, but fieming ſure his fate and vſing his greate bs 
ſtrength, he gate againe the ground he loft, the Butl when 2 
he felt fo great ſtrength againſt him, began to roare fo ter⸗ 
rible that all zhe mountaine ſtemed to open thereat . And 
when the ſhepheards that were without did heare that ters 
rible roar ing, they were ata point to depart thence, and not 
to abide the comming of the knight of Cupid, they receiued 
ls great a feare. Then the Bull with a new furie and vis 
olence made the night of Cupid torecotle backwarde as * 
ga ine, in ſuch lozte that il he had not at that pinch vſed his 
mightie ſoꝛce and Erength,he had bene cleane thaowen out 
of the caue / bnt his ſtrẽgth did ſo much increaſe at that pꝛe⸗ 
| lent, 
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(ent; tha foꝛt ing the Bull therwith; he tarried him befo:# 
him in that naroto lane , and the Bull being not able ke 
make refittance again him: was carried perto ce thꝛough 
the lane, till he came to a verie faire and large court, which 
was all paued with con{ourco bꝛickes, Which caſt a greate 
light, and was founded vppon great addmightic pliers at 
mar ble, round about the court then wert gallaries meruai⸗ 
louſlie w2ought and veris faire, and according vnto the er⸗ 
tollent woꝛke that was there, it gaue hum to underſtande 
that there was other then humane creatures at the making 
of it. Deere in this court the knight of Cupicdd and the tierte 
Bull, the cue did carrie the othen ſant mes ſoꝛ war ds, ſom⸗ 
times backwards, in this their terrchle wꝛalling, that it 
was wonderkull, either of them pꝛocuring all that euer her 
might to ouercome his aduerlarp. Then the knight thought 
within himlelſe that in that ozder he coulde little pꝛoſit a⸗ 
gainſt the Bull, neither doe him anie harme, but determi⸗ 
ned to let hun lle to allauit him withthis ( wond, which 
when he had donc he did repent it verie much, loꝛ that whe 
the Bull was lle, he ſeemed to he more terrible then her 
Was bekoꝛe, and retpꝛing backwarde to fetch his courſe, hee 
ranne againſt him with great furie and ſtreugth, that the 
knight had inough to doe toſclerechimſelſe from: his ter⸗ 
rible and mightie blowss « And although he dis ſtrie hun 
vcris ſtronglie with his warde, pet he did the Wult no 
moe harme then i? he hadde bene made of ſteele and his 
wd of worde, and after that her had pꝛoued many times 
With his [wo d, and ſawe that it did not pꝛolit at all, but 
rather bꝛought himlelke in great daunger,guery time that 
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the Bull came againſt him he determined to tourne unto 
his firſt contention, and to trauaile all that euer might 
be to ouerthꝛowe him to the ground. And ſo he did, that 
when the Bull came againſt him, with his head lowe ta 
ſkrike him with his hoꝛnes, he laide falt holde vppon him,

r knights deſired to haue her foꝛ wife, but among all thoſe 
that in their ſeruice did molt indeuour to obtaine her lone, 
"* there was not one of them that in ſo noble and valiaunt 
manner did demeane himſelle as Artidon did, foz not alone 
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in v&edes of armes, but alſo by his ſcience, he dyd mightie +3 
and wonderfull thinges in hir ſeruice. But his fate #4 miſs 53 
foꝛtune was ſuch, that the Quecnc did not onelp wthd2aw 53 
hir loue from him but did allo hate and abhoꝛre him to the / 
death: and all that cuer he dyd in hir ſeruice dyd moue hir +5 
to be malencholicke and very angry. This woꝛthy Artidon »» 
had his lone ſo intirely fired vppon hir, that he would doc +3 
any thing fo2 hir delight, but all that he dyd was nat eſtc- »» 
med of the Queene , which was the occaſion that alter he 5» 
was fully certified and vnderſtode hir great crucltic,he ſ(cil >» 
into a moꝛtall fickneife , and being without all hope cf re- 55 
medie of the Queene , he determined fo reuenge hun [eife 55 
on hir befoꝛe he dyed. Do on a night by hie great icarning, 55 
he toke the Queene out of hir bed and b2ought hir viſobits +5 
caue: and that night there was fach thundꝛing and lights 52 
ning, that with the great nopſe thereof,thep thought vere- 5 
ly the whole wozld would haue ſonke But tn the moꝛning „ 
when they ſawe that the Queens was gone, and could not 53 
finde her, they ſought foꝛ her in all partes, but ali was in = 
vaine, oz that chauncing to come (his waie, rcaving that 5» 
which is there grauen in the Rocke , they ſtraight wayes »» 
vnderſtode that the wiſe Artidon had bꝛought her thether, 5» 
in reuenge ol the great crueltie that ſhe vled to him. UWher- „ 
bpon there was diterle knightes that would pꝛour the en- „ 
trie into the caue, and it fell out with them as rou ſhall »z 
heare. All ſuch knights as were in {one did enter in tho⸗ 
rough the fire, without receiuing anie hurt, but within a 
while after they were put back + thꝛowen ont againe, ſome „ 
ſtarke dead, and other ſome verie ſoꝛe hurt and ill intrea⸗ „ 
ted. And when it was demaunded of them what they ſaw „ 
within the caue, and what happened vnto them, they ſapd, „ 
that at the entrie thereof there was a great Bull, which did „ 
defend the entrie, and at the firſt encounter he ffroke them 
with his hoꝛnes, and dꝛoue them out of the caue, and this „ 
Bull was of ſo great and wonderfull bigneſſe and fierce- „ 
nefle that the like hath not bene ſ&ne, and his hoꝛnes were ,, 
pi lo great hardngfls that they ſapꝛed to be lla le / all ſuch

his ho2fe was ſo fearefnli,that he coulde not come ſo nighe 
as the knightes will was, but was conftrained to alight 
from his backe, and made hun faſt vnto a tra, and he went 
a fate tfvards that wonder full caue.

«« Mhen the knight of Cupid had well read theſe Letters 
and vnderftode them, he verie much meruailed at that 
ſtraunge aduenture, and ſtraiaht wate it mwued in him a 
great god will and deſire to pꝛoue the lame, both to ſer 
and knowe what was within the caue, 4 euen as one that 
did abhoꝛre his owne life, ſo he delighted not in anic other 
thing but in great 4 perillous aduentures } indevoured to 
giue the attempt vnto them when he had oppoꝛtunitie, but 
by reaſon it was lo late, and that it wared darke, he deter⸗ 
mined to let the enter pꝛiſe alone till the next moꝛning, fog 
that the night might he a hinderance vnto him foz the per⸗ 
foꝛmaunce. And therewithall he pulled off his hoꝛſe bꝛidle, 
to let hum fade vpon the graſle there abouts, and he as one 
that hadde no care of hunſelſe, lapde him a long vppon the 
greene graſſe, and then his minde began a new to be trou⸗ 
bled with his accuſtomed thoughtes, not remembzing that 
in al the day beloꝛe he had not eaten anie thing, neither did 
he knowe were to get ame meat to refreſh himſelfe at that 
time of the night, and calling to his remembzaunce the

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+cart ſuffered fo great griefe and paſſions, that tumbling

\wherefo2e J am ſuffered in this world, foꝛ that J haue loſt 

all hope to ſie anie moꝛe the P2inceſſe Olivia, Ih that this 
wuenture which J meane to pꝛoue might be the laſt, and 
that I might die here within this caue, although the occaſts 
on of my death be neuer knowen noꝛ heard of. So theſe 
and many other woꝛdes of greate lamentation he vttered, 
that it was moſt grieuous to heare, and paſſed awaie a 
pcece of the firſt part of the night with great ſoꝛrowe. And 
the night bering verie darke, vppon a ſodaine he hearde a 
noiſe and murmuring of people, which cauſed him to ariſe 
vp to ſ& what it ſhould be, and he ſawe at the fote of the 
rocke a great fire, and round about the lame there were a 
companie of ſhepheardes, and thoſe were they which made 
that noiſe, Aud beeing deſtrons to knowe what they coulde 
ſue moꝛe of that caue,he determined fo ave whereas they 
were, and when he came viito them, he ſalufed them with 
ver ie curteous woꝛdes. Then the Shepheardes ſawe him

All this the Queene ſpake fo? the great lone he bare vn⸗ 
to Roliclecr, giuing him honeſtlie to vader and that if it 
mere his pleaſure to receiue her fo? his wife, ſye was very 
well content ther with, but Roſicleer who had his thoughts 
verie farre from her purpoſe, would not aun were anie 
thing whereby the might take any hold, yet gaue her great 
thankes fo2 her curteons pꝛofer made vnto him, and pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed her alwaies to haue her in remembꝛaunte, and to ſerue 
hor in all that euer he could. And although at that time he

ALD Ee dixdes, do deſerue a moꝛe eloquenter w2ts 
ter then my 'vnſkiteal pen can perfozme . Now if you doe 
remember in the hiſtoꝛy paſt , how that one way Foꝛtune 
cauſed hin to de the molt laddeſt and fozowful knight that 
cuer was ſene, ſo ful of bitter heauineſſe, that what ſo cuer 
thing he dyd accomplich and being to paſſe was not ſüffi⸗ 
cient ta make him merry. And on the other ſide, Foꝛtune 
dyd ſhow him very pꝛolperous in putting befoꝛc him mar⸗ 
ucilaus and wonderfull things and aduentures of ſo areat 
{frangenctle „that ouer comming them by his ſurmounted 

valour, in ali the wozld was ſpꝛed a bꝛoad the fame of the 
knight of Cupido. So after that he had ſlaine that valiant 
Rolando, from all the partes of Theſalia,and the confines 
round about, there came many people fo2 to ſœ him, as a 
thing of great admiration in the tune that he there re⸗ 
mained, foꝛ to place the Zune Arguiroſa in full poffeſti- 


on of all hir landes, and that al! hir vaſalls and ſubieges 
were 


DEG. 
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tvere quiefed and ſetled in god oꝛder. Foꝛ by reaſon that 
he was on the Qucnes ſide, in fewe dayes they were all 
in peace and quiet. 

Now when he ſaw that there was no moꝛe fo be done, 
he was very deſirous to go vuto ſome other place, wher as 
in recompence of the great honour and ſeruice done vnto 
hun, he might be in ſome ſolitary deſerte, to bewayle his 
miſfoztune. Then remembꝛing him ſelfe,he determined ta 
take his leaue of the queene Arguirofa, who bare him great 
god will, and dyd loue him as hir ſelfe. And if ſhe had not 
pertelued that his heart was pꝛiſoner in ſome other place, 
he would With a very god will haue choſen him Loꝛde of 
11119,4nd receiued him foꝛ hir huſband, without any deſire 
to be tnfo2mcd farther of his eſtate and difcent ; foꝛ ſhe re- 
{tcd wholely ſatilfied in that which ſhe ſawe by experience 
of his ropall woꝛthineſſe and bountie. 

Am when the knight of Cupido dpd declare vnto hir 
his deſire to depart, and craued liſente fo2 the lame, ſhe re⸗ 
ceued {9 great loꝛrobo thereat,that in a long ſpace ſhe could 
not make him any aunſ were. So after a whyle that ſhe 
had remained in that traunce, diſtilluig from hir chꝛiſtalin 
yes abundaunte of teares which ran downe vpon hir faire 
and lillie white chekes, lyke bnto o2tenfall pearles:ſhe vt⸗ 
{cred vnto him theſe woꝛdes. | 

Wozthy knight, this thy departure which thou doſt pꝛe 5» 
tend, is vuto mee lo great a griefe, that J hartely'wiſh J, 
had not knowen you, although it had colt me a great part »» 
of this my kingdome , Foz confiveiing how ninch Jam „ 
bound vnto pou, and remembeing the great deſert and va- 3» 
loure of pour perſon, J doe not think neither can J wel be- „ 
{cue that there is any thing in all the woꝛid able to make 55 
me merry, oꝛ miniſter vnto me any pleſure oꝛ contentment 3 
but onely vour pꝛeſence. Oh, J would God (if he were fo 53 
pleaſed / that might know pour heart at liber tie, therby 32 
be able to repay you part of the great bencfite which por 55 
haue thowed vnto me, in making you Loꝛde oucr all this zz 
kingdome, and there-with J ſhculd accempt my ſelte the z, 
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T he ſecond part of 


it is your knights that doth diſquiet your Court and not 
J and if J haue flaine anie it is in defer ding my ſelfe from 
the death, which they doe procure to giue me. Of this ſapd 
the king J will inkoꝛme my ſelfe , and puniſh them that 
hath bene the occation hereof, And tn ſaying theſe woꝛdeg 
he demaunded of him his \ wad, which he gane him, moꝛe 
foꝛ curteſies lake then foꝛ ants other thing, and hauing it, 
he alſo tone the l wozde of Florinaldus , ant of all the reſt 
that he luſpected to be on his partie, and ſtraight waies cal- 
led befoꝛe him all his knightes and gard, and commaunded 
them to tale the knight of the Suunc pꝛiſoner, and to car⸗ 
rie hun into a ſtrong Tower which was on the one ſide of 
the P allace, and likewiſe fo take Florinaldus, and all thoſe 
that were on his lide, and to carrie them vnto another tow⸗ 


ee that was on the other fide or his pallace, ſo that both the 


one and the other were put in god keeping but if the knight 
of the Dunne had bene armed, hefoꝛe he would haue bine 
taken pꝛiſoner, he would haue made the king to haue giuen 
eare and to hearken vnto that he woulde haue ſatde in dil 
charging himſelke, but by reaſon that he was as it were na⸗ 
ked, he pelded, and had patience with all that which the 
king commaunded,and ſo they lead them vnto che Tower 


which was veric high and well walled, And when he was 
therein, they mage talk a verie greate chaine to his legge, 
and lor to 3cepe hun there was put thirtie armed knights, 
and as many mo other men. Thenthe Dutchelle of Pano- 
ma did lend vnto hun a veric gad Surgion to heale hun of 
bis woundes At this tune the death of the Tropan Carle 
Was publiſhed throughout all the Court, and there was 
made for him great lamentalion, koꝛ that the moſt noble 
Dunes and kmghtes that were there, were of kis kinſ, 
folks. So both the one and the other complained veric much 
unt the king ol the knight of the Sanne, in luch ſoꝛt that 
he was verie much imdamed againlt him. At this tinte 
there entered into the pallace the Counteſſe 3! Dy and wiſe 
onto the -ropan Carle, in mourning apparct! , buünging 
With her £499 Young loͤnnes, who entering into the Vall 
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whereas the king was, beganne fopowye fo2th ſozrowfull 
complaintes, deſiring iuſtice againſt them that had llaine 
her hul band, and ſe&ing him lie dead vppon the floꝛe, ſher 
thꝛew her ſelfe vpon him, and made ſuch lamentation, that 
it was a heauie thing to beholde, at which ſight if the king 
befoze were inflamed againſt the knight of the Bunne, his 
indignation did the moꝛe increaſe againſt him, in behol⸗ 
ding the great ſoꝛrowe of the Countelle, and determined in 
himlelfe to doc iuſtice vpon the death of the Carle, and hee 
ioyned vnto his indignation the greate authoꝛitie that her 
had to be called an executer of iuſtice, which vnto manie, 
vca,z very mighlie Monarches oftentimes is verp hurtlful, 
+ the cnvs of thoſe cxtremities obtaing them the inkamous 
names of ty:ants,) Then the king commaunded that the 
dead bodies ſhoulde be carried out of the hall and baricd, 
and the Tropan Carle was burped with great honcur, and 
accompanied with the molt nobleſt and pꝛincipall nights 
of the Court. Now, he being verie ſoꝛrowtull foꝛ the death 
of the Carle, manp knightes that had affection vnto the 
night of the Dna did labour with hun fo his diſcharge, 
.oFbicing in ante fault of that tumult, and did inloꝛme hum 
of the great cauſs that he had to do that which he did in his 


o wne delence, but there was nothing that did p2ofit at all 


with the king, but rather he did ſhew himſelfe verie angry 
and wathfull againſt them that did ſprake viifo him in 
the knightes behalke, which was a great griefe vnto many 
which did knowe the vature and deſert of the knight of the 
Sunne, fs2 it {med vato them no reaſon that he ſhoulde 
be intreated in that ſoꝛt. And becaule that the king Tiberto 
Was dailte and hourelte viged on all partes, the one cry⸗ 
ing and al king iuſtite, and the other gaine-laying the 
lame, he was foꝛ certain dates verte petibifull;not krows 
ing how ts determine what was belt to be dene, but aun⸗ 
[wered them all to their littie delight. Wp this time the 
knight of the Sunne was heated oi his wem eds, and the

ric in the paiſon,perſozming it with as greaie tate and di⸗ 
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T he ſecond part of 


other ſome fo make peace betwirt them, ſo that fhere was 
not any in all the hall but he hadde his ſwozbe readpe 
d2awen . 

Now at ſuche tyme as the knight of the Sunne wouls 
haue ſtroken his firſt blow at Florinaldos, a bꝛother of his 
called the Troyan Carle, with his ſwo2de in his hande, 
put him ſelfe fo: wardes, and thought to recctue the biow 
which deſcended , cutting the Aper with great furie, and 
likting vp his worde, (with pꝛetente rather to hurts the 
knight of the Sunne, then to male peace, his miſfo2tune 

1 as luche , that the blowe deſcending with ſo great furte 
ro oke the { wo2de out of his hande , and the \wo2de of the 
knight of the Sunne lighted vppon his head, ſo that he 
ciaue it to the ſhoulders , and he fell downe dead vnto 
the grounde, Which was great ariefe to Horinaldos, and 
onto all the reſt of his kinſfolkes and friendes, that dyd ſer 
him fall: who with great defier to rtuenge the deathe of 
their kinf man, dyd put their lpues in great daunger, with 
the perill that was befoꝛe them. And pꝛocured all that eucr 
they could to wound the knight of the ſunne. And being ma 
ny and he vnarmed, he found him ſelſe in the greateſt dan⸗ 
ger that euer in all his lyfe he had bene in. Yet foꝛ all that 
in this deſperate conflict,he dyd platnely ſhow that he wag 
the moſt couragious knight of all his pꝛedeceſlours, and of 
all that followed atfer hum. So that in all the twelue parts 
ok this great hiſloꝛie of T revatio, they haue no 1 
fo mencion this mightie Alfebo moꝛe the anp other knight 
foꝛ that this ſtronge knight dyd thinke nothing impoMible 
v;ifo hun that conſiſted in feates of armes, and where ſo 
— he came, ther was no lregth noꝛ courage able to make 

eſiſtauns againſt his furit. 

Nov, when this couragions Gentleman dyd ſee him 
ſrife incloled with his enemies, and ſo many comming 
to gether to diſcharge and erecute their furie vppon him, 
tas Wath and courage increaſed in ſuche loꝛte, that in 
ay ing koꝛwardes and backewardes, tryking abont him 
51 cacry ſyde, he chaunſed on two of them which came 
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bekoꝛe him, baing ſernatintes vnto Florinaldos, fo that 
withan ouerthwart blow he cut the one of them cleane a 
ſunder by the myddle, and chaunced vpon the other in the 
ſame place, that his ſwozde entred into his bowellg, and 
both of them fell dead to the grounde. And not itay ing, 
he layd about him on cuery ſide, ſo that no man dpd endure 
bekoꝛe him that was vnarmed , but he duerthꝛew him vn⸗ 
ta the ground, and all that euer he dyd was lyttle enough, 
fo: that with the great violence and furic which they vied 
without all feare, pꝛelling vpon him in ſuch ſo2t, that they 
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pt hurt him in tY20& 02 loure places, where at their iſſued very 
| much blond. 

Notwithſtanding What with the great fury he hadde, 
and his exceeding lightneſſe and deadlie blowes that he 
5 ſtroke, he made the molt parte of all them fo2 great fears 
Io to put thein ſelues apart from him. And hauing ſpace that 
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he could turne and wynde his \wozd about hun, there was 
none that was ſo hardie fo2 to aſatic hum, but that he cut 
him a ſunder in the myddelt. 

Thert was at that time many nobles and knights that

5 would haue parted and made peace betwirt them, but the 
+: tumult was ſuch and ſo karre out of oꝛder, that by no mea⸗ 
TY nes thep could refoꝛme it, ful ſuch tyme as the King Tibe- 


rio heard that great rumur and no ie in the hall, be came 

0 fozth out of his cloſet, and toke his ropall Dcpter in his 
15 hand, and p2cilcd in amonael? the thickeſt of thein very fus 
a rioullp and wich great anger . And when he came where 
as the knight of the Sunne was, and ſgw rounde about 
him ſo many dead perſons, and amonaſt them the Tropan 
Carle, with great anger he layde holde on him and lapde, 
what is this O knmichf,that in ſuch oꝛder thou doeſt dilgui⸗ 
2 et my court, and halt flayn my knights, io all the reſt when 
5 they ſawe the Ging, they immediatly did retyꝛe backe and 
were in quiet. 

Then when the valiaunt knight of the Sunne knew 
hin to be the Uing, and heard what he ſayde , he loꝛthwith 
dyd modtrate his anger all that euer he coulde, and layde: 
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The ſecond part of 


mitfing with himſelfe who that knight ſhould be that was 
of ſo great ſtrength and power, ard was verie gladde and 
iopkull that he had him in his Court. And at this time all 
the nobles and knightes which remained in the hall did 
jtalke one with another, and verie much mernailed at the 
mightye derdes of the knight of the Sunne, and all people 
did beholde him, giuing him greate pꝛaiſe, and ertolling 
him vnto the heavens, in ſuch lozte that hee was aihamed 
to heare himſelte fo pꝛaiſed ut as it is a thing mot 
common , that againlt p2olperitie of the! vertuous there 
doth not lacke malicious and enuious perſons , who nes 
uer reſteth to p2ocure the execution of their venimous ſto⸗ 
mackes, it fo fell out amongeſt * Knightes that were 
there pꝛeſent, there was Florinaldus , he which the night 
of the Sun did ouerth2oive at the bzidge befoze Albanurz, 
who koꝛ that hee was a ſtout and gallaunt Knight, recep⸗ 
ued greate ariefe that the Knight of the Sunne ſhoulde 
oucrth2owe him, and clpectallic befoze his Ladie and mis 
ſtreſſe, and therekoꝛe he was verie deſirous to ſteke to haue 
oppoꝛtunitie wherein he might bee reuenged, and make ſa- 
tiſcaction of the ſhame and rebuke which he had receiued by 
him, many of thoſe nobles and knightes that were pꝛeſent 
were his parents and kinffolke. And J knowne not ivhe- 
ther 1t was with the greate hope he hadde in his owne 
ftrength, oꝛ in the confidence of his kinſtolkes and friends, 
which were verte many, he determined with himſelfe to 
ſeeke ſome occaiton of contention with the Knight of the 
Sunne. 

Now at ſuch time as theſe Bnightes were pꝛaiſing 
him, and giuring hun his deferucd commendation, fo? the 
aod he had done onto the Emperour, Florinaldus replped 
vuto them, and with a loude voyce, that he might be heard 
of all that were there pꝛeſent, hoe ſayde. The Knight of 
the Sunne cannot in ame wie ercuſe himſelfe ofa great 
offeNICE , in that ho did not aduertile my Kowe, the King 
TLibctto, tt hat the Guierou r ] rebatio would ſecretlie car- 
rei awd Heh Dad aht er ton tparte viito his Will, 
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And foꝛ that he hath bene hetherto in his tompanie, tt is fo 
be ſuppoſed that he was acquainted with the emporoꝛs de⸗ 
termination: and ik it pleaſe mp Lo2de the Bing to give 
attention vato my woꝛdes, he ſhould commaund hun fo2 

he ſame to be accoꝛdinglie puniſhed, fo2 that in no place 
there ought to bee giuen ame crebite oz truſt to traitours, 
and therekoꝛe much lelle in the Court of high and mightie 
ings. When the Sonne of I revatio heard theſe wordes, 
his coulour chaunged, and with verte anger hee gnaſhed 
his teeth together, ſtriuing to mittigate his cholarike ire by 
reaſon, and to atin( were Florinaldus with patience , but 
pet this valiaunt Del Phocbo could not execute his vertu⸗ 
ous deüre, foꝛ that his wꝛath 4 cholar did much moꝛe lur⸗ 
mount his cal;navite, which did pꝛocckde of his wozthie and 
vered heart, n ſuch loꝛt that he could not finde which waie 
to compadle the tame without the great abuung cf his Hos 
nour, elpeciallie to brace ſo inturigus and vile woꝛdes ſpo⸗ 
ken agatnit hun, but wich a furions and frowning coun 
fenaunce, Which ſancd to terrific all them tlat did beholde 
him, he replped vato b lorinaldus, and lapde: Theſe woꝛdes 
which thou halt ſpeken, Flonneliu,be villanoue, and not 
to be ſuffered, Therkoꝛe vpon the lame ik thou wilt go forth 
into p field with me, J wil gine thee to vnderſtäd that thou 
doeſt lie falſelie, foꝛ that J was never frattour to Bug 
noꝛ to anie other creature. hen this tout and gallaunt 
night heard theſe wordes his pouthkull bloud being inw⸗ 
ned, beeing politike and nimble , with a frice hee wrapped 
his cloake about his arme, and dꝛew out his worde, with 
the which he would haue ſtriken the kniglu of the Sunne, 
who was then vnarmed: but giuing the eaterp2iſe againſt 
the flower of all knightes, bekoꝛe his (wood could deſcend 
to crecute his will, with a light leape moꝛe then the pa⸗ 
ces he auoided, and dꝛew out his word which was a heos 
ute and ſo2rowfull dꝛawing out vnfs many), And fo2 that 
Florinaldus had there many kinſeſolkes à friends, and likes 
wile of his own ſquares à ſeruants,they all together dꝛeew 


gut their f wozds,ſome agazuſt the knight of the Sin, and 
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The ſecond part of 


the reaſon-to be fo2 the death of the P2zince Edward, n 


that the King Oliuerio , father vnto the P2ince , ſhould 
not with anie reaſon haue cauſe to quarrell with the king 
Tiberio , neither account hun as partaker in the death of 
the P2ince . 

So when the Dugne vnderſtode the effect of the 
Leftter,ſhe remained all aſtonied and amazed, not knows 
ing whether ſhee might giue credit vnto ſo ſtrange a thing 
as this was, although to the contrarie ſhee receiued erce- 
ding great iope and pleaſure, oz the ga3 fo2fune of the 
Pꝛinceſſe her Daughter, that in all her lyfe hee felt not in 
her ſelke ſo much plealure , and gaue greate thankes vnto 
God fo2 the exceeding benefite which he had done vnto her. 
At that tune the King I iberio was in the Citie of Ratil- 
bona, and the Quene Augulta ſtraight wapes ſent meſ⸗ 
ſengers, ſuch as (hee thought coulde well declare all that 
had happened, and by them the ſent the Letter that the 
Cmperour had lefte wzitten behinde hun in the chamber 
of the Pzinceſſe, and the Queene remained with her owne 
Gentiewamen, aud with the Gentlcwomen of the Pzin- 
teſſe in the monaſterie of the Riuer: fo2 that it was a place 


of greats quietneſſe and pleaſure, and ſent all her knights 


and the reſt of her ſeruauntes vnto the Citte, remapning 
onelie with a fewe Enightes foꝛ her garde, and other ler⸗ 
nauntes, ſuch as were nedefull fo; her ſeruite. The mel⸗ 
ſengers which went with the Emballage vnto the King 
Liberio, came unte the Court beloꝛe him, at ſuch time as 
the king was accompanied with ail his high P2inces and 
Unights, anongelt whome there was that excellent and 
ivo2thie Knight of the Sunne, carrying to heare when the 
departurc of the Cmperour and the P2incefſe ſhould be de⸗ 
clared in the Court , And when the mefleagers came 
befo2e the king they ſtraight wayes declared vnto him 
their Embaſſage, and gaue hun the Emperours Letter, 
which at his commaundement was read openlie in the 
hear ing of all the Court. And wyen they viideritode all 
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that chis Hiſtoꝛie hath tolde vou, the greate admiration 
that all people recetued, was wonderfull : + when the king 
heard the tontentes thereof, hee remayned a greate while 
as one being in a maze, and ſpake neuer a woꝛde. At laſt 
calling to his rememb2aunce the mightineſſe of the Cmpes 
rour, the great maieſtie of his eſtate, the wozthyneſſe of 
his perſen , and the excellencie of his ropall deſcent , ba 
thought within himlclfe that God had done much fo2 him, 
in giuing him ſo woꝛthie and mightie a ſenne in lawe,and 
that his Daughter was the moſt happieſt Pꝛinceſle then 
{ining in the woꝛlde / that in the ende of all hor ſoꝛrowe 
ſhee hadde found {o noble and excellent a hul bande. All 
this and manp other things did greatlie delight his heart, 
hut conſidermg howe much hee was in charge fo2 the 
Mꝛince of great Eritaine , he did not make ante outwards 
{hewe of his inward contentment, but demeancd himſelke 
as one confounded in thought, and verpe much trou⸗ 
bloed. 

And after that he had a great while remained in that 
traunce, without ſpeaking anie thing, ke ſodainelie arole 
vp from the place whereas ha late, and lcauing all his 
knightes and noble men in the great hall, be entered in⸗ 
to his cloſet, and being there alone, hee deganne agame to 
tall to his remembꝛaunte the noble and mightie dates of 
the woꝛthie Emperour Trebatio, and the moze his meinde 
and ſenſes were occupied therein, the mozc toye and plea⸗ 
ſure he ſened to recetne, giuing greate thankes vifo God 
fo: that all thinges by the Wozking of his mightie hande 
were bzought to fo god and tovfiill an ende And thus all 
thinges well conſidered , he determined fo make an out- 
ward ſhew of great anger againſt the Empercur , till ſuch 
time as he might vnderſtande howe the king Oluerio did 
— the matter, at ſuch time as he ſhoulde heare newes 

ereof. 
Likewiſe at y time came to his remembꝛantce/ the mightie 
derds that the Cmperour declared of the knight of the Sun, 
C.ii. muüng

Iland, the Cable,the gates, and the terrible and wonder⸗ 
full ka pers and gards, with the mightie and perilous bat⸗ 
taile that the Unight of the Dunne had with them, and of 
all the reſt that happened foꝛ toclere him of that inchants 
ment, as hath ben tolde you in this hiſtoꝛ ie paſt. And when 
it was concluded and let foꝛth in coulours, it was a thing 
verie ſtraunge to beholde, and of greate admiration to all 
people that did lone thereon, inſomuch that they could not 
belæue, that anie humane man was able to doe ſo greate 
dedes of armes as was done by the Knight of the Sunne.

So in this doubt they 
remained vntill the eleauenth date, at which time not ſ&- 
ing the chamber doꝛe opened, they determined to goe the⸗ 
ther, and beganne to call and knocke at the doꝛe, but there 
was none that aunf wered them, whereat beeing moꝛe a⸗ 
mazed, they knocked harde, and ſtroke mightie and greate 
blowes at the doe, neuer theleſſe there was none that aun- 
wered them, although they were there a great while knoc⸗ 
ing: and beeing much amazed thereat, thep ſtraight waie 
gaue the QAutene Auguſta to vnderſtand thereof, who was 
in the Citio ot Buda,and beeing vorie much amazed at that 
ſodaine newes, ſhe called certaine cf her knights and Gen⸗ 
tlewomen, and in their compante departed fo the monaſte⸗ 
rie. Aud when ſhe came vnto the chamber doꝛe of the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe, and found none to aunſͤſ were her, ko; all their greate 
Enocking, ſhe ſtraight waies commaunded her knightes to 
5:eake open the doze, and hatchets and other things being 
bꝛought fo the purpoſe, they bꝛoke open the doze , which 
done, the Qugne with her knights and Gentlewomen cn 
tered the chamber, and not finding the Pyzincefſe no2 ante 
other perſon therein, were verie ſoze troubled + amazed ſhe 
late her lelfe downe vpon the floꝛe, and knew neither What 
to ſate oꝛ doe, but onelie to lament and to make great ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowe , And as thep were in this confuſton they found the 
Letter that was w2itten lying vppon the Table, and di⸗ 
rected either to the king T1berio , o2 vnto the Queene, 
the which Letter they gave firataht wape vnto the 
Nugne Augulta, who with greate anguiſh did open the 
ſame, and ſawe therein witten all the whole Miſtozie of 
the mightie Emperour T'rebatio and the P2inceffe Briana, 
with the true relation thercof , till ſuch time as they de⸗ 
parted, and in the ende of the Letter they craued pardon

knightes buderſtwde his determination, they woulde nok

JED Ven the comming of the Cmperonr Frebas 
N | 5 dio and the pꝛinceſſe Bnana into Grecia, was 
Vi Akushen vnto the Pꝛince of that Pꝛouince, 

100 ths was a young Bnight and one. of his 
(NN - ſubiects, he was verie much amazed, and 


like wise al his ſubiecs,fo2 that they thought 
vert lic 110 many yearcs.palt he had hene dead, and there 
was no other reckoning made al him, neither would they 
belene his comming to be true , till ſuch time as cucris 
dne of them did ſee him with they; owne eyes. And beeing 
certefied thereof, they did receiue hin with ſuch maieſtie 
as vnto fo high and mightie eſtates did appertaine-UWhet- 
as the Emperour did remaine, and would not p2ocede as 
nie farther, but firſt wholie and perfealio infoumed him 
elfe of the eſtate of all thinges within the Empire. And 
there was giuen hin to understand how- that the King of 
Boheinia had bene and was gouergour of all the whole 
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the fir/t Booke, 


Empire, and howe that he had ruled and governed it with 


rallie were verie well content with his gouernement, at 
the which þ Cmperour receiued great pleaſure x fent vnto 
him giuing him to vnderſtand of his coming, with þ Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſle Briana, certifying him by a bꝛiefe Letter of all that 
he had paſſed, and willed him to mœte him at Conſtanti- 
nople, When the Ring and all the nobles of the Empire, 
who at this pzeſent were in Conſtantinople, hearde theſe 
newes, J am not here able to expꝛeſſe the great admirati⸗ 
on that they had, and the erceding toy that they in they: 
heartes tonceiued foꝛ that ſodaine newes, in ſuch ſoꝛte that 
if each of them h4i recciued his owne brother, they coulde 
haue polſſelled no moꝛe pleaſure,he was ſo well beloued. 
Do in a ſhozt (pace theſe newes was publiſhed thꝛoughout 
all Conſtantinople, and was a meruailous thing to behold 
the great pleaſure and ſpoꝛtes that were in the Citie, and 
generallie amongſt all the people Then the king of Bo- 
hemia,with all thoſe noble Pyunces and Loꝛdes did toyne 
themſelnes together, x departed toward Dardania, whereas 
they receiued the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe Briana, and 
conducted them vnto the great Citie of Conſtantinople, 
with ſuch maieſtie and pompe , that neuer P2ince no2 
Komane Emperour was fo receyued- into his Coun⸗ 
trie. And when they were come vnto Conſtantinople, 
that faire and ropall Pzinceſſe Briana was crowned 
Empꝛelſe of Grccu, at which tozonation was made the 
greateſt feaſtes and triumphes „with ſuch poimpeous 
ſolempnitie as neuer was in all the worlde befo:e that 
time. To which triumph and feaſtes , there did not one⸗ 
lie come all the Pꝛinces, noble men, and valyant knights 
naturall of the Empire , but aifo bf all the Bingdomes

were beſct with this Gyaunt(that you firſt ſlew and with 
his men, we defended our ſelues againſt them as well as

Emperour, the battaile was bꝛought into great doubt, al⸗ 
though the Opaunt hid loſt verie much bloude by fhcſe 
wonndes which the Cinperour had giuen him. Fo2 when 
he (awe his bloud in ſuch ſoꝛt ſcatfered vypen the ground, 
he wag moꝛe furious then befoze , and with arcate wath 
be beſturred yiunielfe with his Fauchon, carſing hunſciſe 
and blaſpheming againſt his Sods, in that he coulde not 
in ane wile faſten one full blowoe vpon his enunie, and 
that one Knight ſhoulde bring him into ſo areate a pers 
pleritie .

cecding w2athfull when he hearde the Emperour ſpeake 
thus, ſo that he made no reckoning to aunt were bun, but 
giuing a terrible and hoarſe crie, he thꝛewe that areate 
and bigge Boare Speare which hee bꝛought, at the Em⸗ 
perour, with ſo greate ſtrength, and in ſuch ſoꝛte, that ik it 
had chaunced a rightwith the bzoad ende and Kely point, 
doubt whether his Pagicall armour had bene ſufficient 
to haue made reſiſtaunce, but it woulde haue pearced thos 
rough his bodie: hut the Emperour ſoꝛeſcœing that perils 
lous blowe, with great lightneſle cleered himſelfe from the 
furic thereof by leaping on the one ſide, ſo that the Boarg 
Spcare ſtroke in the grounde, and with the great ſtrength 
wherewith it was thꝛowen, it entered moꝛe then halle ths 
length thereof into the carth. 

Uhich when the valpaunt and couragious Em⸗ 
perour {awe , and finding himſelfe to bee ſo nigh vn⸗ 
to daunger „the Oyaunt beeing on ho2ſebacke, and cons 
Edering the greate aduauntage which he hadde, ſtraight 
wares laide holde vppon the bzidle of the Yozle , 

any 
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and with his ffrong armed fiſt ſtroke the hozfe ſuch a 
blowe vppon the head, that he made the bꝛaincs flic out, 
and he fell fo the ground maſter and all . The Gyaunt 
ſteing that, with great halt clared himſelfe from his hozſes 
and being on ſote, dꝛewe out a mightie and bꝛoade faul⸗ 
chon, which hunge at his güdle, and appꝛoched onto the 
Empercaur, ſtriking him fo great and mightie a blovde vp- 
pon his healme, that he could not otherwiſe choſe, but that 
bee was conſtrained to ſtope with both his knes to the 
ground, which did ſomewhat trouble his remembꝛaunte, 
but this mightie Emperour quicklie bethought himſelke 
againe, and toke his ſharpe woꝛde in both his handes, 
and ſtroke the Gyaunt ſuch a blowe vppon his thigh, that 
although his armour was a finger thicke of harde Steele, 
beſides a (ſkirt of maile Which hee had hanging downe , 
ncuerthelefle he cut all a ſunder, and entered through the 
ficſh vnto the hard bone, where hee made a ſoꝛe wounde, 
from whence great abundaunce of bloud ranne out. The 
Gyaunt feeling himſeife thus wounded, and ſ&ing lo great 
reüſtaulice to be made by one alone Knight , roared as 
though it had beene a Lyon; At which notle together with 
the ruſhing of their harneis, and the ſound of their migyz 
fic blowes, there appeared out of the windowes of che 
Nocke another Gpaunt, which tanto his ſa ming was no 
iciſe furious and vgiie of ſemblaunce then the other, u ho 
ſceing that mightie and well foughten battaile detwane 

the Cirperour t his bꝛother, below in as great halt as was 
poſſtble fo2 hun, he went and armed hunſcife, In the mcane 
time the other Opaunt and the Emperdur made thep?2 
battaile with ſo greate and heauie blowes that the noile 
thereof did ſound thꝛoughaut all tbole mountaines. 

And the moze that this Gyaunt did foꝛce himlelfe to ftrike 
the Emperour, lo much the moe did the Emperour p20- 
uide to cleere himſelfe with great lightneſle from his terri⸗ 
ble ſtrokes, fo2 that he knewe verie well it wylde be verle 
perillous, if he ſhould fallen an hun but one full blolve + 
1 B. i ui. neuer⸗ 
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fo feare of waking of him, and ſhee was well contented in 
her minde that they were paſſed the Kingdome of Hunga- 
ria, hoping in a ſhoꝛt tune to enter into the great Empire of 
Grecia, But all this in compariſon was nothing vnto the 
great loue and toͤntented toy that che receiued, to lee that no⸗ 
ble Emperour lie a long with his head on her lap, and lub⸗ 
tect vnto her loue, verie much beholding the great ſeueritie 
and couragious countenaunce ok his faire face, marking his 
mightie members, and the god pꝛopoꝛtion of his whole bo⸗ 
die And as he late vpon jhe graſſe, it ſeemed to her that in 
all the world there was not his like to be ſeene, he was of ſo 
ercelient a ſtature and woꝛrthie to be beloned aboue all 
other. And fo2 ÿ the Pꝛintelle by experience was fullie per⸗ 
waded of his noble pꝛowelle, ſhe ſayd vnto her ſelfe, p ther 
was not in all the woꝛld Ladie oz Gentlewoman, that had 
better chaunce then ſhe, affirming p although Foꝛtune in 
times paſt did ſhew her ſelfe ceuell, pet at that time ſhe had 
recompenced her with moꝛe honour and delight, higher dig⸗ 

nitie and pꝛolperitie then euer ſhe polleſled, oz thought at 
ante time to attaine vnto. But as it is a thing both gene- 
rall and common, that at ſuch time as a man thinketh him⸗ 
ſelfe to haue moſt felicitie in this moꝛtall tife, he is nerreſt 
onto perrits, hauing ſodainlie all his mirth tonrned into 
mournin g, with mifchiefes vnloked foꝛ: fo at this pꝛeſent 


it happened, foꝛ in the meane time that the Emperour toke 


his reſt vpon the lappe of the faire Pꝛinceſſe, and the like⸗ 
wiſe remained in the foppe of her pꝛolperitie, all her Gen⸗ 
tlewomen being at a Fountaine, waſhing their hands and 
faces with that faire and chꝛiſtaline water, vpon a ſodatne 
and vnaware they heard a great noiſe amongſt the trees, 
and ſhꝛikes that ſermed to be of women that came toward 
the plate wheras they were, with loꝛrowfull wapings and 


lamentations. The Ppinceſle and all her Gentlewomen 
being amazod at that ſodaine noiſe, ſawe come loꝛth from 


among the tries towards the Fojtnkathe, : mightte great 
and defozmed Gyant, alt armed, fauing the bearer of his 


healme was vp, aud mounted on a mightie hoꝛſe, hauing in 
his

his hand a great boare ſpeare, which had a verie ſharp and 


long blade of a ſpanne b2oade , and he had a fierce and furs 
rious countenaunce, which cauſed greate feare vnto all 
thenv{hat did beholde him. After him there followed fenne 
men ( meruatlous valte and euill fauoured fo behold, and 
no leſſe d2cadfull ) which were on fote all vnarmed, with 
q certaine kinde of vnuſed weapons in their handes, who 
bꝛought in the middelt amongelt them two Knightes vp⸗ 
pon one hoꝛſe, with their handes fa% bound, and two Las 
dies vppon two Palfrapes, which gaue verie greate 
and ſoꝛrowfull ſhꝛikes. But when the Pꝛinceſſe ſawe 
that monſtrous Gygunt come foo2th of the thicket , ſhe 
gaue lykewiſe a great ſhꝛike, and quaked fo2 fcare, in ſuch 


. fozte that ſhe had no moꝛe coulour in her face then a dead 


bodie: at which noiſe, as well of the Ladies and Gentle⸗ 
women, as of the Pꝛinteſſe, the Cmpercur awaked out of 
his ſound ſieepe, 2s one that had bene greatlie frighted, 
and loking about him he ſawe that monſtrous and valie 
Gyant with all his infernall companie comming towards 
them: wherefo2e with a trice hee roſe vp and laced on his 
healme, and came vnto the Puncelle » whos was as one 
that had beene dead, and ({ayd vnto her: Take a cod heart 
and bee couragious, fol it grieueth me verie —— to ſve 
you in this plight, koꝛ J doubt not, L courage receiue J 
by pour pꝛeſence, but pꝛincipallie Gad alliſt — meg to de⸗ 
iter you from this monſter. The PrncoTe was ſc trou⸗ 


bled and in ſuch keare, that The had not ante power to an⸗ 


{ were him one woꝛd againe: And af that time He would 
haue giuen all the Orectan Empire, pea-the whole world 
ik it had biene hers, to haue {ene her ſeife and the Empe⸗ 
rour cleere from that monltro:s Gpaunt. At this ttme the 
great Opaunt came vnto the place whereas they were, 
and greatlie meruailed fo ſe them there, although ts the 
contrarte retoycing , and verie much delighted with the 
rare and excellent beautic of the Poinceffe, with a dꝛead⸗ 
full and hoarſe voice he ſayde. 
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The ſecond part of 


kaine Sarpedo, which is verie greate, and was inhabited 
with verie furious and vnciuile people. This was the 
cauſe which made them to trauaile by the loweſt parte of 
the mountaine, where they continued on their tourney 
fill the thirde daye, at ſuche tyme as the @unne' was in 
the ertremeſt of his parching heate, which cauſed them to

And bicauſe the great thirſt which the Empꝛelle ſuſtained 
was mo2e griefs vnto the Cinperour then his owne, he di⸗ 
ligently ſearched in euerp place where he came, to (ie if he 
could by any meanes finde any Towne, Aplage, o: Fonn⸗ 
teine, where they might haue water to guench their thirſt. 
And as he trauailed in this care # ſoꝛrow, with in a while 
after he diſcouered a certain valley which entred in by the 
one ſide of y Pountaine, and in the myddeſt thereof there 
was as it were a ſluce which pꝛoſeded out of the Poun⸗ 
taine: and it ſeemed vnto him that it coulde not be with⸗ 
out water, fo2 that the grounde about it was verie freſh 
and pleaſaunt. 

And pꝛeſentlpe leauing their waye that they then fol 
{owed , they tooke the next waye which lead them vnto 
the Ualley , and with greate trauaile they came the⸗ 
ther, in the ende whereof they founde ſuffictent-of that 
whereof they had ſuch neede. Fo2 that out of the fte of 
a high and mightie Nocke, the puncipal beginning of that 
mountaine, there was a ſmall valley lpke vnto a medow, 
being very greenc and frech, and on the one ſide it was ins 
cioſed with chat mightie Nocke; and on the other ide in⸗

ing very pleaſaunt to beholde , Likewiſe they ſaw in that 
highe Rocke , certaine ſteppes cut out of the harde ſtone, 
jpke vnto ſtapꝛes, which aſſended vp vnto a doze which 
was in the ſayde Rocke , and it ſemed to be aboue fifteene 
fapoine highe . Tel 
Allo they ſaw that by the doꝛe there was cut out of the 
ſame Nock, holes lyke vnto wyndowes , which made them 
thinke there ſhould be ſome habitacion oꝛ dwelling in the 
ſame .: And foz that the place was verye delightfull, it dyd 
in a maner inuite them to refreſh tyemſelues. There the 
mperour alighted from his hoꝛſe, and made him faſt vn⸗ 
to a Tr, and toke the Ompꝛelle in his armes from hir 
paulfrie, the lyke dyd he to all the Ladies and damoſels, 
and they went vnto the Fountaine whereas they dyd ſa⸗ 
tiſfie themſelues of their deſire, thinking all their trauaile 
well beſtowed, to come vnto that pleaſant and delightfull 
lace. bats Rn WY 
l Then they late themſclues dawne, by the head of that 
lpꝛing, and dyd eate of ſuche meate as Clandeſtiia hadde 
b:ought with hir: and this mightie Emperour had fo2 his 
table the lappe of the Empꝛeſte, which he dyd moꝛe elteme 
then all the great abaundance ol ſiluer and gold and other 
furniture in his royall and pꝛintely tourte. Allo they re⸗ 
erkull great x ontentment at the 
werte and pyttering nople which the runninge water 
made, which by realon of the ( wiktnelle of his courle, 
ſmed to ber a fountaine of chꝛiſtall, fo; the great cleaxes 
nelle there.. 
And when they had eaten and well refreſhed themſelues 
with that which they bought , the Emperour dyd pull 
ok his healme, and ſtretched out his bodie vppon the greens 
Lraſſe, and lapde his head on the Pꝛinteſſe lappe , And 
after that he hadde diſcaurſed with the Pꝛinceſſe manye 
[wake and amozous ſpeaches, he fell a llcpe, wherefozs 
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the ke hadde great care of bin and commaunged 


all hir gentilwomen to kepe ſilence and to make ng noiſc
